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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


To  the  Governors  and  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Toronto 

Of  the  two  basic  functions  of  the  university — the  transmission  of  knowledge 
by  teaching  and  the  dissemination  and  advancement  of  that  knowledge  by 
scholarship — the  latter  has  in  recent  years  aroused  more  comment.  One  of  the 
reasons  for  this  is  the  growth  of  graduate  schools,  which  I  discussed  in  last  year's 
Report.  The  graduate  school,  although  in  a  sense  it  is  the  university  equivalent 
of  the  professional  college  for  teacher  training,  has  been  thought  of  essentially 
as  a  means  of  contributing  to  the  advancement  of  knowledge.  The  dissertation, 
which  is  still  the  essence  of  most  graduate  programmes,  is  defined  as  a  contribu- 
tion to  knowledge,  though  often  the  contribution  is  so  minute  as  to  be  imper- 
ceptible. In  the  sciences,  the  graduate  school  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a  re- 
search institute,  where  graduate  students  work  with  members  of  the  staff  on 
joint  projects.  An  additional  stimulus  to  research  is  the  narrowing  of  the  gap 
between  the  results  of  pure  research  and  their  application  in  the  physical  and 
social  world.  Largely  as  the  result  of  research  in  universities,  we  have  seen  in 
recent  years  the  defeat  and  obliteration  of  a  host  of  diseases,  and  the  transforma- 
tion of  yesterday's  science  fiction  fantasies  into  to-day's  sober  realities.  Allied  to 
this  has  been  the  increasing  prestige  accorded  to  the  expert.  Never  before  has 
the  university  become  such  a  source  of  expert  guidance  on  almost  every  aspect 
of  social  policy.  Scarcely  a  month  passes  that  I  do  not  receive  a  request  from  a 
government  commission  for  the  services  of  a  staff  member  who  is  a  recognized 
expert  in  a  relevant  field.  It  is  fashionable  to  talk  knowingly  of  academic  in- 
decision and  impracticality,  but  whenever  a  crisis  arises  in  our  national  policy, 
I  observe  that  an  immediate  cry  goes  up  for  professorial  succour. 

The  increasing  emphasis  upon  the  university  as  a  creator  and  disseminator 
of  new  knowledge  has  already  had  profound  effects  upon  its  structure.  In  this 
University  we  receive  in  research  grants  annually  about  three  and  a  half  million 
dollars,  which  is  about  13  per  cent  of  our  total  budget  for  operating  expenses. 
One  has  only  to  look  south  of  the  border  to  see  the  shape  of  things  to  come. 
Increasingly  large  proportions  of  the  budgets  of  complex  universities  are  made  up 
of  funds  earmarked  for  specific  research  projects  by  governments  and  foundations. 
At  Harvard,  for  instance,  25  per  cent  of  the  total  budget  goes  for  this  purpose; 
and  this  is  a  relatively  mild  example.  This  money  is  creating  a  new  academic 
world  of  research  associates  and  postgraduate  fellows,  removed  from  the  on-going 
programme  of  instruction  and  only  tenuously  related  to  the  graduate  school.  The 
university  has,  of  course,  always  reflected  this  interest  in  research  in  ways  that  are 
hidden  in  basic  costs.  The  best  example  is  the  library,  where,  it  has  been  estimated, 
about  60  or  70  per  cent  of  the  cost  (in  universities  with  large  graduate  schools) 
can  be  attributed  to  research  needs.  Yearly  accessions  are  made  in  the  library, 
not  only  to  serve  an  immediate  need,  but  to  build  up  opportunely  collections  for 
use  at  some  unknown  time,  perhaps  far  in  the  future.  These  expenditures  for  a 
library,  often  the  first  casualties  in  a  misplaced  economy  drive,  are  minor  com-

pared  to  the  major  ones  that  must  be  undertaken  if  scientific  departments  are  to 
maintain  some  place  in  the  forefront  of  scientific  advance.  Indeed,  the  facilities 
for  nuclear  research  are  rapidly  going  beyond  the  resources  of  even  the  most 
affluent  university,  and  it  is  necessary  for  a  number  of  universities  to  join  together 
to  provide  expensive  facilities  that  can  then  be  shared. 

The  research  activities  of  any  university  call  for  special  bodies  to  disseminate 
the  research.  Here,  the  Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories  is  such  a 
body,  for  the  Laboratories  distribute  throughout  the  world  many  of  the  im- 
mediate practical  benefits  of  medical  research,  some  of  it  initiated  in  the  Labora- 
tories themselves.  A  more  direct  illustration  in  the  University  of  Toronto  is  our 
Press,  until  recently  the  only  university  press  in  Canada,  and  certainly  one  of 
the  most  flourishing  university  presses  on  this  continent.  This  year,  to  celebrate  its 
diamond  jubilee,  the  Press  published  a  volume  called  The  University  as  Publisher, 
in  which  the  various  facets  of  its  operations  were  described.  In  an  authoritative 
introductory  essay  the  Director  of  the  Press,  Mr.  Marsh  Jeanneret,  explained 
how  a  press  both  disseminates  and  stimulates  scholarly  activity  in  the  university 
community : 

A  university  press  does  much  more  than  disseminate  the  results  of  scholarly 
investigation,  important  though  that  function  is.  It  increases  enormously  the  academic 
effectiveness  of  scholars  whose  works  it  publishes,  and  of  scholars  who  see  in  it  the 
prospect  for  publication  of  work  on  which  they  are  engaged.  Thus  the  learned 
press  becomes  a  powerful  catalyst  in  the  programmes  of  research,  at  its  own  institu- 
tion particularly,  but  to  a  considerable  extent  at  other  centres  as  well.  Of  all  the 
many  ways  in  which  a  university  endeavours  to  create  the  ideal  environment  for  a 
community  of  scholars,  what  more  effective  stimulus  can  it  supply  than  the  assurance 
that  its  scholars  will  be  enabled  to  communicate  effectively  with  their  colleagues  at 
large?  More  than  this,  the  books  and  journals  that  emanate  from  a  university  press 
are  instruments  for  scholarly  communication  and  information  not  only  today,  but  for 
all  time.  The  availability  of  a  scholarly  publishing  facility,  sensibly  administered  and 
sensitive  to  its  great  responsibilities,  can  be  as  important  an  academic  feature  on  any 
campus  as  a  new  lecture  hall  or  a  new  administration  building,  although  the  latter 
may  require  many  times  the  capital  investment. 

With  so  much  of  the  activity  of  the  modern  university  given  over  to  the 
dissemination  and  advancement  of  knowledge,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  new 
kinds  of  academic  organizations  will  appear.  The  commonest  new  variety  is  the 
institute,  an  informal  interdisciplinary  organization  for  research,  designed  to 
reflect  quickly  changes  in  intellectual  interest  and  to  enable  a  number  of  depart- 
ments to  concentrate  their  resources  on  specific  problems.  I  referred  two  years 
ago  to  the  establishment  of  the  Institute  of  Earth  Sciences  and  the  Great  Lakes 
Institute ;  another  illustration  is  the  Institute  of  Medical  Electronics,  which  brings 
together  two  previously  disparate  areas  of  knowledge,  and  reminds  us  that,  despite 
the  intense  specialization  of  the  last  decade  or  so,  there  is  a  steady  convergence 
upon  common  basic  problems.  A  different  kind  of  interdepartmental  activity, 
that  extends  to  departments  in  other  universities,  is  found  in  the  Computation 
Centre,  which  is  changing  its  name  to  the  Institute  of  Computer  Science.  Develop- 
ments similar  to  these  will  occur  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences.  Here 
again  we  have  a  response  to  shifting  juxtapositions  of  areas  of  knowledge,  and  a 
recognition  of  the  growing  interdependence  of  disciplines.  It  may  be,  indeed,  that 
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curricular  experimentation  can  be  most  easily  and  effectively  carried  on  on  this 
graduate  research  level,  with  the  results  eventually  filtering  down  to  the  under- 
graduate level  and  providing  new  bases  for  curricular  changes. 

This  heavy  emphasis  upon  research  and  graduate  work  has  inspired  a  litera- 
ture of  complaint,  in  which  it  is  argued,  frequently  with  colourful  extravagance, 
that  this  new  world  is  forcing  the  old  world  of  teaching  and  instruction  into 
narrower  and  narrower  quarters.  I  referred  last  year  to  some  of  the  manifestations 
of  this :  the  incidence,  for  instance,  of  the  airport  professor,  something  to  which 
university  presidents  are  properly  sensitive,  since  they  are  possibly  the  most  com- 
pletely airborne  of  modern  intellectual  mercenaries.  Yet  there  can  be  no  thought 
of  turning  one's  back  upon  this  development;  it  is  a  question,  rather,  of  working 
out  a  fresh  synthesis  in  the  university  world.  Certainly  a  more  alarming  prospect 
than  the  growth  of  research  at  the  university  would  be  its  isolation  in  independent 
institutes.  Teaching  and  research  have  never  been  in  opposition  to  each  other; 
indeed,  the  university  teacher  is  essentially  a  scholar  in  action.  Teaching  at  the 
university  level  is  not  a  technique,  or  even,  except  in  rare  instances,  an  art,  but 
rather  the  infection  of  the  student  with  the  virus  of  intellectual  curiosity.  What 
this  new  complex  world  calls  for  is  a  greater  flexibility  in  the  determination  of 
the  role  of  each  member  of  the  staff.  Teaching  loads  must  be  made  to  vary  in 
accordance  with  the  research  responsibilities  of  the  scholar  and  his  own  ease  in 
working  with  students. 

But  above  all  this  complex  world  calls  for  the  clear  recognition  and  establish- 
ment of  priorities,  in  the  areas  of  both  research  and  teaching.  In  research  there 
are  a  number  of  clear  rules,  which  a  university  violates  only  at  the  risk  of  con- 
fusing its  function.  It  is  clear,  for  instance,  that  classified  research,  research  that 
enjoins  secrecy  upon  the  scholar  and  forbids  publication  of  his  results,  should  not 
be  undertaken  except  as  a  matter  of  grave  national  emergency.  No  scholar  can 
hoard  the  results  of  his  work;  he  lives  and  prospers  only  as  others  share  in  the 
excitement  and  satisfaction  of  his  discoveries.  Another  general  rule  is  that  research 
should  originate  with  the  scholar;  it  must  be  the  outcome  of  his  own  work,  and 
follow  inevitably  from  what  he  has  already  done.  Research  that  is  imposed  upon 
him  from  outside  is  not  really  research  at  all;  it  is  just  a  form  of  academic 
prostitution.  A  scholar  should  not  confuse  the  collection  of  data  with  research,  no 
matter  how  worthy  the  purpose  or  how  benevolent  the  sponsoring  organization. 
Above  all,  he  should  avoid  the  elaborate  documentation  of  the  obvious,  the 
ponderous  proof  of  the  self-evident,  the  elaborations  of  platitudes  and  truisms  in 
pseudo-scientific  language,  to  which  social  scientists — and  humanists — succumb. 

The  growth  of  research  funds  has  been  rapid  in  the  physical  and  natural 
sciences,  and  has  created  problems  of  imbalance  that  must  engage  the  careful 
attention  of  university  administrators.  It  is  now  customary  in  most  large  American 
universities  to  make  available  to  almost  all  members  of  the  staff  in  the  sciences 
summer  supplements  to  salary  that  can  be  financed  from  large  research  grants. 
This  supplement  may  amount  to  three-ninths  of  the  total  salary  paid  by  the  uni- 
versity. There  are  no  comparable  sums  available  for  the  humanities  and  social 
sciences.  In  Canada  we  have  had  no  resources  to  supplement  the  salaries  either 
of  scientists  or  of  humanists  and  social  scientists.  Although  there  is  administrative 
resistance  to  the  practice  of  paying  staff  members  for  research  undertaken  outside 
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the  academic  session,  I  believe  that  this  is  an  inevitable  development  that  we 
must  recognize  as  a  fact  of  academic  life  and  be  prepared  to  meet  competitively. 

For  a  scholar  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences,  it  is  often  difficult  to  fix 
upon  some  specific  research  project  that  will  touch  off  the  generous  response  of 
a  foundation.  It  may  be  that  his  great  necessity  is  not  so  much  to  pursue  a  specific 
piece  of  research  as  to  read  widely  and  intensively  in  a  given  area.  These  two 
disabilities  suffered  by  scholars  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences — inadequate 
research  funds,  and  difficulty  in  directing  their  work  into  approved  research 
channels — must  be  recognized  and  overcome  by  the  university  itself.  At  Toronto 
this  year  there  were  additional  funds  available  to  support  members  of  staff 
engaged  in  study  and  research  during  the  summer,  and  it  will  be  our  policy  to 
increase  this  amount  steadily. 

In  the  careful  balancing  of  research  and  teaching  responsibilities,  all  the 
danger  does  not  lie  in  over-emphasizing  the  research  side.  There  are  some  dangers 
on  the  instructional  side  as  well.  Professor  Holloway  in  a  recent  article  in  the 
Universities  Quarterly  warns  that  teaching  without  research  may  become  "dog- 
matic, intolerant,  hubristic,  self-righteous."  And  if  a  university  permits  its  teach- 
ing responsibilities  to  spread  uncritically,  it  may  expend  upon  short  courses, 
diploma  courses  and  the  like,  energies  that  should  be  concentrated  in  more  vital 
areas.  This  may  happen  anywhere,  but  most  easily  in  the  professional  divisions. 
We  must  continuously  engage  in  a  process  of  self-analysis  and  criticism.  We  should 
begin  with  the  basic  question:  is  a  particular  professional  activity  appropriate 
to  the  university  and  relevant  to  its  aims?  Sometimes  the  posing  of  this  question 
will  compel,  not  a  writing  off  of  the  professional  undertaking,  but  a  reformulation 
of  its  role.  This  is  precisely  what  happened  when  the  special  presidential  com- 
mittee under  the  chairmanship  of  Dean  Norman  Hughes  looked  carefully  at  the 
Faculty  of  Household  Science  to  determine  its  status  in  the  University  and  in 
particular  its  relationship  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science.  From  the  time  of 
the  introduction  of  Household  Science  into  the  University  in  1902,  there  has 
always  existed  a  certain  amount  of  skepticism  as  to  its  relevance  to  a  university 
undertaking.  It  was  perhaps  this  skepticism  that  encouraged  the  development 
of  two  closely  associated  courses  that  in  a  sense  superseded  the  original  course  in 
Household  Science.  These  were  Household  Economics  and  Food  Chemistry — 
two  professional  courses  of  high  calibre,  but,  illogically,  accorded  a  place  in  the 
structure  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science.  What,  then,  was  needed  to  bring 
the  Faculty  of  Household  Science  into  close  alignment  with  the  University  was 
to  redefine  the  centre  of  its  undertaking,  and  give  it  a  more  accurately  descriptive 
name.  These,  in  essence,  are  the  recommendations  of  the  committee:  there 
should  be  established  a  Faculty  of  Food  Sciences,  with  a  common  first  year 
leading  to  eventual  specialization  in  Nutrition,  Textiles,  or  Food  Chemistry,  and 
with  a  clear  and  specific  emphasis  upon  professional  goals.  I  think  that  we  shall 
find  it  helpful  to  analyze  other  of  the  more  recent  professional  developments  in 
the  University  in  the  same  way. 

Another  question  that  faces  us  in  professional  education  is  the  extent  to 
which  we  should  respond  to  the  increasing  demands  for  professional  training  as 
an  immediate  service  to  society.  Nowhere  is  this  problem  more  acute  than  in  the 
School  of  Social  Work,  where  the  mounting  sums  voted  for  social  welfare  bring 
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in  their  wake  vast  requirements  of  personnel.  Social  work  schools  could,  if  they 
chose,  expand  beyond  all  recognizable  limits,  as  the  need  for  workers  in  the  field 
is  apparently  unending.  Yet  it  is  abundantly  true  that  for  much  of  the  work  in 
the  social  welfare  field,  there  is  little  real  need  for  intensive  professional  study. 
Here  the  function  of  the  university  must  be  to  train  the  leaders,  to  undertake 
and  develop  major  research  activities,  and  to  prepare  teachers  on  the  university 
level.  The  university  may  find  itself  in  the  unpleasant  position  of  resisting  the 
well-meaning  and  aggressive  benevolence  of  governments  and  agencies  who  turn 
automatically  to  the  university  for  a  supply  of  practitioners  in  the  social  welfare 
field  at  all  levels. 

A  somewhat  similar  problem  faced  in  other  professional  divisions  is  the  in- 
creasing demand  that  the  universities  train  technicians.  These  are  the  therapists 
and  hygienists — part  of  the  "paramedical"  services — who  work  closely  with  the 
professional  personnel  and  take  over  many  of  the  routine  tasks  formerly  discharged 
by  full-fledged  professional  graduates.  They  cannot  be  trained  altogether  apart 
from  a  university,  for  they  require  laboratory  and  scientific  equipment  that  only 
a  university  can  afford;  they  require,  also,  instruction  such  as  only  university 
departments  can  give.  But  a  university  must  guard  against  devoting  a  dispro- 
portionate amount  of  time  to  the  training  of  technicians,  and  must  look  carefully 
at  the  academic  status  it  accords  them.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  university 
might  establish  an  institute  of  medical  technology  under  which  all  of  these 
auxiliary  personnel  would  be  grouped. 

I  think  the  steady  accession  of  professional  faculties  and  divisions  that  began 
over  fifty  years  ago  has  now  ceased,  and  we  are  now  in  a  position  to  examine  the 
possibility  of  greater  integration  and  the  breaking  down  of  professional  barriers. 
A  model  that  we  should  consider  is  the  kind  of  health  sciences  centre  now  being 
established  at  many  universities,  which  will  concentrate  particularly  on  the  pre- 
clinical resources  now  diffused  in  medicine,  dentistry,  hygiene,  nursing,  pharmacy ; 
here,  one  would  add  the  Gonnaught  Laboratories.  There  is,  of  course,  no  thought 
that  these  professional  divisions  should  lose  their  autonomy ;  the  centre  is  a  device 
for  co-operation  and  concentrated  effort.  So  complex  is  the  field  of  the  health 
sciences,  so  large  the  sums  that  must  be  made  available  to  them,  that  we  may 
require  a  senior  officer  who  could  undertake  some  of  the  tasks  of  integration  and 
rationalization  to  which  I  have  referred.  A  step  in  this  direction  was  made  by  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  MacFarlane  as  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Sciences  Advisory 
Council.  This  council  has  been  a  valuable  creation  for  exploring  these  problems; 
much  yet  remains  to  be  resolved  before  specific  action  is  taken. 

II 

Review  of  the  Year 

This  year  there  was  a  pause  in  the  rush  of  building  ceremonies.  We  began 
the  year  with  the  opening  of  the  new  Victoria  Library  by  the  Prime  Minister 
of  Canada,  and  we  closed  it  with  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  Massey  College 
by  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh;  in  between  there  was  a  lull  in  ceremonial  activity. 
But  there  was  no  lull  in  building  plans  and  preparations:  the  Edward  Johnson 
Building  for  Music  was  completed,  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy  moved  ahead, 
Architecture  entered  its  renovated  quarters  in  the  old  Dental  Building  and  made 
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the  happy  discovery  that  internal  spaciousness  could  go  hand  in  hand  with  a 
grim  exterior,  and  the  planning  for  Zoology,  Physics,  and  the  first  of  the  residen- 
tial colleges  went  ahead  rapidly.  This  last  undertaking  was  given  edge  and  direc- 
tion by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Frank  Wetmore  as  Principal  of  New  College. 
Immediately  he  took  up  his  responsibilities  with  characteristic  zest  and  vigour, 
an  enterprise  in  which  he  was  joined  most  fortunately  by  Stewart  Wilson,  retiring 
from  his  position  as  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering, 
and  prepared  to  put  his  wide  experience  and  his  deep  knowledge  of  the  University 
at  the  service  of  the  new  college. 

Contributors  to  the  National  Fund  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  the  purpose 
for  which  they  gave  so  generously  of  their  time,  energy  and  money  is  steadily 
coming  closer  to  fulfilment.  At  a  special  ceremony  on  December  8,  1961,  a 
plaque  in  the  central  court  of  Sidney  Smith  Hall  was  unveiled,  providing  a  perma- 
nent record  of  the  University's  indebtedness  to  its  many  benefactors  and  particu- 
larly to  the  co-chairmen  of  the  National  Fund,  Mr.  Neil  McKinnon  and  Mr. 
Wallace  McCutcheon. 

Last  year  I  commented  upon  the  new  system  of  cross-appointments  that  has 
been  worked  out  between  university  departments  and  the  colleges.  A  modest 
but  definite  start  has  now  been  made  in  this  direction,  which  is  described  in 
Dean  Bladen's  report.  As  a  method  of  reasserting  the  place  of  the  college  in  the 
federation  without  weakening  the  concept  of  the  university  department,  the  ex- 
periment is,  to  say  the  least,  well  worth  the  trial. 

I  should  like  to  make  special  mention  of  the  setting  up  this  year  of  the 
Southam  Fellowships,  established  by  the  Southam  Company,  and  designed  to 
bring  to  the  University  of  Toronto  young  journalists  of  promise.  These  fellow- 
ships were  modelled  closely  on  the  Nieman  Fellowships  at  Harvard,  in  their 
emphasis  upon  the  flexibility  of  the  academic  arrangements  and  in  their  assump- 
tion that  the  Fellows  would  come  as  members  of  the  academic  community.  The 
University  of  Toronto  has  not,  and  is  not  likely  to  have,  a  school  of  journalism, 
but  it  recognizes  the  centrality  of  newspapers  in  modern  society  and  welcomes 
this  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  education  of  those  who  work  and  write  for 
newspapers.  It  was  not  expected  that  these  fellowships  would  necessarily  lead  to 
a  fuller  and  more  accurate  depiction  of  the  universities  in  our  newspapers,  but 
it  is  not  presumptuous  to  anticipate  that  such  indeed  might  be  one  of  the  results. 
Except  for  their  ebullient  incidentals,  universities  are  not  good  "copy."  The 
intellectual  life  is  not  easily  reduced  to  headlines.  Yet  with  the  growing  depend- 
ence of  society  on  men  and  women  trained  in  the  universities,  it  is  important 
that  their  nature  be  widely  understood.  One  ventures  to  hope  that  as  a  result 
of  this  experiment  in  advanced  education,  universities  will  be  endowed  with  a 
group  of  lively  but  not  unsympathetic  critics,  all  of  whom  have  access  to  the 
public  ear. 

I  mentioned  earlier  the  seeking  of  expert  guidance  from  the  university  staff 
by  public  bodies.  The  range  of  these  activities  is  too  great  to  allow  of  an  exhaustive 
list,  but  it  is  interesting  to  note  some  examples.  In  local  affairs,  Professor  G.  R. 
Lord  is  giving  informed  leadership  as  chairman  of  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  and 
Region  Conservation  Authority,  and  Professor  T.  F.  Mcllwraith  is  involved  with 
the  Authority's  Black  Creek  Pioneer  Village,  as  well  as  with  the  Ontario  Archaeo- 
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logical  and  Historic  Sites  Board.  Professor  Albert  Rose  continues  to  be  active  in 
the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Authority,  of  which  he  is  vice-chairman. 
Professors  G.  B.  Langford  and  J.  B.  Currie  have  been  active  on  the  Ontario 
Committee  on  Oil  and  Gas  Resources,  the  former  as  chairman.  Dean  Bladen, 
whose  one-man  report  on  the  automotive  industry  is  exerting  a  continuing  influ- 
ence, serves  on  the  Ontario  Economic  Council.  Professor  T.  Grygier  is  an 
adviser  to  the  Department  of  Reform  Institutions.  Professors  J.  H.  Ebbs  and  Z. 
Slack  are  on  the  provincial  committee  on  physical  fitness,  and  the  former  is  also 
on  the  national  body.  The  provincial  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  the 
national  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare  make  use  of  the  services  of  Pro- 
fessors C.  E.  Hendry  and  J.  S.  Morgan;  the  Government  of  Newfoundland  is 
also  assisted  by  Professor  Morgan  and  by  Professor  E.  R.  Godfrey.  Drs.  M.  H. 
Brown  and  C.  Schwenger  surveyed  the  public  health  programme  of  Nova  Scotia 
at  the  request  of  the  Nova  Scotia  government.  Professor  J.  Spencer  is  a  member 
of  the  advisory  committee  to  the  Canadian  Minister  of  Justice.  Professor  J.  H.  G. 
Crispo  is  Director  of  Research  for  the  Royal  Commission  on  Labour-Management 
Relations  in  the  Construction  Industry.  A  great  many  of  the  staff  have  been 
involved  in  the  work  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Health  Services,  notably  Dr. 
J.  A.  MacFarlane;  and  many,  as  usual,  are  serving  on  committees  of  the  National 
Research  Council  and  the  Defence  Research  Board. 

On  the  international  scene,  Professors  R.  S.  Harris,  D.  G.  Hartle  and  W.  C. 
Hood  surveyed  the  educational  system  of  Sierra  Leone  in  relation  to  the  economic 
development  of  the  country,  and  produced  a  report  for  the  Sierra  Leone  govern- 
ment recommending  a  method  of  expanding  educational  services  over  the  next 
ten  years.  This  was  a  pilot  project  of  unesco,  to  discover  the  effectiveness  of  a 
combined  approach  by  economists  and  educators  to  the  problems  of  the  less 
developed  nations.  Also  for  unesco,  Dr.  P.  E.  L.  Smith  is  heading  a  Canadian 
party  carrying  out  archaeological  work  in  the  area  of  the  Aswan  Dam,  and 
Professor  G.  M.  Wickens  has  completed  a  bibliography  on  Asia.  Professor  W.  A. 
C.  H.  Dobson  is  chairman  of  the  East- West  Committee,  Canadian  National 
Commission  for  unesco,  and  he  and  Professor  Tuzo  Wilson  will  be  delegates 
to  the  Twelfth  General  Conference  of  unesco  in  Paris.  Dean  McLaughlin  went 
to  India  for  the  Canadian  Department  of  External  Affairs  and  the  Government  of 
India,  to  report  on  a  new  project  in  engineering  education.  Dr.  H.  E.  Johns 
serves  in  the  Radiation  Study  Section  of  the  National  Institutes  of  Health 
(U.S.A.),  and  is  the  only  Canadian  on  the  International  Commission  on  Radio- 
logical Units.  Professor  J.  C.  Sinclair,  at  the  request  of  the  Canadian  Red  Cross 
Society,  spent  three  months  in  charge  of  the  hospital  and  leprosarium  at  Coquil- 
hatville,  Congo.  Dr.  I.  M.  Drummond  is  a  consultant  to  the  Division  of  Scientific 
Affairs  of  the  Organization  for  Economic  Co-operation  and  Development.  Dr. 
Philip  Greey  is  on  the  Expert  Advisory  Panel  on  Antibiotics  of  the  World  Health 
Organization. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  the  steady  growth  of  the  Varsity  Fund  this  year 
under  the  energetic  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Robert  Chisholm.  The  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Varsity  Fund  faces  an  initial  task  of  definition  and  recognition.  There 
is,  I  think,  a  growing  understanding  of  the  need  for  the  Varsity  Fund  as  a  means 
of  obtaining  that  margin  of  flexibility  which  becomes  the  measure  of  quality. 
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Other  university  presidents  have  remarked  on  the  extraordinary  power  that  in- 
heres in  a  comparatively  small  sum  of  unrestricted  money,  even  when  it  appears 
to  be  swallowed  up  in  a  huge  budget;  David  Henry,  President  of  the  University 
of  Illinois,  uses  the  vivid  phrase  "institutional  thrust"  to  describe  the  effect  of  an 
unrestricted  sum  of  $50,000  in  a  budget  of  many  millions.  Thus  with  the  amount 
of  unrestricted  university  money  made  available  by  the  Varsity  Fund  in  the  year 
under  review,  the  University  was  able  to  pay  the  salary  of  an  adviser  for  foreign 
students,  to  provide  a  subsidy  for  the  Finnish-Hart  House  exchange,  funds  for 
the  addition  to  the  Hart  House  collection  of  painting  and  the  cost  of  the  final 
stage  of  an  important  piece  of  research  in  Pharmacy,  and  to  make  a  purchase 
for  the  University  Library  to  mark  fittingly  the  accession  of  its  one-millionth 
item.  As  the  sum  becomes  larger,  the  projects  it  sustains  will  become  more  impor- 
tant. The  Varsity  Fund  will  always  support  projects  that  are  central  to  the  health 
of  the  University;  it  will  perhaps  have  a  particular  affection  for  those  that  strike 
out  boldly  into  new  territory  and  that  proclaim  the  romance  as  well  as  the  rigour 
of  the  academic  life. 

D.  J.  McDougall,  Professor  of  History,  is  retiring  from  the  staff.  His  career 
has  been  unusual.  After  losing  his  eyesight  at  Gourcelette  in  1916,  he  lectured 
at  the  military  school  in  orthopaedics  and  therapeutics  that  was  being  conducted 
in  Hart  House,  learned  to  play  golf,  took  his  B.A.  here,  won  the  Bryce  Research 
Fellowship  and  a  special  Rhodes  Trust  scholarship  to  Oxford,  and  returned  to 
join  the  staff  of  the  Department  of  History.  He  has  written  much  on  English 
constitutional  and  Commonwealth  history ;  he  has  been  active  in  learned  societies, 
serving  a  term  as  President  of  the  Canadian  Catholic  Historical  Society ;  and  the 
numerous  graduate  students  whose  work  he  has  supervised  have  found  in  him  a 
devoted  mentor.  We  shall  miss  him  in  our  councils,  but  we  can  always  count  on 
finding  him  at  our  concerts.  Associate  Professor  C.  C.  Dunaj,  who  also  retires 
this  year,  came  here  from  Poland  knowing  no  English,  and  in  ten  years'  time  had 
taken  her  Ph.D.  in  Mathematics.  She  has  translated  important  Polish  mathemati- 
cal treatises.  Political  Economy  is  losing  two  members,  both  of  whom  joined 
the  staff  in  1930:  Professor  C.  A.  Ashley,  who  supervised  the  course  in  Commerce 
and  Finance  for  many  years  and  was  latterly  Chairman  of  the  Department,  and 
whose  friendly  personal  interest  will  be  gratefully  remembered  by  hundreds  of 
graduates;  and  Associate  Professor  Lome  Morgan,  a  stimulating  teacher,  whose 
pamphlet,  The  Permanent  War,  or  Homo  the  Sap,  has  a  place  in  Canadian 
satirical  literature.  Professors  E.  H.  Craigie  and  Norma  Ford  Walker  are  retiring 
from  Zoology:  the  former  a  specialist  in  the  nervous  systems  of  lower  animals, 
the  latter  in  human  genetics;  both  excellent  teachers  and  prolific  in  research.  Dr. 
Craigie  did  research  in  Spain,  and  translated  the  work  of  the  neurologist  Ramon 
y  Cajal.  Dr.  Walker  investigated  multiple  births  with  great  enthusiasm,  and 
recently  has  been  interested  in  the  diagnosis  of  mongolism  and  the  genetic  effects 
of  radiation. 

Retirements  from  Medicine  include,  besides  many  valued  members  of  the 
part-time  staff,  Associate  Professor  M.  T.  Wishart,  really  the  creator  as  well  as 
the  director  of  Art  as  Applied  to  Medicine,  and  Professor  A.  C.  Singleton,  Head 
of  Radiology,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  that  subject  in  Canada  who  has  received 
many  international  honours.  In  Hygiene  as  well,  two  department  heads  are  re- 
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tiring.  Professor  Harvey  Agnew  established  the  Hospital  Administration  course 
fifteen  years  ago,  the  course  growing  out  of  his  previous  work  with  the  Canadian 
Medical  Association's  department  of  hospital  service,  which  gave  him  a  compre- 
hensive knowledge  of  Canadian  hospitals.  He  was  a  keen  archer  in  the  days 
when  there  was  a  range  on  Devonshire  Place,  and  he  is  one  of  the  many  amateur 
painters  we  have  in  the  University.  Professor  Neil  McKinnon  of  Epidemiology 
and  Biometrics  has  been  a  dedicated  teacher  and  a  ruthless  deflater  of  unauthenti- 
cated  medical  claims;  it  is  entertaining  to  note  that  when  he  graduated  in  1921, 
Torontonensis  furnished  him  with  the  motto:  "I  am  in  earnest;  I  will  not  equivo- 
cate; I  will  not  excuse;  I  will  not  retreat  a  single  inch,  and  I  will  be  heard." 
Professor  N.  D.  Fidler  retires  as  Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing  after  ten  years 
in  that  office.  She  brought  to  the  directorship  wide  experience  at  Toronto,  McGill 
and  Windsor,  and  special  interests  in  psychiatric  nursing  and  in  the  relationship 
between  nursing  and  the  law.  During  a  period  when  the  numerical  shortage  of 
nurses  has  been  a  matter  of  common  concern,  Miss  Fidler  has  placed  consistent 
stress  upon  qualitative  as  well  as  quantitative  considerations. 

Seven  professors  died  during  the  year,  two  of  them  very  young  men :  Assis- 
tant Professor  James  Chung  of  Mathematics,  an  expert  on  computers,  co-author 
(with  D.  B.  DeLury)  of  Confidence  Limits  for  the  Hyper  geometric  Distribution; 
and  Associate  Professor  Stefan  Stykolt  of  Political  Economy,  an  economic  theorist 
greatly  interested  in  industrial  organization,  a  frequent  contributor  to  the  scholarly 
journals.  Professor  E.  W.  McHenry,  the  Head  of  Nutrition  in  the  School  of 
Hygiene,  did  much  to  improve  the  health  of  a  whole  generation  of  Canadians 
through  his  great  knowledge  and  lively  comments  (he  found  our  eating  habits 
deplorable,  and  our  tendency  to  embrace  food  fads  amusing) ;  internationally, 
he  was  known  for  his  contributions  to  the  knowledge  of  the  nature  and  action 
of  vitamins  and  the  metabolism  of  fats.  Of  J.  D.  Ketchum  I  wrote  only  last 
year  that  upon  his  retirement  he  had  received  a  fellowship  from  the  Royal  Society 
of  Canada  for  study  in  England;  tragically,  he  did  not  live  to  enjoy  it.  Lachlan 
Gilchrist  has  been  called  the  father  of  geophysics  in  Canada,  and  his  contributions 
to  that  science  and  to  industry  are  well  known;  he  was  also  a  researcher  in 
astronomy,  and  his  investigations  of  the  X-ray  gained  him  a  fellowship  in  the 
Canadian  Academy  of  Medicine.  Dean  McLaughlin's  report  contains  a  fine 
tribute  to  the  late  Professor  H.  E.  T.  Haultain,  who  served  on  the  staff  from 
1908  to  1938  and  continued  his  activities  as  research  scientist  and  inventor  almost 
to  the  time  of  his  death;  disabled  veterans  of  the  First  World  War  benefited 
from  Professor  Haultain's  years  of  devotion  to  the  work  of  re-training  soldiers, 
and  the  Canadian  mining  industry  is  in  his  debt  both  for  the  students  he  trained 
and  for  his  inventions,  which  are  in  general  use  throughout  the  world.  Finally, 
I  must  record  the  death  on  January  1,  1962,  of  George  Henry  Needier,  who 
interrupted  his  undergraduate  course  in  this  University  to  fight  in  the  North- West 
Rebellion  of  1885,  completed  his  B.A.  in  1886,  took  his  Ph.D.  at  Leipzig,  and 
joined  the  staff  in  1891.  When  he  retired  as  the  distinguished  Head  of  the  German 
Department  in  1936,  he  turned  his  undiminished  energies  to  research  in  Canadian 
history  and  literature,  as  well  as  continuing  his  interest  in  German  studies  and 
writing  poetry.  His  publications  are  proof  of  what  he  often  said,  that  for  some 
men  the  years  after  the  age  of  65  represent  their  phase  of  best  production. 
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Among  those  who  have  resigned  to  take  posts  at  other  Canadian  universities 
are  Professor  E.  H.  Botterell,  to  be  Dean  of  Medicine  at  Queen's;  Associate 
Professor  A.  H.  Shephard,  to  be  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Psychology  at 
Manitoba;  Assistant  Professor  N.  H.  Tayler,  to  be  Chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Romance  Languages  at  Waterloo  University  College;  Associate  Professor 
W.  T.  Tutte,  to  be  Professor  of  Mathematics  at  the  University  of  Waterloo;  and 
Assistant  Professor  N.  L.  Kissick  of  Forestry,  who  has  gone  to  the  University  of  New 
Brunswick.  Our  losses  to  universities  outside  the  country  were  not  as  numerous 
this  year  as  they  have  sometimes  been,  but  they  are  such  as  we  can  ill  afford: 
Associate  Professor  O.  Kinne  of  Zoology  has  gone  to  be  Director  of  the  Bio- 
logische  Anstalt  at  Heligoland,  Associate  Professor  G.  S.  Watson  to  be  Professor 
of  Mathematics  at  Johns  Hopkins,  Assistant  Professor  G.  Naylor  to  be  Senior 
Lecturer  in  Mathematics  at  the  Royal  College  of  Science  in  Glasgow,  Assistant 
Professor  E.  D.  Poppleton  of  Aerophysics  to  a  post  at  the  University  of  Sydney, 
Assistant  Professor  E.  Gorham  to  be  Associate  Professor  of  Botany  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Minnesota,  and  Dr.  Robert  J.  Slater  to  be  Dean  of  Medicine  at  the 
University  of  Vermont.

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  was  the  request  of  the  provincial 
Advisory  Committee  on  University  Affairs  that  the  presidents  of  the  Ontario 
universities  should  prepare  a  comprehensive  report  on  the  development  of  higher 
education  in  the  Province  during  the  next  ten  years.  Under  the  chairmanship  of 
John  Deutsch,  Vice-Principal  of  Queen's  University,  the  report  was  prepared  and 
submitted  to  the  Advisory  Committee  in  six  weeks'  time.  It  is  not  boastful  to 
suggest  that  it  could  not  have  been  written  so  expeditiously  if  it  had  not  been  for 
the  work  during  the  preceding  year  of  the  Policy  and  Planning  Committee  of 
this  University  under  the  directorship  of  Dr.  Robin  Harris,  and  if  it  had  not  been 
also  for  the  familiarity  with  the  material  that  had  been  gained  by  the  secretary  of 
that  committee,  Mrs.  Ireland,  who  also  served  as  the  secretary  of  the  larger 
provincial  committee.  The  report  still  remains  a  study  document,  forming  the 
basis  for  individual  decisions,  and  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  review  it  as  a  whole.  Two 
of  its  recommendations,  however,  have  been  clearly  recognized  and  have  been 
accepted  as  a  basis  for  action.  One  is  that  the  present  universities  must  grow 
considerably  beyond  their  announced  projections  of  enrolment.  The  second  is  that 
in  any  scheme  for  the  development  of  higher  education,  the  strengthening  of 
graduate  schools,  which  are  the  only  sources  of  university  teachers,  is  primary  and 
basic.  For  the  University  of  Toronto,  the  first  point  involves  an  upward  adjust- 
ment in  student  enrolment  of  about  14  per  cent.  For  1970  we  had  projected  a 
university  of  approximately  18,000  full-time  students  and  4,500  part-time  stu- 
dents. We  are  now  thinking  in  terms  of  20,000  full-time  students  and  5,000  part- 
time  students.  Of  the  increase  of  8,000  students  between  our  present  enrolment  and 
the  new  projected  enrolment,  2,000  will  be  graduate  students,  which  gives  to 
Toronto  a  peculiar  place  in  the  development  of  graduate  studies  in  this  Province 
and  a  major  responsibility  for  staffing  the  universities.  The  Province  has  already 
indicated  its  intention  to  institute  a  comprehensive  fellowship  programme  for 
graduate  students  proposing  to  go  on  to  university  teaching,  and  a  system  of  separate

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subventions  for  graduate  work,  the  details  of  which  have  not  yet  been  worked  out. 
This  governmental  acceptance  of  the  responsibility  for  the  general  support  of 
graduate  work  is  an  enlightened  development  in  the  history  of  higher  education. 
In  the  past  there  has  been  no  specific  support  of  graduate  instruction  as  such.  The 
Ontario  scheme  may  prove  a  model  to  be  followed  generally  throughout  this 
continent. 

There  is  still  lively  discussion  as  to  what  the  structure  of  higher  education 
should  be  in  this  Province.  I  would  suggest  that  besides  the  strengthening  of  the 
existing  universities  there  are  three  steps  that  should  be  taken.  The  first  is  the  revi- 
sion of  Grade  XIII  so  as  to  make  it  a  year  of  advanced  liberal  education,  and, 
therefore,  a  particularly  good  preparation  for  university  work.  This  requires  the 
reduction  in  the  number  of  subjects  at  the  Grade  XIII  level,  so  that  they  may  be 
explored  in  depth,  with  emphasis  upon  critical  analysis  rather  than  upon  factual 
absorption.  The  reduction  would  have  the  incidental  effect  of  reducing  the  amount 
of  administrative  work  at  the  Grade  XIII  level  and  accelerating  the  process  of 
university  admission.  Second :  any  new  institutions  of  higher  learning  that  are  to 
be  created  should  be  given  charters  restricted  to  the  award  of  the  general  degree  in 
Arts;  they  should  be  known  as  colleges,  and  should  be  affiliated  with  an  existing 
university.  It  is  important  that  the  perfectly  sound  distinction  between  college  and 
university  should  be  preserved.  A  university  is  an  institution  of  higher  learning 
capable  of  giving  specialized  work  both  in  Arts  and  Science  and  in  at  least  one  of 
the  major  professional  fields,  and  offering  graduate  instruction  to  the  Ph.D. 
level  in  a  number  of  areas.  An  institution  does  not  become  a  university  simply  by 
being  called  one.  It  achieves  this  status  only  after  a  period  of  apprenticeship.  To 
blur  the  distinction  between  college  and  university  is  to  indulge  in  the  favourite 
Canadian  sport  of  confusing  appearance  with  reality.  Third :  the  present  institutes 
of  technology  should  be  strengthened  and  should  be  asked  to  assume  more 
responsibility  for  general  education  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences  on  a 
two-year  basis  beyond  Grade  XII. 

In  recent  months  there  has  been  a  revival  of  the  junior  college  discussion,  and 
a  suggestion  that  therein  lies  the  solution  to  our  problems.  The  essence  of  the 
junior  college  proposal  is  the  introduction  of  a  new  stage  in  education,  a  sort  of 
purgatorial  two  years  between  secondary  school  and  university.  Grade  XIII 
disappears,  and  the  student  goes  on  after  Grade  XII  to  two  years  in  the  junior 
college.  The  advantages  of  these  institutions  are  said  to  be  that  they  provide  a 
selective  process  for  students  who  may  be  unsure  of  their  fitness  for  university 
education;  at  the  same  time,  they  provide  general  education,  thereby  raising  the 
general  level  of  literacy,  give  cheap  local  education  to  students  before  they  go  on 
to  large  centres,  and  involve  the  local  community  in  their  government. 

Against  the  introduction  of  the  system  we  should  recall  the  following  strong 
arguments.  A  system  of  junior  colleges  would  immediately  attract  all  of  the  good 
teachers  in  the  secondary  schools,  and  the  schools  would  become  hopelessly 
poverty-stricken.  Even  now,  the  scarcity  and  the  maldistribution  of  qualified 
secondary  school  teachers —  that  is,  teachers  with  Type  A  or  Type  B  endorsed 
certificates — must  give  rise  to  the  gravest  concern.  Of  447  secondary  schools  in 
Ontario,  there  were  in  1961-62  167  with  no  qualified  mathematics  teachers  and 
115  with  no  qualified  English  teachers,  and  these  are  not  just  very  small  schools: 
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many  of  them  have  from  500  to  1,000  pupils.  Thus,  high  school  pupils  outside  the 
large  urban  centres  are  underprivileged  now,  and  the  effect  of  taking  away  from 
them  the  few  qualified  teachers  they  now  have  an  opportunity  to  encounter  would 
be  disastrous.  In  the  second  place,  it  is  probable  that  the  junior  colleges  would 
come  under  local  school  boards,  and  would  become  a  part  of  the  secondary  school 
system.  This  would  not  be  higher  education  at  all,  but  simply  an  artificial  prolong- 
ing of  high  school —  the  glamour  of  "going  to  college"  without  the  reality.  Finally, 
the  establishment  of  junior  colleges  would  profoundly  dislocate  the  honour  system 
in  Ontario  universities,  which  is  now  firmly  based  on  the  principle  that  beyond 
Grade  XIII  a  good  student  is  in  a  position  to  begin  a  career  of  at  least  limited 
specialization. 

There  remains  the  argument  that  junior  colleges  provide  a  selective  process 
and  give  the  kind  of  general  education  that  is  essential  for  citizenship.  As  to  the 
former,  I  am  convinced  that  universities  can  work  out  satisfactory  systems  of 
selection  if  they  are  given  more  resources  for  the  purpose.  We  need  identification 
of  potential  university  students  at  an  earlier  stage  in  the  secondary  schools,  varied 
criteria  of  selection,  and  a  careful  study  of  personal  reports  by  teachers  and  prin- 
cipals. The  development  of  general  education  beyond  Grade  XII  is  a  problem 
whose  dimensions  we  cannot  yet  envisage,  a  problem  that  must  command 
continuous  attention.  In  the  meantime,  we  should  work  towards  the  extension  of 
the  kind  of  work  done  in  the  institutes  of  technology,  and  the  sound  and 
imaginative  development  of  educational  television. 

Whatever  system  is  finally  adopted,  it  is  clear  that  the  sums  going  into  higher 
education  will  be  on  a  scale  never  contemplated  a  few  years  ago.  Even  if  we 
confine  ourselves  to  economic  forecasts  based  upon  a  static  cost  per  student,  we 
get  staggering  results.  But  we  should  remind  ourselves  that  any  forecast  based  on 
the  maintenance  of  the  present  costs  is  illusory.  The  cost  of  higher  education  is 
going  to  rise  sharply  in  every  area,  and  nowhere  more  sharply  than  in  the  area  of 
staff  salaries.  For  a  good  many  years,  universities  achieved  modest  increases  in 
staff  salaries  by  pointing  out  past  injustices  and  emphasizing  the  increasing 
importance  of  the  professorial  role.  Now  there  is  no  need  to  marshal  arguments  of 
an  abstract  or  theoretical  nature,  valid  as  they  may  be;  for  the  ineluctable  forces 
of  the  economy  are  driving  salaries  up.  Each  year  in  another  two  or  three  areas  of 
instruction  the  scarcity  of  teachers  becomes  more  acutely  apparent.  Soon  there 
will  be  no  field  in  the  whole  range  of  university  instruction  where  the  services  of 
a  well-trained  and  scholarly  person  will  not  be  at  a  premium.  The  general 
situation  is  neatly  summed  up  by  Miss  Alice  Rivlin  in  a  study  done  by  the  Brook- 
ings Institution  on  the  financing  of  higher  education : 

It  seems  doubtful  that  ways  can  be  found  of  economizing  faculty  time  sufficiently 
to  offset  the  necessary  rise  in  salaries  and  to  keep  cost  per  student  constant  without 
lowering  the  quality  of  education.  Moreover,  the  rapidity  with  which  human  knowledge 
is  growing  necessitates  a  constant  improvement  in  the  quality  of  education — more 
must  be  learned  in  the  same  amount  of  time,  if  formal  education  is  not  to  be  pro- 
longed into  middle  age.  This  improvement  probably  cannot  be  achieved  without 
increasing  the  resources  per  student  devoted  to  higher  education.  Laboratories  and 
other  physical  facilities  must  be  modernized,  libraries  must  be  expanded,  faculty 
members  must  receive  more  training  at  the  start  of  their  careers  (not  less,  as  is  the 
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current  trend)   and  they  must  take  more  time  from  teaching  to  keep  up  with  the 
rapid  changes  in  their  disciplines. 

If  the  number  of  students  doubles  in  the  next  decade — which  is  not  unlikely — and 
the  cost  of  educating  a  student  increases  by  25  per  cent — which  seems  conservative — 
current  resources  devoted  to  higher  education  10  years  from  now  will  have  to  be  two 
and  a  half  times  as  great  as  at  present.  This  means  they  will  have  to  increase  by  more 
than  10  per  cent  per  year,  which  is  at  least  twice  as  fast  as  the  rate  at  which 
optimists  think  our  total  production  is  likely  to  grow  in  the  same  period.  (Alice  M. 
Rivlin,  The  Role  of  the  Federal  Government  in  Financing  Higher  Education,  The 
Brookings  Institution,  1961,  pp.  5-6.) 

The  necessity  for  large  sums  of  money  to  finance  higher  education  will  bring 
about  a  new  era  of  precise  budgeting.  On  the  side  of  the  University,  we  shall  pay 
more  attention  to  the  varying  costs  of  different  kinds  of  students.  This  year,  for 
instance,  we  analyzed  carefully  the  relative  cost  of  undergraduate  and  graduate 
education,  and  we  discovered  that  the  graduate  student  costs  on  an  average 
about  six  times  as  much  as  the  undergraduate  student.  In  universities  where  the 
graduate  responsibilities  are  becoming  greater  each  year,  the  budgetary  problems 
will  be  different  from  those  faced  by  institutions  that  for  a  number  of  years  must 
be  concerned  exclusively  with  undergraduate  instruction.  Another  factor  making 
for  precision  will  be  the  use  of  detailed  projections  of  future  development.  With 
the  adoption  of  a  careful  system  of  enrolment  control,  we  shall  shortly  be  in  a 
position  to  say  just  how  many  students  we  will  have  in  a  given  year,  and  we 
shall  therefore  be  able  to  project  the  number  of  new  staff  and  the  additional 
facilities  we  will  require.  If  universities  thus  become  more  precise  in  their 
budgeting,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  government  will  respond  likewise.  Our 
system  of  higher  education — in  many  respects  the  most  precious  asset  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario — merits  continuous,  informed,  and  sympathetic  attention. 

With  the  imminence  of  the  Confederation  celebrations  of  1967,  we  shall  no 
doubt  hear  a  great  deal  about  national  goals,  and  we  shall  be  treated  to  an  orgy  of 
materialistic  forecasts.  It  may  be  that  in  the  present  atmosphere  of  economic 
dubiety,  other  voices  will  be  heard ;  it  may  be,  indeed,  that  the  very  concept  of  a 
national  goal  will  be  recognized  as  an  anachronism,  and  that  we  shall  fix  our 
attention  upon  our  place  in  the  world  community.  If  we  look  in  this  direction, 
then  our  universities  come  sharply  into  the  foreground.  The  university  is,  by  its 
very  nature,  dedicated  to  the  principles  of  freedom,  disinterestedness,  and  cos- 
mopolitanism, which  must  form  the  basis  of  any  international  society.  If  we  hope 
to  demonstrate,  then,  that  in  one  hundred  years  we  have  become  a  mature  and 
responsible  member  of  the  society  of  nations,  we  could  find  no  better  way  than  by 
the  systematic  strengthening  of  our  universities  across  the  country,  and  the 
creation  of  a  number  of  university  centres  of  research  and  scholarship  of 
unequivocal  world  eminence.

THE  DEAN.  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS  ANP  SCIENCE 

The  most  exciting  development  of  the  past  year  is  that  of  the  new  concept  of 
the  College  in  relation  to  the  Faculty.  Agreement  to  experiment  by  way  of  "cross- 
appointment"  was  noted  in  the  last  Report  of  the  President  (pp.  14-16).  The 
purposes  of  this  agreement,  we  should  remind  ourselves,  were  to  broaden  the  academic 
basis  of  the  existing  Colleges  while  maintaining  in  full  vigour  the  integrity  of  the 
University  Departments,  and  to  develop  a  framework  which  would  facilitate  the 
development  of  new  colleges  as  means  to  offset  the  otherwise  inevitable  impersonality 
associated  with  the  growth  in  the  University.  "The  process,"  said  the  President,  "will 
begin  on  a  modest  basis,  and  will,  I  am  confident,  grow  smoothly  and  effectively 
into  an  essential  part  of  the  structure  of  the  University."  The  process  has  begun,  not 
only  modestly  in  amount  of  cross-appointments,  but  modestly  in  kind,  as  experimental 
rather  than  doctrinaire.  There  is  resistance  in  some  University  Departments,  where 
the  fear  of  fragmentation  is  felt.  I  yield  to  none  in  my  belief  in  the  value  of  our 
departmental  organization,  but  I  believe  that  the  safeguards  to  the  integrity  of  that 
organization  are  adequate.  To  attempt  to  write  an  agreement  with  the  Federated 
Universities  which  would  meet  all  the  present  fears  would,  in  my  view,  put  an  end 
to  the  present  healthy  spirit  of  experimentation.  Such  experimentation  should  lead 
over  the  next  few  years  to  the  emergence  of  new  relationships,  suitable  to  the  new 
world  of  the  expanded  University,  relationships  as  yet  impossible  to  define  and, 
perhaps,  inconceivable.  Goodwill  and  mutual  confidence,  imagination  and  flexibility, 
are  needed  in  large  quantities  if  the  new  structure  is  to  be  effective  and  enduring.  To 
this  end  there  must  be  more  discussion,  and  particularly  more  discussion  involving 
the  teaching  staff  of  the  Colleges  and  the  University.  I  must  confess  that  the  arrange- 
ments have  seemed  to  me  so  wise  that  I  have  not  done  all  I  should  to  promote  such 
discussion.  It  may  help  if  I  report  briefly  some  of  the  changes  that  have  taken  place. 
First,  University  College  has  established  an  upper  limit  to  the  number  of  students 
it  will  admit  to  the  first  year  in  1962-3.  This  raises  in  a  new  form  the  problem 
of  admission  to  the  Faculty.  Every  student  in  the  Faculty  must  be  a  member  of  a 
College;  in  the  past,  with  unlimited  enrolment  in  University  College,  every  student 
admitted  to  the  Faculty  could  be  certain  of  admission  as  a  member  of  a  College;  it 
is  essential  in  the  future  that  every  student  selected  for  admission  to  the  Faculty  shall 
be  admitted  to  a  College  or  shall  not  be  excluded  from  the  Faculty  if  he  is  not  so 
admitted.  Second,  New  College  was  established  with  Dr.  Frank  E.  Wetmore  as  its 
first  Principal.  To  develop  a  new  college  in  a  new  collegiate  framework  will  require 
all  the  skill  and  imagination  that  Dr.  Wetmore  has  shown  that  he  possesses.  It  requires 
considerable  courage  to  embark  on  such  a  venture  in  a  house  on  St.  George  Street. 
Yet  it  was  surely  the  right  decision  not  to  start  by  building  in  brick,  but  rather  to 
begin  by  building  a  community  and  then  to  prepare  to  house  it  appropriately.  New 
College  will  be  one  of  the  colleges  in  which  students  in  this  Faculty  may  be  enrolled ; 
its  establishment,  therefore,  temporarily  solves  the  problem  created  by  restriction  on 
admission  to  University  College;  but  it,  too,  will  have  to  restrict  enrolment  before 
long.  New  College  is  to  enrol  students  from  other  Faculties.  If  this  proves  as  suc- 
cessful as  I  believe  it  will,  we  may  see  the  older  Colleges  becoming  multi-faculty 
colleges  before  many  years  are  past.  Third,  the  process  of  cross-appointment  has 
begun,  four  Colleges  having  adopted  four  different  plans.  University  College  has 
cross-appointed  to  its  staff  Professor  R.  A.  Ross  in  Mathematics,  Professor  D.  G. 
Ivey  in  Physics,  and  Professor  W.  E.  Beckel  in  Zoology.  These  professors  become 
members  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Senior  Common  Room  of  the  College  and  will 
have  some  general  tutorial  relationship  to  students  in  science  in  the  College.  Perhaps 
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their  prime  function  is  to  help  the  College  to  think  out  the  lines  of  experiment  in 
this  process  of  collegiate  reorganization.  New  College  has  cross-appointed  a  number 
of  senior  graduate  students  to  provide  tutorial  help  to  members  of  the  College;  this 
is  an  experiment  in  tutorial  assistance  as  a  conservation  measure  in  first  year  courses, 
particularly  in  Mathematics,  Physics  and  Chemistry,  and  in  the  General  Course  in 
Science.  Again,  if  successful,  one  may  expect  the  New  College  experiment  to  affect 
the  practice  of  the  other  Colleges.  Trinity  College  has  cross-appointed  to  its  staff  two 
members  of  the  Department  of  Political  Economy,  Professors  I.  M.  Drummond  and 
P.  W.  Fox.  They  will  give  some  general  tutorial  help,  but  will  also  give  some  lectures 
in  University  subjects  to  Trinity  students  in  Trinity  College.  Victoria  College  (which 
has  had  a  long  experience  of  cross-appointment  in  Spanish)  has  appointed  to  its 
staff  a  Lecturer  in  History,  Mr.  James  M.  Estes,  who  has  been  cross-appointed  to  the 
Department  of  History;  as  a  member  of  Victoria  College  he  will  broaden  the  academic 
basis  of  their  community,  but  his  teaching  programme  will  be  that  arranged  in  the 
University  Department.  Finally,  it  is  symptomatic  of  the  change  in  the  relationship 
of  the  Colleges  and  the  Faculty  that  Victoria  College  has  most  generously  put  a 
small  sum  of  money  (from  its  share  of  the  Varsity  Fund)  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Dean  for  the  support  of  research  or  for  payments  to  Visiting  Lecturers. 

In  my  report  last  year  I  said  that  in  making  new  appointments  "the  growing 
needs  of  the  Graduate  School  have  been  constantly  in  mind."  Now  the  University 
is  under  pressure  to  expand  its  graduate  enrolment  further  and  faster  than  was 
planned.  This  requires  a  further  and  faster  increase  in  the  staff  of  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  and  Science,  for  it  is  on  them  that  the  greater  part  of  the  increased  burden 
will  fall.  The  rate  of  increase  of  the  staff  over  the  last  years,  though  considerable, 
has  not  been  as  great  as  had  been  planned;  it  becomes  seriously  inadequate  in  relation 
to  any  upward  revision  of  plans  for  the  expansion  of  Graduate  Studies.  But  it  is  not 
only  numbers  of  staff  that  count;  expansion  of  work  at  the  doctoral  level  requires 
the  appointment  of  more  senior  men  in  specialized  fields  and  the  relief  from 
some  of  the  burden  of  undergraduate  work  of  many  of  the  very  distinguished 
specialists  already  on  our  staff.  There  is  also  additional  expense  for  research  equip- 
ment and  supplies  and  for  technical  assistance.  Much  of  this  comes  from  outside 
sources,  particularly  from  the  National  Research  Council,  but  much  of  it  is  a  charge 
on  the  budget  of  the  Faculty  and  much  more  of  it  must,  I  believe,  become  such  a 
charge.  It  is  not  in  any  way  extravagant  to  estimate  that  we  need  an  additional 
$25,000  for  laboratory  equipment  immediately  on  the  appointment  of  each  new 
professor  in  a  science  department.  In  the  humanities  and  the  social  sciences  the  great 
need  is  for  library  facilities;  the  expense  involved  does  not  appear  in  my  budget,  but 
the  effectiveness  of  the  staff  of  this  Faculty  and  our  ability  to  recruit  (and  hold)  the 
staff  which  we  need  for  expanding  graduate  work  depend  in  very  high  degree  on  the 
provision  made  in  the  budget  of  the  Chief  Librarian.  We  must  face  the  fact  that  a 
first-class  graduate  school  is  a  very  expensive  operation.  We  must  resist  pressure  to 
expand  our  School  unless  we  have  the  resources  to  make  it  first  class.  I  consider 
it  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  responsibilities  of  the  heads  of  my  eighteen  Depart- 
ments to  strive  to  increase  the  resources  available  for  graduate  work  but  also  to  restrict 
enrolment  of  graduate  students  in  their  Departments  to  the  number  that  they  can 
effectively  handle.  I  am  convinced  that  the  expense,  though  high,  is  properly  con- 
sidered, from  the  point  of  view  of  social  accounting,  as  "investment,"  and,  indeed, 
as  high-yielding  investment.  If  that  is  once  recognized  by  governments,  the  necessary 
funds  will,  I  am  confident,  be  made  available. 

We  could,  of  course,  provide  the  resources  for  some  part  of  the  increase  in  the 
School  of  Graduate  Studies  by  reducing  our  expenditure  on  undergraduates.  But 
this  would  be  very  wrong.  We  are  committed  to  a  further  increase  in  undergraduate 
enrolment;  we  have  been  given  the  right  to  limit  that  increase  so  that  we  shall  be 
"selecting"  students  and  may  therefore  expect  a  considerable  increase  in  the  average 
academic  quality  of  our  student  body.  Surely  we  are,  then,  committed  not  merely 
to  maintaining  but  to  improving  the  quality  of  the  undergraduate  education  we 
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offer.  This  is  a  duty  we  owe  to  the  public.  The  value  of  this  phase  of  education 
cannot  be  estimated  in  pecuniary  terms  to  the  same  degree  as  can  graduate  work 
(though  even  here  the  non-pecuniary  aspects  are  very  great).  But  the  expense  of 
undergraduate  education  can  properly  be  considered  largely  as  social  investment.  If 
its  yield  is  hard  to  compare  with  the  yield  of  investment  in  graduate  education,  it  is 
clear  that  the  yield  to  the  latter  is  higher  the  better  has  been  the  prior  undergraduate 
preparation.  I  would  add  that  the  quality  of  the  undergraduate  work  we  do  will  be 
greatly  enhanced  by  the  vigour  of  the  graduate  work.  I  repeat  what  I  said  in  my 
first  report,  two  years  ago:  "Graduate  and  undergraduate  teaching  are  essentially 
complementary."  It  should  be  unnecessary  to  add  that  I  consider  research  to  be 
complementary  with  both,  and  that  I  believe  that  this  means  not  only  that  graduate 
and  undergraduate  education  must  be  conducted  in  an  atmosphere  of  active  re- 
search, but  that  much  basic  research,  and  in  particular  that  which  requires  most 
imagination  and  free-ranging  inquiry,  is  most  likely  to  be  fruitful  in  the  atmosphere 
of  a  teaching  university. 

The  Sidney  Smith  Building  has  now  been  in  operation  for  one  year.  While 
there  have  been  individual  difficulties  and  frustrations,  the  new  facilities  have 
demonstrated  their  value.  It  is  difficult  to  select  items  for  special  mention,  but  the 
archaeological  laboratories  for  Anthropology,  the  studios  for  Fine  Art,  the  Chinese 
Library,  the  language  laboratories,  and  the  psychological  laboratories  are  among  the 
most  important  new  facilities.  It  remains  for  a  hot  summer  to  test  the  ventilation 
system;  some  degree  of  air-conditioning  must  surely  be  provided  before  long.  To  the 
south,  the  Chemistry  Building  nears  completion.  To  the  north,  the  ground  is  being 
cleared  for  the  Zoology  Building;  we  can  only  hope  for  an  early  start.  Detailed 
drawings  for  the  Physics  Building  are  being  prepared;  there  have  been  long  and 
frustrating  delays,  but  we  hope  that  work  will  begin  on  this  building  very  soon.  For 
Botany  there  are  as  yet  no  plans;  but  additional  facilities  are  urgently  needed  for 
this  Department.  The  proposals  for  expansion  of  the  Graduate  School  beyond  the 
limits  originally  planned  raise  problems  of  the  adequacy  of  the  Sidney  Smith  Building 
for  the  twelve  Departments  there  housed.  When  new  colleges  are  built,  and  when  a 
new  Library  is  planned,  it  may  be  possible  to  provide  some  additional  office  space 
for  the  relief  of  the  pressure  on  this  building. 

I  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  three  retired  professors,  George  Needier, 
Lachlan  Gilchrist  and  Davidson  Ketchum,  and  of  three  relatively  young,  active 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Faculty,  Dr.  James  Hong  Chung  in  Mathematics,  Dr. 
Stefan  Stykolt  in  Political  Economy,  and  Mr.  J.  P.  Kidd  of  the  Division  of  Univer- 
sity Extension.  I  record  the  retirement  of  six  members  of  the  staff  and  express  to 
them  the  thanks  of  the  Faculty  for  devoted  and  distinguished  service  and  best  wishes 
for  the  future:  D.  J.  McDougall  in  History;  Mrs.  C.  C.  Krieger  Dunaj  in  Mathe- 
matics; C.  A.  Ashley  and  L.  T.  Morgan  in  Political  Economy;  and  E.  Home  Craigie 
and  Mrs.  N.  F.  Walker  in  Zoology.  The  Council  of  the  Faculty  has  passed  a  resolu- 
tion asking  that  all  full  professors,  on  retirement,  be  appointed  professors  emeriti; 
we  hope  that  the  University  will  take  appropriate  action  in  the  near  future.  The 
following  members  of  the  staff  resigned:  from  Botany,  Professor  J.  R.  Bray  and  E. 
Gorham,  the  former  to  do  research  work  at  the  University  of  Minnesota,  the  latter 
to  become  a  professor  in  Ecology  at  the  University  of  Minnesota;  from  Italian  and 
Hispanic  Studies,  Professor  N.  H.  Tayler,  to  become  Chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Romance  Languages  at  Waterloo  University  College;  from  Mathematics,  Pro- 
fessor D.  Naylor,  to  accept  an  appointment  as  Senior  Lecturer  at  the  Royal  College 
of  Science  in  Glasgow;  Professor  C.  J.  Scriba,  to  accept  a  research  scholarship  at 
Oxford  University;  Professor  W.  T.  Tutte,  to  become  a  Professor  at  the  University 
of  Waterloo;  and  Professor  G.  S.  Watson,  to  accept  an  appointment  at  Johns  Hopkins 
University;  from  Physics,  Professor  W.  H.  Watson,  to  become  Scientific  Advisor  to 
the  Lockheed  Aircraft  Corporation  in  California;  from  Psychology,  Professor  A.  H. 
Shephard,  to  become  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Psychology  in  the  University 
of  Manitoba;  from  Zoology,  Professor  O.  Kinne,  to  become  Director  of  the  Bio- 
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logische  Anstalt  in  Heligoland,  Germany.  These  resignations  involve  serious  loss,  but 
as  we  seek  new  members  from  other  universities  we  must  acquiesce  in  some  loss.  We 
wish  them  all  well  in  their  new  appointments.  It  is  with  pride  that  we  see  members 
of  our  staff  go  to  head  departments  in  other  Canadian  universities.  I  must  record 
the  thanks  of  the  Faculty  to  Dr.  G.  D.  Scott  for  his  effective  performance  as  Acting 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Physics.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  announce  that  Professor 
Harry  Welsh  has  been  appointed  Chairman  of  that  Department  and  that  Dr.  Scott 
has  agreed  to  work  with  him  as  Associate  Chairman.  Already  new  appointments  have 
been  made  and  are  proposed  which  promise  to  usher  in  a  new  and  brilliant  era 
for  that  Department. 

I  have  said  earlier  that  Dr.  Frank  Wetmore  has  become  Principal  of  New 
College;  here  let  me  express  my  thanks  and  the  thanks  of  the  Faculty  for  the  splendid 
service  he  has  done  in  the  Office  of  the  Dean,  for  one  year  as  Acting  Dean,  and  for 
three  years  as  Associate  Dean.  His  performance  has  been  superb;  his  loyalty  to  the 
Faculty  and  to  his  colleagues  in  this  office  absolute.  Our  good  wishes  go  with  him, 
and,  indeed,  our  high  hopes  for  his  achievement.  I  have  been  lucky  in  securing  as 
his  successor  Dr.  E.  W.  Nuffield.  I  know,  as  the  Faculty  will  soon  know,  that  he  will 
measure  up  to  the  standards  set  by  his  predecessor.  I  can  only  hope  that  the  burden 
of  administrative  chores  will  not  ruin  the  scientist.  Dr.  R.  F.  McRae  has  continued 
to  carry  the  principal  burden  of  the  settlement  of  the  Sidney  Smith  Building;  I  hope 
that  the  worries  of  "hotel  management"  will  diminish;  I  am  confident  that  the 
philosopher  will  survive  and  that  his  book  on  The  Unity  of  the  Sciences  will  soon 
be  followed  by  another  distinguished  study.  To  the  Assistant  Dean,  Mr.  W.  D.  Foulds, 
and  his  staff  I  express  continued  gratitude;  the  operation  of  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary is  so  smooth  that  it  is  scarcely  noticed,  like  the  healthy  organ  in  a  healthy  body. 
Finally,  I  express  my  thanks  to  Miss  Lamb  and  Miss  O'Rourke,  secretaries  in  this 
office,  who  serve  and  protect  the  Deans. 

The  real  life  of  the  Faculty  is  in  the  Departments.  I  cannot  help  feeling  that 
the  Report  of  the  Dean  is  incomplete  without  a  report  from  each  of  the  eighteen 
heads  of  University  Departments  on  whose  judgment  and  initiative  so  much  depends 
and  who  are  so  much  closer  to  the  academic  realities.  To  include  a  report  from 
each  would  make  this  Report  too  big;  not  to  include  them  renders  it  anaemic.  Their 
omission  was  somewhat  less  serious  in  the  days  when  a  report  on  research  in  each 
of  these  Departments  was  included  in  the  President's  Report.  Perhaps  I  should 
arrange  for  publication  of  a  special  report  on  the  Faculty  which  would  include  re- 
ports from  the  eighteen  University  Departments  and,  of  course,  from  the  Colleges 
and  the  College  Departments.  In  the  past  year  we  have  issued  a  special  pamphlet 
on  Asian  and  African  Studies  (copies  of  this  will  gladly  be  sent  to  any  who  ask  for 
it) .  I  am  quite  sure  that  other  pamphlets  of  this  sort  should  be  prepared  and  pub- 
lished.

THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  UNIVERSITY  COLLEGE 

During  the  academic  year  1961-2,  the  Council  of  University  College  has  given 
attention  and  thought  to  the  desirability  of  limiting  enrolment  in  the  College.  In 
his  Report  for  the  year  1958-9,  the  President  of  the  University  referred  to  the 
establishment  by  the  Board  of  Governors  of  a  special  Committee  to  examine  the  future 
place  of  the  College  within  the  University,  and  in  my  own  Report  for  the  year  1959- 
60  I  referred  to  the  strong  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  in  spite  of  the  difficulty  of 
determining  the  optimum  size  for  the  College,  academic  loss  would  certainly  occur 
if  enrolment  were  allowed  to  rise  above  2,000.  In  the  spring  of  1960  it  was  believed 
that  limitation  of  enrolment  in  University  College  could  not  be  imposed  until  ad- 
ditional academic  facilities  were  provided  for  students  seeking  enrolment  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  and  that  therefore  enrolment  in  the  College  would  rise 
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much  beyond  2,000  before  it  could  be  reduced.  The  action  taken  by  the  College 
Council  during  the  past  year  was  due,  partly  to  the  fact  that  enrolment  had  actually 
risen  above  2,000,  and  partly  to  the  hope,  faint  at  first,  steadily  growing  stronger, 
and  finally  justified  in  fact  that  an  additional  College,  which  would  admit  students 
of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  would  be  established  by  the  University.  In  the 
light  of  the  establishment  of  New  College,  the  Board  of  Governors  has  authorized 
University  College  to  limit  admissions  to  the  first  year  in  the  autumn  of  1962  to 
about  800.  With  due  allowance  made  for  those  who  are  accepted  but  fail  to  register 
and  for  those  who  withdraw  during  the  first  two  months  of  term,  it  is  expected  that 
enrolment  as  of  December  1  will  be  between  650  and  700.  A  first  year  enrolment  of 
that  size  continuing  over  a  period  of  years  would  normally  produce  a  total  enrolment 
of  about  2,000.  It  is  extraordinarily  difficult  to  establish  fair  criteria  by  which  ap- 
plicants may  be  admitted  or  refused  admission.  The  College  Council  has  developed 
procedures  which  may  be  applied  without  causing  delay  or  other  inconvenience  to 
applicants  and  without  submitting  the  College  to  disadvantages  which  might  be 
produced  by  illiberal  criteria.  The  procedure  will  be  critically  reviewed  early  in  the 
next  academic  year.  Largely  because  of  the  creation  of  New  College,  it  is  expected 
that  no  student  eligible  for  admission  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  will  be  re- 
fused admission  to  that  Faculty  as  a  result  of  the  new  policy  of  University  College. 

While  the  problem  posed  by  numbers  seems  to  have  been  solved,  at  least  for  the 
time  being,  another  urgent  problem  presented  by  the  increasingly  small  amount  of 
instruction  which  undergraduates  receive  within  their  respective  Colleges  has  con- 
tinued to  receive  critical  examination.  As  a  result  of  discussion  and  of  plans  laid 
during  the  past  year,  it  is  expected  that  during  the  coming  year  "cross-appointment" 
of  members  of  the  academic  staff  of  University  Departments  to  the  College  will  be 
made  in  an  experimental  way.  My  hope  is  that  the  experiment  will  be  as  satisfactory 
in  fact  as  it  appears  to  be  in  theory,  and  that  it  may  lead  to  wide  and  established 
practice. 

Once  more  it  is  apparent  from  the  count  of  undergraduates  who  have  achieved 
the  distinction  of  "First  in  First  Class  Honours"  and  of  First  Class  Honours,  and  of 
Grade  A  standing  in  the  two  General  Courses,  that  the  College  enjoys  excellent 
academic  health.  The  award  of  the  amazingly  high  total  of  fifteen  Woodrow  Wilson 
Fellowships  to  undergraduates  of  the  final  year  does  more  than  support  the  other 
statistics.  Nevertheless  the  failure  rate  in  the  College — especially  the  failure  rate  of 
about  18  per  cent  for  first  year  students — continues  to  give  cause  for  worry.  I  am 
reluctant  to  repeat  here  the  discussion  of  the  problem  which  I  offered  a  year  ago. 
The  problem  is  complex,  but  the  universities  must  assume  at  least  some  of  the  re- 
sponsibility. 

While  the  undergraduates  enjoy  high  importance  in  the  life  of  the  College,  the 
importance  of  the  scholars  and  teachers  and  (in  the  complex  University  of  Toronto) 
of  the  scholars  and  teachers  in  University  Departments  is  paramount.  The  evidence 
for  distinction  in  research  is  given  elsewhere;  the  evidence  for  distinction  in  teaching 
has  been  given  above;  I  can  myself  bear  witness  to  great  distinction  which  eludes 
the  ordinary  categories.  The  "old  members"  of  the  College  have  continued  to  support 
their  community  with  great  loyalty  through  the  two  Alumni  Associations,  by  gifts 
and  other  forms  of  material  assistance  both  direct  and  indirect,  and  through  their 
affectionate  and  critical  understanding  of  the  purpose  of  the  community.  That 
understanding  has,  I  venture  to  say,  never  been  greater  than  at  the  present  time. 

The  College  Residences  have  their  problems,  some  of  which  are  financial,  but 
under  the  excellent  direction  of  Dean  Ian  MacDonald  and  Dean  Mary  Innis  they  are 
fulfilling  their  function  as  integral  parts  of  the  community  of  scholars.  Special  refer- 
ence ought  perhaps  to  be  made  to  an  incident  of  last  autumn  just  because  it  at- 
tracted the  continuing  and  perhaps  exaggerated  interest  of  the  local  newspapers. 
During  the  course  of  "initiations"  in  the  Sir  Daniel  Wilson  Residence,  an  accident 
occurred,  which  was  serious  in  itself  and  could  easily  have  been  infinitely  more 
serious.  The  Council  of  the  College  took  such  action  as  it  could  to  prevent  the  re- 
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currence  of  such  trouble.  It  is  equally  important  that  the  College's  Literary  and 
Athletic  Society,  which  speaks  for  the  undergraduate  body  of  the  College,  formally 
asked  the  College  Council  to  forbid  all  forms  of  "non-constructive"  initiations  and 
formally  went  on  record  as  being  in  opposition  to  all  forms  of  "initiation." 

The  planning  for  an  additional  structure  which  will  form  a  north  wing  of  the 
College  and  provide  an  adequate  Library  and  undergraduate  common-room  has 
proceeded  slowly  but  steadily  during  the  year  with  the  assistance  of  a  "Users'  Com- 
mittee," and  as  this  Report  is  being  written  it  is  expected  that  under  the  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  tenders  for  its  construction  will  be  called  for.  It  is  confi- 
dently expected,  also,  that  a  beginning  will  be  made  during  the  coming  summer  on 
the  much-needed  rehabilitation  of  the  staircases  in  the  College's  west  wing. 

I  am  happy  indeed  to  report  that  arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  during 
the  summer  of  1962,  and  presumably  succeeding  summers,  the  College  building  will 
provide  an  academic  home  for  students  enrolled  in  the  summer  session  of  the  General 
Course  (Extension). 

Benefactions,  other  than  those  made  through  the  National  Fund  and  the  Varsity 
Fund,  are  gratefully  listed  elsewhere.  To  every  donor  the  College  expresses  a  special 
debt  of  gratitude  for  evidence  of  faith  in  its  purpose  and  for  an  addition  to  its  power. 

The  death  of  Dr.  G.  H.  Needier,  Professor  Emeritus  of  German,  is  reported  with 
sorrow,  and  with  gratitude  for  his  contribution  to  the  College  and  to  Canada.  His 
scholarly  activity  did  not  cease  with  his  retirement  twenty-six  years  ago  but  con- 
tinued until  his  death.  It  has  been  well  said  that  he  had  three  careers — one  academic, 
one  literary  and  one  military.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  grand  old  man,  in 
every  sense  of  the  phrase  except  the  trite  one. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  express  once  again  my  great  gratitude  to  all  the  admini- 
strative officers  of  the  University,  to  the  Dean  (and  all  his  colleagues)  of  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  and  Science,  and  above  all  to  the  President  of  the  University,  for  kindness  and 
generosity  in  their  dealings  with  the  College.  A  very  special  debt  of  gratitude  is  due 
to  the  officers  of  the  College,  and  to  all  members  of  its  staff.

THE  DEAN.  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  MEDICINE 

In  his  last  report,  Dr.  MacFarlane  remarked  upon  the  close  scrutiny  to  which 
medicine  and  the  medical  profession  were  being  subjected.  During  the  past  year 
the  creation  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Health  Services  has  forced  not  only  the 
practising  profession  but  also  the  schools  of  medicine  to  formulate  their  objectives 
and  policy  for  the  future.  In  doing  this,  the  very  searching  questionnaire  and  visit 
of  the  Committee  on  Medical  Education  of  the  Royal  Commission  was  of  great 
assistance,  but  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  the  investigations  of  Dr.  William  Oille 
on  the  curriculum  and  teaching  in  this  Faculty  provided  the  basis  for  most  of  the 
information  required  by  the  Committee.  The  Faculty  also  provided  information  to 
the  Association  of  Canadian  Medical  Colleges  for  their  brief.  In  addition,  two  briefs 
were  presented  separately  by  the  Faculty.  The  first  was  prepared  principally  by  Dr. 
Oille  and  submitted  on  behalf  of  the  Faculty  Council.  It  was  meant  to  supplement 
the  brief  of  the  Association  of  Canadian  Medical  Colleges  and  the  information  given 
to  the  Committee  on  Medical  Education.  The  second  brief  was  prepared  principally 
by  Dr.  Robert  Janes,  on  behalf  of  the  teaching  hospitals  of  the  University  of  Toronto, 
to  present  those  problems  of  the  teaching  hospitals  that  are  unique. 

I  think  it  is  fair  to  state  that  no  matter  what  ultimate  achievements  derive  from 
the  recommendations  of  the  Royal  Commission,  the  subjection  of  the  medical  school 
and  its  teaching  hospitals  to  the  intensive  self-analysis  necessitated  by  the  preparation 
of  these  briefs  has  been  most  beneficial. 

One  immediate  result  has  been  the  closer  co-operation  of  the  teaching  hospitals 
in  the  solution  of  common  problems.  The  several  meetings  that  have  been  held  during

the  past  year,  under  the  chairmanship  of  the  Dean,  have  already  established  their 
value  to  the  individual  hospitals  and  to  the  Faculty. 

Dr.  Oille  has  made  much  progress  in  his  study  of  teaching,  teaching  practices 
and  the  curriculum,  and  has  gathered  a  quantity  of  useful  information.  Much  of 
this,  as  mentioned  above,  was  of  great  value  to  the  Royal  Commission  on  Health 
Services.  One  immediate  result  of  Dr.  Oille's  work  has  been  the  demonstration  of 
the  changing  pattern  of  teaching,  staff-student  ratios,  and  total  staff  teaching  load  in 
the  past  decade.  Without  any  increase  in  student  enrolment  in  the  Faculty  of  Medi- 
cine, the  increase  in  teaching  in  the  Division  of  Postgraduate  Medical  Education 
has  added  over  600  hours  per  annum,  and  the  increase  in  teaching  to  students  in 
other  divisions  of  the  University,  an  even  greater  amount  of  time.  While  there  has 
been  some  increase  in  staff  to  compensate  for  the  added  teaching  load,  this  has  not 
kept  pace  with  the  increased  teaching  hours,  particularly  in  some  of  the  basic  science 
departments.  This  problem  is  highly  topical  at  present,  because  the  University  of 
Toronto,  with  more  clinical  teaching  facilities  than  any  other  medical  school  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  has  an  obligation  to  attempt  to  graduate  more  doctors  within 
five  years.  By  that  time  the  number  of  graduates  from  the  four  medical  schools  of 
this  Province  will  be  insufficient  to  look  after  the  expanding  population.  A  new 
medical  school,  even  if  a  beginning  is  made  this  year,  will  not  graduate  its  first  class 
for  ten  years. 

To  increase  the  number  of  students  in  the  Faculty  by  as  much  as  25  per  year 
will  not  only  throw  a  greater  burden  on  the  teaching  staff,  but  will  also  present 
problems  of  space.  The  laboratory  classrooms  and  some  lecture  rooms  will  be  over- 
crowded, and  clinic  groups  will  have  to  be  enlarged.  For  these  reasons,  the  Faculty 
is  of  the  opinion  that  an  increase  in  student  enrolment  should  only  last  until  a  new 
medical  school  is  established. 

In  the  fall  of  1961,  125  students  were  admitted  to  the  first  premedical  year  and 
48  students  to  the  first  medical  year.  In  the  ensuing  year,  6  students  dropped  out  of 
the  first  medical  year,  reducing  the  enrolment  to  146.  In  order  to  ensure  graduation 
of  the  maximum  number  under  present  limitations,  a  few  more  than  150  will  be 
admitted  to  the  first  medical  year. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  both  the  first  premedical  year  and  the  first  medical 
year  has  increased  over  last  year  by  approximately  6  to  8  per  cent.  There  is  a  similar 
increase  in  applicants  for  the  Division  of  Rehabilitation  Medicine  and  for  courses 
given  in  the  Division  of  Postgraduate  Medical  Education.  A  decision  about  the 
optimum  size  of  these  two  divisions  will  soon  have  to  be  made. 

Financial  aid  to  students  has  again  been  a  major  concern  to  the  Faculty,  but 
during  the  past  year  the  whole  problem  was  most  ably  reorganized  and  placed  on  a 
sound  basis  by  Mr.  Vernon  and  Dr.  Oille.  A  rate  of  reasonable  expense  has  been 
established,  so  that  the  requirements  of  individual  students  in  relation  to  their  assets 
can  be  readily  determined.  Even  with  the  generous  help  provided  by  the  Medical 
Alumni  Association,  bursary  aid  still  falls  well  below  what  is  needed.  Loan  funds, 
however,  are  in  ample  supply. 

The  growth  of  research  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  has  been  assiduously  cultivated 
by  the  staff  at  all  levels,  with  very  gratifying  results  as  discussed  below.  However,  there 
is  one  aspect  of  this  programme  that  may  prove  increasingly  difficult  to  resolve. 
Successful  research  programmes  do  not  remain  static,  but  demand  increasing  space, 
personnel  and  money.  While  the  last  is  in  relatively  short  supply,  the  total  spent  on 
research  in  the  past  academic  year  exceeds,  by  a  small  margin,  the  budget  of  the 
Faculty.  There  is  no  longer  the  difficulty  in  finding  personnel  that  there  was  five 
years  ago.  The  most  pressing  need  today  is  for  space,  and  with  few  exceptions, 
nearly  every  department  lacks  adequate  research  space.  This  is  especially  true  in 
the  clinical  sciences.  The  assurance  of  a  new  building  on  the  corner  of  Elizabeth  and 
College  Streets  to  house  basic  science  and  investigative  laboratories  to  complement 
existing  space  in  the  Banting  Institute  does  not  answer  the  immediate  problem. 

A  temporary  relief  is  being  obtained  through  acquisition  of  the  house  at  86  Queen's 
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Park.  This  is  being  remodelled  for  laboratory  purposes  for  the  Department  of 
Medicine.  I  should  like  at  this  time  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  co-operation 
and  assistance  of  the  Vice-President  (Administration),  Mr.  Stone,  and  the  Superin- 
tendent, Mr.  Hastie,  in  obtaining  and  modifying  these  premises  for  research. 

The  basic  problem  about  clinical  research — whether  it  should  be  conducted 
entirely  in  the  teaching  hospital,  or  only  that  part  that  must  be  conducted  on  the 
patient  or  in  close  proximity  to  him — has  not  been  resolved.  Similarly,  the  relation- 
ship of  clinical  science  to  basic  science  has  not  been  clarified;  this  must  be  done,  as 
there  is  grave  danger  of  the  basic  science  departments  being  weakened  by  growth  of 
basic  science  laboratories  in  clinical  departments.  With  the  increasing  amounts  of 
research  money  becoming  available  to  clinical  departments,  this  is  a  real  possibility. 

At  the  present  time  the  further  growth  of  research  space  in  teaching  hospitals  is 
problematical.  The  Toronto  General,  Toronto  Western  and  St.  Michael's  Hospitals 
have  all  had  major  building  programmes  in  the  past  ten  years  and  have  added  or 
are  about  to  add  more  research  space.  The  total  available,  however,  is  limited  and  must 
remain  so  until  such  time  as  funds  for  capital  expansion  can  be  found.  The 
W'ellesley  Hospital  has  just  embarked  on  a  campaign  to  provide  beds,  teaching 
space  and  research  space.  Of  necessity,  research  space  in  the  teaching  hospitals  is 
primarily  for  clinical  investigation  units,  with  associated  laboratories.  Space  for  experi- 
mental research,  often  involving  the  use  of  animals,  is  not  usually  available  in  the 
hospitals,  and  it  is  questionable  whether  it  ever  should  be.  At  present,  such  space  is 
available  in  the  Banting  Institute  with  additional  space  to  be  provided  in  the  new 
building  mentioned  above. 

Once  again,  the  Medical  Alumni  Association  entertained  the  graduating  class  the 
evening  before  Convocation,  and  also  had  as  guests  the  class  of  1912.  On  this 
occasion  Dr.  E.  J.  Clifford  was  presented  with  a  Life  Membership  in  the  Association 
in  recognition  of  his  many  years  of  devotion  to  the  problems  of  the  medical  students 
and  to  the  Alumni.  The  Dean  was  presented  with  a  pair  of  white  gloves  as  all  the 
members  of  the  graduating  class  passed  without  conditions  or  failures. 

At  the  Convocation  on  June  15,  Dr.  R.  F.  Farquharson,  Emeritus  Professor  of 
Medicine  and  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Research  Council,  and  Dr.  Carlos  Chagas 
of  the  National  University  of  Brazil,  were  granted  honorary  degrees.  Dr.  Chagas, 
a  distinguished  biophysicist,  at  present  with  the  United  Nations  in  Geneva,  gave  a 
memorable  address.  One  hundred  and  fifty  medical  students  graduated.  Diplomas 
were  awarded  to  21  students  in  Public  Health,  6  in  Medical  Radiology,  1  in  Art  as 
Applied  to  Medicine,  20  in  Psychiatry.  At  the  Convocation  of  May  25,  diplomas  in 
Physical  and  Occupational  Therapy  were  awarded  to  52  students  and  in  Speech 
Pathology  and  Audiology  to  8  students.  Degrees  in  Bachelor  of  Science  (Medicine) 
were  awarded  to  3  students  on  June  15. 

Staff 

Dr.  A.  C.  Ritchie,  formerly  of  the  Department  of  Pathology,  McGill  University, 
was  appointed  Professor  and  Head  of  the  Department  of  Pathology.  Dr.  Ritchie,  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Otago,  New  Zealand,  did  postgraduate  work  in  the 
Department  of  Pathology  at  Oxford  prior  to  coming  to  Canada. 

In  the  Department  of  Medical  Biophysics,  Dr.  A.  W.  Ham  resigned  as  head  of  the 
Department  in  order  to  devote  more  time  to  writing  and  research.  He  is  being 
succeeded  by  Dr.  H.  E.  Johns,  a  member  of  the  Department  with  an  enviable 
reputation  in  the  field  of  radiation  physics. 

Miss  M.  T.  Wishart,  Director  and  founder  of  the  Department  of  Art  as  Applied 
to  Medicine,  is  retiring  this  year,  having  established  standards  in  her  department 
that  have  gained  international  recognition  for  her  and  her  students.  She  is  being 
succeeded  by  Miss  Nancy  Joy,  presently  Assistant  Professor  in  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine,  University  of  Manitoba.  Miss  Joy  had  previously  worked  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Art  as  Applied  to  Medicine,  and  in  the  Department  of  Anatomy  with 
Professor  J.  C.  B.  Grant. 
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Dr.  A.  C.  Singleton  is  retiring  as  Professor  and  Head  of  the  Department  of 
Radiology,  and  Chief  of  Service  in  the  Toronto  General  Hospital.  The  Department, 
under  his  guidance,  has  made  sound  contributions  in  research,  and  in  particular  in 
the  training  of  radiologists.  Dr.  M.  Hall,  a  member  of  the  Department  for  many  years, 
has  succeeded  Dr.  Singleton  as  Head. 

Dr.  E.  Harry  Botterell,  distinguished  Chief  of  Neurosurgery  in  the  Toronto 
General  Hospital,  and  Professor  of  Surgery,  has  resigned  to  become  Dean  of  Medicine 
at  Queen's  University.  Dr.  Botterell  not  only  developed  research,  both  experimental 
and  clinical,  in  his  field,  but  was  an  active  and  valued  member  of  several  Faculty 
committees  that  contributed  much  to  the  establishment  of  sound  policy.  He  is 
succeeded  as  chief  of  the  neurosurgical  service  in  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  by 
Dr.  T.  P.  Morley,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  staff  since  coming  to  Toronto  from 
England  in  1952. 

Dr.  R.  B.  Slater  of  the  Department  of  Paediatrics  resigned  to  take  up  his  new 
appointment  as  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  in  the  University  of  Vermont.  We 
wish  him  every  success  in  his  new  post. 

Dr.  W.  Hurst  Brown  is  retiring  as  chief  of  medicine  at  the  Toronto  Western 
Hospital.  The  University  and  the  hospital  are  indebted  to  Dr.  Brown  for  the  excel- 
lence of  teaching  in  his  service  and  the  fostering  of  research,  both  of  which  have 
contributed  very  significantly  to  the  prestige  of  the  hospital.  He  is  being  succeeded  by 
Dr.  I.  M.  Hilliard,  formerly  Professor  of  Medicine,  University  of  Saskatchewan  and 
at  one  time  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Toronto  Western  Hospital. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  Dr.  D.  M.  Whitelaw,  formerly  of  the  staff  of  the 
Department  of  Medicine,  University  of  British  Columbia,  has  been  appointed  chief 
of  medicine  in  the  Princess  Margaret  Hospital.  This  is  a  new  post. 

A  number  of  members  of  staff  have  retired  this  session,  including  Drs.  H.  W. 
Johnston  and  A.  D.  T.  Purdy  from  the  Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology; 
Dr.  Norman  Wrong  from  the  Department  of  Medicine;  Dr.  A.  W.  M.  White  and 
Dr.  L.  T.  Barclay  from  the  Department  of  Surgery;  Dr.  W.  R.  F.  Luke  from  the 
Department  of  Ophthalmology  and  Dr.  G.  C.  Snell  from  the  Department  of  Oto- 
laryngology. The  contribution  of  these  men  to  the  University  was  in  giving  that  sound 
clinical  teaching  to  medical  students  that  has  been  the  strength  of  this  medical  school 
for  several  generations.  On  behalf  of  the  Faculty,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  wish  them  many 
more  years  of  health  and  happiness  in  practice. 

It  is  with  great  sadness  that  I  must  record  the  death  of  Dr.  John  Oille  in  his  87th 
year.  A  graduate  of  the  class  of  1903,  the  first  cardiologist  on  the  University  staff, 
and  one-time  acting  head  of  the  Department  of  Medicine,  he  will  be  remembered 
with  affection  and  pride  by  the  many  students  who  had  the  good  fortune  to  be  in  his 
clinic  group.  One  of  the  most  dynamic  teachers  the  Faculty  has  ever  had,  his 
clinical  standards  have  made  an  indelible  impression  on  this  Faculty. 

I  should  like  to  express  at  this  time  the  appreciation  of  the  Faculty  and  their  good 
wishes  to  three  members  of  the  non-academic  staff  who  are  retiring;  they  have 
given  faithful  service  for  many  years,  and  have  made  important  contributions  to 
their  respective  departments :  Miss  M.  Delamere  of  the  Department  of  Biochemistry, 
and  Miss  V.  L.  McKinnon  and  Miss  W.  Simpson  of  the  Department  of  Pathology. 

Research 

The  reports  and  lists  of  publications  from  the  various  departments  give  a  full 
picture  of  the  volume  and  productivity  of  research.  In  addition  to  their  publications, 
the  academic  staff  has  again  been  active  and  in  demand  in  presenting  papers  at 
various  national  and  international  meetings.  As  stated  earlier,  while  support  for 
research  is  still  lagging  behind  the  demands  of  the  investigators,  space  has  become 
a  more  important  limiting  factor. 

During  the  year,  generous  donations  for  the  support  of  research  were  received 
from  many  individual  donors.  A  noteworthy  gift  from  the  Johnson  Wax  Company 
was  received  for  the  establishment  of  a  steroid  laboratory  in  the  Department  of 
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Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology  and  for  the  support  of  a  laboratory  in  Medical 
Electronics.  This  latter  is  a  new  and  highly  significant  development  fostered  jointly 
by  the  Faculties  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering  and  Medicine.  At  present,  the 
principle  of  an  Institute  of  Medical  Electronics  has  been  accepted  by  the  School  of 
Graduate  Studies  and  a  Director  appointed — Professor  Moody  of  the  Department  of 
Electrical  Engineering.  Appointments  to  the  Institute  from  the  Faculty  of  Medicine 
will  be  made  from  time  to  time  to  facilitate  the  investigation  of  problems  of  instru- 
mentation of  biological  function.  To  date,  most  of  the  investigation  has  been  in  the 
cardiovascular  field,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  the  collaboration  between  the  two 
faculties  will  have  very  far  reaching  results  in  many  fields  of  medicine  and  biology. 

Once  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  understanding  co-operation  of  the 
voluntary  granting  bodies  in  the  aid  of  research.  We  are  indebted  to  the  Atkinson 
Charitable  Foundation,  the  J.  P.  Bickell  Foundation,  the  National  and  Ontario 
Heart  Foundations,  the  Canadian  Arthritis  and  Rheumatism  Society,  the  National 
Cancer  Institute,  the  Canadian  and  Ontario  Cancer  Societies,  the  McLaughlin 
Foundation,  and  the  Markle  Foundation  and  the  National  Institutes  of  Health  of  the 
United  States.  The  support  of  the  Medical  Research  Council,  the  Province  of 
Ontario  and  the  Department  of  National  Health  and  Welfare  continue  to  be  of 
major  importance  to  the  continuation  of  research  in  this  Faculty. 

Visitors 

Again  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  has  had  the  pleasure  of  visits  from  many  scientists 
from  abroad,  including  Sir  George  Pickering,  Dr.  Paul  Wood  and  Sir  Rudolph 
Peters  from  Great  Britian;  Professor  Baranowski  from  Poland;  Dr.  A.  T.  Hansen 
from  Copenhagen;  and  Dr.  Jurgen  Steinke  from  Boston. 

Dr.  L.  T.  Hilliard,  an  eminent  authority  on  mental  retardation  from  London,  was 
appointed  Visiting  Professor  of  Psychiatry.  Dr.  Allan  Keckwick,  Professor  of  Medicine 
in  the  Middlesex  Hospital,  was  Visiting  Professor  in  Medicine  during  the  month  of 
March. 

The  Balfour  lecture  was  given  by  Professor  Charles  Rob  of  Rochester,  N.Y. ;  the 
Harry  Shields  lecture  by  Professor  R.  D.  Dripps;  the  Walter  Wright  lecture  by 
Professor  M.  J.  Hogan;  and  the  Phi  Delta  Epsilon  lecture  by  Dr.  William  Boyd, 
Emeritus  Professor  of  Pathology. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  secretarial  staff  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance,  and  to  the  Faculty  Council  and  the  President  for  support  and  under- 
standing throughout  a  difficult  year.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  BANTING  AND  BEST 
DEPARTMENT  OF  MEDICAL  RESEARCH 

It  is  occasionally  useful  to  note  what  people  outside  of  our  own  Department  are 
saying  about  the  members  of  our  staff.  In  his  prefatory  chapter  in  the  1960  Annual 
Review  of  Biochemistry,  the  late  Dr.  H.  O.  L.  Fischer,  then  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Biochemistry  of  the  University  of  California,  paid  a  tribute  to 
Professor  C.  C.  Lucas,  who  helped  Dr.  Fischer  and  Dr.  Erich  Baer  when  they  came  to 
Canada  to  "adjust  ourselves  to  Canadian  thoughts  and  habits  and  also  corrected  or 
even  rewrote  our  first  publications  to  make  them  acceptable  for  the  Journal  of 
Biological  Chemistry"  Professor  Baer  was  awarded  the  Chemical  Institute  of  Canada 
Medal  for  1962  and  delivered  the  Medal  Lecture  on  May  28,  1962,  at  the  C.I.C. 
Conference  and  Exhibition  held  in  Edmonton.  The  Medal  is  the  highest  award  of 
this  society.  Professor  C.  W.  Sheppard,  Professor  of  Physiology  in  the  University  of 
Tennessee  Medical  Units  and  one  of  the  great  international  experts  on  basic  prin- 
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ciples  of  tracer  methodology,  has  referred  on  a  number  of  occasions  in  his  recent  book 
to  the  constructive  criticism  and  fine  scientific  contributions  of  Professor  G.  A.  Wren- 
shall.  Professor  W.  R.  Franks,  on  April  11,  1962,  was  presented  with  the  Eric  J. 
Liljencrantz  Award  and  a  five  hundred  dollar  honorarium  by  Admiral  James  Lee 
Holland,  President  of  the  Aerospace  Medical  Association.  Dr.  John  Logothetopoulos 
has  been  invited  to  attend  and  to  contribute  to  the  Gordon  Research  Conference  on 
Metals  and  Metal  Binding  in  Biology  in  August,  1962.  This  is  a  tribute  to  his  recent 
work  on  the  significance  of  zinc  in  the  pancreas  and  in  other  glandular  tissues. 

Studies  on  the  mechanism  of  the  lipotropic  action  of  choline  have  been 
continued  by  Dr.  D.  S.  M.  Haines  and  Dr.  S.  Mookerjea.  In  particular,  the  relation- 
ship between  changes  in  liver  and  plasma  lipid  fractions  during  the  onset  of  and 
recovery  from  choline  deficiency  has  been  investigated.  It  has  been  found  that  all 
plasma  lipid  fractions  decrease  during  the  onset  of  choline  deficiency  but  the 
triglyceride  decrease  is  most  pronounced  and  is  closely  correlated  with  accumulation 
of  lipid  in  the  liver.  The  reverse  changes  are  seen  during  recovery.  These  findings 
support  the  view  that  the  fatty  liver  of  choline  deficiency  is  due  to  an  impairment 
of  the  ability  of  the  liver  to  release  triglyceride  into  the  blood  plasma.  In  association 
with  Dr.  N.  Morley,  Dr.  Haines  has  conducted  further  experiments  on  the  influence 
of  choline  deficiency  upon  the  lipaemia  of  alloxan  diabetic  rats.  Dr.  Morley  is  also 
investigating  the  effect  of  choline  deficiency  upon  spontaneous  activity  of  rats.  She  is 
developing  a  microtechnique  for  the  estimation  of  plasma  triglyceride  and  is  studying 
the  problem  of  determining  the  free  choline  content  of  blood. 

Dr.  B.  Rosenfeld  and  Miss  Jessie  M.  Lang  have  extended  their  studies  of  the 
redistribution  of  lipid  in  rat  liver  homogenates  and  have  investigated  the  in  vitro 
effects  of  lipotropic  agents  on  this  reaction  which  they  discovered.  The  significance 
of  this  lipid  redistribution  in  the  intact  animal  is  being  explored. 

Dr.  Anna  Sirek  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  A.  Renold  (Harvard  Medical  School, 
Boston)  has  investigated  the  persistence  of  insulin-like  activity  in  sera  of  totally 
depancreatized  dogs.  Acid  alcohol  extracts  from  sera  of  these  animals  exhibited 
considerable  insulin-like  activity  which  could  be  abolished  by  exposure  to  insulin 
antibodies.  Studies  of  serum  glycoproteins  in  offspring  of  normal  and  diabetic  animals 
were  carried  out  in  collaboration  with  Professor  O.  Sirek. 

Dr.  E.  Napke  has  conducted  preliminary  experiments  on  the  change  in  volume 
of  the  lumbar  spinal  sac  due  to  posture  and  to  increasing  intra-abdominal  pressure. 
He  is  also  studying  the  physical  and  chemical  nature  of  epidural  fatty  tissue  in  dogs 
and  human  subjects. 

Professor  G.  C.  Lucas  and  Dr.  Jessie  H.  Ridout  have  been  continuing  their  studies 
of  the  effect  of  different  dietary  proteins  upon  the  development  of  hepatic  lesions  in 
rats,  both  in  those  drinking  water  and  in  animals  consuming  dilute  alcohol  (15  per 
cent)  in  place  of  water.  They  have  also  examined  the  effect  of  varying  the  ratio 
of  starch  to  sucrose  in  the  diet  upon  the  production  of  cirrhosis.  Diets  containing  a 
moderate  amount  of  starch  delay,  but  do  not  prevent,  the  development  of  cirrhosis 
in  rats  fed  these  purified  hypolipotropic  diets.  Professor  Lucas  and  Dr.  Ridout  have 
devoted  some  time  to  helping  Professor  Best  with  the  preparation  of  material  for  a 
new  book. 

The  work  in  Professor  WrenshalFs  section  continues  to  deal  primarily  with 
phenomena  of  diabetes  mellitus.  Validation  for  glucose  of  the  method  of  successive 
measured  injections  of  tracer  has  now  been  extended  from  eviscerated  to  normal  dogs. 
The  method  is  being  applied  to  determine  the  sequence  and  magnitude  of  changes 
in  the  production,  accumulation,  utilization  and  excretion  of  glucose  in  the  dog 
during  diabetogenesis.  Tracer  studies  of  glucose  turnover  in  specific  regions  of  the 
living  dog  and  rat  are  also  in  process.  The  preparation  of  a  book  dealing  with  the 
story  of  insulin  over  the  forty  years  has  been  completed  in  co-operation  with  Pro- 
fessor G.  Hetenyi  and  Dr.  W.  R.  Feasby. 

In  the  Sub-department  of  Synthetic  Chemistry,   Professor  Baer  and  his  col- 
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leagues,  Professor  D.  Buchnea,  Drs.  A.  Kindler,  F.  Eckstein,  Y.  Suzuki,  H.  Pohland, 
and  G.  Venkat  Rao,  ably  assisted  by  Mr.  H.  Flehmig,  continued  their  syntheses  of 
naturally  occurring  glycerolphosphatides.  Mixed-acid  phosphatidic  acids  and  bis- 
phosphatidic  acids  (Buchnea)  and  a  phosphatidyl  1,  1-dimethylethanolamine  (Rao) 
were  prepared,  and  new  procedures  for  the  synthesis  of  saturated  and  unsaturated 
alpha-lecithins  (Pohland)  and  alpha-cephalins  (Suzuki)  were  developed. 

In  Professor  Franks'  section,  with  the  assistance  of  Miss  A.  McGregor,  Miss  M.  M. 
Shaw  and  Mr.  J.  Skublics,  the  previously  reported  induction  of  a  degree  of  resistance  in 
a  host  to  its  tumour  by  substituting  for  its  own  inadequate  defence  mechanisms  bone 
marrow  plus  lymphoid  grafts  from  donor  animals  made  resistant  to  the  host's 
tumour  (immune  graft-hybrid  or  chimera  procedure)  has  been  extended.  An  attempt 
has  been  made  to  exploit  the  resistance  so  induced  to  gain  success  by  other  means 
of  therapy.  It  has  been  found  possible  to  induce  a  temporary,  autoclastic,  graft-hybrid 
state  in  a  mouse  from  which,  following  irradiation,  it  can  survive,  purged  of  even 
multiple  tumours  which  recurred  following  surgical  failure.  Many  pertinent  graft 
vs.  host  variants  remain  to  be  explored,  including  host,  organ  and  tumour  specific 
factors.  With  Mr.  Charles  Lennox,  further  studies  have  been  carried  out  on  the  effect 
of  apprehension  (adrenalin)  and  of  glucagon  hyperglycaemia  on  the  post  mortem 
brain  lactic  acid  concentration  during  hypoxia.  With  Mr.  G.  A.  Meek  the  co- 
operative studies  on  the  effect  of  high  energy  vibrations  have  been  continued. 

In  Professor  J.  M.  Salter's  section,  the  distribution  of  lipids  in  the  blood  and 
liver  of  normal  and  choline  deficient  rats  was  investigated  by  Dr.  C.  K.  Gorman  and 
Miss  E.  Montgomery.  The  results  support  those  obtained  by  Dr.  Haines  and  his 
group.  Drs.  R.  Metz,  Gorman,  Salter,  and  Dr.  Juan  Penhos  of  Professor  Houssay's 
laboratory,  performed  studies  with  rat-liver  tissue  in  vitro  and  with  isolated  perfused 
livers  that  have  revealed  many  of  the  basic  causes  of  the  inhibition  in  protein  and  fat 
anabolism  produced  by  glucagon  in  vitro.  Dr.  Salter  and  Miss  S.  G.  Ruedy  have 
continued  their  investigation  of  amino  acid  metabolism  in  normal  and  malignant 
tissue.  The  results  indicate  that  the  metabolism  of  the  host  is  greatly  altered  by  lactic 
acid  which  the  neoplasm  produces.  Factors  responsible  for  antagonizing  the  protein 
anabolic  action  of  insulin  in  vivo  were  also  studied  by  Mr.  S.  G.  Ilk. 

In  Professor  J.  Logothetopoulos'  section  studies  on  the  cellular  mechanism  of 
insulin  secretion  and  on  the  cytochemistry  of  the  islet  cells  have  been  continued.  In 
collaboration  with  Dr.  J.  Kraicer  the  mechanism  of  corticoid  release  during  hypo- 
glycaemia  was  investigated.  The  protective  action  of  glucose  against  the  diabetogenic 
actions  of  alloxan  was  studied  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  M.  Kaneko,  a  visiting 
scientist  from  Japan. 

Professor  D.  G.  Baker's  section  has  continued  to  investigate  the  physiological 
and  biochemical  basis  of  radiation  injury.  In  collaboration  with  Dr.  R.  Mitchell 
(Department  of  Surgery,  Wellesley  Hospital)  biochemical  changes  in  various  seg- 
ments of  the  intestinal  tract  during  acute  radiation  injury  have  been  investigated.  Seg- 
mental differences  in  radio-sensitivity  and  recovery  have  been  demonstrated.  Mr.  G.  A. 
Vivian  has  shown  that  time  and  intensity  factors  are  able  to  modify  the  resistance  of 
the  intestinal  tract  to  radiation  injury.  In  collaboration  with  Dr.  A.  Carsten  (Brook- 
haven  National  Laboratories,  Long  Island,  N.Y.)  the  influence  of  X-irradiation  on 
the  composition  of  the  plasma  proteins  has  been  investigated.  The  qualitative  changes 
(electrophoretic  mobility  in  starch  gels)  which  were  observed  in  certain  of  the 
proteins  as  a  late  effect  of  radiation  injury  were  of  special  interest.  In  collaboration 
with  Dr.  R.  Ghys  (Department  of  Biochemistry,  Laval  University)  a  study  con- 
cerning the  influence  of  low  environmental  temperature  on  radioresistance  has  been 
undertaken. 

Mr.  C.  R.  Cowan,  Comptroller,  and  Mr.  K.  R.  Bowler,  Administrative 
Assistant,  continued  their  indispensable  services  to  the  members  of  the  Department 
of  Physiology  as  well  as  to  the  staff  of  this  Department.  In  addition  to  their  regular 
duties  they  assumed  much  of  the  responsibility  for  advising  and  aiding  the  Superin-

tendent's  Office,  architects  and  builders  in  connection  with  the  new  wing  which  was 
added  to  the  Charles  H.  Best  Institute  during  1961-1962. 

The  University  is  installing  a  plaque  on  each  of  the  research  floors  of  the  new 
wing.  It  reads  as  follows:

THE  DEAH  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  LAW 

The  central  event  dominating  all  other  activities  during  the  past  session  was  the 
return  of  the  Faculty  to  the  campus  in  the  enlarged  and  architecturally  splendid 
new  building  at  78  Queen's  Park  Crescent.  Transfer  of  the  library  began  about  the 
middle  of  August  and  was  completed  by  the  first  of  September,  an  achievement  for 
which  both  the  library  staff  and  the  Superintendent's  Office  deserve  great  credit.  The 
teaching  staff  were  somewhat  less  fortunate,  their  move  being  made  in  two  stages: 
the  first,  in  September,  to  Falconer  Hall,  and  then,  in  November,  to  their  present 
quarters.  The  new  building  has  now,  with  one  exception  to  which  reference  will  be 
made  later,  been  completed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  official  opening  will  take  place 
in  the  Fall  in  order  to  afford  members  of  the  profession,  graduates,  and  University 
colleagues  an  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  a  Faculty  which,  during  the 
last  fifteen  years,  had  developed  nomadic  tendencies. 

Our  report  of  last  year  was  concerned  to  a  large  extent  with  the  declining  rate 
of  applications  being  received  for  admission  into  the  Faculty — a  trend  which  at  that 
time  we  attributed  in  no  small  part  to  the  remoteness  of  the  Faculty  at  Glendon  Hall 
from  the  main  campus.  We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  with  the  return  to  the 
campus  there  was  a  remarkable  upturn  in  the  number  of  applications,  and  for  the 
first  year  we  received  161  applications,  of  which  116  were  accepted  and  of  which 
number  86  registered  for  the  work  in  September.  Of  this  group,  74  finally  wrote  the 
annual  examinations  in  May.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  law  faculties  will  not  feel  the 
real  pressure  of  increased  enrolment  for  another  two  or  three  years  (since  their 
student  body  is,  in  the  main,  composed  of  graduates  of  the  Arts  colleges) ,  this  upturn 
in  enrolment  is  all  the  more  gratifying.  Whether  the  large  number  of  lawyers  who 
are  at  present  engaged  in  preparation  for  law  in  the  five  law  schools  in  Ontario  will 
continue  or  increase  will  depend  to  a  large  extent  on  the  maintenance  of  the  economic 
expansion  which  has  been  responsible  for  the  general  increase  in  the  number  of 
lawyers  during  the  past  ten  years. 

While  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  86  persons  registered  in  the  first  year,  their 
appearance  on  registration  day  presented  the  Faculty  with  a  serious  problem  for 
which  it  was,  in  a  sense,  unprepared.  It  is  a  problem  which  may  have  to  be  con- 
sidered again  for  the  next  session.  Our  new  building  was  planned  on  the  basis  of  four 
classrooms  capable  of  holding  75  each  and  one  large  Moot  Court-classroom  which 
would  be  capable  of  holding  150.  The  thinking  behind  this  scheme  contemplated 
the  possibility  of  150  students  in  each  of  the  three  years,  and  in  the  event  that  a  class 
exceeded  75,  it  would  be  split  into  sections  where  that  was  possible,  and  the  large 
classroom  for  150  was  designed  to  make  easier  the  problems  involved  in  duplication 
of  academic  instruction.  Unfortunately,  for  various  reasons,  chiefly  financial,  the 
building  of  the  Moot  Court-classroom  was  delayed  and  has  not  yet  been  commenced. 
This  presented  the  Faculty  with  the  rather  disheartening  fact  that  its  new  building 
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might  at  the  outset  be  incapable  of  providing  adequately  for  the  first  year  class,  since 
we  had  not  made  provision  in  our  teaching  staff  for  the  number  of  persons  required 
for  smaller  groups  and  the  enrolment  numbers  of  the  first  year  exceeded  the  capacity 
of  existing  rooms.  With  difficulties  experienced  both  by  the  student  body  and  by 
members  of  the  staff,  and  with  the  normal  percentage  of  fallouts  from  registration, 
the  existing  first  year  class  was,  eventually,  accommodated,  in  somewhat  close 
quarters,  in  one  of  the  new  classrooms.  We  are  hopeful  that  before  too  long  the 
original  plan  for  the  Moot  Court— classroom  will  get  under  way  again.  In  the  mean- 
time, we  are  taking  steps  to  meet  as  best  we  can  the  possiblity  of  having  to  divide  our 
next  year's  incoming  class. 

Another  problem  to  which  reference  was  made  in  our  last  report  was  the  rather 
depressing  fact  that  we  felt  our  failure  rate  was  still  higher  than  it  should  be.  It  is 
with  satisfaction  that  we  are  now  able  to  report  that  on  the  examinations  completed 
this  June,  the  failure  rate  was  lower  throughout  the  entire  three  years  than  it  has 
been  at  any  time  during  the  last  fifteen  years.  Of  38  students  in  the  final  third  year, 
there  was  no  failure  and  the  entire  class  graduated  on  June  15th.  In  the  second  year 
class  of  46,  only  one  student  failed  and  four  students  were  conditioned.  More  impor- 
tant, of  the  74  students  writing  the  first  year  examinations,  only  11  failed  outright 
and  only  three  were  conditioned.  In  other  words,  81  per  cent  passed  clear  on  the 
June  examinations  and,  including  those  who  were  conditioned,  85  per  cent  may  be 
deemed  to  have  passed  their  first  year's  work.  Whether  this  improvement  be  due  to 
a  better  method  of  selection,  or  to  our  students  benefiting  from  a  closer  association 
with  their  more  learned  colleagues  on  the  campus  in  other  faculties,  is  still  a  matter 
of  speculation. 

While  the  question  of  "sound"  legal  education  has  been  a  highly  controversial 
topic  in  recent  years,  and  while  disputes  concerning  the  functions  of  a  university  in 
the  education  of  members  of  the  legal  profession  are,  fortunately,  a  thing  of  the  past, 
the  future  pattern  of  legal  education  in  this  country  is  by  no  means  settled  and  the 
next  few  years  will  undoubtedly  raise  many  important  issues.  The  English  universities 
like  Oxford  and  Cambridge  have  in  the  past  resisted  almost  pedantically  any  effort 
to  treat  law  as  a  "professional"  subject  of  study.  This  has  meant  the  retention  in 
their  course  of  studies  of  such  things  as  Roman  law,  jurisprudence  and  international 
law,  and  the  exclusion  of  subjects  which  might  be  considered  "practical,"  such  as 
commercial  law,  taxation,  corporations — subjects  which  have  been  included  in  legal 
curricula  in  this  country  and  the  United  States.  Canada,  for  good  or  ill,  has  in  the 
main  followed  the  American  pattern  of  three  years  of  full-time  "professional"  study 
following  an  undergraduate  degree  in  Arts.  In  the  United  States  this  trend  followed 
the  almost  complete  abandonment  there  of  the  "apprentice"  system. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  the  present  time  there  is  a  strong  movement  in 
England  to  move  university  legal  education  closer  to  the  American  and  Canadian 
systems,  and  it  is  even  more  interesting  to  note  that  this  is  taking  place  at  a  time  when 
many  Canadian  university  schools  of  law  are  being  compelled  to  consider  whether  the 
pendulum  may  not  have  swung  too  far  towards  "professionalism."  The  introduction, 
for  example,  of  the  Bar  Admission  Course  in  Ontario,  requiring  after  graduation 
from  a  law  school  a  year  spent  under  articles,  plus  another  six  months  of  instruction 
in  a  bar  admission  course  conducted  by  the  profession,  has  raised  and  will  continue 
to  raise  serious  questions;  for  instance,  should  university  law  schools  drop  all  instruc- 
tion in  matters  of  procedure? 

There  are  many  both  in  and  outside  the  profession  who  claim  that  Canada  is 
at  present  indulging  in  "over-education"  of  intending  lawyers,  and  there  is  a  general 
feeling  that  the  total  time  between  matriculation  from  high  school  and  admission  to 
the  profession  itself  is  too  long.  One  may  agree  on  the  question  of  time  without 
admitting  the  possibility  of  "over-education."  It  is  not  so  easy  to  find  agreement  on 
the  question  of  shortening  either  the  "academic"  or  the  "practical"  periods  at 
present  required.  For  a  university  law  school  to  avoid  completely  the  teaching  of  law 
as  something  akin  to  "applied  humanities"  or  "applied  social  sciences"  would  be  a 
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mistake.  At  the  same  time,  to  devote  too  much  time  to  the  mere  mechanics  of  actual 
practice  would  likewise  be  a  mistake  involving  duplication  and  waste  effort.  These 
are  serious  questions  which  in  the  near  future  all  faculties  of  law  must  attempt  to 
solve.  One  thing  is  clear:  no  university  faculty  of  law  should  direct  its  efforts  to  a 
mere  preparation  of  candidates  for  passing  bar  examinations.  In  the  opinion  of  this 
faculty,  it  is  equally  clear  that  a  university  faculty  should  not  relegate  to  the  profes- 
sion itself  the  entire  problem  of  developing  a  discipline  directed  to  achieving  practical 
results. 

Perhaps  the  answer  lies  in  two  directions.  In  the  first  place,  the  next  few  years 
will,  in  our  opinion,  see  an  increase  in  interdisciplinary  studies,  in  which  law  will 
join  hands  with  medicine,  psychology,  sociology  and  social  work  in  such  things,  for 
example,  as  criminology.  If  this  be  the  case,  it  will  come  about  because  lawyers,  and 
particularly  law  teachers,  have  realized  for  some  time  that  law  alone  can  furnish  no 
guarantee  of  the  validity  of  its  objective  without  the  assistance  of  other  disciplines. 
In  the  second  place,  the  next  few  years  will  also  see  a  broadening  of  the  horizons  of 
legal  studies  beyond  provincial,  or  even  national,  boundaries,  and  will  be  compelled 
to  take  cognizance  of  the  law  of  other  jurisdictions,  and  the  methods  by  which  other 
jurisdictions  solve  their  problems  of  social  control.  This  would  seem  inevitable  for 
the  very  simple  reason  that  transactions  of  all  kinds,  particularly  commercial,  are 
developing  an  international  flavour  in  which  mere  expertness  in  the  law  of  any  one 
jurisdiction  is  no  longer  sufficient  for  the  handling  of  problems  involving  contact 
with  various  systems  of  legal  ordering. 

It  is  obvious  that  movement  in  these  directions  will  involve  both  a  tremendous 
increase  in  library  facilities  and  a  reorientation  of  much  legal  thinking  on  the  part 
of  legal  scholars.  While  the  library  problem  is  formidable,  it  is  basically  financial 
and  as  such,  despite  the  difficulties,  capable  of  comparatively  simple  solution.  The 
problem  of  research  and  scholarship  is  more  difficult.  It  involves  not  only  the  recruit- 
ment of  trained  personnel  but  also  the  necessity  of  bringing  lawyers  from  foreign 
jurisdictions  into  direct  contact  with  students  and  existing  faculty  members.  Both  of 
these  problems  involve  long  range  planning.  They  are  raised  now  since  the  return  of 
the  Law  Faculty  to  the  campus  coincides  with  a  ferment  being  felt  in  all  law  schools 
on  this  continent  centred  in  one  way  or  another  around  these  two  basic  problems. 
This  Faculty,  having  taken  a  leading  part  in  many  recent  aspects  of  Canadian  legal 
education,  must  now  be  prepared  to  take  the  next  steps  in  the  evolutionary  process. 
Serious  study  is  being  given  to  these  questions  at  the  present  time,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  within  the  course  of  the  next  year  or  two  concrete  proposals  leading  to  their 
solution  will  be  made. 

This  year  has  marked  the  completion  of  work  under  the  grants  from  the  Carnegie 
Corporation  made  some  years  ago  in  connection  with  the  study  of  comparative  law. 
The  fact  that  we  have  been  able  to  produce  five  volumes  in  a  Comparative  Law 
Series;  that  we  have  stimulated  a  number  of  other  Canadian  law  schools  to  the 
point  of  including  comparative  law  in  their  curriculum;  and  that  several  Quebec 
graduate  students  now  come  annually  to  our  school,  frequently  with  the  support  of 
their  own  Government,  to  pursue  work  in  the  comparative  field — all  this  furnishes 
evidence  of  some  success  in  this  early  phase  of  breaking  ground  in  the  comparative 
law  field.  Our  experience  in  that  field  has  now  prepared  the  ground  for  moving  in 
the  two  directions  previously  discussed. 

In  view  of  the  move  back  to  the  campus  the  past  session  has  been  an  exciting 
and,  in  many  respects,  a  trying  period,  for  all  persons  in  the  Faculty.  I  am  deeply 
grateful  for  the  assistance  and  co-operation  which  I  have  received  at  every  step  from 
the  Superintendent's  Office  in  particular  and  from  the  administration  in  general  at 
Simcoe  Hall.  The  loyal  co-operation  and  support  of  all  members  of  the  administrative 
and  teaching  staff  of  this  Faculty,  which  I  have  been  pleased  to  acknowledge  in 
previous  years,  reached  new  heights  in  the  past  session.  For  this  I  express  my  profound 
thanks  and  unlimited  admiration.

After   two  years   of   study,   referred   to   in   previous   reports,   some   important 
conclusions  have  been  reached  and  put  into  effect  with  respect  to  the  Engineering 
Physics  course. 

The  course  in  Engineering  Physics  was  established  in  1934  "to  afford  a  train- 
ing in  mathematics  and  physics  beyond  that  which  it  is  possible  to  give  in  the 
other  undergraduate  courses  in  engineering."  In  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  the 
course,  the  curriculum  provided  the  student  with  the  opportunity  to  specialize  in  one 
of  a  number  of  options  related  mainly  to  physical  sciences,  and  the  name  of  the 
course — Engineering  Physics — was  appropriate.  Commencing  in  the  session  1962-3, 
the  scope  of  the  course  is  to  be  broadened  to  include,  more  adequately  than  in  the 
past,  options  related  to  the  chemical  sciences.  The  name  of  the  course  is,  therefore, 
to  be  changed  to  Engineering  Science.  The  change  in  name  will  come  into  effect  in 
the  1962-3  session  with  respect  to  students  entering  the  first  year  and  to  those 
advancing  to  the  second  year. 

The  purpose  of  the  course  is  not  changed.  It  is  designed  for  those,  who,  having 
a  definite  flair  for  mathematics  and  science,  expect  to  proceed  to  postgraduate  study 
and  an  occupation  in  the  fields  of  engineering  research  and  development,  or  teaching. 
The  first  year  of  the  course  is  unaltered.  In  the  second  year  the  student  may  select 
one  of  two  programmes,  differing  by  about  four  hours  per  week,  and  providing 
slightly  greater  emphasis  on  either  the  physical  or  the  chemical  sciences.  The  options 
offered  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  cater  to  a  variety  of  specific  interests,  and 
prepare  the  student  for  postgraduate  work  in  the  appropriate  field  of  engineering, 
or  in  physics,  biophysics,  or  applied  mathematics. 

The  admission  requirements  remain  unchanged  at  an  average  of  at  least  70  per 
cent  on  the  nine  specified  papers  of  Grade  XIII.  Advancement  to  the  second  year  of 
the  course  will  require  an  average  of  at  least  66  per  cent  on  the  work  of  the  first  year. 
Those  obtaining  an  average  between  60  and  66  per  cent  on  the  work  of  the  first  year 
may  transfer  without  condition  to  the  second  year  of  any  other  course  in  the  Faculty. 

It  is  felt  that  this  development  is  in  keeping  with  modern  needs  in  engineering 
education. 

A  teaching  and  administrative  Department  of  Industrial  Engineering,  associated 
with  the  relatively  new  graduating  course  of  the  same  name,  has  been  established, 
with  Dr.  Arthur  Porter  appointed  its  first  head  on  July  1,  1961.  Dr.  Porter  has  a 
distinguished  industrial  research  and  teaching  record;  his  appointment  just  prior  to 
coming  to  Toronto  was  as  Dean  of  Engineering,  University  of  Saskatchewan,  and  we 
look  forward  with  great  interest,  especially  after  hearing  his  inaugural  address 
"Industrial  Engineering  in  Retrospect  and  Prospect,"  to  the  vigorous  leadership  he 
will  provide  for  this  new  and  important  department. 

In  collaboration  with  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  steps  have  been  taken  to  establish 
a  working  interest  in  the  emerging  field  known  as  "Medical  Electronics."  The  impact 
of  modern  engineering  concepts  and  techniques  on  medical  science  is  rapidly 
becoming  of  considerable  importance.  Special-purpose  devices  are  being  provided 
by  engineers  for  medical  diagnosis  and  surgical  procedures.  In  particular,  electronic 
instrumentation  is  being  used  for  direct  and  instantaneous  recording  of  alterations 
in  function  such  as  blood  pressure,  respiration,  electrical  conductivity  of  the  heart, 
etc.  It  is  evident  that  further  advances  in  the  study  of  human  physiology  and 
disease  can  be  made  through  greater  exploration  and  development  of  the  direct 
measurement  of  function,  both  normal  and  abnormal. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  service  rendered  to  medicine  by  engineering  may  well 
extend  beyond  the  development  of  instrumentation  and  special-purpose  devices.  Some 
of  the  newer  engineering  concepts,  such  as  are  involved  in  system  analysis,  should 
prove  to  be  helpful  in  the  study  of  the  reactions  of  the  human  body. 
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The  establishment  of  an  Institute  of  Medical  Electronics  has  been  approved  in 
principle,  with  members  to  be  drawn  from  electrical  engineering,  physics,  physiology, 
clinical  medicine  and  medical  biophysics.  This  will  provide  the  interdisciplinary 
collaboration  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the  type  of  research  activity  envisaged. 
As  an  initial  step  in  forming  the  Institute,  Professor  N.  F.  Moody,  at  present  Pro- 
fessor of  Electrical  Engineering  and  Head  of  the  Department,  University  of 
Saskatchewan,  has  been  appointed  as  Professor  of  Electrical  Engineering  here, 
effective  July  1,  1962.  Professor  Moody  is  recognized  as  an  authority  in  the  field  of 
electronics  and  semi-conductor  circuits.  As  director  of  a  "bio-medical  engineering" 
group  at  the  University  of  Saskatchewan  he  has  already  made  important  contri- 
butions to  medical  electronics.  Perhaps  the  most  significant  of  these  is  a  completely 
new  type  of  recording  system  for  the  measurement  of  cerebral  blood  flow  transit 
times,  a  system  which  has  been  installed  in  the  Montreal  Neurological  Institute.  A 
generous  grant,  "The  Johnson  Wax  Fund,"  from  S.  C.  Johnson  &  Son,  Limited, 
Brantford,  Ontario,  will  support  this  very  significant  development. 

The  Tenth  Wallberg  Lecture  on  the  subject  "The  Responsibilities  of  Engineers 
in  the  Space  Age"  was  delivered  by  Dr.  Omond  M.  Solandt  on  November  8,  1961. 
The  experience  gained  by  Dr.  Solandt  throughout  his  distinguished  career  made  this 
a  highly  interesting  and  authoritative  discourse. 

Dr.  P.  H.  Calderbank,  Professor  of  Chemical  Engineering,  Edinburgh,  and 
for  a  number  of  years  a  member  of  staff  here,  was  the  National  Research  Council- 
NufBeld  Foundation  Visiting  Lecturer  in  Chemical  Engineering  during  January. 

Professor  H.  E.  T.  Haultain,  Professor  Emeritus  of  Mining  Engineering  and 
for  many  years  head  of  the  Department,  died  on  September  19,  1961,  in  his  93rd  year. 
His  contribution  to  the  development  of  Mining  Engineering  at  this  University,  and 
to  the  development  of  this  Faculty  as  a  whole,  was  truly  outstanding.  A  person  of 
strong  will  and  strongly  held  and  outspoken  opinions,  he  made  a  great  impact  upon 
his  students  and  upon  his  colleagues  by  his  forthrightness  and  integrity.  As  a  pro- 
fessional engineer  he  made  many  significant  contributions  to  mining  practice,  and 
invented  and  developed  two  instruments,  the  "Infrasizer"  and  the  "Superpanner," 
which  are  to  be  found  throughout  the  world  wherever  mining  is  carried  on.  This 
recognition  of  merit  was  achieved  without  any  advertising,  as  the  company  Professor 
Haultain  established  to  manufacture  and  distribute  them  was  rigidly  forbidden  by 
him  to  indulge  in  any  advertising  whatever.  He  has  bequeathed  the  company  as  a 
going  concern  to  the  University,  with  the  profits  therein  to  be  devoted  to  engineering 
research  in  this  Faculty. 

Academic  honours  and  professional  awards  were  offered  him  during  his  career 
but  all  were  declined  except  the  Randolph  Bruce  Gold  Medal  presented  to  him  in 
1937  by  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Mining  and  Metallurgy  in  recognition  of  his 
research  work  in  connection  with  ball  and  tube  mills. 

Professor  Haultain  conceived  the  idea  which  subsequently  developed  into  the 
Ritual  of  the  Calling  of  an  Engineer,  sometimes  called  the  Kipling  Ritual  and 
popularly  known  as  the  "Iron  Ring"  ceremony.  He  was  a  great  admirer  of  Rudyard 
Kipling  and  his  works  and  wrote  to  Kipling  outlining  what  he  had  in  mind. 
Kipling  accepted  and  approved  of  the  idea  and  immediately  wrote  the  Ritual  as  it 
exists  today.  We  are  thus  indebted  to  him  for  establishing  a  common  and  significant 
bond  among  Canadian  engineers. 

Colonel  W.  S.  Wilson,  Secretary  of  this  Faculty  since  1927,  and  Assistant  Dean 
and  Secretary  since  1941,  will  retire  from  those  positions  on  June  30  this  year. 
Our  regret  at  his  leaving  will  be  tempered  by  the  knowledge  that  he  will  return  in 
another  capacity  in  the  coming  session,  and  by  the  knowledge  of  the  truly  great 
contribution  he  has  made  to  the  life  of  this  Faculty  and  the  University.  That 
contribution,  apart  from  the  strictly  secretarial  duties  which  he  performed  with 
efficiency,  was  mainly  in  the  interpretation  of  the  University  and  its  regulations  to 
the  students.  Stern  with  the  unrepentant  offender,  he  has  been  gentle  and  under- 
standing with  those  whose  misfortunes  were  not  of  their  own  making.  Students  in 
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either  category  have  known  or  sensed  that  here  was  a  man  who  tempered  justice  with 
mercy  within  his  power  to  do  so.  By  his  friendship  with  many  university  people 
outside  his  own  faculty  he  has  helped  to  make  this  a  university  and  not  just  a 
collection  of  discrete  faculties,  and  his  friends  inside  and  outside  the  Faculty  recognize 
that  his  contribution  in  this  respect  is  principally  owing  to  the  fact  that  he  is  such  an 
eminently  agreeable  person  and  yet  so  completely  "unpushable"  so  far  as  his  convic- 
tions are  concerned.  I  think  I  may  be  permitted  to  add  a  personal  note.  My  decision 
in  1954  to  accept  the  responsibility  of  Dean  of  this  Faculty  was  due  in  a  large 
measure  to  the  knowledge  that  Stewart  Wilson,  with  his  long  experience  and  wise 
counsel,  would  be  here  to  share  the  responsibility  with  me.  And  so  it  has  proved.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  OF  AEROPHYSICS 

It  has  been  recognized  for  some  time  that  to  achieve  a  proper  balance  in  the 
research  programme  at  the  Institute  of  Aerophysics,  it  is  necessary  to  do  some  part 
of  the  work  in  the  upper  atmosphere.  Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  such  experiments, 
some  form  of  co-operation  with  a  government  agency  is  usually  required.  A  rocket 
for  the  study  of  upper  atmospheric  pressure  by  a  new  method  was  assigned  to  the 
Institute  by  the  Associate  Committee  for  Space  Research  (National  Research 
Council)  some  time  ago,  but  the  destruction  by  fire  of  launching  facilities  at  Fort 
Churchill  and  the  subsequent  reconstruction  and  administrative  reorganization  of 
this  probing  station  have  delayed  our  first  sounding  experiment.  However,  these 
difficulties  have  been  resolved  and  preparations  for  launching  our  first  rocket  are  now 
proceeding  satisfactorily.  A  second  phase  of  our  space  research  programme  involves 
direct  participation  in  rocket  studies  of  re-entry  physics  in  co-operation  with  the 
United  States  Air  Force  Cambridge  Research  Laboratories.  The  calibration  of 
instruments  in  preparation  for  the  study  of  plasma  conditions  at  orbital  altitudes  has 
been  completed.  In  addition  the  United  States  Navy  and  United  States  Air  Force  are 
assisting  the  Institute  of  Aerophysics  in  the  early  phases  of  the  establishment  of  its 
own  space  research  station  which  will  proceed  on  a  long  range  basis.  A  launcher  and 
radar  tracking  unit  have  been  transferred  to  the  University  of  Toronto  from  these 
agencies. 

An  important  feature  of  the  U.T.I.A.  space  research  programme  is  the  develop- 
ment in  our  laboratories  of  two  high-performance,  ground-support  facilities:  an 
hypervelocity  launcher  and  a  plasma  tunnel  designed  and  developed  by  Dr.  I.  I. 
Glass  and  Dr.  J.  H.  de  Leeuw,  respectively.  This  equipment  is  unique  and  has 
already  been  the  subject  of  many  visits  to  the  laboratory  by  specialists  from  the 
United  States,  Russia  and  other  parts  of  the  world.  Professor  B.  Etkin  has  assembled 
sufficient  components  of  an  analogue  computer  to  permit  the  solution  of  advanced 
problems  in  re-entry  dynamics. 

In  his  introductory  address  on  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  Institute's 
new  building  in  1959,  our  President,  Dr.  C.  T.  Bissell,  stated  that  one  of  the 
activities  of  the  Institute  of  Aerophysics  was  "synthesizing  and  summarizing  from 
time  to  time  the  advances  along  the  whole  aeronautical  frontier."  Over  the  past 
dozen  years  the  Institute  has  issued  eighteen  state-of-the-art  surveys.  In  recent 
months  Dr.  G.  K.  Korbacher  has  assembled  and  published  an  extensive  summary 
under  the  title  A  Review  of  the  Jet  Flap,  Dr.  H.  S.  Ribner  has  made  good  progress 
on  a  review  entitled  "The  Generation  of  Sound  by  Turbulent  Jets,"  a  definitive 
work  in  its  field,  and  Dr.  I.  I.  Glass  has  begun  a  critical  review  of  hypervelocity 
launchers.  The  writer  has  produced  a  second  interim  version  of  a  State-of-the-Art 
Survey  of  the  Mechanics  of  Rarefied  Gases  and  Plasmas  which  indicates  many  new 
areas  for  research.  Our  surveys  have  always  been  our  "best-sellers"  and  are  used

extensively  by  other  graduate  departments  in  aeronautics  and  astronautics  and  by 
research  laboratories  in  government  and  industry. 

Each  year  we  are  able  to  accept  about  a  dozen  new  students  for  graduate  work. 
We  received  a  total  of  32  applications  for  the  academic  year  1961-2.  Present 
indications  are  that  for  1962-3  this  number  will  increase  to  about  200.  The  Institute 
of  Aerophysics  is  the  only  university  division  in  Canada  which  devotes  full  time  to 
aeronautical  engineering  and  astronautics.  It  has  been  described  by  Dr.  A.  H. 
Zimmerman,  Chairman  of  the  Defence  Research  Board,  as  "a  unique  national  asset." 
One  of  its  basic  functions  is  to  provide  graduate  training  in  its  field  for  Canadian 
students  who  must  otherwise  go  to  the  United  States  or  elsewhere  to  complete  their 
specialized  preparation  for  a  career  in  aeronautics.  The  Institute's  building  space  and 
research  facilities  are  such  that  we  can  provide  for  less  than  one  quarter  of  the 
applicants  from  Canadian  universities  alone.  This  problem  is  made  more  difficult 
by  the  fact  that  complete  evacuation  of  the  old  building  at  Downsview  Airport  has 
become  necessary  following  partial  occupation  by  the  Defence  Research  Medical 
Laboratories  under  an  agreement  between  the  Defence  Research  Board  and  the 
University  of  Toronto.  Our  records  show  that  about  two-thirds  of  our  graduates 
remain  in  or  subsequently  return  to  Canada,  whereas  few  Canadian  students  who 
complete  their  advanced  training  in  aeronautics  in  the  United  States  (for  example) 
ever  return  to  Canada  despite  the  availability  of  good  positions  in  Canada  which  our 
own  students  can  verify.  New  research  facilities  and  additional  student  support  can 
be  obtained  through  grants  and  contracts  once  the  needed  floor  area  is  provided. 

A  summary  of  over  sixty  research  projects  is  contained  in  the  U.T.I.A.  Annual 
Progress  Report,  and  information  on  courses  and  other  activities  may  be  found  in  our 
Bulletin.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF 
HOUSEHOLD  SCIENCE 

The  year  1962  marked  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Faculty 
of  Household  Science.  Celebration  of  the  Diamond  Jubilee  was  highlighted  by  a 
dinner  held  in  the  Great  Hall  of  Hart  House.  More  than  three  hundred  alumnae 
attended.  The  Chancellor  and  Mrs.  Jeanneret  and  Dean  and  Mrs.  McRae  repre- 
sented the  University.  Mr.  Joseph  Evans  attended  as  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs,  and 
his  valuable  help  in  organizing  the  event  was  much  appreciated.  Dr.  Lela  O'Toole, 
Dean  of  Home  Economics,  Oklahoma  State  University,  addressed  the  gathering  on 
"Challenges  in  Higher  Education  for  American  Women." 

During  the  year,  in  the  Department  of  Food  Chemistry,  courses  were  given  to 
83  students  in  General  Arts,  2  in  honour  Arts  and  Science,  2  special  students  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  41  in  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry,  and  6  in  the  School  of 
Graduate  Studies.  The  following  research  projects  have  been  under  investigation: 
a  study  of  chemical  methods  for  quality  control  of  frozen  sea  food  products;  physical 
and  chemical  variations  in  starch  composition  of  potatoes  grown  under  different 
soil  conditions,  in  co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Horticulture  at  the  Ontario 
Agricultural  College,  Guelph;  interrelationship  of  vitamin  C  with  some  of  the  B 
vitamins;  and  a  study  of  non-enzymatic  browning  reactions  in  certain  foods.  The 
Department  was  pleased  to  engage  Mrs.  Alice  Strangway,  Angola,  West  Africa,  to 
present  the  course  in  vitamin  chemistry  to  graduate  and  undergraduate  students.  The 
resignation  of  Dr.  Ellen  Freeman,  who  for  ten  years  gave  valuable  assistance  with  the 
honour  and  General  Arts  courses,  is  reported  with  regret. 

In  the  Department  of  Household  Science,  63  students  were  proceeding  to  an 
honour  B.A.  degree,  26  to  the  B.H.Sc.  degree,  and  296  were  enrolled  in  the  General 
Course,  with  49  of  these  making  Household  Science  their  area  of  concentration.  This 
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year  the  Ontario  Heart  Foundation  has  continued  its  sponsorship  of  research 
connected  with  the  development  of  therapeutic  foods  for  various  heart  ailments.  The 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children  has  continued  its  co-operation  in  the  study  of  the 
dietary  management  of  phenylketonuric  children.  In  this  connection,  two  fourth 
year  students  succeeded  in  developing  a  protein-free  substitute  for  bread  which  will 
prove  useful  in  preventing  mental  retardation  of  older  children  suffering  from  this 
inborn  error  of  metabolism. 

During  Homecoming  Weekend,  members  of  the  Department  of  Household 
Science  staff  presented  papers  on  the  recent  research  in  their  various  areas  of 
specialization  at  a  symposium  for  the  Alumnae.  The  following  staff  changes  are 
recorded  with  regret.  Professor  E.  M.  Upton  has  resigned  from  the  staff  to  study  for 
her  doctorate  at  Cornell  University.  She  has  been  awarded  a  Katharine  Wyckoff 
Harris  fellowship.  Mrs.  D.  M.  Hellebust  has  also  resigned  to  accompany  her  husband 
as  he  continues  postdoctoral  studies. 

The  Library  of  the  Faculty,  now  a  part  of  the  University  system,  has  been 
increased  by  the  addition  of  many  new  volumes.  These  have  facilitated  the  work  of 
both  staff  and  students.  We  wish  to  record  our  gratitude  to  Mr.  Robert  Blackburn, 
Chief  Librarian. 

In  response  to  a  request  from  Judge  Emmett  Hall,  Chairman  of  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Health  Services,  a  brief  was  submitted.  A  history  of  the  training  of 
nutritionists,  dietitians  and  teachers  was  given.  Information,  useful  in  the  manage- 
ment of  public  health  programmes,  nutritional  deficiency  diseases  and  diet  therapy 
was  included. 

Once  again,  appreciation  is  expressed  for  the  loyal  co-operation  of  all  my 
colleagues  during  the  past  session.  My  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  administration  is 
sincerely  acknowledged.  To  the  President,  for  his  continuing  interest  and  support,  my 
thanks  are  respectfully  recorded.

THE  DEAN.  OF  THE  ONTARIO  COLLEGE  OF  EDUCATION. 

Courses  in  teacher  education  at  the  secondary  level  are  attracting  greatly 
increased  numbers  of  applicants.  Ten  years  ago,  500  new  teachers  were  sufficient  to 
replace  retiring  teachers  and  to  meet  the  needs  of  normal  expansion.  Today  nearly 
2,500  newly  certificated  secondary  school  teachers  are  entering  the  profession  of 
secondary  school  teaching  annually,  and  this  figure  will  probably  double  within  the 
next  ten  years. 

The  emergency  summer  course  programme  is  very  popular,  but  the  numbers  of 
university  graduates  seeking  admission  to  the  regular  winter  course  does  not  diminish. 
Remuneration,  working  conditions,  and  the  vastly  improved  prestige  of  the  profession 
are  drawing  a  great  many  graduates  from  other  less  mentally  rewarding  forms  of 
occupation.  In  spite  of  this  great  increase  in  numbers,  educational  standards  are 
being  maintained  and  strengthened.  The  calibre  of  candidates  for  teaching  posts 
was  never  better  and  the  quality  of  the  instruction  offered  never  higher  than  they  are 
today.  It  is  a  most  satisfying  experience  to  work  with  and  for  these  young  teachers, 
and  commendation  must  be  given  to  the  staff  of  nearly  three  hundred  instructors  who 
in  winter  and  summer  courses  render  a  service  to  the  high  school  teachers  and 
pupils  of  this  province  that  is  unmatched  anywhere  in  the  world.  More  space  is 
urgently  needed,  but  what  this  staff  can  do  with  the  limited  accommodation  available 
is  amazing.  Good  teachers  everywhere  have  always  surmounted  the  difficulties  that 
overwhelm  the  weak.  It  is  the  challenge  of  teaching  that  makes  and  keeps  the 
profession  attractive. 

After  forty  years  of  devoted  service  to  the  cause  of  teacher  education  two 
distinguished  members  of  the  staff  have  retired.  Dr.  Charles  E.  Phillips  has  left  his 
mark  on  two  generations  of  University  of  Toronto  Schools  boys,  and  as  Director 
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of  Graduate  Studies  in  recent  years  has  enjoyed  the  respect  of  educational  leaders 
throughout  Canada.  His  gracious  personality  and  strikingly  original  ideas  will  be 
missed  in  the  staff  rooms  and  lecture  halls  where  first-class  teachers  meet.  Professor 
P.  A.  Petrie  (Pete  to  his  many  friends)  has  retired  from  the  headship  of  Mathematics 
and  leaves  behind  the  imprint  of  a  modest  and  sharply  discerning  mind.  A 
champion  of  sound  learning,  Professor  Petrie  practised  what  he  taught  in  the  art  of 
straight  thinking.  For  these  scholars  and  gentlemen  we  wish  long  years  of  happy 
retirement. 

Two  resignations  were  received  during  the  year.  Dr.  Hugh  Savage,  of  the 
Department  of  Educational  Research,  has  taken  a  position  in  educational  research  at 
the  University  of  Saskatchewan  and  Mr.  A.  D.  Facey,  an  instructor  in  Industrial 
Arts,  has  withdrawn  in  order  to  take  up  the  duties  of  a  high  school  principal. 

Expanding  services  have  made  a  reallotment  of  duties  necessary  and  promotions 
and  appointments  have  followed.  Professor  J.  S.  Carlisle  has  been  promoted  to 
Professor  of  Education  and  Associate  Director,  Advanced  Academic  Recommen- 
dations, Professor  R.  G.  Casson  to  Associate  Professor  of  Methods  in  Science, 
Dr.  W.  G.  Fleming,  to  Associate  Professor  of  Educational  Research  and  Assistant 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Educational  Research,  Dr.  G.  E.  Flower  to  Professor 
of  Education  and  Director  of  Graduate  Studies,  Dr.  H.  M.  Fowler  to  Professor  of 
Education  and  Director,  Advanced  Academic  Recommendations,  Professor  A.  W. 
Frizzell  to  Professor  of  Vocational  Subjects,  Professor  A.  D.  Lockhart  to  Associate 
Professor  of  Methods  in  History,  Professor  T.  H.  G.  Luther  to  Associate  Professor  of 
Industrial  Arts,  Professor  W.  B.  MacLean  to  Associate  Professor  of  Methods  in 
Mathematics,  Professor  D.  L.  Mumford  to  Assistant  Professor  of  Methods  in 
Mathematics,  Dr.  C.  C.  Pitt  to  Professor  of  Education  and  Associate  Director  of 
Graduate  Studies,  and  Professor  P.  H.  Tacon  to  Professor  of  Methods  in  Art. 
Mr.  R.  P.  Baine  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Professor  of  Methods  in  Geography. 
Dr.  H.  O.  Barrett  Associate  Professor  of  Educational  Psychology,  Mr.  H.  D. 
Gutteridge  Instructor  in  the  University  of  Toronto  Schools,  Mr.  J.  C.  Ricker 
Assistant  Professor  of  Methods  in  History,  Mr.  H.  L.  Ridge  Instructor  in  the 
University  of  Toronto  Schools,  and  Mr.  Charles  Wall  Instructor  in  Vocational  Arts. 

The  Federal-Provincial  Vocational  course  attracted  a  great  many  applicants 
and  at  the  end  of  the  course  certificates  were  awarded  to  261  men  and  5  women. 
All  were  placed  in  positions  representing  a  variety  of  activities  from  Mechanical 
Drafting  and  Electrical  Theory  and  Testing  to  Lithography  and  Dressmaking.  The 
demand  for  vocational  teachers  is  very  great  and  about  600  more  will  be  required  to 
staff  these  departments  in  the  immediate  future.  Emergency  courses  will  have  to  be 
organized  and  new  accommodation  found. 

The  number  of  experienced  teachers  proceeding  to  graduate  degrees  in  Educa- 
tion continues  to  increase.  One  hundred  and  sixty-one  candidates  completed  the 
Bachelor  of  Education  programme  this  year,  124  the  Master  of  Education  programme, 
and  3  the  Doctorate.  While  these  numbers  are  large,  it  must  be  remembered  that  we 
are  serving  primarily  a  teaching  body  in  the  schools  of  Ontario  which  numbers  well 
over  fifty  thousand.  Rising  enrolments,  of  course,  make  increasingly  heavy  demands 
upon  staff  and  accommodation. 

Offices  of  the  Department  of  Educational  Research  were  moved  to  344  Bloor  St. 
W.  in  order  to  secure  adequate  accommodation  and  suitable  working  conditions.  A 
computer  of  the  1400  series  has  been  installed  to  facilitate  processing  of  data  collected 
in  large-scale  research  studies  and  in  projects  for  the  provincial  government.  Work 
done  in  co-operation  with  officials  of  the  Department  of  Education  includes  evalua- 
tion of  school  grants  formulae,  development  and  processing  of  the  results  of  the 
Grade  XII  Departmental  Tests,  assistance  with  scaling  and  machine-processing  of 
the  Grade  XIII  Departmental  Examination  results,  and  projections  of  enrolment  and 
costs  for  elementary  schools,  secondary  schools,  and  universities.  Substantial  progress 
has  been  made  on  the  three  major  longitudinal  studies  (Headmasters,  Atkinson,  and 
Carnegie)  and  the  results  published,  or  prepared  for  publication,  in  the  regular  series 
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of  reports.  Other  activities  include  publication  of  the  Ontario  Journal  of  Educational 
Research,  re-standardization  of  two  Dominion  and  nine  Canadian  tests  of  intelligence 
and  achievement,  participation  in  graduate  studies  in  education,  including  special 
programmes  for  practical  training  of  research  workers,  and  work  with  outside 
agencies  and  with  school  boards  and  their  officials.  Of  particular  interest  at  this 
time  is  the  series  of  studies  on  prediction  of  academic  success  in  Grade  XIII  and  in 
university,  using  school  marks  as  well  as  external  essay  examination  and  objective 
test  scores,  based  in  part  upon  data  secured  in  the  Atkinson  Study  but  also  on  the 
results  secured  over  several  years  in  the  Grade  XI T  Departmental  Tests  programme. 
The  Guidance  Centre  has  been  extremely  busy  during  the  past  year.  The  demand 
for  materials  helpful  in  understanding  students  as  individuals  is  rapidly  increasing. 
Also  increasing  is  the  demand  for  materials  which  provide  up-to-date,  accurate 
information  about  occupations,  industries,  opportunities  for  further  education,  student 
financial  aid,  and  related  matters  in  Canada.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  LIBRARY  SCHOOL 

The  highlight  of  the  1961-2  session  was  the  progress  made  on  plans  for  new 
quarters  for  the  Library  School  in  one  of  the  new  buildings  to  be  erected  on  the 
central  campus  within  the  next  three  or  four  years.  This  promising  indication  of 
better  things  to  come  was  encouraging  for  both  staff  members  and  students. 

The  registration  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  School  with  103  students 
registered,  94  in  the  first  year  of  postgraduate  study,  the  B.L.S.  course;  and  9  in 
the  M.L.S.  course.  In  this  academic  year  no  students  completed  the  master's  course 
but  80  obtained  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Library  Science. 

Increased  attendance  made  it  necessary  to  reconsider  the  plans  for  the  regular 
practice  work  done  in  a  number  of  selected  local  libraries.  To  discuss  this  matter, 
the  chief  librarians  of  these  local  libraries  were  invited  to  a  meeting  at  the  Library 
School  last  July.  The  question  of  two  weeks  of  carefully  supervised  practical  work  as 
a  part  of  professional  education  for  librarianship,  its  value,  and  the  ability  of  the 
libraries  to  cope  with  it,  was  fully  discussed.  The  librarians  present  were  unanimous 
in  their  attitude  to  practice  work.  They  considered  it  valuable  and  something  we 
must  try  to  maintain.  This  was  gratifying  to  the  members  of  the  Library  School  staff 
and  it  was  one  more  indication  of  the  continuing  co-operation  offered  this  school 
by  the  local  librarians.  The  Library  School  is  unique  in  its  fortunate  location  in  a 
metropolitan  area  richly  supplied  with  academic,  public  and  special  libraries. 

There  were  several  staff  changes  as  a  result  of  the  large  class.  Miss  Margaret 
Cockshutt,  who  had  been  the  School's  librarian,  joined  the  teaching  staff  as  a  full- 
time  lecturer  in  Cataloguing  and  Classification  in  the  first  term,  and  as  an  assistant 
to  the  Director  in  the  second  term.  Mrs.  Jean  Walker,  B.A.,  B.L.S.,  a  graduate  of 
this  School,  was  appointed  as  librarian.  During  the  first  term,  Miss  Marian  Brown, 
B.A.,  B.L.S. ,  A.M.,  Head  of  the  Rare  Book  Room  at  the  University  Library,  gave 
the  course  on  the  history  of  printing  and  Mr.  Brian  Land,  B.A.,  M.L.S. ,  Assistant 
Chief  Librarian,  lectured  on  college  and  university  libraries.  The  course  on  literature 
for  young  people  was  given  by  Miss  Ethelwyn  Wickson,  B.A.,  B.L.S.,  Librarian,  Locke 
Branch  of  the  Toronto  Public  Library. 

Professor  Katharine  Ball  was  in  Paris  in  October  as  the  official  delegate  of  the 
Canadian  Library  Association  at  the  International  Conference  on  Cataloguing 
Principles. 

In  April,  the  Library  Services  Branch  of  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  and  the 
School  of  Library  Science  at  Western  Reserve  University  sponsored  a  three-day 
institute  on  the  future  of  library  education.  The  Director  was  invited  to  participate 
as  chairman  of  one  of  the  discussion  groups.  As  the  attendance  was  limited,  there 
was  ample  opportunity  for  helpful  discussions  on  possible  changes  in  the  curriculum 
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and  teaching  methods  to  meet  the  growing  need  for  informed  and  competent 
personnel  for  libraries. 

The  Ontario  Federation  of  Home  and  School  Associations  gave  the  Library 
School  a  five  hundred  dollar  bursary.  The  Association  wishes  this  to  be  used  to 
assist  students  intending  to  undertake  work  with  children  in  schools  or  in  public 
libraries.  This  is  to  be  an  annual  award,  subject  to  one  year's  notice  of  withdrawal 
by  the  donor. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  report  that  two  additional  members  have  been  appointed 
to  the  Council  of  the  Library  School,  Professor  D.  M.  Hayne  and  Professor  C.  B. 
Macpherson. 

Registration  for  the  coming  year  is  likely  to  equal,  if  not  surpass,  that  of  1961-2.

THE  DEAN.  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  FORESTRY 

While  the  content,  sequence,  balance,  and  method  of  presentation  of  the  under- 
graduate curriculum  is  of  perennial  concern  to  all  departments  of  the  University,  this 
subject  has  received  special  attention  in  the  Faculty  of  Forestry  during  the  past  year. 
This  is  probably  owing  in  part  to  changes  in  staff,  and  no  doubt  also  to  the  fact  that 
a  survey  of  forestry  education  is  being  carried  on  in  the  United  States,  but  of  greatest 
significance  in  this  connection  is  the  nature  of  the  course  given  at  this  University  in 
relation  to  changes  and  developments  in  the  practice  of  forestry  and  in  associated 
research  programmes:  the  course  of  studies  at  Toronto  is  unique  among  those  given 
at  forestry  schools  in  North  America  in  that  it  is  a  comprehensive  general  course 
without  provision  for  elective  subjects  at  any  stage.  There  are  strong  arguments  both 
for  and  against  this  pattern,  but  with  the  increasing  diversification  of  opportunity  in 
forestry  and  other  phases  of  resource  management  and  a  considerable  degree  of 
technical  specialization  in  certain  types  of  employment,  there  does  appear  to  be  more 
need  now  to  provide  some  flexibility  in  the  undergraduate  programme  at  least  in  the 
final  year.  The  study  of  this  subject,  which  has  involved  preliminary  discussions 
between  staff  and  representatives  of  the  various  groups  most  concerned  with  the 
employment  of  graduates  in  forestry  and  related  disciplines,  will  be  continued  in 
the  coming  year. 

For  the  session  1961-2,  the  Faculty  experienced  a  slight  over-all  increase  in  the 
undergraduate  registration,  continuing  the  trend  of  the  previous  year;  also  there  was 
apparent  a  growing  demand  for  postgraduate  training  to  meet  the  needs  of  those 
wishing  to  qualify  for  the  increasing  number  of  research  positions,  especially  with  the 
newly  established  federal  Department  of  Forestry.  If  the  Faculty  is  to  meet  its 
responsibilities  in  this  and  other  related  fields,  more  adequate  facilities  will  be 
required.  This  is  a  matter  receiving  detailed  consideration  by  members  of  staff  at 
the  present  time. 

In  the  diploma  course  in  Resource  Management,  offered  for  the  first  time  this 
year,  5  candidates  were  enrolled,  all  employed  with  the  Department  of  Lands  and 
Forests;  four  of  these  qualified  for  admission  with  undergraduate  degrees  in  Forestry 
and  one  in  Biology.  The  lectures,  seminars,  and  laboratory  work  for  this  course  were 
given  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Life  Sciences  Division  of  the  Royal  Ontario 
Museum,  the  Department  of  Zoology,  and  the  Faculty  of  Forestry.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  formal  programme,  the  candidates  spent  two  weeks  on  intensive  field  study  at 
various  centres  in  the  northeastern  United  States,  this  tour  being  in  charge  of  Dr. 
C.  D.  Fowle,  formerly  of  the  Department  of  Zoology,  and  now  Head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Biology,  York  University.  Recently  Dr.  D.  H.  Pimlott  was  appointed  to  the 
staff  of  the  Department  of  Zoology  and  will  represent  that  department  in  the  further 
development  and  supervision  of  this  course.  All  candidates  completed  the  require- 
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ments  of  the  programme  satisfactorily  and  were  awarded  diplomas  at  spring 
convocation. 

During  the  year  two  new  courses  were  offered  by  members  of  staff  through  the 
Department  of  Extension.  First,  during  August,  1961,  Professor  A.  S.  Michell  and 
Dean  Sisam,  in  co-operation  with  the  Forest  Products  Research  Branch  of  the 
Department  of  Forestry  and  the  Canadian  Lumbermen's  Association,  gave  a  two- 
week  course  on  Wood  Structure,  Technology,  and  Utilization  for  teachers  in  the 
secondary  technical  schools.  It  is  planned  for  the  coming  year  to  give  two  courses  of 
this  nature,  one  introductory,  and  one  advanced.  Second,  Professor  Erik  Jorgensen 
in  collaboration  with  Dr.  G.  E.  Atwood  of  the  Department  of  Zoology  gave  an 
evening  course  on  Shade  Tree  Diseases  and  Insects. 

Professor  Jorgensen,  who  is  the  forest  pathologist  on  the  Faculty  staff,  worked 
in  close  collaboration  with  the  Superintendent's  Office  during  the  year,  first  in 
developing  a  programme  for  the  control  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease  on  the  University 
campus  and  following  this  in  assisting  with  the  formation  of  a  Dutch  Elm  Disease 
Control  Committee  for  Metro-Toronto  and  Region.  It  is  hoped  that  through  this 
committee  strong  support  and  co-operation  can  be  developed  for  effective  action 
against  the  further  spread  of  this  disease. 

Early  in  the  year  N.  L.  Kissick  resigned  as  Manager  of  the  University  Forest  to 
take  a  position  on  the  staff  of  the  Faculty  of  Forestry,  University  of  New  Brunswick. 
For  the  remainder  of  the  year  the  Forest  has  been  in  charge  of  G.  M.  Wilson  on  a 
part-time  basis.  Up  to  the  present  the  position  of  Manager  of  the  Forest  has  been  a 
joint  appointment  with  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests,  involving  some  respon- 
sibility on  the  incumbent  to  assist  in  teaching  at  the  Forest  Ranger  School.  It  is 
recognized  that  the  work  connected  with  the  Forest  in  the  supervision  of  operations, 
co-ordination  of  research  and  demonstration  projects,  and  the  keeping  of  records 
requires  a  full-time  appointment,  and  the  means  of  attaining  this  and  at  the  same 
time  meeting  the  needs  of  the  Ranger  School  are  being  investigated.  In  the  mean- 
time, with  financial  support  from  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests,  a  series  of 
large  demonstration  areas  has  been  established  on  the  Forest  and  certain  operations 
for  control  and  improvement  are  being  undertaken. 

Dr.  R.  W.  Kennedy  joined  the  staff  of  the  Faculty  in  January,  1962,  to  take 
charge  of  Wood  Technology  and  associated  courses.  Some  extension  has  been  made 
in  the  laboratory  facilities  to  provide  more  adequately  for  research  and  graduate 
work  in  this  field.  Dr.  Kennedy  succeeds  Mr.  A.  D.  Hall,  who  resigned  from  the  staff 
in  the  spring  of  1961.  During  the  first  term  of  the  1961-2  session  the  undergraduate 
course  in  Wood  Technology  was  taken  by  J.  C.  Jackson  of  the  staff  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Lands  and  Forests.  To  both  Mr.  Jackson  and  the  Department  we  are  most 
grateful  for  the  able  assistance  that  was  provided  in  this  way. 

During  a  year  of  growth  and  development,  the  Faculty  has  been  in  the  happy 
position  of  receiving  a  great  deal  of  assistance  and  co-operation  from  other  divisions 
of  the  University  and  from  a  number  of  outside  bodies  both  governmental  and  indus- 
trial. To  all  of  those  individuals  responsible,  I  should  like  to  express  the  deep  appre- 
ciation of  myself  and  other  members  of  the  staff.

THE  DEAH  OF  THE  ROYAL  CONSERVATORY  OF  MUSIC 

Faculty  of  Music 

During  the  year  the  staff  and  students  of  the  Faculty  of  Music  have  been 
intrigued  to  see  the  progress  being  made  on  the  construction  of  our  new  home,  the 
magnificent  Edward  Johnson  Building.  Now,  as  we  come  to  the  end  of  the  session, 
the  prospect  of  moving  early  in  July  seems  assured  by  the  presence  of  workmen  put- 
ting finishing  touches  on  critical  areas,  and,  in  our  elation,  successive  postponements 
of  the  opening  date  are  forgotten.  The  Faculty  of  Music  looks  forward  eagerly  to 
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being  able  to  improve  instruction  immeasurably  thanks  to  the  facilities  soon  to  be 
at  our  disposal.  The  new  building  will  be  a  tremendous  encouragement  to  both  staff 
and  students. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  work  done  over  the  past  five  years  by 
members  of  the  Building  Committee.  Representing  the  Faculty  of  Music  on  the 
committee  headed  by  Dean  Neel,  were  the  Director  and  Professors  Olnick,  Rosevear, 
and  Schabas.  Many  hours  were  spent  in  meetings,  in  consultation  with  the  architects, 
the  Superintendent's  staff,  and  with  other  key  men  in  the  University  administration. 
At  this  time  it  is  appropriate  to  express  our  appreciation  to  these  men  for  their 
tireless  effort  and  for  the  mass  of  detailed  planning  which  they  did. 

An  important  musical  event  of  the  year  for  both  the  Faculty  and  the  University 
and  for  all  Canada  was  the  appointment,  in  July,  of  the  resident  Canadian  String 
Quartet.  The  quartet,  consisting  of  Professors  Albert  Pratz,  Bernard  Robbins,  David 
Mankovitz  and  George  Ricci,  has  already  established  itself  as  a  chamber  music  group 
of  distinction.  Its  members,  in  addition  to  their  activities  as  a  performing  unit,  are 
engaged  in  teaching  in  the  Faculty  and  School. 

In  September  the  first  class  of  students  in  the  new  four-year  course  in  Music 
Education  was  enrolled.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  there  was  no  decrease  in  enrol- 
ment because  of  the  lengthening  of  the  course  from  three  years;  indeed  there  are 
indications  that  we  can  anticipate  a  considerable  increase  in  numbers  in  this  field.  An 
innovation  which  is  being  watched  with  interest  has  been  the  inclusion  of  "applied 
music"  study — individual  instruction  in  performance — in  the  curriculum  of  the  Music 
Education  courses.  Because  of  the  initial  success  of  the  programme,  the  Council  of 
the  Faculty  has  decided  to  extend  applied  music  study  to  the  General  Music  Course 
as  well;  thus  all  students  in  the  Faculty,  degree  and  diploma  alike,  will  be  receiving 
this  invaluable  instruction. 

An  academic  innovation  of  considerable  importance  was  the  setting  up  of  a 
concentration  in  music  in  the  General  Course  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science. 
The  option  will  be  offered  for  the  first  time  in  the  session  1962-3.  Though  primarily 
for  the  benefit  of  students  in  the  Division  of  University  Extension,  it  will  be  available 
to  regular  students  also.  This  concentration  in  music  rounds  out  the  varied  pro- 
gramme of  music  studies  for  students  in  Arts  and  Science — the  historical  sequence  in 
the  General  Course,  the  Religious  Knowledge  music  options,  and  the  honour  course 
in  Music. 

The  Special  Lecture  series  sponsored  by  the  Faculty  of  Music  this  year  included 
the  following:  Arnold  Walter  ("A  Musical  Journey  to  Japan"),  James  Bannerman 
("About  Carmen"),  Joan  Cross  ("Opera  in  England"),  Alan  Wood  ("The 
Musicians'  Association") ,  Melville  Clark  Jr.  ("Contemporary  Problems  in  Acoustics") , 
Brian  S.  McCool  ("School  Music  in  Ontario"),  Ettore  Mazzoleni  ("The  Neglected 
Composer"),  Myron  Schaeffer  ("An  Electronic  Odyssey"),  Gordon  Adamson  ("The 
Design  of  the  Edward  Johnson  Building"). 

In  the  field  of  performance,  Faculty  of  Music  students  appeared  as  soloists  with 
the  Royal  Conservatory  Orchestra  and  as  participants  in  productions  of  the  Opera 
School.  Other  students  took  part  in  the  Opera  Festival,  sang  with  the  C.B.C.  Opera 
Company  and  appeared  as  soloists  on  radio  as  well  as  with  orchestras,  choirs  and 
other  musical  groups  in  many  parts  of  the  country.  A  second  year  student  was 
conductor  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Chorus  and  another  was  a  student  conductor 
with  the  Conservatory  Orchestra. 

The  University  Organist,  Dr.  Healey  Willan,  provided  music  in  his  accustomed 
dignified  manner  for  many  ceremonial  occasions  and  arranged  a  series  of  all-Univer- 
sity organ  recitals  assisted  by  Mr.  Frederick  Silvester,  Dr.  Charles  Peaker,  Messrs. 
Douglas  Bodle,  Douglas  Elliott,  Paul  Murray,  John  Sidgwick,  Victor  Togni  and  John 
Hooper.  The  University  Carillonneur,  Leland  Richardson,  continued  to  delight 
campus  visitors  with  music  from  the  Soldiers'  Tower  of  Hart  House. 

There  was  a  total  of  139  undergraduate  degree  and  diploma  students  in  the 
Faculty  for  the  session  1961-2:   14  in  General  Music,  59  in  Music  Education,  32  in

the  Artist  Diploma  course,  16  in  the  Licentiate  Diploma  course,  and  18  in  the 
combined  Artist  and  Licentiate  Diploma  course.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music 
was  conferred  on  20  candidates,  the  Artist  Diploma  on  6,  the  Licentiate  Diploma  on 
5,  and  6  received  the  combined  diploma.  The  graduate  division  had  6  full-time  and 
11  part-time  students  enrolled.  Our  services  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  and 
the  Division  of  University  Extension  continue  to  grow,  so  that  there  were  207  in 
Religious  Knowledge  option  courses  in  music,  and  143  in  General  Arts  music  courses. 

It  is  with  a  real  sense  of  loss  that  we  report  the  death  in  April  of  Mr.  George 
Coutts,  a  beloved  teacher  whose  service  to  music  teaching  has  been  long  and  faithful. 
In  late  years  Mr.  Coutts  served  with  distinction  as  a  special  instructor  in  the  Faculty 
of  Music.  His  absence  will  be  keenly  felt  by  all  of  us. 

During  the  year  Miss  Frances  M.  Douglas  resigned  as  Secretary  of  the  Faculty 
to  accept  the  post  of  Director  of  Public  Relations  for  the  Faculty  of  Music.  She  has 
been  capably  succeeded  by  Mrs.  G.  E.  Lemon.  It  is  appropriate  at  this  point  to  express 
keen  appreciation  to  them  and  to  the  other  members  of  the  secretarial  staff  for  faith- 
ful service  during  the  past  year  of  feverish  activity. 

School  of  Music 

While  this  was  a  difficult  year  for  the  administration  because  of  the  constant 
uncertainty  about  the  proposed  move  to  a  portion  of  the  former  Economics  Building, 
I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  operations  of  the  School  of  Music  were  highly  pro- 
ductive and  relatively  undisturbed.  The  assurance  that,  when  the  move  was  made, 
the  School  would  be  given  the  use  of  a  number  of  teaching  studios  in  the  new  Edward 
Johnson  Building — in  addition  to  the  shared  facilities  of  concert  and  rehearsal  halls 
and  the  total  accommodation  of  the  Opera  School — meant  that  the  careful  levelling- 
off  of  student  registration  and  teaching  staff,  which  had  been  going  on  for  the  last 
few  years,  was  now  reaching  a  point  where  further  curtailment  would  be  unnecessary 
and  we  could  begin  to  plan  for  the  expansion  possible  when  the  whole  of  the 
Economics  Building  would  be  turned  over  to  the  School  of  Music. 

At  the  same  time  there  was  heartening  news  for  the  teaching  staff  in  the  serious 
and  detailed  consideration  given  to  a  pension  plan  for  the  fee-teachers.  Such  a  plan 
has  been  in  mind  for  a  number  of  years,  but  the  problems  involved  in  a  school  which 
operates  on  a  commercial  basis,  which  has  an  unusually  large  and  diverse  faculty, 
and  which  pays  its  teachers  according  to  the  old-fashioned  but  not  unusual  fee  and 
commission  system,  have  been  insuperable.  Now,  with  the  stabilization  of  a  guarantee 
system  of  payments  to  those  teachers  who  earn  their  living  primarily  in  the  service 
of  the  Conservatory,  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  a  satisfactory  pension  plan  can 
be  put  into  effect  in  the  near  future. 

On  the  academic  side,  the  Special  Courses  again  proved  their  worth.  Introduced 
four  years  ago  to  offer  a  rounded  course  of  musical  training  to  talented  young 
students  on  what  is  virtually  a  scholarship  basis,  they  have  produced  a  remarkably 
high  standard  of  achievement  at  all  levels  and  have  established  themselves  as  the 
vital  feeding-ground  for  the  professional  diploma  courses  of  the  Faculty  of  Music. 
Registration  was,  of  course,  maximum;  and  it  is  worthwhile  to  note  that  despite  the 
limited  numbers  we  could  accept,  registration  was  no  longer  limited  to  piano,  voice, 
strings  and  composition,  but  included  organ,  orchestral  instruments,  and  classical 
guitar.  Let  us  hope  that  expansion  will  soon  be  possible  so  that  we  do  not  have  to 
refuse  this  training  to  any  one  of  the  many  who  deserve  it. 

The  appointment  for  the  Fall  term  of  Joan  Cross,  C.B.E.,  one  of  England's 
leading  sopranos,  former  Director  of  Sadler's  Wells  Opera  and  now  Principal  of  the 
National  Opera  School  in  London,  gave  a  new  and  welcome  stimulus  to  the  activities 
of  the  Opera  School.  In  addition  to  the  usual  performances  of  excerpts  in  the  Recital 
Hall,  two  one-act  operas  were  produced  in  Hart  House  Theatre  at  the  close  of  the 
season.  These,  once  again,  were  first  Canadian  stage  performances,  and  were  played 
to  the  largest  and  most  enthusiastic  audiences  in  many  seasons.  The  operas  were  the 
eighteenth-century  II  Mondo  Delia  Luna  by  Paisiello  (in  a  translation  by  Andrew 
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MacMillan  of  the  Opera  School  staff)  and  the  contemporary  A  Dinner  Engagement 
by  Lennox  Berkeley.  The  Opera  School  Chorus  joined  the  Hart  House  Orchestra  for 
a  special  concert  in  December,  and  many  of  the  advanced  students  were  engaged 
for  the  chorus  of  the  Canadian  Opera  Company's  Festival. 

The  Conservatory  Symphony  Orchestra,  at  its  strongest  for  some  years,  gave 
two  very  successful  concerts  in  Convocation  Hall,  and  the  second  programme  was  of 
unusual  interest  in  that  it  included  two  works  by  student  composers  and  two  others 
that  were  "first  Canadian  concert  performances."  The  Intermediate  and  Junior 
Orchestras  flourished,  there  was  an  encouraging  development  of  chamber  music 
playing  among  the  younger  students,  and  two  very  stimulating  programmes  of  new 
music  by  composition  students  of  Dr.  Dolin  were  given  in  the  Concert  Hall. 

Because  of  the  uncertainty  pending  the  anticipated  move  to  new  quarters,  the 
Summer  School  with  its  regular  teachers'  refresher  courses  and  special  classes,  was 
replaced  by  a  three-week  session  of  private  teaching  in  the  Main  Building.  A  total 
of  277  students  registered  for  the  session. 

The  Examination  Department  reports  another  substantial  increase  in  entries  for 
the  twentieth  year  in  succession,  setting  an  all-time  record  of  over  49,000  candidates. 
Reorganization  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  upon  staff  and  accommodation  in  this 
department  is  now  under  way. 

The  Publicity  Department  this  year  arranged  several  concerts  for  students  and 
graduates  in  Ontario.  It  administered  15  daily  concerts  for  the  1961  Canadian 
National  Exhibition  and  19  concerts  at  the  Toronto  Art  Gallery.  Publicity  and 
administration  of  student  recitals  were  also  dealt  with  by  the  department,  as  well 
as  printing,  advertising,  requests  for  employment  of  all  types,  the  Conservatory 
Bulletin,  the  year  book,  brochures,  posters,  direct  mailing  and  administration  of 
mailing  lists. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  report  the  death  in  June  of  Miss  Laura  Watt,  for 
many  years  a  faithful  and  highly  regarded  member  of  the  Concert  and  Placement 
Bureau. 

Branch  Activities 

On  March  5th  a  recital  was  held  in  the  auditorium  of  the  North  York  Public 
Library,  at  which  the  performers — students  drawn  from  virtually  every  branch  of  the 
Conservatory — provided  an  outstanding  programme.  They  performed  to  an  overflow 
audience  which  was  most  appreciative  and  enthusiastic  and  the  resulting  beneficial 
effects  to  not  only  the  local  branch,  but  the  School  of  Music  generally,  have  been 
quite  extraordinary.  It  would  appear  that  the  evening  in  question  demonstrated  the 
progress  being  made  in  the  standard  of  tuition  and  performance,  the  increasing  role 
of  the  Conservatory's  branches  in  serving  the  general  musical  need  of  their  respective 
areas,  and  the  increasing  co-operation  which  we  are  receiving  from  other  educational 
institutions. 

There  continues  to  be  a  need  for  careful  examination  of  those  locations  where 
we  can  be  of  maximum  service  to  the  public.

THE  DEAM  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  GRADUATE  STUDIES 

The  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  students  registered  in  the  School,  which 
has  been  evident  for  some  time,  continued  during  the  past  academic  year,  the  number 
of  degrees  awarded  being  roughly  10  per  cent  greater  than  in  1960-1.  While  this  is 
not  as  catastrophic  as  has  been  predicted  in  certain  forecasts,  it  nevertheless  raises 
some  questions  if  the  Graduate  School  is  to  play  the  vitally  important  role  discussed 
in  the  President's  1960-1  Report,  and  it  would  perhaps  be  wise  to  have  the  policy 
and  function  of  the  School  considered  by  a  Presidential  Committee  analogous  to  the 
Innis  committee  of  1946-7.  Such  a  survey  would  seem  desirable  before  the  deluge 
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resulting  from  an  explosive  increase  at  the  undergraduate  level  in  this  and  other 
Canadian  universities  descends  upon  us.  Such  a  committee  could  consider,  for 
example,  the  relationship  of  the  Graduate  School  to  the  undergraduate  divisions  of 
the  University,  its  responsibility  for  the  appointment  of  the  members  of  the  graduate 
departments,  the  desirability  of  a  Graduate  School  budget  from  which  could  be  paid 
part  of  the  salary  of  those  contributing  largely  to  graduate  work,  thus  reducing  their 
undergraduate  teaching  loads,  and  other  related  questions.  Admittedly,  the  present 
symbiosis  of  the  School  and  the  undergraduate  divisions  has  worked  well  by  virtue 
of  the  good  sense  and  good  will  of  all  concerned,  but  it  would  still  seem  desirable  to 
have  the  position  and  authority  of  the  School  more  clearly  defined. 

Among  the  academic  developments  of  the  past  year  has  been  the  establishment 
by  the  Council  of  Ph.D.  programmes  in  Slavic  Studies  and  in  Pharmacy.  These  were 
approved  by  Council  on  the  recommendation  of  special  committees  which  gave  the 
matter  careful  and  prolonged  consideration.  In  the  case  of  Pharmacy,  the  degree  is 
offered  at  present,  in  collaboration  with  the  Department  of  Chemistry,  in  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemistry.  Where  a  student's  programme  is  more  closely  related  to  Phar- 
macology, Biochemistry,  or  Physiology,  he  will  register  in  the  appropriate  department 
and  his  supervisor  in  the  Department  of  Pharmacy  will  receive  a  cross-appointment 
in  the  department  concerned  for  the  duration  of  the  student's  programme;  such  an 
arrangement  must,  of  course,  be  acceptable  both  to  the  Department  of  Pharmacy  and 
to  the  co-operating  department. 

Council  has  also  established  the  Institute  of  Computer  Science  and  approved  in 
principle  an  Institute  of  Medical  Electronics,  the  details  of  which  will  be  made  final 
next  year.  Such  institutes  serve  a  useful  role  in  interdisciplinary  studies;  although 
not  graduate  departments,  they  provide  a  convenient  mechanism  for  interdepart- 
mental discussion  of  problems  of  common  interest. 

Also  of  importance  was  the  decision  of  Council  by  unanimous  vote  that  responsi- 
bility for  the  language  requirements  for  the  Ph.D.  lies  with  the  major  department, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  School.  Contrary  to  the 
fears  sometimes  expressed  that  this  would  permit  a  flight  from  the  languages,  the 
event  showed  that  the  School  was  overwhelmingly  in  favour  of  a  language  require- 
ment for  the  doctorate.  Examination  for  proficiency  still  rests,  of  course,  with  the 
language  department,  but  the  new  regulation  permits  the  major  department  greater 
flexibility  in  selecting  the  language  or  languages  appropriate  for  the  student's  major 
programme  and  at  the  same  time  frees  the  overworked  Ph.D.  Committees  of  a 
thankless  and  at  times  contentious  task. 

On  May  25th,  the  corner-stone  of  Massey  College  was  laid  by  His  Royal  High- 
ness the  Duke  of  Edinburgh,  and  construction  of  the  building  is  actively  under  way. 
While  the  College,  the  gift  of  the  Massey  Foundation,  has  no  formal  connection 
with  the  Graduate  School,  it  nevertheless  will  make  a  valuable  contribution  to  the 
life  of  graduate  students  on  this  campus. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  graduate  fellowships  in  the  award  of  the  School 
were  roughly  20  per  cent  greater  in  value  than  in  1960-1,  but  even  so,  in  view  of  the 
large  number  of  applicants  of  unquestioned  quality,  they  were  quite  inadequate  for 
the  need.  Even  with  the  awards  for  graduate  work  from  the  National  Research 
Council  and  the  Canada  Council,  and  the  support  for  some  students  in  the  sciences 
under  research  grants-in-aid,  the  fact  remains  that  support  for  graduate  students  in 
residence  is  still  a  serious  problem. 

After  a  further  year's  experience,  it  has  become  evident  that  the  test  administered 
by  the  English  Language  Institute  of  the  University  of  Michigan  has  fully  proved 
its  worth.  There  has  been  no  complaint  that  students  whose  mother  tongue  was  not 
English  and  who  have  passed  the  test  were  inadequately  prepared  for  instruction  in 
English,  and  we  propose  to  continue  to  require  the  test  for  all  such  students  in  the 
future. 

Once  again,  the  Visiting  Lecturers'  Fund,  permitting  as  it  does  distinguished 
scholars  and  scientists  to  visit  the  campus,  has  proved  of  inestimable  value.   The 
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Graduate  School  is  indeed  in  debt  to  the  President  and  the  Board  of  Governors  for 
making  such  visits  possible. 

Finally,  it  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  must  announce  the  retirement  of  Professor 
C.  R.  Myers  as  Associate  Dean  of  Division  I.  During  his  six  years  as  Associate  Dean, 
he  has  made  a  contribution  to  the  School  which  the  School  can  acknowledge  but 
never  repay.  However,  we  are  indeed  fortunate  that  Professor  Myers'  duties  will  be 
taken  over  by  the  distinguished  English  scholar,  Dr.  Ernest  Sirluck.  One  can  only 
hope  that  his  administrative  responsibilities  will  not  interfere  too  seriously  with  his 
research.

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THE  DEAH  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  DENTISTRY 

It  is  fairly  safe  to  assume  that  all  divisions  of  the  University,  active  in  the  educa- 
tion of  personnel  for  the  health  professions  in  Canada,  have,  during  the  1961-2 
session,  been  concerned  with  the  preparation  of  briefs  for  presentation  to  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Health  Services.  Irrespective  of  the  outcome  of  the  deliberations  of 
the  Commission,  the  preparation  of  the  briefs  necessitated  a  careful  review  and  evalua- 
tion of  many  aspects  of  our  educational  programmes.  This  study,  in  the  case  of  the 
Faculty  of  Dentistry,  included  consideration  of  the  need  for  additional  educational 
facilities  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  for  graduation  of  more  dentists;  the  need  for 
additional  teachers  and  research  personnel;  the  need  for  increased  financial  aid  to 
students;  the  need  for  increased  support  for  dental  research;  the  need  for  more 
effective  integration  of  auxiliary  personnel  in  dentistry;  and  the  need  for  a  closer 
association  between  the  dental  school  and  the  teaching  hospitals. 

It  is  inevitable  that  a  great  deal  of  value  will  accrue  from  the  work  done  in 
preparing  the  statements  for  the  Royal  Commission.  We  shall  not  detail  here  the 
recommendations  made  by  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry  to  the  Commission,  but  if  some 
or  all  of  these  recommendations  are  implemented  in  the  years  to  come,  dental  educa- 
tion will  benefit  significantly. 

Curriculum  changes  in  recent  years  have  been  aimed  at  establishing  better 
integration  of  the  basic  biological  sciences  with  clinical  procedures,  and  provision  of 
more  flexibility  in  the  curriculum.  Positive  motivation  of  the  student  has  been  one 
objective  of  these  changes,  in  the  hope  that  the  students  might  be  stimulated  and 
challenged  to  proceed  at  a  pace  in  accordance  with  their  mental  and  manual  ability. 
The  introduction  of  a  broad  plan  of  "Special  Privileges"  for  advanced  students 
permits  such  a  student  to  elect  to  devote  some  time  as  "student  instructor"  in  courses 
of  an  earlier  year;  to  elect  to  become  an  observer  in  the  research  areas;  to  increase 
his  attendance  in  the  dental  service  of  a  teaching  hospital,  or  to  undertake  difficult 
clinical  cases  not  usually  assigned  to  a  student.  It  now  appears  that  this  arrangement 
may  become  an  important  instrument  of  recruitment  of  personnel,  both  teachers  and 
research  workers,  providing  suitable  opportunities  for  graduate  and  postgraduate 
education  can  be  arranged,  prior  to  undertaking  teaching  and  research  responsibilities. 

For  some  years,  doubt  has  been  expressed  as  to  the  wisdom  of  retaining  the 
Preprofessional  Year  (Predental)  as  such,  in  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry.  While  students 
in  this  year  are  selected  for  admission  by  the  Faculty,  and  are  registered  in  the 
Faculty,  all  subjects  in  which  they  receive  instruction  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science.  From  time  to  time  a  psychological  problem  has  arisen 
because  of  this  arrangement.  Students  are  inclined  to  feel  that  they  do  not  belong 
to  either  Faculty.  The  Faculty  Council's  recommendation  "that  commencing  with 
session  1963-64,  the  Preprofessional  Year  offered  at  the  University  of  Toronto, 
through  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry,  be  discontinued,"  was  approved  by  the  Senate  and 
the  Board  of  Governors.  This  change  will  permit  students  to  attend  the  university  of 
their  choice  to  complete  the  preprofessional  education;  it  will  provide  them  with  an 
opportunity  to  enjoy  the  advantages  of  at  least  one  year  to  meet  students  proceeding 
to  other  fields  of  study,  and  the  selection  of  students  for  admission  to  Dentistry  will 
be  delayed  until  after  their  preprofessional  education  is  complete.  Notification  of  this 
change  has  been  given  prominence  in  the  1962-3  Calendar  of  the  Faculty  of 
Dentistry. 

The  1961-2  enrolment  figures  in  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry,  totalling  644  full-time 
students  in  all  categories,  represents  an  increase  of  46  per  cent  over  the  number 
enrolled  in  the  fall  of  1958,  the  year  prior  to  entering  the  new  dental  building.  The 
projected  1962-3  enrolment  of  710  students  will  represent  a  57  per  cent  increase  over 
the  1958-9  enrolment,  and  all  classes  will  be  close  to  full  capacity. 

An  active  recruitment  programme  during  the  past  three  or  four  years,  guided 
by  members  of  the  dental  profession,  has  been  accompanied  by  a  300  per  cent 
increase  in  the  number  of  applicants  for  session  1962-3  over  session  1958-9.  Ap- 
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proximately  three  applications  have  been  submitted  for  every  place  available  in  the 
freshman  class.  Simultaneously  the  quality  of  applications  has  shown  a  marked 
improvement.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  students  accepted  in  the  preprofessional 
year  in  session  1961-2  had  a  Grade  XIII  average  of  65  per  cent  or  better,  whereas 
the  highest  comparable  figure  was  44  per  cent  with  first-  or  second-class  honours  in 
Grade  XIII. 

The  first  Canadian  Conference  on  Dental  Research  was  held  at  the  Dental 
Building,  University  of  Toronto,  in  October,  1961.  It  was  organized  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Canadian  Dental  Research  Foundation  and  the  Canadian  Dental 
Association.  A  total  of  twenty  papers  was  submitted  by  research  workers  representing 
the  six  Canadian  Dental  Schools  and  the  Royal  Canadian  Dental  Corps. 

The  Division  of  Dental  Research  maintains  a  programme  characterized  by  its 
diversity  and  flexibility.  In  addition  to  the  financial  assistance  given  indirectly  by 
the  University,  awards  granted  to  members  of  the  Division  totalled  $85,000.  Sources 
of  these  funds  included  the  National  Health  Grants  (43  per  cent  of  the  total) ;  the 
National  Research  Council  (25  per  cent)  ;  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service 
(21  per  cent)  ;  and  special  grants  (11  per  cent). 

Summer  Assistantships  in  Dental  Research  established  by  the  National  Research 
Council  and  the  Canadian  Dental  Association,  provide  valuable  opportunities  for 
students  to  become  acquainted  with  research  methods  and  the  potential  of  a  research 
career. 

For  many  decades,  items  of  historical  interest  to  the  dental  profession  have  been 
collected  by  members  of  the  staff  of  this  Faculty.  The  former  building  occupied  by 
the  Faculty  did  not  permit  display  of  these  items  because  of  lack  of  space.  Provision 
was  made  in  the  new  dental  building  for  housing  this  collection,  and  during  the  past 
session  Professor  J.  H.  Johnson,  who  has  been  responsible  for  assembling  a  great  part 
of  this  material,  has  devoted  much  of  his  time  to  cataloguing  and  preparing  the 
collection  for  display.  A  mural  portraying  the  history  of  dentistry  has  been  generously 
provided  in  the  museum  room,  by  the  Nevin  family  of  New  York  City  in  memory 
of  Dr.  Mendel  Nevin.  The  most  recent  benefaction  in  connection  with  this  project 
is  a  generous  donation  of  $4,000  by  the  Ontario  Dental  Association,  "to  expedite  the 
refurbishing,  cataloguing  and  preparation  for  display  of  the  extensive  collection  of 
museum  material."  We  are  grateful  to  the  Ontario  Dental  Association  for  this  timely 
assistance.  When  the  project  is  complete  it  will  be  unique  among  dental  schools. 

In  1955  the  dental  profession  sought  to  honour  a  former  member  of  the  staff 
of  this  Faculty,  Dr.  Harold  Keith  Box,  in  recognition  of  his  outstanding  contribu- 
tions to  dental  science.  In  addition  to  a  portrait,  it  was  agreed  to  establish  a  lecture- 
ship in  Dr.  Box's  name,  when  funds  permitted.  During  the  past  session  the  Faculty 
Council  was  provided  with  the  funds  to  establish  the  Box  Memorial  Lecture.  The 
first  lecture  is  scheduled  for  Monday,  October  15,  1962.  Dr.  Harry  Sicher  of  Loyola 
University,  Chicago,  has  accepted  the  invitation  to  be  the  guest  lecturer  on  this 
occasion. 

In  addition  to  greatly  increased  financial  assistance  being  available  to  students 
from  regular  University  sources  and  agencies  outside  the  University,  we  record  with 
grateful  appreciation  several  new  awards  during  the  session  1961-2.  These  include 
the  Ontario  Dental  Association's  three  bursaries — each  of  the  value  of  $300;  the 
Ottawa  Dentists'  Wives  Association — a  bursary  of  $100;  the  C.  A.  Corrigan  Bursary 
Fund  of  $1,000;  the  Dental  Alumni  Admission  Scholarship  of  $500;  and  the  Admis- 
sion Scholarship  of  the  Royal  College  of  Dental  Surgeons  of  $600.  Some  of  these 
awards  will  be  made  for  the  first  time  in  the  session  1962-3. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  need  for  aid  to  students  will  continue  to  grow,  particu- 
larly in  courses  where  heavy  expenditures  are  involved  for  books  and  instruments,  as 
is  the  case  in  this  Faculty. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Dr.  Arnold  Denbow  Alfred 
Mason,  Dean  Emeritus,  on  March  25,  1962.  Dr.  Mason  had  a  long  and  distinguished 
association  with  dental  education  in  the  University  of  Toronto,  from  1911  to  1962. 
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He  was  a  fine  teacher,  a  kindly  adviser  and  a  courteous  gentleman.  Death  also 
removed  from  our  staff  an  active  teacher,  Dr.  Harry  J.  Wildfong.  These  men  will  be 
greatly  missed. 

On  a  happier  note,  the  announcement  that  a  former  member  of  the  staff  of  this 
Faculty  had  been  appointed  President  Elect  of  the  University  of  British  Columbia 
gave  us  reason  for  joy.  Dr.  John  B.  Macdonald  was  Chairman  of  the  Division  of 
Dental  Research  when  he  left  in  the  fall  of  1956  to  accept  an  appointment  as 
Director  of  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary  in  Boston,  and  a  Professorship  at  Harvard 
University. 

Mrs.  Berneice  Brown  will  relinquish  her  duties  as  Supervisor  of  the  Course  in 
Dental  Hygiene  at  the  end  of  June,  1962.  We  express  sincere  thanks  to  her  for  the 
outstanding  leadership  she  has  given  in  this  field  during  the  past  five  years.  Dr. 
Marjorie  Jackson  will  assume  the  responsibility  for  the  Dental  Hygiene  Course. 

At  the  close  of  another  session,  the  longest  yet  in  terms  of  the  presence  of 
students,  and  a  very  busy  one  as  all  classes  have  approached  maximum  capacity,  I 
would  express  gratitude  to  the  President  and  officers  of  the  University,  and  warmest 
appreciation  to  the  Faculty  staff  and  student  body  for  their  loyalty  and  co-operation.

THE  DEAN.  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  PHARMACY 

During  the  session  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  has  been  especially  concerned  with 
three  important  facets  of  pharmaceutical  education:  the  continued  development  of 
graduate  studies  and  research;  postgraduate  training  for  hospital  pharmacy;  and 
the  inauguration  of  a  programme  of  continuing  education  for  pharmaceutical 
practitioners. 

It  has  become  increasingly  apparent  that  the  programme  of  graduate  studies 
and  research  in  the  pharmaceutical  sciences  in  this  University,  which  has  made 
reasonably  good  progress  since  its  inception  nine  years  ago,  will  need  to  develop  even 
more  rapidly  in  the  immediate  future.  A  serious  shortage  of  qualified  candidates  for 
teaching  positions  in  Canadian  schools  of  pharmacy  is  developing.  During  the  next 
ten  years  it  has  been  estimated  that  more  than  fifty  candidates  will  be  required  for 
the  eight  schools.  Most  of  these  will  need  to  be  obtained,  in  addition  to  an  even 
greater  number  for  other  positions,  from  Canadian  graduate  schools. 

Two  developments  which  occurred  during  the  session  will  provide  important 
stimuli  for  the  graduate  programme.  Under  a  plan  approved  by  the  School  of 
Graduate  Studies  candidates  may  now  be  enrolled  by  the  Graduate  Department  of 
Pharmacy  for  the  Ph.D.  degree  where  their  research  is  in  the  areas  of  pharmaceutical 
research  related  to  organic  chemistry.  A  plan  has  been  evolved  by  which  for  a 
limited  period  the  Department  of  Chemistry  will  co-operate  in  the  arrangement  of 
the  programmes  of  study  and  in  the  supervision  of  such  candidates.  This  will  provide 
a  good  stimulus  for  graduate  studies  in  this  Faculty.  The  necessary  facilities  for 
expansion  will  be  available  in  the  new  Pharmacy  Building  for  the  1963-4  session.  In 
these  new  quarters  up  to  thirty  graduate  students  may  be  accommodated. 

Financial  support  of  various  research  projects  has  been  received  from  the 
National  Research  Council,  Defence  Research  Board,  Canadian  Foundation  for  the 
Advancement  of  Pharmacy,  and  Rho  Pi  Phi  Fraternity.  Professors  R.  M.  Baxter  and 
S.  K.  Sim,  Dr.  S.  Kandel  and  Mrs.  A.  Okany  have  made  progress  in  their  studies  on 
biosynthesis  of  ergot  alkaloids.  Professor  Baxter  and  Dr.  Kandel  attended  the  Inter- 
national Symposium  on  Organic  Chemistry  of  Natural  Products  in  Brussels  where 
Dr.  Kandel  presented  a  paper  on  part  of  their  studies.  Professor  Baxter  also  con- 
tinued his  investigation  of  the  mode  of  action  of  the  antibiotic,  Griseofulvin.  Profes- 
sor G.  R.  Paterson  continued  the  study  of  the  cardioactive  components  of  Ornitho- 
galum  umbellatum.  In  addition,  one  of  his  senior  undergraduates,  Sister  Giovanni, 
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completed  an  excellent  historical  project.  Her  thesis  entitled  "The  Role  of  Religious 
in  Pharmacy  under  Canada's  'Ancien  Regime'  "  was  awarded  the  Aubrey  A.  Brown 
Memorial  Prize  in  competition  with  entries  from  other  Canadian  schools  of  pharmacy. 
Professor  G.  C.  Walker  continued  his  research  for  the  Defence  Research  Board  and 
also  the  studies  on  certain  cholinesterase  reactivators  and  on  the  pigments  of 
dermatophytic  organisms.  He  initiated  some  new  aspects  of  his  investigations  of 
compressed  medication.  Professor  J.  G.  Nairn  was  engaged  in  the  study  of  the 
properties  of  some  synthetic  pyrimido-pyrimidines.  Professor  Teare  investigated 
certain  analytical  methods  for  several  drugs. 

The  expansion  and  the  extension  of  postgraduate  education  for  the  specialty, 
hospital  pharmacy,  has  received  further  attention.  The  Residency  Programme  which 
was  inaugurated  jointly  by  Women's  College  Hospital  and  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy 
in  1960  will  need  to  be  extended  into  other  hospitals  as  they  are  able  to  meet  the 
standards  of  the  Canadian  Society  of  Hospital  Pharmacists.  Expansion  of  post- 
graduate education  in  this  specialty  will  also  need  to  be  effected  within  the  University 
in  co-operation  with  teaching  hospitals.  Two  such  academic  programmes  are 
envisaged  in  order  to  supply  the  need  for  qualified  practitioners  to  assume  responsible 
positions  in  this  field. 

A  long-range  plan  for  an  integrated  programme  of  continuing  education  for 
pharmacists  was  inaugurated  during  the  session  when  the  staff  in  Pharmacy  presented 
a  course  of  evening  lectures  through  the  Division  of  University  Extension.  The  course 
extended  over  twenty  weeks  and  dealt  with  basic  chemical  and  biological  principles 
of  particular  importance  in  the  study  of  drugs.  Sixty  pharmacists  representing 
graduates  from  1913  to  1961  were  enrolled.  The  average  attendance  exceeded  forty- 
five.  It  is  planned  to  continue  the  series  in  the  session  1962-3.  This  programme  as 
envisaged  will  augment  the  present  "seminars"  of  one  to  three  days  which  have  been 
offered  in  various  parts  of  the  Province  co-operatively  by  this  Faculty  and  the 
Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy.  In  order  effectively  to  develop  and  extend  this  pro- 
gramme, the  early  appointment  of  a  Director  of  Continuing  Education  in  the  Faculty 
will  be  required. 

Undergraduate  enrolment  was  approximately  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
session  although  somewhat  fewer  first  year  students  were  registered.  There  were  10 
graduate  students  enrolled — 3  from  Formosa,  1  from  India,  1  from  Thailand  and 
5  graduates  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  Three  completed  the  requirements  for  the 
master's  degree,  with  thesis  titles  as  follows:  R.  A.  Hallett:  "Extraction  and 
Characterization  Studies  on  Omithogalum  umbellatum  Glycosides";  R.  A.  Locock: 
"Absorption  Spectroscopy  of  Lobelia  Alkaloids";  Payuree  Sorasuchart:  "The  Effect 
of  2,4-D  and  Gibberellic  Acid  on  the  Glycoside  Content  of  Omithogalum  umbel- 
latum.'3 

Negotiations  were  successfully  concluded  with  the  Faculty  of  Pure  and  Applied 
Science  of  the  University  of  Ottawa  for  the  offering  of  a  pre-pharmacy  year  in  that 
University.  The  number  of  students  entering  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  from  the 
Ottawa  region  has  for  some  years  been  much  below  the  number  of  graduates  required 
for  that  area.  It  is  hoped  that  the  offering  of  an  acceptable  first  year  in  Ottawa  will 
increase  the  number  of  recruits  as  it  has  done  in  Windsor  and  the  Lakehead  where 
similar  studies  have  been  offered  for  several  years. 

A  brief  on  behalf  of  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  was  prepared  during  the  session 
for  presentation  to  the  Royal  Commission  on  Health  Services  in  May.  It  outlined  the 
development  of  pharmaceutical  education  in  Ontario,  the  objectives  of  the  courses  of 
study,  details  of  the  curriculum,  graduate  study,  research,  student  aid,  the  distribu- 
tion of  graduates,  and  future  requirements.  Specific  recommendations  were  made  to 
the  Commission  respecting  financial  support  of  research;  postgraduate  education  for 
hospital  pharmacy;  financial  support  of  continuing  education  for  pharmacists;  and 
the  establishment  of  a  second  faculty  of  pharmacy  in  the  Province. 

The  excellent  progress  being  made  in  the  construction  of  the  new  Pharmacy 
Building  is  viewed  with  much  pleasure  by  all  of  us  in  this  Faculty.  We  are  looking 
forward  with  enthusiasm  to  our  move  to  the  campus  in  1963. 
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To  all  of  my  colleagues  in  the  Faculty,  to  the  Alumni  and  to  all  members  of  the 
University  who  have  supported  the  work  of  the  Faculty  during  the  Session  I  extend 
warm  appreciation.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  ARCHITECTURE 

During  the  session  1961-2  the  School  of  Architecture  moved  from  the  former 
Victoria  Rink,  277  Huron  Street,  which  had  been  our  temporary  home  since  1958, 
to  new  quarters  in  the  former  Dentistry  Building,  230  College  Street.  The  Victoria 
Rink  with  its  great  arched  timber  roof  of  80-foot  span,  built  in  1887,  has  since  been 
demolished  to  make  room  for  the  new  Chemistry  and  Physics  buildings.  Students  of 
the  School  have  made  measured  drawings  of  the  Victoria  Rink,  so  this  interesting 
example  of  nineteenth-century  city  architecture  has  not  passed  unrecorded. 

The  Dentistry  Building  has  provided  working  space  well  suited  to  our  present 
needs.  The  areas  originally  used  as  laboratories  have  made  excellent  studios  for 
drafting  and  practical  work.  The  basement  has  given  much-needed  space  for  a 
workshop,  a  research  lab  and  our  small  library;  the  "animal  rooms"  on  the  roof, 
saved  from  demolition,  provide  useful  storage  and  office  space  for  the  staff  in  charge 
of  freehand  drawing  and  painting. 

The  Division  of  Town  and  Regional  Planning  occupies  the  major  part  of  the 
second  floor  and  thus,  for  the  first  time,  Architecture  and  Planning  share  the  same 
building.  Academically  this  means  that  we  are  now  in  a  much  better  position  to 
develop  graduate  work  in  both  fields. 

The  administrative  offices  and  senior  staff  rooms  are  on  the  ground  floor,  and 
these  remain  substantially  unchanged  except  for  redecoration.  All  internal  partition 
walls  had  been  removed  from  the  upper  floors  when  the  building  was  being  prepared 
for  occupation  by  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  (which  has  since  been  allocated  a  new 
building),  and  practically  all  staff  offices  and  seminar  rooms  have  been  formed  by 
standard  metal  partitions — an  economical  and,  in  this  instance,  quite  satisfactory 
arrangement. 

On  the  ground  floor  we  have  four  lecture  rooms,  a  small  studio  which  will 
enable  us  to  have  demonstrations  by  artists  and  craftsmen,  and  an  invaluable  exhibi- 
tion space  in  which  drawings,  photographs  and  models  can  be  displayed  and  used 
for  teaching  purposes. 

Internally  the  building  has  been  painted  white  or  light  grey  from  attic  to  base- 
ment and  this,  combined  with  the  large  window  areas,  has  created  a  fine  sense  of 
spaciousness  to  which  staff  and  students  alike  have  responded  most  favourably.  In 
this  latter  regard  it  should  be  noted,  perhaps,  that  some  members  of  staff  have 
worked  for  many  years  in  rooms  without  windows.  From  1945  to  1958  the  School 
was  divided  between  four  different  buildings,  the  windowless  lower  and  upper 
Examination  Halls  being  used  as  drafting  rooms;  and  from  1958  to  1961  we  occupied 
the  practically  windowless  Victoria  Rink. 

Before  and  during  the  planning  and  conversion  of  the  former  Dentistry  Build- 
ing we  were  able  to  work  in  close  collaboration  with  the  architects,  Basil  Ludlow  and 
Partners,  and  with  our  indefatigable  Superintendent,  Mr.  Frank  Hastie  and  his  staff, 
to  all  of  whom  we  wish  to  record  our  thanks. 

The  Staff 

Professor  A.  J.  Dakin,  Head  of  the  Division  of  Town  and  Regional  Planning, 
has  been  awarded  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  by  the  University  of  Natal.  He 
conducted  interdisciplinary  research  in  the  field  of  Architecture,  Planning  and 
Sociology  and  his  dissertation  was  entitled  "A  Study  in  the  Sociology  of  Building." 

Professor  Arthur  has  received  a  grant  from  the  Canada  Council  for  recording 
buildings  of  architectural  significance  in  the  Maritimes.  It  is  proposed  to  photo- 
graph not  only  major  buildings  but  small  houses,  streets  and  terraces  in  an  attempt  to 
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preserve  some  record  of  the  architectural  character  of  these  rapidly  changing  areas. 
Professor  Acland  is  collaborating  on  this  study  in  the  role  of  photographer. 

Professor  Murray  has  been  given  leave  of  absence  to  take  up  an  appointment 
as  director  of  a  federal-provincial  study  on  public  housing  and  urban  renewal, 
jointly  sponsored  by  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  and  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Development.  This  major  study  was  proposed  by  the 
Ontario  Association  of  Housing  Authorities  and  will  extend  over  at  least  eighteen 
months.  It  should  have  considerable  significance  not  only  for  Canadians  but  for  all 
those  concerned  with  the  political,  sociological,  economic  and  architectural  problems 
of  housing.  The  headquarters  of  the  study  will  be  in  the  School  of  Architecture. 

With  the  aid  of  a  grant  from  the  Canada  Council  we  were  able  to  arrange  an 
exchange  of  staff  with  the  Architectural  Association  School  of  Architecture  in 
London.  Professor  Kent  Barker  was  given  leave  of  absence  for  the  spring  term  and 
took  charge  of  the  fourth  year  programme.  He  found  time  to  visit  Denmark  and 
Sweden  and  to  acquaint  himself  with  certain  aspects  of  traditional  and  modern 
architecture  in  Great  Britain.  Mr.  John  Winter,  fourth  year  master  at  the  Archi- 
tectural Association,  joined  our  staff  for  the  same  period  and  worked  with  the  third 
year.  This  proved  to  be  a  particularly  rewarding  experiment  and,  if  financial  aid  is 
forthcoming,  we  hope  to  repeat  it  next  session,  possibly  in  collaboration  with  a 
Scandinavian  or  Continental  School  of  Architecture. 

Professor  Fraser  Watts,  who  had  been  granted  leave  of  absence  to  study  Land- 
scape Architecture  at  Harvard  University,  distinguished  himself  during  the  summer 
by  winning  the  important  Smyth  Road  Housing  Competition  arranged  by  the 
Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation,  a  competition  open  to  all  Canadian 
architects.  As  a  result  he  was  unable,  temporarily,  to  go  to  Harvard  and  he  resumed 
his  duties  at  the  School  on  a  part-time  basis. 

Denis  G.  Thornley,  Senior  Lecturer  in  Architecture  at  the  University  of 
Manchester,  joined  our  staff  for  the  spring  term  and  delivered  a  course  of  lectures 
on  Landscape  Architecture.  Professor  Thornley  has  made  a  special  study  of  land- 
scape and  the  great  houses  of  western  Europe,  and  of  civic  design.  He  made  a  notable 
contribution  to  our  teaching  programme. 

Professor  Richard  Grooms  was  awarded  a  special  grant  by  the  National  Research 
Council  to  study  the  use  of  colour  and  texture  in  Japanese  gardens.  In  addition  to 
spending  several  months  of  his  leave  in  Japan  he  visited  Ankor,  Cambodia,  Hong 
Kong  and  Bangkok.  He  returned  with  a  remarkably  fine  collection  of  slides,  many 
of  which  have  been  added  to  the  School  Library. 

We  have  been  indebted  to  the  Canada  Council  also  for  grants  that  have  enabled 
us  to  send  two  staff  representatives  (Professor  Ronald  Whiteley  and  Mr.  Emilio  del 
Junco)  to  the  Banff  Seminar,  a  study-programme  arranged  every  two  years  by  the 
University  of  Alberta  and  the  Alberta  Association  of  Architects;  and  one  repre- 
sentative (Professor  Barker)  to  the  annual  seminar  for  teachers  of  Architecture 
presented  by  the  Association  of  Collegiate  Schools  of  Architecture  (U.S.A.)  at 
Cranbrook  Academy. 

The  Director  has  been  invited  by  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Laurentian 
University  of  Sudbury  to  advise  upon  the  selection  of  a  site  and  to  prepare  a  master 
plan  for  the  proposed  new  campus.  The  plan  has  been  adopted  and  architects 
appointed;  it  is  hoped  that  the  first  phase  of  building  will  be  completed  by  the  fall 
of  1964.  During  the  fall  of  1961,  in  collaboration  with  Mr.  Vincent  Tovell,  the 
Director  prepared  three  television  programmes  for  the  C.B.C. — "Architecture  for 
Worship,"  "Architecture  for  Learning,"  "Architecture  for  Recreation."  He  has  been 
re-appointed  to  the  Committee  for  the  Advancement  of  Architectural  Education  of 
the  Association  of  Collegiate  Schools  of  Architecture  (U.S.A.),  and  Chairman  of 
the  A.C.S.A.  Committee  on  Audio- Visual  Aids  to  Teaching. 

The  Students 

The  total  enrolment  of  students  in  the  School  of  Architecture  was  218,  includ- 
ing 24  in  the  Division  of  Town  and  Regional  Planning.  During  the  summer  of  1961 
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about  90  candidates  for  admission  were  interviewed  and  the  submissions  by  mail  of 
others  examined.  The  selection  process  continues  to  work  well  and  we  had  few 
failures  in  the  first  year.  The  general  standard  of  work  throughout  the  School  was 
high  and  out  of  a  graduating  class  of  37  we  had  10  honours  candidates.  Our  first 
master's  degree  candidates  for  some  years  graduated  in  the  spring  and  each  produced 
an  excellent  thesis — "University  Residences"  and  "Building  for  Older  People."  We 
expect  our  graduate  work  to  expand  considerably  now  that  we  have  better  physical 
facilities,  but  there  is  still  an  urgent  need  for  more  financial  aid  for  students  at  this 
level. 

For  the  third  year  in  succession  a  student  of  the  School  won  the  grand  prize  in 
an  architectural  competition  arranged  by  Texaco  Canada  Limited  and  open  to 
students  of  all  Schools  of  Architecture  in  the  country.  We  took  the  third  prize  in 
the  national  Pilkington  Competition. 

Following  our  modest  success  last  year  in  winning  for  the  first  time  the  inter- 
faculty  soccer  championship,  it  is  particularly  gratifying  to  record  the  students' 
success  in  winning  the  T.  A.  Reed  trophy.  Ten  teams  in  all  were  sponsored  by  the 
School  and  this  indicates  a  high  degree  of  participation  considering  our  relatively 
small  numbers. 

Under  the  direction  of  Professor  W.  S.  Goulding  a  group  of  third  year  students 
has  recorded  by  measured  drawings  buildings  of  architectural  merit  in  Kingston. 
Although  measured  drawings  of  individual  buildings  have  been  made  by  students  of 
the  School  for  many  years  as  a  summer  vacation  study,  this  work  is  now  being  more 
carefully  programmed,  and  grants  from  several  sources  have  made  possible  effective 
group  work.  We  are  also  attempting,  in  collaboration  with  the  Architectural  Con- 
servancy of  Ontario,  to  prepare  an  inventory  of  buildings  of  architectural  merit,  to 
establish  criteria  by  which  buildings  can  be  assessed,  and  to  develop  a  check  list  for 
the  use  of  laymen  in  recording  buildings.  A  series  of  four  television  programmes  on 
this  subject  is  being  prepared  by  the  Director  with  the  assistance  of  members  of  staff 
of  the  School  of  Architecture,  the  Architectural  Conservancy  of  Ontario  and  others; 
it  is  sponsored  by  the  Division  of  Extension  of  the  University. 

Visiting  Lecturers 

Our  programme  of  visiting  lecturers  during  the  past  year  has  included  the 
following:  Sir  Basil  Spence,  who  spoke  on  his  own  work  and  philosophy — and 
Coventry  Cathedral;  Martin  Dominguez,  Visiting  Professor  of  Architecture,  Cornell 
University;  Miss  Jacqueline  Tyrwhitt,  Associate  Professor  of  City  Planning,  Graduate 
School  of  Design,  Harvard  University;  H.  J.  Cowan,  Professor  of  Architectural 
Science,  University  of  Sydney,  Australia.  The  J.  A.  Wilson  Lighting  Limited  annual 
lecture  was  delivered  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Waldram,  B.Sc,  F.I.E.S.,  Senior  Research  Light- 
ing Engineer  of  the  General  Electric  Company  Ltd.,  Hirst  Research  Centre,  Wembley, 
England. 

Exhibitions 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Yale  and  Towne  Manufacturing  Company  of  St. 
Catharines  a  fine  exhibition  of  locks  and  keys  of  considerable  historical  interest  was 
made  available  to  us  in  time  for  the  informal  opening  of  our  new  premises  in 
January,  1962. 

Professors  Hall  and  Grooms  were  responsible  for  the  design  and  layout  of  a 
particularly  successful  exhibition  "The  Visual  Arts  of  Japan."  This  was  supplemented 
by  demonstrations,  lectures  and  seminars. 

The  Division  of  Town  and  Regional  Planning 

Full-time  enrolment  increased  to  24  from  18  in  1960-1,  and  6  students  attended 
courses  in  the  Division  as  required  work  for  the  master's  degree  or  the  Ph.D.  in  other 
disciplines. 

The  C.M.H.C.  awarded  three  fellowships  and  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Plan- 
ning Board  one.  A  staff  member  of  the  University  of  Saugar  in  India  attended  as  a 
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Canada  Council  Fellow,  a  student  from  Calcutta  received  a  Commonwealth  award, 
and  a  practising  planner  in  the  civil  service  of  Ceylon  enrolled  for  two  years  under 
the  Colombo  Plan. 

In  developing  the  scope  of  the  course  emphasis  has  been  laid  on  regional  plan- 
ning. It  was  found  possible  to  mount  a  regional  project  covering  the  greater  Toronto 
area,  and  to  start  a  course  in  soils,  conservation  and  recreational  area  planning. 

This  side  of  the  Division's  activity  has  been  stimulated  by  the  appointment  of 
Dr.  E.  Mattyasovszky  as  Assistant  Professor.  A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Budapest, 
and  a  geographer  and  soil  chemist,  Dr.  Mattyasovszky  has  wide  experience  of 
regional  planning  and  research  in  Hungary,  where  he  was  head  of  a  regional  research 
institute.  He  also  has  considerable  experience  of  planning  practice  in  Canada. 

The  master's  degree  continues  to  be  in  demand  and  it  is  notable  that  during 
this  year  there  have  been  more  opportunities  for  planners  with  higher  knowledge 
and  skills  than  the  profession  can  meet. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  establishing  a  planning  research  unit, 
and  several  projects  are  in  hand:  research  for  an  adequate  information  base  for 
housing  in  Ontario  by  Professor  A.  J.  Dakin  for  the  Ontario  Government;  research 
into  regional  recreation  with  specific  reference  to  the  Toronto  area  by  Professor 
Mattyasovszky;  a  comparative  analysis  of  Official  Plans  in  Ontario  by  Mr.  Hans 
Blumenfeld.  A  fourth  project  by  Mr.  P.  Beeckmans  in  conjunction  with  the  Metro- 
politan Toronto  Planning  Board  deals  with  the  nature  of  the  urban  satellite-parent 
relationship. 

Professor  A.  P.  C.  Adamson,  who  is  Vice-Chairman  of  the  National  Capital 
Commission,  has  been  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Design  Committee  having  the 
responsibility  of  controlling  the  redevelopment  of  Ottawa  as  part  of  the  Centenary 
celebrations  in  1967. 

A  Canada  Council  award  has  been  made  to  Professor  Hugo-Brunt  to  continue 
his  study  of  George  Dance,  and  he  has  received  a  Humanities  Grant  from  the 
University  to  pursue  his  research  on  the  Maritime  settlements. 

Visiting  lecturers  to  the  Division  have  included:  Mr.  Noel  Dant,  Director  of 
Town  and  Rural  Planning,  Province  of  Ontario;  Mr.  E.  A.  Poyser,  Pedologist  to  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  Conservation,  Government  of  Manitoba;  Professor 
D.  W.  Slater,  Department  of  Political  and  Economic  Science,  Queen's  University; 
and  Professor  Spence-Sales,  Professor  of  Planning,  School  of  Architecture,  McGill 
University. 

We  have  had  a  good  academic  year  despite  the  interruption  of  yet  another 
removal,  and  we  look  forward  with  enthusiasm  to  developing  our  academic  pro- 
gramme under  greatly  improved  physical  conditions.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  PHYSICAL 
AHD  HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

The  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education  has  completed  its  studies  of  the 
curriculum,  and,  as  was  indicated  last  year,  has  made  proposals  for  changing  from 
a  three-year  course  to  a  four-year  course.  The  Senate  has  approved  this  change,  which 
will  commence  in  the  academic  year  1962-3.  It  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  some 
difficulty  in  accommodating  the  two  courses  until  all  students  have  graduated  from 
the  old  three-year  course. 

The  new  four-year  course  has  been  designed  to  offer  students  a  wider  range  of 
subjects  in  Arts  and  Science  in  order  to  provide  additional  qualifications  for  selecting 
options  at  the  Ontario  College  of  Education.  The  redistribution  of  the  professional 
courses  in  Physical  Education  and  Health  Education  will  allow  additional  subjects 
of  special  interest  to  the  profession  to  be  offered  in  the  fourth  year.  It  is  also  planned 
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to  offer  special  courses  in  Greek  and  Roman  History,  Physical  Anthropology,  and 
Zoology,  which  will  round  out  the  professional  background  of  students.  It  is  to  be 
noted  that  English  will  be  grouped  with  History  and  Philosophy  as  an  optional 
subject  rather  than,  as  formerly,  a  subject  demanded  in  each  of  the  three  years  of  the 
old  course.  It  is  hoped  that  students  with  a  special  interest  in  English  will  elect  this 
subject.  Other  students  may  wish  to  take  one  or  more  years  of  English  or  History  or 
Philosophy  during  their  course.  The  staff  is  continuing  to  study  new  courses  in 
physical  education  which  will  include  recent  scientific  findings  and  current  research 
in  physical  education. 

The  Government  of  Canada  recently  announced  the  formation  of  a  National 
Advisory  Council  on  Fitness  and  Amateur  Sport.  The  Council  has  recognized  the  need 
for  leadership  to  implement  their  plans  for  the  future.  Generous  allocation  of  funds 
to  support  scholarships,  bursaries  and  fellowships  in  Physical  Education  should  do 
much  to  overcome  some  of  the  existing  shortage  of  teachers,  university  staff,  and 
research  workers  in  physical  education. 

Research  has  continued  and  practical  results  have  been  obtained  in  studies  of 
the  physical  needs  of  mentally  retarded  children.  Co-operative  studies  with  the 
Department  of  Physiological  Hygiene  are  also  producing  interesting  results. 

The  School  regrets  the  departure  of  Miss  Ivy  Baxter,  who  has  returned  to  her 
native  Jamaica.  Miss  Baxter  was  named  in  the  New  Year's  Honours  List  and  the 
M.B.E.  was  conferred  upon  her  at  an  investiture  in  Kingston,  Jamaica,  on  June  2, 
1962.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  SOCIAL  WORK 

On  April  12,  1962,  the  Minister  of  National  Health  and  Welfare,  the  Hon.  J. 
Waldo  Monteith,  announced  in  the  House  of  Commons  that  the  Government  of 
Canada  would  establish  a  National  Welfare  Training  and  Research  Grants  pro- 
gramme. The  Minister  stated  that  for  the  first  year  $450,000  would  be  devoted  to 
Welfare  Training  and  $50,000  to  Research  Grants,  and  that  a  like  amount  would  be 
added  each  sucessive  year,  over  a  five-year  period,  bringing  the  amount  available  in 
1966  to  $2,500,000. 

Initial  enthusiasm  and  satisfaction  suffered  two  severe  setbacks.  Within  a  matter 
of  days,  Parliament  was  prorogued  without  legislative  action  being  taken  to  imple- 
ment the  programme.  Then,  following  an  indecisive  election,  the  Government  intro- 
duced a  series  of  monetary  and  fiscal  measures  to  cope  with  a  serious  dollar  crisis, 
including  a  reduction  of  $225,000,000  in  current  government  expenditures.  Despite 
disciplined  optimism,  Canada's  eight  professional  schools  of  social  work  have  been 
obliged  to  move  cautiously  in  their  attempt,  separately  and  combined,  to  cope  with 
the  manpower  crisis  in  the  field  of  the  social  welfare  services. 

No  one  entertains  any  serious  doubt  concerning  the  early  creation  of  a  Welfare 
Training  and  Research  Grants  programme.  The  Commission  on  Education  and 
Personnel  of  the  Canadian  Welfare  Council,  which  provided  a  most  effective  instru- 
ment for  collaboration  between  the  profession,  the  professional  schools  and  the 
agencies  requiring  qualified  professional  personnel,  has  exerted  helpful  influence  in 
securing  official  support  at  the  highest  level  of  government  and  it  is  continuing  to 
work  closely,  actively  and  constructively  to  ensure  early  enactment  of  appropriate 
legislation  and  enabling  regulations.  Very  considerable  preliminary  consultation 
between  the  Commission  and  the  Department  of  National  Health  and  Welfare  has 
already  been  undertaken.  Similar  productive  consultation  has  occurred  also  between 
the  Department  and  the  National  Committee  of  Canadian  Schools  of  Social  Work. 
When  the  Welfare  Training  and  Research  Grants  do  come  into  effect,  paralleling 
comparable  programmes  in  the  health  and  fitness  fields,  although  on  a  much  more 
modest  basis,  the  University  of  Toronto  School  of  Social  Work,  along  with  the  other

seven  professional  schools  of  social  work  in  Canada,  will  be  in  a  better  position 
financially  to  extend  and  improve  its  teaching,  research  and  consultation  services. 

Our  School  continues  active  membership  in  the  Council  on  Social  Work  Educa- 
tion, the  official  accrediting  agency  for  graduate  professional  Schools  of  Social  Work 
in  the  U.S.A.  and  Canada.  It  has  a  senior  member  of  its  teaching  staff  on  the 
Accreditation  Commission;  the  Director  serves  on  the  Council's  Committee  on 
Advanced  Studies  in  Social  Work  Education;  our  Co-ordinators  of  Admissions  and 
Research  are  members  of  the  Council's  standing  committees  in  these  two  areas;  the 
School  is  represented  on  the  Council's  Committee  on  Corrections;  staff  members 
have  attended  or  given  leadership  in  three  major  workshops  under  Council  sponsor- 
ship during  the  year  (Admissions,  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  Foreign  Students,  at  Osgood 
Hill,  Mass. ;  and  Public  Health  and  Social  Work  at  Princeton  Inn,  N.J. ) .  However, 
proportionately  greater  effort  this  past  year  has  been  expended  in  working  directly 
and  intensively  through  Canadian  organizations  on  Canadian  projects. 

The  Commission  on  Education  and  Personnel  has  held  two  meetings,  one  in 
Ottawa  and  one  in  Winnipeg.  In  addition  to  an  executive  committee  that  meets 
frequently,  usually  in  Montreal,  three  committees  have  drawn  members  of  our  staff 
into  active  collaboration — Dr.  Cruickshank's  Committee  on  Voluntary  Support  of 
Professional  Education  and  Training  of  Personnel  in  the  Welfare  Field;  Dean 
Waine's  Committee  on  Undergraduate  Education;  and  Mr.  MacKinnon's  Committee 
on  Non-Professional  Welfare  Training.  The  leadership  of  the  Commission's  Chair- 
man, Mr.  Philip  Fisher,  and  of  the  Commission's  Executive  Secretary,  Mr.  E.  F. 
Watson,  has  been  outstanding. 

The  National  Committee  of  Canadian  Schools  of  Social  Work  met  once  in 
Montreal  and  again  in  Winnipeg  during  the  past  academic  year.  The  following 
resolution  was  adopted  at  the  Montreal  meeting  and  confirmed  and  made  operative 
at  Winnipeg: 

It  is  agreed  that  we  reaffirm  the  importance  and  indispensability  of  the  National  Committee 
of  Canadian  Schools  of  Social  Work. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  general  purposes  of  this  organization  shall  be  to  bring  together 
the  Directors  of  the  Canadian  Schools  of  Social  Work  or  their  alternates  to: 

(a)  Consider  the  collective  concerns  of  the  Schools  and  their  relationships  to  Canadian 
universities,  the  Canadian  Association  of  Social  Workers,  the  Commission  on  Educa- 
tion and  Personnel,  the  International  Association  of  Schools  of  Social  Work,  the 
Council  on  Social  Work  Education,  and  such  other  organizations  as  may  have  signifi- 
cance for  the  interest  and  development  of  social  work  education  in  Canada. 

(b)  Take  appropriate  action  with  any  or  all  of  these  bodies  to  ensure  that  in  their  efforts 
the  collective  academic  and  other  viewpoints  and  interests  of  the  Canadian  Schools 
are  adequately  considered  and  integrated. 

(c)  Encourage,  initiate  and  develop  such  other  activities  relating  to  faculty  and  social 
work  education  in  general  as  may  be  useful,  desirable  and  timely. 

It  was  further  agreed  that  the  foregoing  concept  of  structure  and  function  should  be 
examined  and  evaluated  periodically. 

The  Director  of  the  University  of  Toronto  School  of  Social  Work  was  elected 
to  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Committee.  It  was  agreed  to  give  top  priority  to  a  basic 
study  of  field  instruction  and  formal  steps  have  been  taken  to  formulate  a  proposal 
for  submission  to  the  Department  of  National  Health  and  Welfare  to  take  advantage 
of  Welfare  Training  and  Research  Grants  when  they  become  available.  It  may  be 
of  interest  to  note  that  it  was  the  National  Committee  of  Canadian  Schools  of  Social 
Work  that  secured  the  Dominion  grants  ($50,000)  in  1946.  Later  these  were  absorbed 
in  the  general  university  grants. 

During  the  past  year  the  School  has  continued  to  benefit  from  the  Mental 
Health  Training  and  Research  Grants  of  the  National  Health  Programme.  The 
Director  of  the  School  serves  as  a  member  of  its  National  Advisory  Committee. 

Two  additional  developments  at  the  national  level  are  of  importance  in  review- 
ing the  over-all  manpower  situation  in  the  welfare  field.  One  is  the  Royal  Commis- 
sion   on    Health    Services   which   includes   social    work   in    its    terms    of    reference, 
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particularly  social  work  as  carried  on  in  medical  and  psychiatric  settings.  Several 
members  of  the  School's  staff,  including  the  Director,  have  been  heavily  involved  in 
the  preparation  of  various  briefs  for  the  Commission.  Two  members  of  the  staff 
have  been  engaged  by  the  Commission  itself  to  undertake  a  major  research  inquiry 
on  its  behalf.  The  other  development  has  been  the  creation  of  a  committee  within  the 
Community  Funds  and  Councils  Division  of  the  Canadian  Welfare  Council  to 
examine  the  personnel  situation  in  United  Community  Funds  and  Social  Planning 
Councils  throughout  Canada,  and  to  recommend  ways  and  means  of  recruiting, 
preparing  and  deploying  suitably  qualified  persons  for  executive  leadership  in  this 
important  sector  of  the  welfare  front.  Anticipating  this  committee's  recommendation, 
the  Toronto  School  has  made  provision  for  adding  a  two-year  concentration  in 
community  organization  in  its  M.S.W.  programme. 

The  attack  on  personnel  problems  in  the  welfare  field  has  been  equally  vigorous 
at  the  provincial  level.  The  Government  of  Ontario  has  given  the  two  graduate 
professional  Schools  of  Social  Work  within  its  jurisdiction  genuine  support  and  valued 
encouragement.  In  some  respects  this  continuing  collaboration  is  unique  in  North 
America.  Fifteen  formal  meetings  of  the  Advisory  Council  on  Public  Welfare  Train- 
ing have  been  held  during  the  year.  The  Director  of  the  Toronto  School  is  Chairman 
of  this  Advisory  Council.  Fifteen  thousand  copies  of  an  attractive  booklet  entitled 
Social  Work — A  Rewarding  Career  have  been  printed  and  one  has  been  sent  to  every 
junior  and  senior  student  in  each  college  and  university  in  the  province  of  Ontario. 
A  similar  brochure  will  be  prepared  to  distribute  among  high  school  students  through- 
out the  province.  The  Advisory  Council  has  met  with  deputy  ministers  and/or  senior 
staff  training  officers  of  four  other  departments  of  the  Government  of  Ontario — 
Public  Welfare,  Health,  Reform  Institutions,  and  that  of  the  Attorney-General.  A 
joint  interdepartmental  staff  committee  has  been  at  work,  on  behalf  of  the  Advisory 
Council,  examining  the  various  training  courses  now  being  offered  and  exploring 
possibilities  of  some  joint  training  programme.  A  preliminary  report  has  been 
discussed  with  the  Advisory  Council  and  is  now  being  revised.  Consultations  have 
been  held  also  with  representatives  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  Ontario. 

One  of  the  most  important  sessions  of  the  Advisory  Council  was  a  meeting  with 
Dr.  Joseph  Willard,  Deputy  Minister  of  Welfare  of  the  Department  of  National 
Health  and  Welfare.  Subsequently  the  Advisory  Council  has  worked  very  closely 
with  the  Hon.  Louis  Cecile,  the  Minister  of  Public  Welfare  for  Ontario,  who  in  turn, 
along  with  his  deputy  minister,  Mr.  James  Band,  have  been  in  regular  and  frequent 
communication  with  Ottawa  on  the  proposed  National  Welfare  Training  and 
Research  Grants  programme. 

In  addition  to  this  close  working  partnership  with  the  provincial  Department  of 
Public  Welfare,  the  School  has  extended  its  co-operation  to  the  Department  of 
Reform  Institutions  and  the  Department  of  the  Attorney-General,  as  well  as  the 
Ontario  Welfare  Council,  the  Ontario  Association  of  Children's  Aid  Societies  and 
the  Ontario  Association  of  Social  Workers.  Each  of  these  organizations  has  been 
concerned  with  manning  the  social  welfare  services  in  Ontario.  Members  of  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  School  have  served  as  consultants,  committee  chairmen  and 
speakers  on  innumerable  occasions.  Of  special  significance  is  the  leadership  given 
by  Dr.  Richard  Medhurst  in  helping  the  profession  move  ahead  in  the  critical  areas 
of  registration  and  licensing. 

Two  other  cities  in  the  province  have  co-operated  with  the  School  in  extending 
its  educational  programme.  London  has  proved  to  be  a  highly  valued  teaching  centre 
for  second  year  students  under  the  "Block  Plan."  Hamilton  is  the  site  of  the  successful 
launching  and  completion  of  the  first  phase  of  a  three-year  experiment  in  providing 
the  B.S.W.  programme  on  a  part-time  basis.  Appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  Social 
Planning  Council  of  Hamilton  and  District  and  to  McMaster  University  for  their 
resourcefulness  and  highly  responsible  collaboration.  Nor  could  this  project  have 
been  undertaken  or  continued  without  the  financial  backing  of  the  Government  of 
Ontario  through  its  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 
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Locally,  in  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  area,  unprecedented  attention  has  been 
directed  to  personnel  requirements.  The  Social  Planning  Council  of  Metropolitan 
Toronto  has  been  engaged  in  a  large-scale  study  of  "Needs  and  Resources  in  Health, 
Welfare  and  Recreation"  under  the  general  chairmanship  of  Mr.  M.  Wallace 
McCutcheon.  Many  members  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  School  have  been  heavily 
involved  in  this  ambitious  assessment.  The  findings  and  recommendations  inevitably 
will  have  important  implications  for  the  School.  One  area  of  activity  receiving 
needed  clarification  is  that  of  information  and  recruiting.  Inquiries  concerning  social 
work  education  and  welfare  training  are  steadily  mounting.  This  past  year  the 
School's  Admissions  Office  dealt  with  811  inquiries,  a  large  percentage  of  which  came 
from  persons  needing  professional  help.  This  is  not  a  proper  function  for  a  School  of 
Social  Work.  A  proposal  that  an  Information  and  Recruiting  Centre  be  created 
outside  the  University  is  one  that  deserves  thoughtful  consideration. 

The  President's  Committee  on  Medical  Social  Work  Education  has  approved 
the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Edith  Hurka  to  the  staff  of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital. 
This  is  a  joint  appointment  of  the  University  and  the  Hospital.  Mrs.  Hurka  will  be 
responsible  for  the  development  of  field  instruction  for  selected  M.S.W.  students  in 
the  general  hospital  setting.  Requests  from  Wellesley  and  Western  Hospitals  for  a 
similar  plan  are  now  being  explored.  In  addition,  a  systematic  though  informal  survey 
is  being  made  to  determine  the  extent  to  which  field  instruction  in  social  work  may 
be  needed  and  can  be  provided  in  rehabilitation  centres. 

Members  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  School  continue  to  provide  instruction  in 
other  divisions  and  departments  of  the  University — Hospital  Administration,  Nursing, 
Physical  and  Occupational  Therapy,  and  Town  and  Regional  Planning — also,  by 
special  arrangement,  at  York  University  and  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College. 
Special  mention  should  be  made  of  a  new  development  this  past  year  in  recognizing 
the  importance  of  interprofessional  collaboration  in  professional  education.  Hereto- 
fore provision  has  been  made  at  the  annual  graduation  banquet  to  have  some  dis- 
tinguished guest,  often  from  another  related  profession,  give  the  address.  This  has 
been  combined  with  the  customary  toasts,  skits,  songs  and  celebration.  At  the  last 
banquet  the  speaker  did  not  get  called  on  until  after  eleven  o'clock.  It  was  decided 
that  high  jinks  and  celebration  should  be  reserved  exclusively  for  the  banquet  and 
other  provision  made  for  the  more  serious  side  of  things.  Accordingly,  a  staff -student 
committee  undertook  to  plan  for  an  Interprofessional  Seminar  to  be  held  during  the 
morning  and  afternoon  prior  to  the  graduation  banquet.  Eight  other  professional 
divisions  of  the  University  were  invited  to  participate.  Faculty  members  and  senior 
students  from  psychology,  paediatrics,  psychiatry,  law,  public  health,  nursing  and 
child  study  accepted  the  School's  invitation  and  over  one  hundred  persons  partici- 
pated in  the  seminar.  The  subject,  "The  Neglect  and  Abuse  of  Children,"  was 
introduced  by  a  series  of  case  studies  presented  by  representatives  of  the  Juvenile  and 
Family  Court,  the  Child  Adjustment  Service  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Hospital 
for  Sick  Children  and  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Metropolitan  Toronto.  Dr.  John 
Spencer  took  thirty  minutes  to  comment  with  a  view  to  providing  a  sociological 
perspective.  Faculty  and  students  were  then  formed  into  ten  interprofessional  discus- 
sion groups.  A  coffee  break  and  buffet  luncheon  gave  opportunity  for  informal 
conversation.  Following  a  second  round  of  discussion  after  lunch,  each  group  reported 
on  its  thinking  and  the  seminar  concluded  with  a  summary  and  commentary  by 
Mr.  David  Hunter  of  the  Ford  Foundation.  Subsequent  evaluation  confirms  the  value 
of  such  an  exercise  and  strongly  suggests  a  continuation  of  the  project  another 
year. 

Three  members  of  the  teaching  staff,  the  Director,  Professor  Morgan  and  Mr. 
Gripton,  together  with  the  Vice-President  (Administration)  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Buildings,  were  named  to  a  Users'  Committee  by  the  President  to  prepare  a 
detailed  report  of  what  the  School  will  require  in  the  nature  of  physical  facilities  to 
accommodate  a  projected  maximum  enrolment  of  250  students.  A  basic  report 
supplemented  by  several  explanatory  memoranda  have  now  been  submitted  to  the 
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President's  Advisory  Committee  on  Accommodation  and  Facilities.  Two  or  three 
questions  involving  policy  decisions  have  arisen  which  will  be  dealt  with  at  an  early 
date.  An  architect  for  the  new  building  has  been  designated  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  and,  as  soon  as  the  proposals  advanced  by  the  School  of  Business  and  the 
School  of  Social  Work  have  been  approved  and  consolidated,  work  will  begin  on  the 
construction  of  the  new  building  made  possible  through  grants  totalling  $2,400,000 
from  the  Corporation  of  Metropolitan  Toronto.  The  location  will  be  at  the  southwest 
corner  of  Huron  and  Russell  Streets. 

Apart  from  sabbaticals  and  educational  leaves,  systematic  attention  is  directed 
to  staff  development.  Dr.  Sidney  Berengarten  of  the  New  York  School  of  Social  Work 
has  been  appointed  a  Visiting  Special  Lecturer  to  function  as  a  consultant  to  the 
casework  teaching  staff.  Faculty  seminars  during  the  year  were  devoted  to  a  review 
of  recent  research  in  alcoholism,  discrimination  in  employment,  and  to  new  develop- 
ments in  social  work  education  including  new  patterns  of  social  work  in  public 
health.  On  one  occasion — and  it  is  now  planned  to  continue  the  practice  annually — 
the  teaching  staff  visited  one  of  the  community  agencies  (in  this  instance,  the  new 
Y.M.H.A.  Centre  in  North  York)  to  meet  with  members  of  the  agency  staff  and 
board,  and  to  become  more  familiar  with  the  objectives,  policy,  programme  and 
methods  of  the  agency  in  serving  its  constituency.  Consultations  with  a  number  of 
special  visitors  to  the  School  were  most  stimulating  and  valuable:  Dr.  Genevieve 
Carter  (Los  Angeles),  Dr.  Heikki  Waris  (Helsinki)  Dr.  Eliot  Studt  (Berkeley),  Dr. 
Gordon  Hearn  (Portland),  Miss  Ivy  Kahn  (New  Delhi),  and  Dr.  Herbert  Rosinski 
(New  York).  Helpful  consultations  also  were  held  on  specific  questions  relating  to 
the  programme  of  the  School  with  numerous  local  leaders:  Mr.  Harry  Edmison, 
Mr.  George  Gathercole,  the  Hon.  Irwin  Haskett,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  McRuer,  the 
Most  Reverend  Philip  F.  Pocock,  and  Mr.  Jack  Wilson. 

"Minds  on  the  Move,"  the  School's  Wednesday  Lecture  Series,  was  reactivated 
this  year.  Four  speakers  from  four  different  fields  were  asked  to  discuss  how  they 
saw  their  particular  group  facing  social  responsibility  in  the  changing  society.  Dr. 
Joseph  Willard,  Deputy  Minister  of  Welfare  (Department  of  National  Health  and 
Welfare)  ;  Mr.  Leo  Pedis,  National  Executive  Director,  AFL-CIO  Community 
Activities  Committee  (N.Y.C.)  ;  Mr.  R.  J.  Doyle,  Managing  Editor  of  the  Globe  and 
Mail;  and  Dean  C.  A.  Wright  of  the  Faculty  of  Law,  University  of  Toronto,  were 
the  lecturers.  In  the  case  of  Dean  Wright,  the  Globe  and  Mail  devoted  almost  a  full 
page  to  his  remarks,  followed  by  a  major  editorial  and  a  report  of  a  considerable 
interchange  of  opinion  from  lawyers  and  others  in  the  community. 

The  traditional  Homecoming  Staff  Party  was  again  held  in  September  at  the 
Prince  Arthur  House  which  later,  also,  was  the  scene  of  the  annual  luncheon 
honouring  the  School's  field  instructors  and  the  executives  of  the  agencies  which 
serve  as  field  instruction  centres  in  Toronto,  Hamilton  and  London.  The  all-day 
Spring  Planning  Conference  was  held  at  the  Guild  of  All  Arts.  The  conference  con- 
centrated on  two  questions  of  curriculum  policy,  one  having  to  do  with  a  rather  basic 
proposal  to  distribute  time  and  content  more  evenly  between  the  first  and  second 
years  of  the  M.S.W.  programme;  the  other,  the  fuller  and  more  vigorous  develop- 
ment of  a  sequence  in  community  organization. 

As  has  been  stated  before,  the  community  is  to  a  school  of  social  work  what  a 
laboratory  is  to  a  department  devoted  to  physical  science.  The  community,  in  a  very 
real  sense,  is  our  laboratory.  Any  listing  of  scholarly  addresses,  research  undertakings 
or  professional  publications,  fails  to  reflect  fully  or  accurately  the  incredibly  complex 
network  of  professional  activities  in  which  the  staff  of  a  school  of  social  work  are 
involved. 

Involvement  ranges  from  consultation  for  the  United  Nations  ( Professor  Godfrey 
submitted  her  final  report  on  her  assignment  in  France  during  the  year)  to  assisting 
lawyers  locally  in  Toronto  operate  a  Legal  Aid  Clinic  (Miss  Doolan).  Ten  consecu- 
tive years  of  field  training,  staff  development  and  professional  education  for  welfare 
workers  in  Newfoundland  culminated  this  year  in  terminal  consultations  in  St.  John's 
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as  arrangements  for  these  programmes  are  being  transferred  to  Memorial  University 
(Professors  Morgan  and  Godfrey).  Intensive  consultation  has  been  provided  the 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children  (Professor  Byles),  the  Board  of  Education  (Professor 
Byles),  University  Settlement  (Dr.  Spencer  and  Professor  Byles),  and  the  Committee 
on  Undergraduate  Education  of  the  Commission  on  Education  and  Personnel 
(Professor  Perretz) — to  select  but  a  few  examples.  Members  of  the  School's  teaching 
staff  have  carried  major  responsibilities  in  the  Canadian  Association  of  Social 
Workers,  on  its  National  Board  and  Executive,  on  the  Board  of  its  Ontario  Division, 
and  in  the  local  Toronto  Branch.  Dr.  Govan  has  been  elected  National  President  of 
the  professional  association.  Dr.  Medhurst  has  given  able  leadership  in  preparation 
for  formal  application  for  legal  powers  to  register  and  license  professional  social 
workers  in  Ontario.  Staff  members  shared  heavily  in  the  preparation  of  the  Canadian 
Association  of  Social  Workers'  brief  to  the  Royal  Commission  on  Health  Services. 
Several  other  members  of  the  staff  served  on  standing  committees,  including  the 
Committee  on  Social  Work  Education  (Professor  Rhinewine),  and  Mrs.  Mary  Barnes 
edited  the  local  C.A.S.W.  Branch  Review.  Professors  Perretz  and  Byles  had  promi- 
nent parts  to  play  in  the  organization  of  two  institutes  held  under  joint  C.A.S.W.- 
School  auspices  during  the  year,  one  on  "Social  Work  with  Groups"  in  which  Dr. 
Gisela  Konopka,  University  of  Minnesota,  served  as  the  principal  resource  person, 
and  one  on  "Issues  in  Public  Assistance"  in  which  Dean  Benjamin  Lyndon  of  the 
University  of  Buffalo  was  the  guest  speaker.  Professor  Morgan  took  time  out  from 
his  sabbatical,  and  his  nation-wide  comparative  study  of  certain  aspects  of  public 
welfare  administration,  to  address  a  plenary  session  of  the  Mid- Winter  Conference 
of  the  United  Community  Funds  and  Councils  in  Montreal.  His  paper  on  "The 
Changing  Welfare  Pattern"  received  an  unusually  warm  reception.  Later,  portions 
of  it  were  published  in  a  feature  article  in  the  Globe  and  Mail  Magazine.  In  addition 
to  the  major  research  assignment  given  to  Dr.  Govan,  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Health  Services  utilized  the  services  of  four  other  members  of  the  teaching  staff  to 
interview  a  sampling  of  members  of  the  healing  arts.  Under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Medhurst,  Co-ordinator  of  Field  Instruction,  several  members  of  the  teaching  staff 
have  been  engaged  in  a  research  project  involving  the  analysis  of  tape-recordings  of 
supervisory  conferences  between  field  instructors  and  students.  A  related  and  sup- 
porting study  is  being  carried  on  by  Miss  Lindenfield  and  members  of  the  Social 
Service  staff  of  the  Toronto  Psychiatric  Hospital. 

Great  interest  is  being  shown  in  various  parts  of  Canada  in  experimental  ap- 
proaches to  the  multi-problem  family.  Dr.  Spencer  is  sewing  as  a  consultant  to  two 
such  projects,  one  in  London  and  one  in  Toronto,  with  which  Professor  Seeley  is  also 
connected.  In  his  capacity  as  consultant  to  the  London  project,  Dr.  Spencer  visited 
St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  to  confer  there  with  the  group  which  had  pioneered  in  this  field 
in  the  United  States  along  lines  somewhat  akin  to  a  project  directed  by  Dr.  Spencer 
earlier  in  Bristol,  England.  Dr.  Schlesinger  has  been  awarded  a  research  grant  to 
enable  him,  working  in  close  collaboration  with  Dr.  Spencer  and  with  Dr.  J.  C.  Lagey 
of  Vancouver,  to  prepare  and  publish  a  comprehensive,  annotated  bibliography  on 
research  and  experimentation  in  this  field. 

Two  other  developments  require  special  mention  in  reviewing  the  public  and 
professional  service  of  members  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  School.  One  concerns  the 
field  of  corrections  in  which  the  School  has  been  very  active  and  particularly  so  as 
the  grant  from  the  Junior  League  of  Toronto  continued  into  a  second  year.  Dr. 
Grygier  has  completed  his  survey  and  evaluation  of  needs  and  resources  in  the  pre- 
paration of  qualified  personnel  in  the  field  of  corrections  in  Canada.  The  manuscript 
of  Dr.  Jaffary's  study  of  "The  Sentencing  of  Adult  Offenders"  is  now  in  press  and 
he  is  devoting  himself  increasingly  to  his  studies  in  the  history  of  corrections  in 
Canada.  Dr.  Spencer  has  a  book  on  "White  Collar  Crime"  in  preparation  and  is 
serving  as  consultant  to  a  Committee  of  the  Social  Planning  Council  of  Metropolitan 
Toronto  responsible  for  designing  a  study  of  prostitution  among  adolescent  girls.  Of 
special  importance  and  interest  was  the  consultative  conference  on  "The  Chronic 
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Petty  Offender"  held  at  Hart  House  in  May.  Dr.  John  Spencer  and  Dr.  Tadeusz 
Grygier  reported  on  their  studies  of  homeless  male  transients  and  chronic  petty 
offenders,  each  undertaken  with  the  co-operation  of  graduate  students  and  the 
appropriate  agencies  and  authorities  in  the  field.  Representatives  of  several  federal 
and  provincial  departments  participated  together  with  leaders  in  the  John  Howard 
Society,  the  Elizabeth  Fry  Society,  the  Salvation  Army  and  other  interested  private 
agencies  such  as  the  Junior  League  of  Toronto.  The  Governor  of  the  Don  Jail,  the 
Superintendents  of  two  institutions,  an  official  from  the  Police  Department  and  the 
Bell  Clinic  participated,  as  did  representatives  of  the  Canadian  Welfare  Council  and 
the  Social  Planning  Council  of  Metropolitan  Toronto.  A  full  report  of  the  research 
findings  and  of  the  discussion  has  now  been  distributed  to  all  participants. 

The  Needs  and  Resources  Study  of  the  Social  Planning  Council  of  Metropolitan 
Toronto  promises  to  be  one  of  the  most  significant,  large-scale  planning  projects  ever 
undertaken  in  Canada.  Members  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  School  have  been 
heavily  involved.  The  work  papers  and  the  final  reports,  when  they  are  available, 
will  provide  invaluable  reference  documents  for  students  in  the  School.  It  is  planned 
to  use  the  working  papers  developed  in  this  study  project  as  a  basis  for  the  Spring 
Seminar  in  the  Social  Services  for  second  year  students  this  coming  year. 

Several  highlight  events  of  the  year  should  be  mentioned,  notably  the  successful 
completion  of  doctoral  requirements  by  Richard  Beverley  Splane.  His  doctoral 
dissertation  on  "The  Development  of  Social  Welfare  in  Ontario,  1791-1893:  The 
Role  of  the  Province"  is  to  be  published.  It  represents  a  significant,  scholarly  con- 
tribution to  the  history  of  social  welfare  in  Canada.  The  First  Taylor  Statten 
Memorial  Lecture  was  given  by  the  Director  on  the  subject  "Toward  a  New  Under- 
standing of  Leadership"  following  a  dinner  of  the  Ontario  Camping  Association  in 
the  Great  Hall  of  Hart  House  on  March  24,  1962.  Mr.  Joseph  McCulley,  Warden 
of  Hart  House  and  Chairman  of  the  Taylor  Statten  Memorial  Fund  Committee, 
presided.  Professor  Roger  Myers,  Associate  Dean  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies, 
introduced  the  Director  and  Mr.  Ronald  Perry,  Headmaster  of  Ashbury  College, 
Ottawa,  thanked  the  speaker.  The  lecture  will  be  published  as  the  first  in  a  series 
honouring  the  well-known  Canadian  leader.  Mr.  McCulley  used  the  occasion  to 
announce  the  establishment  of  the  Taylor  Statten  Scholarship  available  to  a  candi- 
date intending  to  seek  professional  education  for  a  career  of  youth  service. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to  enable  students  who,  over  the  years,  have  been 
prevented  from  completing  their  M.S.W.  programme,  to  return  to  the  School  for 
four  months,  beginning  in  March,  1963,  when  the  teaching  staff  will  provide  con- 
centrated tutorial  assistance.  The  response  has  been  greater  than  anticipated. 

In  response  to  a  growing  need  in  Commonwealth  countries  and  in  countries 
newly  achieving  political  independence,  and  with  the  official  encouragement  and 
assistance  of  the  Department  of  National  Health  and  Welfare  and  the  Office  of 
External  Aid  in  Ottawa,  a  special  combination  of  courses  has  been  organized  for 
senior  social  welfare  and  community  development  personnel  beginning  in  September, 
1962.  The  sequence  will  be  designated  "Special  Programme  in  Social  Welfare  Service 
Administration  and  Community  Development."  It  is  anticipated  that  several  students 
from  Hong  Kong  will  be  among  the  first  to  take  advantage  of  the  offering.  This  is 
due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  a  graduate  of  the  School,  Mr.  Norman  Cragg,  formerly 
Secretary  of  the  Division  of  Public  Welfare  of  the  Canadian  Welfare  Council,  is  now 
Assistant  Welfare  Director  in  Hong  Kong. 

The  Alumni  of  the  School  have  had  a  very  active  year.  The  last  issue  of  Social 
Scope  ran  to  a  record  twenty  pages.  At  the  Canadian  Conference  of  Social  Work 
in  Winnipeg  an  Alumni  Breakfast  attracted  seventy-five  persons.  Plans  for  holding  a 
Faculty- Alumni  Conference  in  October,  1962,  are  well  advanced,  as  are  plans  for 
Alumni  participation  in  celebrating  the  School's  fiftieth  anniversary  in  1964-5. 

Dr.  Daniel  Hill  has  been  appointed  Special  Lecturer  on  a  part-time  basis  to 
teach  the  course  on  Introduction  to  Research  in  Social  Welfare.  Miss  Ruth  Robinson 
returns  to  the  School  as  a  full-time  field  instructor  and  field  consultant  after  spending 
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some  years  in  New  York  City  where  she  was  engaged  in  a  large-scale  experiment  in 
working  with  chronic  multi-problem  families.  Mrs.  Mary  Barnes  has  been  appointed 
Resident  Research  Director  for  the  Research  Project  in  Family  Diagnosis  designed 
by  Dr.  Werner  Boehm.  Mr.  James  Gripton  will  continue  to  devote  a  portion  of  his 
time  to  the  Director's  office,  as  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Director. 

An  historic  link  has  been  severed  with  the  death  last  spring  of  the  widow  of  the 
late  Professor  E.  J.  Urwick,  who  contributed  so  greatly  to  the  development  of  the 
School  and  who  brought  such  distinction  to  it  in  its  early  years.  Mrs.  Urwick  con- 
tinued throughout  her  life  to  channel  substantial  personal  interest  and  financial 
assistance  to  the  School. 

As  Professor  John  Morgan  returns  from  his  sabbatical  and  from  his  extensive 
studies  of  public  welfare  administration,  with  the  support  of  a  research  grant  from 
the  Institute  of  Public  Administration  of  Canada,  Dr.  Albert  Rose  leaves  for  his 
sabbatical  at  the  University  of  California  in  Berkeley.  Dr.  Rose  is  the  recipient  of  a 
Senior  Research  Fellowship  from  the  Central  Housing  and  Mortgage  Corporation 
and  a  special  grant  from  the  Laidlaw  Foundation  to  enable  him  to  complete  a  book- 
length  manuscript  on  the  development  of  the  government  of  Metropolitan  Toronto 
with  special  reference  to  the  articulation  of  physical,  economic  and  social  planning. 
Professor  Minda  Posen  will  spend  a  year,  on  leave  of  absence,  in  England  where  she 
will  be  attached  to  the  Tavistock  Institute.  During  the  summer  of  1962,  Professor 
Farina  will  be  located  in  Fort  Churchill  gathering  data  for  his  doctoral  dissertation. 
Brazil  will  be  the  rendezvous  for  several  members  of  the  School's  teaching  staff  in 
August.  Besides  the  Director,  it  is  expected  that  Professors  Dunlop,  Morgan,  Rhine- 
wine  and  Seeley  will  attend  sessions  of  the  International  Association  of  Schools  of 
Social  Work  and  of  the  International  Conference  of  Social  Work.  The  Director  has 
been  asked  to  chair  one  of  the  Commissions  for  the  Conference.  As  chairman-elect 
of  the  National  Committee  of  Canadian  Schools  of  Social  Work,  he  will  represent 
the  Canadian  schools  at  the  meeting  of  schools.  Professor  Morgan  continues  to  serve 
as  Treasurer  of  the  International  Association  of  Schools  of  Social  Work. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-five  new  applications  for  admission  have  been  received 
for  the  1962-3  session.  We  are  encouraged  by  this  evidence  of  increased  interest  on 
the  part  of  persons  seeking  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  profession  of  social  work. 
It  is  the  School's  practice  to  process  each  application  to  ensure  that  the  applicant 
shows  evidence  of  possessing  the  academic  and  personal  qualifications  required  for 
the  practice  of  social  work.  Decisions  are  based  on  the  information  which  is  gained 
from  five  parts  of  the  application :  the  candidate's  statement  of  interest  in  and  quali- 
fications for  social  work;  his  academic  performance;  his  references;  the  physician's 
statement;  and  the  record  of  one  or  more  personal  interviews  with  the  applicant. 
The  Admissions  Committee,  composed  of  members  of  the  teaching  staff,  considers 
the  over-all  character  of  the  total  docket.  Professional  schools  of  social  work  are 
convinced  that  such  careful  processing  is  essential.  Although  time  consuming,  this 
careful  screening  out  of  unsuitable  persons  saves  disappointment  and  wasted  effort 
on  the  part  of  both  the  candidate  and  the  teaching  staff. 

A  relatively  new  problem,  however,  now  confronts  us.  There  appears  to  be  a 
tendency  for  students  to  apply  to  several  schools  simultaneously.  Acceptable  candi- 
dates seem  to  make  their  decision  as  to  which  school  they  will  attend  during  the  late 
summer.  Their  choice  often  seems  to  be  influenced  by  the  availability  of  financial  aid 
and  the  location  of  the  school  rather  than  by  the  quality  of  education  that  they 
may  receive  in  any  particular  school.  It  is  also  felt  that  many  students  are  afraid  that 
they  will  not  be  accepted  for  graduate  work  and  consequently  they  seek  to  protect 
themselves  by  multiple  applications.  Experience  in  the  last  few  years  would  certainly 
point  toward  the  need  for  closer  collaboration  between  the  admissions  offices  of  the 
various  schools  of  social  work  in  Canada. 

Again  this  year,  the  School  has  enjoyed  the  full  co-operation  of  the  Chief 
Accountant's  and  the  Registrar's  offices  in  administering  the  financial  aid  pro- 
gramme. The  donors  of  financial  aid  have  been  generous  and  many  of  our  students 
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have  been  greatly  assisted  in  undertaking  their  education.  Currently  the  School  is 
participating  in  two  major  research  projects  of  the  Council  on  Social  Work  Educa- 
tion— attempting  to  learn  who  are  the  people  who  apply  for  social  work  education 
and  where  they  come  from,  and  attempting  to  test  the  validity  of  the  prediction  of 
the  Admissions  Committee. 

Several  major  policy  questions  lie  ahead  and  require  the  most  thoughtful  con- 
sideration. These  certainly  include:  further  clarification  of  the  role  of  a  graduate 
professional  school  in  relation  both  to  undergraduate  education  and  non-professional 
training  in  the  social  welfare  field ;  how  to  provide  the  most  appropriate  and  effective 
administrative  arrangements  in  anticipation  of  a  doubling  in  enrolment  and  of 
moving  into  a  new  building;  the  whole  question  of  determining  a  valid  basis  for  a 
formula  governing  student-faculty  ratio;  refinements  in  workload  determination; 
reorganization  and  realignment  of  the  two-year  M.S.W.  programme  with  the  possible 
elimination  of  the  non-terminal  B.S.W.  degree;  a  proposal  to  formalize  a  third  year, 
postgraduate,  programme  and  to  attach  to  it  a  diploma  in  differentiation  from  a 
D.S.W.  degree. 

As  this  report  is  being  written  during  the  remodelling,  renovation  and  redecora- 
tion  of  the  building  now  occupied  by  the  School,  it  would  seem  that  by  the  opening 
of  School  the  first  week  in  September,  the  School  of  Social  Work  will  occupy  all  of 
the  third  and  fourth  floors  and  the  west  wing  of  the  second  floor  of  the  old  Economics 
Building.  Offices  will  have  been  modernized,  improved  lighting  installed,  new  staff 
and  student  common  rooms  provided,  the  library  greatly  extended,  and  the  whole 
physical  appearance  of  the  School  given  a  welcome  face-lifting.  The  necessary  noise 
and  confusion  will  continue  until  January,  1963,  when  the  School  of  Music  takes 
possession  of  the  balance  of  the  building.  By  then  an  elevator  will  have  been  installed 
and  other  welcome  improvements  added.  It  will  be  a  new  experience  to  carry  on  our 
teaching,  research,  consultation  and  the  administration  of  the  School  to  the  accom- 
paniment of  music.  May  harmony  prevail.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 

Enrolment  this  year  totalled  365.  Of  these,  186  students  were  in  the  degree 
courses  and  179  in  certificate  courses.  Indications  are  that  there  will  be  equal  or 
slightly  greater  enrolment  for  1962-3.  Among  this  year's  students  there  were  11  from 
five  countries  other  than  Canada.  Indonesia  was  represented  for  the  first  time  by  3. 
Five  Indonesians  are  expected  next  year.  In  addition  there  were  25  visitors  from 
sixteen  countries. 

In  response  to  requests  two  courses  were  given  in  conjunction  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  University  Extension.  During  the  fall  term,  a  series  of  weekly  lectures  was 
given  for  nurses  employed  in  occupational  health  services,  with  an  enrolment  of  93. 
In  April,  79  nurses  attended  a  one-week  refresher  course  on  the  Continuity  of  Nurs- 
ing Care  of  the  Cardiac  Patient.  In  May,  Professor  J.  Watson  conducted  a  one-week 
refresher  course  in  nursing  at  King  Edward  VII  Memorial  Hospital,  Bermuda. 

The  fact  that  enrolment  in  the  degree  courses  has  now  passed  that  in  the  certifi- 
cate courses  is  only  one  evidence  of  increasing  interest  in  degree  work  in  nursing.  This 
is  encouraging  because  of  the  ever  increasing  need  for  such  graduates.  At  the  same 
time  it  creates  certain  problems.  As  previously  noted,  while  there  are  large  numbers 
of  government  bursaries  for  certificate  students,  there  is  very  little  assistance  for  those 
in  the  degree  courses.  The  question  also  arises  whether  some  at  least  of  the  certificate 
courses  should  be  gradually  discontinued. 

With  increasing  numbers  of  undergraduate  degree  students  and  the  prospect  of 
offering  graduate  work  the  need  for  more  and  more  highly  prepared  teaching  staff 
is  evident.  Over  the  past  ten  years  nine  members  of  our  staff  have  undertaken 
graduate  study;  all  have  obtained  the  master's  degree,  and  three  of  these  are  now 
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studying  for  the  doctor's  degree.  The  three  members  of  staff  who  are  at  present 
candidates  for  the  doctorate  have  expressed  a  wish  to  return  to  this  staff.  Two  further 
members  of  staff  are  leaving  at  the  end  of  this  session  to  study  for  their  master's 
degree,  and  they  too  hope  to  return.  The  majority  of  these  degrees  have  been  in 
education  or  administration.  In  addition,  however,  the  need  is  seen  for  an  oppor- 
tunity to  do  graduate  work  in  fields  which  have  an  obvious  application  to  nursing. 
Graduates  of  such  programmes  would  undoubtedly  contribute  immediately  to  nurs- 
ing. We  would  hope  that  eventually  they  would  be  capable  of  organizing  research 
in  clinical  nursing  acceptable  at  a  graduate  level. 

It  is  recognized  that  there  are  plans  for  the  expansion  of  the  school  building,  but 
in  view  of  the  inadequacy  which  has  already  developed  in  certain  areas,  some  interim 
measures  may  be  required. 

As  a  member  of  the  Medical  Sciences  Advisory  Council,  the  School  of  Nursing 
submitted  a  brief  to  the  Royal  Commission  on  Health  Services. 

The  Alumnae  have  given  their  usual  strong  support  to  the  School.  Particularly 
noteworthy  is  the  financial  assistance  which  they  make  available  to  students  both  in 
the  form  of  bursaries  and  as  emergency  aid. 

At  the  close  of  this  session  we  are  losing  three  valued  members  of  staff.  Mrs.  C. 
Brehaut  and  Miss  M.  Turner  are  leaving  for  further  study,  and  Miss  O.  Vdovjak  is 
resigning.  All  will  be  greatly  missed.  Dr.  M.  Uprichard  will  be  on  leave  of  absence 
next  year  to  make  a  study  for  the  Royal  Commission  on  Health  Services. 

Miss  Helen  Carpenter  will  become  Director  of  the  School  at  the  beginning  of 
the  new  academic  session.  I  am  grateful  for  the  unfailing  support  and  advice  of  the 
school  staff  during  the  last  ten  years,  and  for  much  help  and  co-operation  from  other 
divisions  of  the  University.  It  is  with  great  confidence  that  I  look  forward  to  the 
future  of  the  School  under  Miss  Carpenter's  leadership.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  HYGIENE 

The  session  of  1961-2  proved  to  be  of  great  significance  to  the  School  of  Hygiene 
for  several  reasons.  Thus,  the  enrolment  of  graduate  students  in  degree  and  diploma 
courses  was  the  highest  in  our  history,  and  made  heavy  calls  upon  the  time  of  the 
staff  and  on  the  limited  classroom  and  laboratory  facilities.  Some  153  graduates 
attended  the  School,  and  80  of  these  took  all  of  their  work  with  us.  The  full-time 
students  included  22  from  overseas  (27.5  per  cent),  the  largest  number  we  have  had. 
Seventeen  of  these  overseas  students  were  physicians,  and  the  others  were  veteri- 
narians, dentists  or  microbiologists.  The  Diploma  in  Public  Health  course  enrolled 
11  students  and  the  Diploma  in  Bacteriology  course  9  students. 

Our  experience  with  students  from  overseas  has  been  very  satisfactory,  especially 
since  the  introduction  of  the  more  formal  testing  procedures  in  the  use  and  under- 
standing of  English.  Most  of  the  students  easily  hold  their  own  academically  with 
their  Canadian  colleagues.  This  year  the  first  prize  for  academic  standing  in  public 
health  subjects  was  awarded  jointly  to  two  lady  physicians,  graduates  of  Bombay  and 
Colombo,  and  to  a  Canadian  graduate  of  our  own  University.  Close  association 
between  colleagues  from  various  countries  does  much  to  break  down  preconceptions 
and  prejudices,  and  provides  a  dimension  of  education  largely  lacking  in  the  under- 
graduate years. 

Most  of  the  overseas  students  are  accustomed  to  adequate  living  conditions  at 
home,  and  they  find  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  accommodation  in 
Toronto  at  a  price  they  can  afford.  The  position  is  most  acute  for  those  who  bring 
families.  There  is  an  urgent  need  for  suitable  low  rental  accommodation  for  such 
senior  persons. 

To  assist  our  overseas  students  in  adapting  to  Canadian  life,  we  have  decided 
to  offer  in  the  1962-3  session  a  special  introductory  course.  This  will  be  held  in  the 
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last  week  of  August,  and  will  comprise  lectures  and  field  visits  covering  briefly  the 
history,  constitution,  customs  and  geography  of  Canada.  The  students  will  also  be 
introduced  to  the  work  of  the  School,  and  will  have  an  opportunity  of  meeting 
their  teachers  informally. 

Most  of  the  overseas  graduates  return  to  government  posts  in  health  and 
research  departments,  and  it  is  of  interest  that  already  about  a  dozen  graduates  of 
the  Diploma  in  Bacteriology  course  established  four  years  ago  are  serving  as  professors 
in  medical  colleges  in  Ecuador,  Mexico,  Chile,  India,  Pakistan  and  Thailand. 

I  have  referred  in  previous  reports  to  the  great  need  of  more  space  for  teaching 
and  research,  so  that  I  was  very  pleased  to  receive  permission  to  plan  for  the  use  of 
space  in  this  building  which  is  to  be  vacated  shortly  by  the  Connaught  Medical 
Research  Laboratories.  A  Planning  Committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  John 
R.  Brown  is  now  trying  to  estimate  the  needs  of  the  School  departments  and  to  plan 
some  redistribution  of  existing  facilities.  As  far  as  can  be  seen  at  the  moment,  the 
needs  of  the  School  may  not  be  satisfied  even  by  the  complete  withdrawal  of  the 
Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories  from  the  School  building.  Moreover, 
this  move  is  not  likely  to  take  place  for  some  years.  The  School  at  present  occupies 
approximately  35,000  square  feet,  and  another  30,000  square  feet  is  occupied  by  the 
Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories. 

In  November,  1961,  we  were  inspected  by  a  team  of  three  physicians  represent- 
ing the  Committee  on  Professional  Education  of  the  American  Public  Health  Asso- 
ciation, the  official  accrediting  body  of  the  Schools  of  Public  Health  in  North 
America.  The  group  spent  three  days  here,  interviewed  the  President  of  the  Univer- 
sity, met  senior  members  of  the  staff,  and  discussed  budgets,  curricula  and  educa- 
tional trends.  The  team  was  satisfied  and  later  recommended  that  the  School  be 
continued  on  the  list  of  accredited  Schools  of  Public  Health,  a  list  which  also  includes 
schools  in  the  United  States  Universities  of  Harvard,  Yale,  Columbia,  Johns  Hopkins, 
Tulane,  North  Carolina,  California,  Pittsburgh,  Minnesota,  Michigan,  Puerto  Rico, 
and  in  Canada  in  the  University  of  Montreal.  This  approval  will  allow  us  to 
continue  membership  in  the  Association  of  Schools  of  Public  Health,  Inc.,  a  group 
which  meets  to  discuss  common  problems  and  also  conducts  research.  At  the  moment, 
it  is  sponsoring  an  extensive  review  of  the  curricula  of  Schools  of  Public  Health,  and 
is  also  studying  the  special  educational  needs  of  overseas  students.  The  results  of 
both  of  these  projects  will  be  of  the  greatest  of  interest  to  us.  Professor  W.  Harding 
le  Riche  of  our  School  is  an  active  member  of  a  Committee  of  the  Association  of 
Schools  of  Public  Health  which  supervises  these  studies. 

The  School,  together  with  other  divisions  in  the  health  sciences,  prepared  a 
brief  which  was  presented  to  the  Royal  Commission  on  Health  Services  in  May. 
The  brief  pointed  out  the  important  role  in  education  and  research  played  by  the 
School  since  1927,  in  particular  by  the  graduation  of  some  1,207  professional  public 
health  workers.  The  national  and  international  role  of  the  School  was  stressed  and 
attention  drawn  to  the  fact  that  only  37.6  per  cent  of  the  students  came  from 
Ontario,  45.7  per  cent  coming  from  other  provinces,  13  per  cent  from  overseas,  and 
3.7  per  cent  from  the  United  States  of  America. 

Some  of  the  financial  problems  of  the  School  were  outlined  and  a  request  was 
made  for  federal  funds  for  support  of  the  teaching  programme  and  for  a  capital 
grant  to  assist  in  the  rehabilitation  of  the  35-year-old  building  of  the  School.  It  was 
suggested  that  bursaries  from  the  National  Health  Grants  should  be  increased  and 
stipends  scaled,  so  that  a  reasonable  sum  could  be  paid  to  experienced  workers 
anxious  to  return  to  the  School  for  advanced  study. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  the  important  role  of  promotional,  preventive  and 
rehabilitative  health  services,  and  it  was  recommended  that  a  "National  Plan  for 
Progress  in  Public  Health"  be  prepared  by  the  Department  of  National  Health  and 
Welfare  in  collaboration  with  the  provinces.  This  plan  would  have  as  its  objectives  a 
reduction  in  incidence  of  certain  communicable  diseases;  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  hygiene  of  meat,  milk,  raw  and  processed  foods;  improvement  in  hygiene  in 
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restaurants;  a  reduction  in  pollution  of  lakes,  rivers  and  the  atmosphere;  elimina- 
tion of  scurvy  and  other  deficiency  diseases;  a  reduction  in  dental  disease;  lessening 
of  the  gross  wastage  of  life  from  accidents  in  the  home,  at  work,  and  on  the  high- 
ways; and  a  reduction  in  disability  from  chronic  and  disabling  diseases.  All  of  these 
improvements  in  health  could  be  brought  about  by  the  determined  and  co-ordinated 
application  of  knowledge  now  available. 

We  expressed  the  view  that,  in  this  age  of  scientific  and  technological  revolution, 
the  health  services  of  Canada  can  best  grow  and  adapt  to  the  rapidly  changing 
conditions  of  medical  practice,  hospital  care  and  public  health  in  a  true  partnership 
with  government.  Certain  specific  proposals  for  a  comprehensive  health  service  were 
put  forward,  the  comprehensive  nature  of  the  service  being  secured  by  co-ordination 
at  federal,  provincial  and  local  levels,  and  by  a  close  relationship  with  voluntary 
health  agencies. 

During  the  year,  three  "refresher"  courses  were  held — on  Infectious  Diseases, 
Hospital  Administration,  and  Industrial  Medicine.  Over  200  members  of  the  health 
professions  from  almost  all  Provinces  attended  these  courses.  There  seems  to  be  no 
doubt  that  our  School  should  accept  this  challenge  and  engage  more  formally  in 
"continuing  education,"  partly  by  providing  courses  in  the  School,  and  partly  by 
sending  staff  out  to  the  field. 

Finally,  there  have  been  several  additions  to  the  teaching  staff  during  the  year. 
Mr.  G.  K.  Palin,  a  diplomate  of  our  School  with  several  years'  experience  of  hospital 
administration,  was  appointed  Assistant  Professor  of  Hospital  Administration,  and 
has  already  contributed  much  to  the  work  of  this  busy  department.  Dr.  K.  R.  Rozee, 
another  diplomate,  was  appointed  Assistant  Professor  of  Virology,  under  a  National 
Health  Grant,  to  develop  a  new  graduate  course  in  Medical  Virology.  Mrs.  P.  L. 
Seyfried  was  appointed  Lecturer  in  Microbiology,  and  Dr.  E.  Mastromatteo,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Industrial  Health.  Dr.  L.  W.  Macpherson,  already  a  Professor  of  Micro- 
biology, assumed  a  cross  appointment  as  Professor  of  Veterinary  Public  Health  to 
develop  this  important  field. 

Dr.  K.  F.  Clute,  who  has  conducted  research  in  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  for  several  years,  has  just  completed  a  substantial  study  and  analysis  of  the 
work  of  a  group  of  general  medical  practitioners  in  Ontario  and  Nova  Scotia,  with 
particular  reference  to  educational  aspects.  This  study,  initiated  and  assisted  by  the 
College  of  General  Practice  of  Canada,  is  being  published  as  a  monograph  by  the 
University  of  Toronto  Press.  Dr.  Clute  has  now  been  appointed,  on  a  part-time 
basis,  Associate  Professor  of  Medical  Care,  and  will  develop  graduate  work. 

In  December,  1961,  the  School  received  a  serious  blow  by  the  sudden  death  of 
one  of  its  most  gifted  teachers  and  research  workers,  Professor  Earle  W.  McHenry, 
Head  of  the  Department  of  Nutrition.  Dr.  McHenry  had  served  the  University  for 
over  30  years  and  was  an  internationally  known  author,  research  worker  and 
lecturer.  He  will  long  be  remembered. 

During  the  session,  Dr.  J.  Grant  Cunningham  retired  from  the  staff  of  the 
School,  having  served  the  University  for  forty  years.  Dr.  Cunningham  was  a  dedi- 
caed  teacher  of  Industrial  Health  and  made  his  mark  on  two  generations  of 
physicians  in  our  Diploma  in  Public  Health  and  Diploma  in  Industrial  Health 
courses.  The  J.  G.  Cunningham  Prize  has  now  been  established  in  his  honour  by 
a  group  of  industrial  physicians  in  Ontario. 

At  the  end  of  the  session  1961-2,  two  other  gifted  teachers  retired.  Dr.  Neil 
E.  McKinnon,  Head  of  the  Department  of  Epidemiology  and  Biometrics,  retired 
after  serving  on  the  staff  of  the  Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories  and  the 
School  of  Hygiene  since  1925.  Dr.  McKinnon  devoted  himself  unstintingly  to  the 
task  of  educating,  as  distinct  from  merely  training,  the  physicians  in  the  Diploma  in 
Public  Health  courses.  In  more  recent  years,  Dr.  McKinnon  proved  particularly 
sympathetic  to  the  special  problems  of  physicians  from  overseas. 

Dr.  McKinnon  will  be  succeeded  by  Dr.  W.  Harding  le  Riche,  who  has  already 
served  on  our  staff  for  several  years  and  has  proved  his  deep  concern  for  graduate 
education,  and  has  demonstrated  his  special  knowledge  of  Epidemiology. 
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I  paid  tribute  last  year  to  Dr.  G.  Harvey  Agnew  who  has  nobly  continued  as 
Head  of  the  Department  of  Hospital  Administration  during  the  present  year,  at 
a  time  when  he  had  earned  a  respite  from  teaching.  To  mark  the  exceptional  con- 
tribution of  Dr.  Agnew,  the  graduates  of  the  course  in  Hospital  Administration 
have  endowed  a  Harvey  Agnew  Collection  in  the  School  of  Hygiene  Library.  Further, 
the  Canadian  Liquid  Air  Company  has  established  an  annual  award  of  $1,000  to 
a  student  entering  the  second  year  of  the  course,  to  be  known  as  the  "G.  Harvey 
Agnew  Award."  Dr.  Agnew  is  to  be  succeeded  by  his  former  student,  Dr.  F.  B.  Roth, 
Deputy  Minister  of  Public  Health,  Saskatchewan.  Dr.  Roth  comes  to  us  in  a  full- 
time  capacity,  this  major  development  of  our  programme  being  assisted  by  the  W.  K. 
Kellogg  Foundation. 

I  am  most  grateful  to  the  staff,  professional,  technical  and  secretarial,  for  their 
unfailing  devotion  to  the  work  of  the  School,  exceptionally  heavy  this  year.  It  is  the 
staff,  at  all  levels,  who  determine  the  morale  of  a  division  like  ours.  Special  thanks 
are  due  to  Dr.  G.  H.  Beaton  who  assumed  the  post  of  Acting  Head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Nutrition  only  a  few  days  after  his  return  from  a  period  of  study  at  the 
Institute  of  Nutrition  of  Central  America  and  Panama  in  Guatemala,  and  to  Dr.  W. 
Harding  le  Riche  who  ably  served  as  Acting  Secretary  for  several  months  during 
the  illness  of  Dr.  D.  L.  MacLean,  who  is  fortunately  now  restored  to  good  health. 

With  the  appointment  of  two  new  department  heads  on  July  1,  1962,  the  School 
of  Hygiene  enters  a  new  stage  in  its  development.  It  becomes  more  deeply  committed 
to  the  provision  of  opportunities  for  advanced  graduate  work  in  public  health  and 
health  services  administration,  and  to  an  improvement  of  its  present  extensive  pro- 
gramme of  diploma  courses.  The  main  difficulties  that  hinder  further  advance  are 
financial.  More  generous  support  of  the  teaching  programme,  especially  to  allow 
the  appointment  of  additional  specialist  teachers,  is  essential.  Direct  support  from 
Dominion  Government  funds  for  the  teaching  and  research  programme  of  the 
"Public  Health  Staff  College  for  English-speaking  Canada"  is  strongly  indicated, 
in  addition  to  the  valued  but  limited  indirect  support  now  received  through  the 
National  Health  Grants.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  OF  CHILD  STUDY 

The  central  aim  of  the  Institute  is  to  increase  the  store  of  usable  knowledge  of 
the  development  of  normal  children.  This  aim  is  furthered  by  an  active  programme 
of  research,  an  extensive  teaching  programme,  the  maintenance  of  schools  for 
demonstration  and  experimentation,  and  work  in  parent  education. 

Seventeen  students  earned  the  diploma  in  Child  Study,  and  several  are  con- 
tinuing on  a  part-time  basis.  Instruction  is  provided  for  groups  of  students  from  the 
Departments  of  Psychology,  Psychiatry,  and  Household  Economics,  the  School  of 
Nursing,  and  the  Primary  Specialist  Course  of  the  Toronto  Teachers'  College.  Non- 
credit  courses  were  provided  for  Public  Health  Nursing  Supervisors,  Public  Health 
Nursing  Staff,  Co-operative  Nursery  School  Staff,  and  several  groups  of  parents. 

A  close  relationship  with  other  divisions  of  the  University  is  fostered.  They 
include  Psychology,  Psychiatry,  Household  Science,  Nursing,  Social  Work,  Edu- 
cation and  Hygiene.  This  phase  of  Institute  activities  is  being  extended  and 
strengthened. 

St.  George's  Nursery  School  and  St.  George's  Elementary  School  are  maintained 
at  the  Institute  to  provide  available  subjects  for  research  studies,  as  well  as  for 
demonstration,  practice  and  instruction.  Over  150  children  are  in  attendance  and 
the  parents  of  these  children  are  active  participants  in  the  research  programme. 

Members  of  the  Institute  participated  in  various  conferences  during  the  year. 
Over  fifty  addresses  were  delivered  by  staff  members  to  professional  and  com- 
munity organizations. 
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Research  Studies  in  Progress 

Dr.  Mary  L.  Northway:  (a)  General  supervision  of  all  Institute  research. 
(b)  Sociometric  studies — the  preparation  of  a  manuscript  summarizing  sociometric 
studies  since  1953.  (c)  The  preparation  of  a  manuscript  of  a  book  for  camp  coun- 
sellors, (d)  Planning  a  new  longitudinal  study,  an  intensive  developmental  study 
of  eighty  children  from  infancy  to  maturity. 

Professor  Millichamp  and  Dr.  Laidlaw:  The  mental  health  assessment  of  pre- 
school children,  construction  of  a  measuring  instrument. 

Professor  M.  F.  Grapko:  (a)  A  study  of  conceptual  development  by  means  of 
children's  conversations,  (b)  With  Dr.  Johnson,  a  study  of  physical  growth  in  child- 
ren, (c)  With  Diploma  students,  a  study  of  security  and  decision-making  behaviour. 
(d)  A  comparison  of  sociometric  and  security  scores,  (e)  Continuing  work  on 
security  tests  for  school-age  children. 

Mrs.  Flint:  (a)  The  preparation  of  a  manuscript  on  a  treatment  centre  for 
young  children,  (b)  A  reliability  check  of  the  Infant  Security  Scale,  (c)  With  Miss 
Kilgour,  a  follow-up  study  of  previously  institutionalized  children  now  in  foster 
homes. 

Mrs.  C.  Davis:  A  study  of  the  emancipation  process.  This  study  is  nearing 
completion,  and  the  material  is  being  prepared  for  publication. 

Mrs.  Kirkpatrick:  The  preparation  of  a  cookbook  for  children's  meals  to  be 
published  shortly. 

Mrs.  Miezitis:  With  Diploma  students,  the  development  of  a  play  test  for 
preschool  children. 

The  core  of  the  research  will  be  the  new  longitudinal  study  which  is  now  under 
way.  The  children  entering  the  Nursery  School  in  September  of  this  year  and  in  the 
following  three  years,  will  form  the  group  who  will  be  studied  in  detail  through  to 
maturity.  All  members  of  the  staff  will  participate  in  this  extensive  study.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  BUSINESS 

When  the  School  of  Business  moved  to  Baldwin  House  in  September,  it  marked 
the  first  time  since  graduate  studies  in  Business  Administration  were  started  that  the 
School  had  separate  facilities  and  a  separate  identity.  The  provision  of  these 
facilities  has  had  an  important  effect  upon  both  the  students  and  the  staff.  The 
students  have  felt  that  they  are  now  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  University.  Their 
morale  and  pride  in  the  School  has  improved  considerably.  For  the  first  time,  the 
students  took  part  in  University  activities  and  their  relationship  with  the  University 
has  grown  closer.  To  the  staff,  the  acquisition  of  good  facilities  has  provided  further 
evidence  of  the  interest  and  support  of  the  University.  Although  it  is  always  easy  to 
exaggerate  the  influence  of  physical  facilities,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  possession 
of  adequate,  separate  and  distinct  facilities  has  proved  to  be  of  enormous  benefit  to 
the  School. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years,  full-time  enrolment  increased  in  the  1961-2 
session.  Indications  point  to  a  further  dramatic  increase  within  the  next  few  years. 
The  rise  in  full-time  enrolment  has  coincided  with  the  curtailment  of  the  part-time 
programme  so  that  the  total  number  of  students  graduating  each  year  will  show  no 
significant  increase.  However,  the  concentration  on  the  full-time  programme  has 
shown  beneficial  results  in  the  improvement  of  the  work  of  the  students.  Three  of 
the  22  students  who  graduated  from  the  full-time  programme  this  year  have 
continued  postgraduate  studies  and  two  of  these  students  were  awarded  substantial 
fellowships. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Department  of  Political  Economy,  Mr.  Peter 
Mathias  of  Cambridge  University  came  to  the  School  as  a  visiting  professor  for  the 
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fall  term.  It  was  the  first  time  in  many  years  that  the  School  had  a  distinguished 
visitor.  It  is  hoped  that  other  distinguished  professors  can  be  invited  to  the  School  in 
the  future. 

In  February  and  in  May,  two  groups  of  visiting  European  professors  of 
business  administration  held  sessions  with  members  of  the  staff.  These  visits  to  the 
campus  were  arranged  by  the  Organization  for  Economic  Co-operation  and  Develop- 
ment and  were  part  of  a  series  of  missions.  Although  the  O.E.G.D.  has  now 
concluded  its  activities  in  this  field,  it  has  left  a  legacy  of  informal  contacts  which 
will  prove  to  be  beneficial  to  the  School.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings,  there  has 
been  an  increase  in  visits  by  individual  European  professors  who  have  heard  of  the 
work  of  the  School  and  have  become  interested  in  its  educational  programme. 

In  September,  a  one-day  conference  on  Labour  Arbitration  was  held  for 
arbitration  board  chairmen.  The  Honourable  Ivan  C.  Rand,  Judge  E.  W.  Cross 
and  Professor  Bora  Laskin  led  the  discussions.  The  success  of  this  conference  has 
encouraged  the  School  to  arrange  similar  conferences  in  the  future. 

The  annual  Graduate  Seminar  on  the  "Challenge  of  the  European  Common 
Market"  attracted  some  75  graduates  and  their  guests.  Through  the  medium  of 
these  seminars,  the  School  hopes  to  maintain  an  educational  contact  with  its 
graduates  to  keep  them  informed  of  the  School's  activities  and  of  research  in  the  field 
of  business  administration.  The  continued  support  of  the  graduates  to  the  School  has 
been  an  important  feature  of  its  development. 

In  June,  the  first  residential  seminar  for  senior  executives  was  held.  The  purpose 
of  the  five-day  conference  was  to  examine  the  effects  of  social,  economic  and  political 
trends  in  Canada  on  business  policy.  For  the  seminar,  the  School  was  fortunate  in 
being  able  to  draw  upon  members  of  other  departments  in  the  University,  govern- 
ment officials,  prominent  business  men  and  union  representatives,  for  help  in  the 
discussions.  Invited  speakers  included:  Dean  V.  W.  Bladen,  Professors  M.  McLuhan 
and  D.  G.  Hartle  of  the  University,  as  well  as  staff  members  of  the  School,  Mr.  A.  A. 
Thornbrough,  Massey-Ferguson  Ltd.,  Mr.  H.  J.  Clawson,  Steel  Company  of  Canada, 
Mr.  J.  A.  McDonald,  Canadian  National  Railways,  Mr.  Eamon  Park,  United 
Steelworkers  of  America,  Mr.  D.  W.  Henry,  Government  of  Canada,  and  Mr.  George 
Gathercole,  Government  of  Ontario.  One  feature  of  the  seminar  was  that  it  was 
entirely  Canadian.  Previous  residential  seminars  of  this  nature  held  in  Canada  had 
always  drawn  upon  experts  from  other  countries.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that 
business  administration  in  Canada  has  matured  to  the  point  where  it  is  possible  to 
hold  a  successful  Canadian  seminar. 

In  its  graduate  programme  and  in  its  seminars  with  the  business  community,  the 
School  has  continued  to  use  staff  members  from  other  departments  in  the  University. 
The  close  ties  which  the  School  has  with  other  areas  in  the  University  have  enabled 
it  to  be  much  more  effective  in  its  work.  We  are  grateful  for  their  support  and 
encouragement.  With  such  resources  behind  it,  the  School  of  Business  can  rapidly 
develop  into  one  of  the  outstanding  graduate  schools  of  business  on  the  continent.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  GREAT  LAKES  INSTITUTE 

The  Great  Lakes  Institute  continued  its  limnological  survey  of  the  Lakes  and 
gave  support  to  scientists  and  graduate  students  who  were  doing  limnological 
research  on  these  bodies  of  water.  There  were  five  postgraduate  students  in  physical 
limnology  and  marine  geology  using  the  Institute's  facilities. 

The  research  ship  C.C.G.S.  Porte  Dauphine  logged  21,000  miles  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1962,  and  took  up  1,500  stations.  The  ship  normally  cruises 
throughout  the  year  but  because  of  unusually  cold  weather  she  was  frozen  in  at  Port 
Burwell  for  the  first  three  months  of   1962.  Routine  surveys  were  carried  out  on 
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Lake  Erie,  Lake  Huron  and  Georgian  Bay.  There  were  special  cruises  for  geo- 
physical surveys  and  for  coring  the  bottom  sediments.  The  ship  also  assisted  in  the 
studies  being  made  in  the  West  Basin  of  Lake  Ontario  and  at  Douglas  Point  on 
Lake  Huron.  At  all  times  the  ship  continued  to  act  as  a  weather  observation  station. 

The  Meteorological  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Transport  had  a  staff  aboard 
the  Porte  Dauphine  to  study  the  solar  radiation  and  evaporation  over  the  Lakes. 
Their  work  is  a  valuable  contribution  to  our  knowledge  of  the  effect  of  the  Lakes  on 
local  weather  and  to  the  problem  of  the  heat  budget. 

Work  was  continued  for  Atomic  Energy  of  Canada  Limited.  This  programme 
was  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  currents  and  the  movement  of  water  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  nuclear  power  generator  being  built  at  Douglas  Point  on  Lake  Huron. 

The  Institute  was  instrumental  in  setting  up  a  Metropolitan  Toronto  Water- 
front Committee  to  study  the  problem  of  pollution  and  silting  in  Toronto  Harbour. 
A  number  of  projects  are  under  way  by  the  municipal  authorities  and  the  Ontario 
Water  Resources  Commission.  The  Institute  will  act  as  the  co-ordinating  agency. 

Several  institutions  took  advantage  of  the  cruises  of  the  Porte  Dauphine  to 
gather  data  for  a  variety  of  limnological  research  projects.  Chief  among  these  were 
the  Departments  of  Geological  Sciences,  Physics  (Geophysics)  and  Zoology  of  the 
University  of  Toronto;  the  Department  of  Geology  and  Geophysics  ot  the  University 
of  Western  Ontario;  the  Meteorological  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Transport; 
and  the  Ontario  Water  Resources  Commission.  Synoptic  cruises  were  made  in 
Georgian  Bay  in  co-operation  with  the  Ontario  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests. 

The  Institute  erected  observation  towers  off  Burlington  beach  in  Lake  Ontario 
and  near  Port  Burwell  in  Lake  Erie.  These  towers  carried  instruments  to  record 
limnological  and  meteorological  data. 

In  April  the  Institute  was  host  to  the  Fifth  Conference  on  Great  Lakes 
Research.  This  series  of  conferences  was  initiated  and  supported  by  the  Great  Lakes 
Research  Division  of  the  University  of  Michigan.  This  was  the  first  occasion  on 
which  one  of  these  meetings  was  held  away  from  the  campus  at  Ann  Arbor.  It  was 
attended  by  160  scientists  and  the  proceedings  will  be  published  by  the  University  of 
Michigan. 

A  data  processing  branch  was  established  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
Meteorological  Branch  the  data  gathered  by  the  Porte  Dauphine  during  1961  were 
published  in  April,  1962. 

In  the  annual  report  to  the  Canadian  Committee  on  Oceanography  in  April 
1962  the  Director  reported  as  follows: 

"The  routine  measurement  of  the  changing  conditions  in  the  lakes  will  continue 
to  occupy  most  of  the  time  of  the  Porte  Dauphine.  The  importance  of  this  operation 
is  apparent  when  one  considers  the  accelerated  eutrophication  that  is  taking  place  in 
some  of  the  lakes  because  of  the  use  and  abuse  of  these  waters.  The  Porte  Dauphine 
is  able  to  carry  out  monthly  synoptic  cruises  only  in  a  limited  part  of  the  Great  Lakes 
system  during  a  year.  Such  cruises  were  made  in  Lake  Ontario  in  1959  and  1960; 
in  Lake  Erie  in  1960  and  1961;  and  in  Lake  Huron  in  1961.  At  this  rate  it  will  be 
several  years  before  Lake  Superior  is  covered  and  work  can  commence  again  in 
Lake  Ontario.  The  loss  of  continuity  detracts  from  the  usefulness  of  the  data. 

"It  is  becoming  apparent  that  another  ship  comparable  to  the  Porte  Dauphine 
is  necessary  if  the  measurement  of  the  changing  conditions  of  the  lakes  is  to  proceed 
at  a  satisfactory  rate  and  with  the  required  continuity. 

"As  we  learn  more  of  the  character  of  the  lakes  specific  problems  arise  which 
require  detailed  study  and  research.  The  Porte  Dauphine  has  only  a  limited  amount 
of  free  time  from  the  synoptic  cruising.  This  time  is  used  in  investigations  requiring 
the  space  and  facilities  of  a  large  ship  and  she  cannot  be  efficiently  used  on 
research  where  only  a  single  scientist  is  engaged  in  a  continuing  investigation.  This 
type  of  research  can  be  best  done  from  a  small  craft  and  it  is  proposed  to  acquire 
launches  that  can  be  manned  by  a  one  man  crew  and  which  will  have  working  space 
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for  a  scientist  and  at  least  two  assistants.  Launches  of  this  type  will  have  to  be  fast 
enough  to  get  to  shelter  in  bad  weather,  and  to  cut  down  on  the  lost  time  due  to 
moving  about  the  research  area. 

"Scientists  working  at  remote  areas  on  the  lakes  will  require  local  shore  facilities 
for  preparation  or  analysis  of  samples,  data  processing  and  research.  Some  form  of 
mobile  laboratory  will  be  best  adapted  for  this  purpose. 

"The  work  being  done  by  the  Great  Lakes  Institute  in  the  descriptive  limnology 
of  the  Great  Lakes  is  unique.  For  several  years  we  have  been  taking  measurements, 
month  by  month,  in  Lakes  Ontario,  Erie  and  Huron,  so  that  accurate  and 
systematic  data  are  becoming  available  on  the  limnological  changes  taking  place. 
The  charting  of  the  changing  conditions  in  bodies  as  large  as  the  Great  Lakes  is  a 
major  operation.  It  must  be  a  continuing  operation  or  it  is  meaningless,  for  changes 
can  only  be  measured  by  comparison.  The  importance  of  reliable  data  of  this  nature 
cannot  be  over  emphasized.  They  will  form  a  framework  on  which  the  controls  for 
the  proper  use  of  these  waters  must  eventually  be  based. 

"The  mounting  and  maintaining  of  a  survey  operation  of  this  nature  is  not  a 
normal  function  for  a  teaching  department  in  a  university.  The  task  of  directing 
even  the  fledgling  operations  of  the  Great  Lakes  Institute  is  taking  a  great  deal  of 
time  from  the  normal  duties  of  the  teaching  staff.  As  the  Institute's  activities 
increase — as  increase  they  must — a  reorganization  will  soon  be  necessary.  There  are 
two  models  on  which  such  reorganization  may  be  based.  One  is  the  Lamont 
Geological  Observatory  of  Columbia  University  where  a  scientific  staff,  laboratories, 
ships  and  the  necessary  shore  facilities  for  servicing  the  ships  are  all  maintained  as 
an  integrated  unit  but  still  a  part  of  the  university.  The  alternative  is  to  have  the 
federal  government  establish  a  station  for  limnological  work  along  the  lines  of  the 
oceanographic  stations  on  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts.  The  facilities  of  such  a 
limnological  station  should  be  available  to  the  university  staff  and  graduate  students." 

The  Institute  has  continued  to  be  supported  by  the  Department  of  Transport, 
the  Ontario  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests,  the  National  Research  Council,  the 
Fisheries  Research  Board  and  the  National  Science  Foundation.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  OF 
EARTH  SCIENCES 

The  Institute  arranged  field  work  for  graduate  students  in  British  Columbia, 
the  Arctic  Islands,  Nova  Scotia  and  on  the  Great  Lakes,  Hudson  Bay  and  the 
Atlantic  Ocean.  This  was  made  possible  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Department 
of  Mines  and  Technical  Surveys,  the  Department  of  Transport,  members  of  the 
staff  of  McGill  and  Dalhousie  Universities,  and  of  the  Departments  of  Geological 
Sciences  and  of  Physics  in  this  University. 

Two  series  of  lectures  were  arranged  in  co-operation  with  the  Department  of 
Geological  Sciences  on  the  topics  of  convection  currents  in  the  mantle  and  lead 
isotope  abundances  in  ores  and  rocks.  Arrangements  were  made  for  seven  lectures 
on  geophysical  subjects  by  different  visiting  scientists. 

For  three  members  of  the  staff,  the  Institute  arranged  or  assisted  in  arranging 
visits  of  one  to  nine  months  each  to  the  University  of  Paris,  to  the  University  of 
Alexandria  and  to  India  with  the  Department  of  Scientific  Research  and  Cultural 
Affairs.  A  visiting  professor  from  Australia  and  two  post-doctorate  fellows  from 
Japan  spent  from  three  months  to  a  year  each  at  Toronto. 

After  consultation  with  the  Department  of  Geological  Sciences  the  President 
was  asked,  in  view  of  the  changes  which  are  taking  place  in  earth  and  planetary 
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sciences,  to  form  a  Visiting  Committee  to  the  Institute.  Nine  men  prominent  in  the 
petroleum  and  mining  industry  and  in  government  were  invited  to  join  the  com- 
mittee which  met  for  the  first  time  on  March  28,  1962,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Dr.  G.  H.  Green.  This  committee  is  preparing  a  report  for  the  President.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION 

Enrolment  for  the  session  1961-2  was  made  up  as  follows:  General  Course 
(Extension)  2,670,  Evening  Course  in  Business  (Certificate)  691,  Evening  Tutorial 
Classes  4,296,  Business  and  Industry  Courses,  2,804,  Correspondence  Courses  2,941, 
making  a  total  registration  of  13,402  students. 

General  Course  (Extension) 

The  registrations  for  the  summer  and  winter  sessions  were  1,164  and  2,130 
respectively.  One  hundred  and  forty  students  received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
at  the  November  and  June  convocations.  Several  changes  were  intioduced  in  the 
organization  of  the  Summer  School  programme.  Lecture  hours  were  increased  to 
sixty,  and  formal  correspondence  preparation  has  been  abandoned  in  favour  of  the 
reference  reading  lists  commonly  used  in  day  classes. 

For  several  years  the  regular  summer  programme  has  been  expanded  to  include 
special  courses  for  high  school  teachers  who  wish  to  qualify  for  the  Type  "A" 
teaching  certificate.  Last  year  seven  such  courses  were  offered,  and  for  the  first  time 
an  eighth  (English)  was  offered  in  the  winter  session.  This  growing  interest  of 
teachers  in  improving  their  educational  qualifications  has  led  the  Ontario  Directors 
of  Extension  to  produce  a  joint  handbook  of  all  summer  school  courses  available  in 
the  Province. 

The  summer  of  1961  marked  the  beginning  of  a  substantial  extra-mural  summer 
programme  which  greatly  enriched  the  intellectual  and  social  life  of  the  summer 
University  community.  The  full  facilities  of  Hart  House  and  the  Benson  Building 
were  made  available;  the  Students'  Administrative  Council  office  undertook  the  pre- 
paration of  a  summer  students'  handbook,  and  printed  weekly  bulletins,  as  well  as 
making  their  housing  services  and  book  exchange  facilities  available.  In  addition  a 
number  of  tours  and  social  affairs  were  arranged  through  the  Information  Centre 
established  in  Hart  House  and  staffed  by  this  Division. 

The  highlight  of  these  activities  was  the  establishment  by  Dr.  Bissell  of  the 
President's  Lectures,  designed  to  bring  distinguished  visitors  to  the  summer  campus. 
The  theme  of  this  series  was  "The  Arts  as  Communication,"  and  the  lecturers  were 
Dr.  Albert  Trueman,  Dr.  Robertson  Davies  and  Mr.  Pierre  Berton.  The  lectures 
were  held  in  Convocation  Hall  at  the  noon  hour.  All  were  well  attended  and  the 
interest  they  aroused  resulted  in  their  publication  in  the  spring  of  1962. 

Evening  Course  in  Business 

The  enrolment  of  691  mentioned  above  is  an  increase  of  88  over  the  previous 
year.  The  experiment  of  permitting  first  year  students  to  choose  two  of  three  subjects 
proved  unsatisfactory,  and  the  former  requirement  of  beginning  the  course  with  two 
obligatory  subjects  has  been  reintroduced  with  options  available  in  the  second  and 
third  year.  A  Co-ordinating  Committee  has  been  established  to  study  the  academic 
problems  of  the  course,  bring  them  to  the  attention  of  instructors,  and  forward 
recommendations  to  the  Sub-committee  of  the  Senate's  Committee  on  University 
Extension. 

The  course  continues  to  be  distinguished  by  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  it 
arouses  among  staff  and  students  alike.  Eighty-seven  students  graduated  at  the 
June  convocation. 
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Evening  Tutorial  Classes 

This  year  4,296  adults  registered  in  these  classes,  devoted  principally  to  the 
liberal  arts.  Ninety-five  classes  were  formed  to  provide  instruction  in  66  courses. 
Again  interest  has  centred  in  the  study  of  languages,  with  almost  one  thousand 
students  enrolled  in  courses  in  French,  Italian,  Spanish,  German,  Russian  and  Dutch. 
Several  new  courses  were  offered,  notably  the  course  in  International  Affairs,  which 
was  arranged  in  collaboration  with  the  Canadian  Institute  of  International  Affairs. 
In  addition  to  those  courses  which  grow  out  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  we 
have  collaborated  with  an  increasing  number  of  faculties,  schools  and  departments 
in  offering  refresher  courses  for  graduates.  These  have  included  the  Ontario 
College  of  Education,  the  School  of  Nursing,  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  and  the  School 
of  Hygiene.  We  also  offered  four  courses  in  collaboration  with  the  Royal  Ontario 
Museum.  The  Oral  French  School  at  St.  Pierre  was  again  held  in  July  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  C.  R.  Parsons  of  the  Department  of  French,  University  College.  The 
Government  of  France,  as  evidence  of  its  interest  in  this  project,  sent  out  a  visiting 
professor  who  lectured  in  French  literature  and  philosophy. 

Business  and  Industry  Courses 

This  year  some  2,804  students  registered  for  52  courses.  Our  emphasis 
continues  to  be  that  of  improving  the  quality  of  these  courses  in  keeping  with 
university  standards.  This  has  involved  dropping  certain  courses  and  adding  others, 
the  content  of  which  stems  more  directly  from  university  interests. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Association  of  Professional  Engineers  we  offered  a 
number  of  refresher  courses  for  the  graduate  engineer.  These  have  been  well 
received  and  others  will  be  added.  A  successful  beginning  was  made  with  the 
introduction  of  a  new  two-year  course  in  Public  Administration.  The  Division,  in 
co-operation  with  the  Faculty  of  Forestry,  contributed  to  the  solution  of  a  pressing 
local  problem  by  offering  two  short  courses  for  municipal  officials  on  the  control  of 
Dutch  Elm  disease.  Two  successful  one-day  seminars  on  the  subject  of  Communi- 
cations were  conducted  for  business  executives  and  supervisors.  We  also  co-operated 
with  the  Alcoholism  and  Drug  Addiction  Research  Foundation  in  offering  a 
two-week  residential  seminar  on  alcohol  problems. 

Correspondence  Courses 

The  enrolment  in  these  courses,  all  of  which  are  offered  in  co-operation  with 
various  business  organizations,  was  2,941,  an  increase  of  183  over  last  year.  A  new 
course  for  school  business  officials  was  begun  with  an  enrolment  of  close  to  100.  The 
Real  Estate  course  was  thoroughly  revised  and  its  material  was  also  used  as  a  basis 
for  evening  lectures  at  the  Universities  of  Alberta,  Manitoba,  McGill  and  Saskat- 
chewan. The  progressive  revision  of  these  courses  in  accordance  with  an  acceptable 
university  standard  continues  to  be  a  feature  of  correspondence  work.  One  course 
has  been  suspended  pending  its  revision.  New  courses  in  Marketing,  Numerical 
Analysis,  and  Economics  of  Transportation  have  been  added  to  the  programme.  An 
agreement  has  been  concluded  between  the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force  and  this 
Division  whereby  correspondence  courses  will  form  part  of  that  Service's  officer 
training  programme. 

Television 

The  University  has  continued  its  membership  in  and  sponsorship  of  the  Metro- 
politan Educational  Television  Association  of  Toronto,  and  several  members  of  the 
faculty  have  participated  in  programmes  and  training  courses  sponsored  by  the 
Association.  Last  year  saw  the  first  attempt  made  by  any  English-speaking  country 
to  use  television  to  teach  English  as  a  second  language  to  newcomers.  This  series, 
consisting  of  78  programmes,  was  arranged  by  M.E.T.A.  and  the  C.B.C.,  and 
sponsored  by  the  federal  and  provincial  Departments  of  Citizenship  and  a  local 
organization,  "Canadian  Scene."  Several  members  of  the  University  staff  were  in- 
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volved  as  teachers  and  consultants.  The  programme  emphasized  spoken  English,  and 
reached  thousands  of  New  Canadians  in  the  local  broadcast  area. 

In  the  spring  the  University's  "Live  and  Learn"  series  offered  six  half-hour 
television  programmes  under  the  title  "Approaches  to  Literature."  This  was  arranged 
by  the  University  Television  Committee  and  the  C.B.C.  The  participants  were 
members  of  the  Department  of  English. 

Other  Activities 

Our  Projection  Service  supplied  operators  and  projection  equipment  for  208 
evening  and  day-time  classes. 

Two  courses  were  offered  in  collaboration  with  the  School  of  Social  Work. 
The  Division  again  co-operated  with  the  Ontario  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  in  conducting  examinations  for  the  Enabling  Certificate  which  is  required 
of  graduates  of  foreign  medical  schools.  Seventy-one  candidates  sat  for  these 
examinations.  Commencing  with  the  1962-3  session,  these  examinations  will  be 
conducted  wholly  by  the  College.  University  Extension  shares  with  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  and  the  theological  colleges  the  responsibility  for  conducting  the  Toronto 
Institute  in  Pastoral  Training.  The  course  is  offered  in  May  of  each  year  to  a 
limited  number  of  ministers.  Its  aim  is  to  develop  greater  skill  in  dealing  with  the 
sick,  and  to  increase  understanding  of  the  problems  of  hospital  care. 

In  preparation  for  the  1962  Stratford  season,  four  highly  successful  lectures  on 
the  plays  were  presented  by  Dr.  Robertson  Davies  in  Convocation  Hall.  The 
Division  has  collaborated  with  the  Board  of  Syndics  and  staff  of  Hart  House  Theatre 
in  planning  for  a  Summer  School  of  the  Theatre.  The  school,  which  will  be  under 
the  direction  of  Robert  Gill,  reached  its  quota  of  applicants  a  month  before  its 
opening  date. 

The  Director  was  a  part-time  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Government  Organization  from  April  to  December,  1962. 

The  Director  was  invited  to  take  part  in  a  conference  on  university  adult 
education  in  Africa.  This  was  held  at  the  University  of  Ghana  in  Accra,  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation,  following  which  he  visited  University 
College,  Ibadan,  in  Nigeria,  and  the  new  University  College  in  Dar-es-Salaam, 
Tanganyika.  This  latter  was  of  particular  interest  since  its  Principal  and  Dean  of 
Law  are  both  members  of  the  staff  of  this  University,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that 
although  few  staff  appointments  have  yet  been  made,  one  of  the  first  was  in  Extra- 
mural Studies  (i.e.,  Extension). 

The  Division  suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  John  P.  Kidd,  Assistant 
Director,  who  died  suddenly  on  February  10,  1962.  Although  a  member  of  the  staff 
for  only  eighteen  months,  his  experience,  administrative  skill  and  vision  had  made 
him  widely  known  and  respected  on  the  campus.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing 
Professor  George  H.  Boyes,  M.A.,  of  the  University  of  Manitoba,  who  for  the  past 
ten  years  has  been  in  charge  of  the  B.A.  Extension  programme  at  that  institution. 

Of  necessity  these  matters  required  extra  effort  by  staff  members  in  keeping  the 
regular  business  of  Extension  running  smoothly.  They  were  generous,  prompt  and 
efficient  in  their  response. 

Finally,  the  move  to  our  spacious  new  quarters  in  Falconer  Hall  has  provided 
much  needed  additional  facilities  to  help  us  cope  with  the  growing  demand  for  adult 
education.  The  University  accepts  many  responsibilities,  of  which  that  of  educating 
the  "generation  in  command"  is  by  no  means  the  least.

THE  CHIEF  LIBRARIAN. 

The  proverbial  log  bench  with  Mark  Hopkins  on  one  end,  and  his  student  on 
the  other,  is  the  ideal  university  only  if  we  are  content  to  let  master  and  student  fare 
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as  well  as  they  can  on  whatever  Hopkins  may  have  stored  in  his  own  head.  Since  we 
are  not  content  that  it  should  be  so,  we  can  rejoice  that  the  log  has  been  pressed 
into  paper  and  bound  into  books  which,  taken  one  by  one,  are  the  kindling  of  scholar- 
ship and  the  good  cordwood  of  learning.  Gathered  by  thousands  into  a  university 
library,  these  books  become  a  log  again  in  the  nautical  sense,  a  running  record  of  the 
long  and  eventful  voyage  of  man's  mind  and  spirit.  Master  and  student  sharing  this 
log  are  indeed  the  ideal  university. 

While  ideals,  by  definition,  cannot  be  attained,  and  while  it  is  obvious  that  no 
library  can  have  every  book  that  might  be  asked  for,  it  is  essential  to  our  University 
that  its  library  system  be  as  good  as  possible.  We  can  of  course  take  satisfaction  in 
the  fact  that  ours  is  in  many  subjects  the  richest  library  in  this  country,  and  in  the 
fact  that  each  year  sees  higher  levels  reached  in  the  growth  and  use  of  the  collections. 

In  the  past  year,  the  number  of  loans  recorded  in  the  central  library  rose  again 
by  10  per  cent,  considerably  more  than  would  have  been  expected  from  the  rise  in 
enrolment.  The  45,878  catalogued  and  classified  volumes  added  to  the  collections 
were  36  per  cent  more  than  in  any  previous  year,  but  this  number  fell  short  of  the 
40  per  cent  increase  in  the  acquisition  of  new  material. 

Our  library  system,  however,  cannot  really  be  measured  in  terms  of  annual 
additions  and  loans.  The  real  measure  is  taken  by  the  individual  professor  or  student 
who  needs  a  particular  book,  and  too  often  our  libraries  cannot  measure  up.  Too 
often  the  professor  is  frustrated  by  the  fact  that  major  authors  and  journals  germane 
to  his  own  research  are  not  available  in  Toronto  or  anywhere  in  Canada.  As  the 
scope  of  graduate  work  increases,  the  advanced  student  too  often  finds  his  choice  of 
topic  and  the  effectiveness  of  his  work  limited  by  patchiness  and  scantiness  in  the 
holdings  of  the  library.  And  as  the  enrolment  grows,  graduate  and  undergraduate 
students  alike  are  too  often  faced  with  the  impossible  prospect  of  sharing  the  lone 
worn  copy  of  a  recommended  book  or  article  with  dozens  or  even  hundreds  of  class- 
mates. It  is  little  comfort  to  these  people  that  the  University's  libraries  have  added 
more  than  100,000  items  in  a  year,  for  the  true  measure  is  related  to  quality  more 
than  quantity;  at  stake  is  the  quality  of  scholarship  and  research. 

Though  the  remedies  may  be  hard  to  apply,  they  are  easy  to  prescribe.  We  need 
systematic  selection  of  current  publication  in  all  subjects,  and  resources  to  allow 
purchase  without  wasteful  and  discouraging  delays.  We  must  not  hesitate  to  buy 
duplicate  copies,  when  duplicates  are  needed.  We  need  to  take  heroic  measures  to 
establish  working  collections  in  new  subjects  and  to  fill  serious  gaps  in  existing  files; 
seventy-two  years  have  given  us  many  fine  things  but  we  cannot  wait  another  seventy 
for  what  is  needed  now.  We  must  of  course  have  the  facilities  and  the  staff  to  bring 
these  things  about  and  to  make  the  collections  readily  and  conveniently  available  to 
those  who  need  them.  To  provide  these  remedies  we  need  money,  and  to  apply 
them  successfully  we  need  the  continuing  interest  and  assistance  of  the  teaching  staff. 

This  prescription  contains  nothing  that  is  new,  nothing  that  we  have  not  used 
before  and  found  beneficial.  What  we  now  need  is  a  massive  increase  in  the  dose. 

New  Developments 

A  major  step  was  taken,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  towards  establishing  subject 
divisions  as  recommended  by  the  Library  Council  early  in  1961.  The  Circulation  and 
Reference  Department  was  divided  into  three  departments  of  which  two,  the  Circula- 
tion Department  and  the  Reference  Department,  form  the  Humanities  and  Social 
Sciences  Division.  The  third,  the  Science  and  Medicine  Department,  contains  the 
elements  of  what  will  eventually  become  the  Physical  and  Applied  Sciences  Division 
and  the  Biological  and  Medical  Division.  Material  was  moved  out  of  the  Wallace 
Room  and  Reference  Room  at  the  end  of  term,  and  in  each  of  the  three  subject 
divisions  a  separate  reserve  collection  and  reference  collection,  with  its  own  catalogue, 
was  established.  Lines  of  communication  were  established  also  between  each  subject 
division  and  its  corresponding  group  of  departmental  libraries.  Various  other 
changes  incidental  to  the  reorganization  were  made,  including  the  transfer  of  the 
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registration  of  readers  from  the  Circulation  and  Reference  Department  to  the 
Library  Office. 

At  the  same  time,  the  purchasing  and  receiving  functions  of  the  Periodicals 
Department  (along  with  the  Binding  Section)  were  combined  with  the  Order 
Department  to  form  an  Acquisition  Department.  The  other  functions  of  the  Periodi- 
cals Department  were  divided  among  other  administrative  divisions.  As  a  result  of 
these  moves,  we  have  lost  three  departments  and  founded  four,  making  a  total  of  six. 

Administration  of  the  School  of  Business  library  as  a  branch  of  the  central 
library  was  a  new  departure  in  library  organization  on  this  campus,  and  seemed  to  be 
highly  satisfactory  from  all  points  of  view.  The  arrangement  will  be  continued 
in  1962-3. 

Another  innovation  during  the  year  was  the  initiation  of  a  series  of  public  lec- 
tures to  be  known  as  the  University  of  Toronto  Library  Lectures.  The  first  lecture, 
delivered  by  Dr.  George  H.  Healey  of  Cornell  University,  was  well  attended  and 
enthusiastically  received. 

Improvements  in  our  photocopy  services,  and  the  reduction  of  charges  to 
readers,  were  made  possible  by  purchase  of  a  microfilm  camera  and  rental  of  a  large 
copying  machine. 

For  several  years  the  reports  of  the  operations  of  library  departments  have  been 
for  the  twelve  months  ending  May  31.  The  following  reports  are  for  the  twelve 
months  ending  June  30,  and  adjustments  have  been  made  to  take  account  of  June, 
1961,  only  where  necessary  for  purposes  of  accurate  comparison. 

Order  Department 

Miss  Agatha  Leonard  reports  acquisition  by  gift  and  purchase  of  41,218  acces- 
sioned volumes  and  2,256  other  items,  plus  7,241  unaccessioned  items  handled  in 
the  Periodicals  Department.  Additions  therefore  amounted  to  50,715  items  during 
the  year,  an  increase  of  40  per  cent  over  last  year  and  71  per  cent  over  1959-60. 
Since  1,192  volumes  were  withdrawn,  and  3,433  were  added  during  June  1961,  this 
brings  the  collection  up  to  805,398  accessioned  volumes  and  188,423  other  items,  or 
993,821  items  altogether. 

The  total  expenditure  for  books,  periodicals,  and  binding  was  $272,098.  Of  this 
amount,  current  subscriptions  accounted  for  $63,885  and  binding,  most  of  which  was 
binding  of  journal  volumes,  $33,405.  It  therefore  appears  that,  as  the  growing 
emphasis  on  graduate  study  requires  wider  coverage  and  more  frequent  duplication 
of  serial  titles,  we  spend  about  one-third  of  our  budget  on  current  journals.  At  the 
expensive  end  of  the  list  are  27  titles  which  last  year  cost  $7,761,  an  average  of  almost 
$300  apiece.  In  addition,  back  files  of  important  serials  have  to  be  picked  up  when- 
ever possible,  and  among  the  files  which  we  acquired  during  the  year  were  17  which 
cost  on  the  average  more  than  $200  each.  National  bibliographies,  indexes  and  other 
bibliographic  tools  which  are  fundamental  to  bibliographic  work  in  any  subject,  also 
claimed  a  large  share  of  the  budget;  16  of  the  titles  acquired  during  the  year  cost  us 
$18,228  or  more  than  $1,100  each.  The  most  expensive  single  acquisitions  were  the 
J.  S.  Will  library  of  French  books,  a  facsimile  edition  in  151  volumes  of  the  1737 
Peking  edition  of  the  Tibetan  Tripitaka,  and  the  early  part  of  the  microfilm  series 
(reels  1-480)  of  items  listed  in  the  Short-title  catalogue  of  books  printed  in  England 
.  .  .  1475-1640. 

Within  the  regular  budget,  special  projects  were  carried  out  during  the  year  in 
order  to  build  up  the  collections  in  French  literature,  Islamic  history,  mathematics, 
civil  engineering,  and  Slavic  studies.  A  new  allotment  was  established  for  purchase 
of  general  scientific  publications,  and  was  administered  with  the  advice  of  a  special 
committee  of  the  Library  Council.  In  addition,  there  was  a  special  grant  from  the 
Canada  Council  (for  Asian  studies),  and  a  gift  from  Mrs.  Douglas  Henderson  to 
the  Edward  Johnson  Memorial  Library  Fund  (for  music).  Some  $10,437  was  spent 
from  various  trust  funds  and  three  new  funds  were  established  during  the  year:  the 
G.   Harvey   Agnew   Collection   Fund   established   by   the   Society   of   Graduates   in 
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Hospital  Administration,  the  Earle  Willard  McHenry  Memorial  Fund  established  by 
friends  of  the  late  Professor  McHenry,  and  the  Stephen  Leslie  Sniderman  Memorial 
Fund  for  music. 

Gifts  and  bequests  included  two  large  collections  of  manuscript  material,  and 
many  other  significant  collections  from  many  donors  both  inside  and  outside  the 
University.  Presentations  amounted  altogether  to  8,441  volumes  of  which  5,637  were 
added  to  the  library  and  2,210  were  set  aside  as  duplicates. 

Besides  some  500  presentations  which  were  sent  to  the  Department  of  Rare 
Books  and  Special  Collections,  other  notable  gifts  were  received  from  many  donors. 
Among  these  were: 

from  the  Consulate-General  of  France:   several  lots  of  recent  French  books  on  medicine, 

science,  literature,  history  and  art 
from  Professor  Beatrice  Corrigan:  a  carton  of  nineteenth-century  minor  English  novels 
from  Herbert  Otto  Frind:   a  collection  of  works  on  mountaineering,  including  a  number 

of  Canadian  items

from  The  Ontario  Historical  Society:  a  collection  of  Canadiana,  including  a  large  number 

of  Canadian  pamphlets,  from  the  Marine  Museum  (Stanley  Barracks) 
from  the  Netherlands  Embassy,  Ottawa:   $200  worth  of  books 

from  The  Ontario  Fisheries  Research  Laboratory:   a  collection  of  scientific  periodicals 
from  Miss  Sybil  Pantazzi:    150  books  on  Roumania,  from  the  library  of  the  late  Ethel 

Greening  Pantazzi 
from  the  late  Professor  Stefan  Stykolt,  by  bequest,  several  hundred  volumes  on  political 

economy 
from  Dr.  Andrew  Thomson:  a  large  number  of  unbound  periodicals 
from  the  Ukrainian  Students'  Club:   24  volumes  relating  to  the  Ukraine

Catalogue  Department 

Mr.  Bregzis  reports  a  total  of  14,482  titles  classified  during  the  year,  an  increase 
of  38  per  cent  over  last  year  and  55  per  cent  over  1959-60.  These  titles  amounted  to 
45,878  volumes,  an  increase  of  36  per  cent  over  last  year.  Of  these,  32,319  volumes 
were  classed  in  the  Library  of  Congress  scheme  and  11,607  were  volumes  added  to 
serials  and  sets  which  are  still  in  the  old  classification.  Reclassification  (5,382  titles) 
showed  a  decline  of  24  per  cent  as  the  Wallace  Room  and  "lending  service"  collec- 
tions were  completed  and  the  project  proceeded  to  the  comparatively  difficult 
material  in  the  Reference  Room,  about  half  of  which  was  reclassified.  At  the  end 
of  the  third  year  of  the  reclassification  project,  17,372  titles  (60,991  volumes)  have 
been  reclassified,  and  the  whole  "L  C"  collection  numbers  52,676  titles  in  138,854 
volumes. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  developments  in  the  department  is  the  success  of 
the  new  Proof  Slip  Section,  which  during  the  year  processed  6,648  monograph  titles 
for  which  L  C  proof  slips,  cards,  or  catalogue  entries  were  available.  The  section 
consists  of  slightly  more  than  one  full-time  cataloguer  with  four  clerical  assistants, 
and  accounted  for  46  per  cent  of  all  titles  processed  in  the  department.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  see  this  part  of  the  work  being  handled  so  expeditiously,  though  it  must  be 
noted  that  the  proportion  which  can  be  handled  by  this  section  declines  as  our 
acquisition  programme  broadens.  During  the  past  three  years  the  proportion  of 
material  requiring  original  cataloguing  by  our  own  staff  has  risen  from  37  to  44  to 
54  per  cent. 

Another  important  realignment  of  working  methods  in  the  department  was  the 
return  to  the  system  in  which  each  cataloguer  does  his  own  classifying.  After  a  trial 
period  of  almost  three  years  it  was  concluded  that  the  separation  of  cataloguing 
and  classification,  as  operations  carried  on  by  separate  sections  of  the  department, 
had  served  a  purpose  during  the  introduction  of  the  new  classification  system  but 
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in  the  long  run  created  difficulties  in  the  flow  of  work,  and  on  the  whole  yielded 
more  disadvantages  than  benefits. 

New  major  projects  begun  during  the  year  included  the  creation  of  separate 
catalogues  for  the  three  reference  collections,  one  for  the  Reference  Department  in 
the  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences  Division,  one  for  the  Physical  and  Applied 
Sciences  Division,  one  for  the  Biological  and  Medical  Division.  Separate  catalogues 
were  also  created  for  the  three  corresponding  "reserve"  collections  in  the  central 
building,  one  for  the  Wallace  Room  (Humanities  and  Social  Sciences  Division)  and 
one  for  each  of  the  other  subject  divisions.  A  complete  catalogue  was  also  made  for 
the  branch  library  in  the  School  of  Business,  and  catalogue  adjustments  were  made 
to  account  for  the  transfer  of  some  3,200  volumes  to  the  new  Music  Library.  A  new 
service  to  departmental  libraries  was  instituted  at  the  beginning  of  the  year:  five 
extra  unit  cards  were  made  available  for  each  newly  catalogued  title  being  trans- 
ferred, and  fourteen  of  the  libraries  made  use  of  these  cards. 

Work  continued  on  preparations  for  the  University  of  Toronto  Union  Cata- 
logue. Through  the  co-operation  of  the  National  Library  of  Canada,  some  240,000 
main  entries  have  now  been  microfilmed  in  the  catalogues  of  44  campus  libraries.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  the  enlargements  of  these  films  have  been  cut  into  slips,  filing 
into  the  control  file  is  under  way,  and  the  job  of  editing  these  entries  for  inclusion 
in  the  public  catalogue  is  about  to  begin.  Meanwhile,  all  the  contributing  libraries 
have  begun  to  report  their  additions  and  changes  on  a  current  basis,  except  those 
which  have  arranged  instead  to  route  all  their  new  acquisitions  through  the  central 
library  to  be  catalogued.  At  last  there  is  definite  prospect  of  a  reader,  in  the  fore- 
seeable future,  being  able  to  find  publications  no  matter  where  they  are  located  in 
the  University. 

Circulation  and  Reference  Department 

Miss  Violet  Taylor  reports  that  recorded  use  of  the  collection  again  rose  by 
11  per  cent  or  about  twice  as  much  as  might  have  been  expected  from  the  growth 
in  University  enrolment.  The  largest  increases  were  in  the  Wallace  Room  and 
University  College  Reading  Room.  At  the  same  time  the  number  of  short-term 
"reading  room"  loans  decreased  again  by  approximately  half.  Undergraduates,  who 
comprised  79  per  cent  of  the  University's  academic  population,  accounted  for  73 
per  cent  of  the  recorded  loans ;  the  academic  staff  accounted  for  1 1  per  cent  both  of 
the  population  and  of  recorded  loans,  while  graduate  students  (9  per  cent  of  the 
population)  borrowed  12  per  cent  of  all  that  was  borrowed. 

The  delivery  service  to  professors,  with  a  twice-daily  circuit  serving  38  stations, 
delivered  5,943  volumes  (3,929  Science  and  Medicine)  and  returned  8,958  (5,209 
Science  and  Medicine),  an  increase  of  54  per  cent  over  last  year. 

Use  of  the  after-hour  study  rooms,  from  ten  till  eleven  o'clock  five  nights  a 
week,  again  showed  an  average  of  73  readers  at  10.30  p.m.  The  same  rooms  were 
kept  open  from  one  to  five  o'clock  on  Sunday  afternoons  throughout  the  year,  for  the 
first  time;  average  attendance  was  70  at  3.30  p.m.  The  rooms  were  kept  open 
experimentally  from  nine  to  five  o'clock  on  Saturdays  in  July  and  August,  but  the 
average  attendance  was  only  11  at  11.30  a.m.  and  nine  at  3.30  p.m. 

At  its  spring  meeting  the  Library  Council  withdrew  the  stack  access  which  had 
been  granted  experimentally  to  first  and  second  year  students,  and  henceforth  these 
students  will  be  granted  access  only  if  they  are  registered  in  honour  courses  and  are 
specifically  recommended  by  their  professors. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Miss  Taylor  and  her  staff  were  responsible  for 
moving  the  former  History  Reading  Room  and  Political  Science  Reading  Room  to 
temporary  quarters  in  Sidney  Smith  Hall,  and  reconstituting  them  there  as  "branch 
lending  services";  the  new  term  was  necessary  to  take  account  of  the  fact  that  the 
new  rooms  provided  no  space  for  readers.  The  rooms  were  not  ready  to  be  occupied 
until  November  6,  but  in  December  the  circulation  of  books  from  them  exceeded  the 
records  of  the  previous  December.  At  the  end  of  the  spring  term,  scientific  texts  were 
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removed  from  the  Wallace  Room  and  used  to  establish  two  separate  reserve  collec- 
tions, one  Biological  and  Medical  and  the  other  in  Physical  and  Applied  Sciences, 
in  the  Science  and  Medicine  Department.  At  about  the  same  time,  scientific  material 
was  separated  out  of  the  Reference  Room  collection  and  divisional  reference  collec- 
tions were  established  in  the  Science  and  Medicine  Department.  These  moves  were 
the  most  obvious  results  of  the  detailed  planning  which  was  carried  on  throughout 
the  year,  in  preparation  for  the  reorganization  which  took  place  in  June. 

Department  of  Rare  Books  and  Special  Collections 

During  the  fifth  full  year  of  this  department's  operation,  there  has  been  gratify- 
ing evidence  of  growing  recognition  and  appreciation  of  its  collections.  This  evidence 
is  in  the  steadily  increasing  number  of  important  gifts  received  from  members  of  the 
teaching  staff  and  from  persons  outside  the  University. 

The  collection  grew  by  2,205  accessioned  volumes,  an  increase  of  162  per  cent; 
the  sharp  increase  was  due  in  large  part  to  the  purchase  of  the  library  of  Professor 
J.  S.  Will,  an  outstanding  collection  of  French  literature,  philosophy  and  history. 
Manuscript  material  continued  to  come  in  more  quickly  than  it  could  be  dealt  with, 
though  Miss  Brown  reports  the  cataloguing  of  663  new  titles  (1,968  units).  Cata- 
loguing of  the  William  Tyrrell  papers  was  largely  completed,  and  progress  was  made 
in  sorting  the  J.  B.  Tyrrell  papers  and  in  cataloguing  the  James  Mavor  papers.  The 
Mazo  de  la  Roche  manuscripts  were  arranged  but  no  cataloguing  could  be  begun 
on  them  or  on  other  manuscripts  received  during  the  year.  The  shortage  of  staff  to 
catalogue  manuscripts,  and  staff  to  carry  out  systematic  acquisition  and  arrangement 
of  University  Archives,  are  serious  shortages  which  we  must  cure  as  soon  as  possible. 

Among  the  important  gifts  received  were: 

from  Miss  G.  L.  Clement  and  the  heirs  of  the  estate  of  Miss  Mazo  de  la  Roche:  the  manu- 
scripts of  the  novels  in  the  Whiteoaks  series  and  of  other  novels  and  writings  such  as 
the  History  of  the  port  of  Quebec,  Beside  a  Norman  tower,  Portrait  of  a  dog,  etc.  In  all, 
the  manuscripts  of  31  of  Mazo  de  la  Roche's  books  have  been  received  so  far. 

In  addition,  Mr.  John  Gray  turned  over  much  of  the  correpondence  between  the 
editors  of  the  Macmillan  Company  and  Miss  de  la  Roche.

Periodicals  Department 

During  the  year  811  new  serial  titles  were  added  and  35  were  discontinued,  leav- 
ing a  net  increase  of  776.  Of  these,  66  per  cent  were  classified  in  the  Humanities  and 
Social  Sciences,  18  per  cent  in  Physical  and  Applied  Sciences,  16  per  cent  as  Biological 
and  Medical.  This  brings  the  number  of  current  serial  titles  to  8,629  plus  approxi- 
mately 2,650  government  publications,  or  about  11,280  altogether.  The  recorded  use 
of  current  serials  (9,149  loans  in  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences  and  17,628  in 
Science  and  Medicine)  is  only  a  small  part  of  the  actual  use,  but  indicates  an  increase 
of  105  per  cent  in  the  last  three  years. 

In  the  Binding  Section  11,418  volumes  were  sent  out  to  binderies,  5,282  pieces 
were  put  into  binders  or  covers  or  boards,  and  3,446  volumes  were  mended.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  23  per  cent  in  material  bound  or  mended  and  the  work  of 
this  section  must  continue  to  increase  as  the  book  collection  grows  older  and  more 
current  serials  are  added. 

Staff 

Miss  Dorothea  Tod,  head  of  the  Periodicals  Department  since  1954,  has  retired 
after  32  years  of  faithful  service  in  the  Library.  Miss  Violet  Taylor,  who  as  head  of 
the  Circulation  and  Reference  Department  since  1951  was  responsible  for  develop- 
ing and  administering  it  during  a  period  of  growth  and  change,  again  played  a 
major  part  in  planning  the  reorganization,  and  is  head  of  the  new  Circulation 
Department.  Miss  Kathleen  Wales,  who  was  on  leave  during  the  session  to  study  at 
Columbia  University,  has  been  appointed  head  of  the  Reference  Department.  Miss 
Agatha  Leonard,  head  of  the  Order  Department  since  1951,  has  taken  on  larger 
responsibility  as  head  of  the  new  Acquisition  Department.  Mr.  R.  G.  Prodrick,  who 
was  appointed  in  November  as  one  of  the  Assistant  Chief  Librarians,  has  been 
temporarily  appointed  also  as  acting  head  of  the  Science  and  Medicine  Department. 

This  was  also  a  year  of  new  appointments  in  the  libraries  of  federated  and 
affiliated  institutions.  Appointed  in  charge  of  their  respective  libraries  were  Miss 
Beatrice  Saunders  at  Trinity,  the  Reverend  Bernard  Black  at  St.  Michael's,  the 
Reverend  George  Douglas  at  Knox,  Miss  Florence  Partridge  at  the  Federated  Col- 
leges of  the  Ontario  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Reverend  J.  F.  Stapleton  at  St. 
Basil's  Seminary,  and  the  Reverend  H.  R.  Gardner  at  the  Pontifical  Institute  of 
Mediaeval  Studies. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  at  the  end,  there  were  seven  professional 
positions  and  several  clerical  positions  vacant  in  the  staff  of  the  central  library. 
Altogether  there  were  70  departures  from  staff  during  the  year;  the  turnover  in 
professional  positions  was  1 1  per  cent  and  in  other  positions  55  per  cent.  At  the  end 
of  the  spring  term  our  recruiting  campaign  was  unusually  successful,  and  for  the 
first  time  in  many  years  there  was  prospect  of  entering  the  ensuing  year  with  all  or 
nearly  all  of  our  professional  positions  filled. 

The  endless  need  to  train  new  staff,  while  coping  with  an  unprecedented  amount 
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of  work  in  crowded  quarters,  and  while  working  out  the  details  of  an  administrative 
reorganization,  again  placed  a  heavy  strain  on  all  the  department  heads  and  their 
senior  staff,  as  well  as  on  the  office  staff  and  the  Assistant  Chief  Librarians.  To  all 
of  them  I  am  grateful  for  their  patience  and  their  energetic  support. 

Campus  Library  Resources 

The  year  saw  new  quarters  being  occupied  by  many  campus  libraries;  most 
notable  among  them  was  the  new  building  of  Victoria  College  Library  which  was 
officially  opened  on  September  21  by  the  Prime  Minister. 

There  were  also  several  transfers  of  material  among  various  libraries  in  the 
system,  the  largest  being  from  the  Far  Eastern  Library  at  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum 
to  the  Department  of  East  Asiatic  Studies  in  Sidney  Smith  Hall,  and  from  the 
central  library  to  the  Music  Library  in  the  Edward  Johnson  Building. 

The  annual  census  of  campus  book  collections,  again  taken  by  Mr.  Land, 
showed  holdings  and  additions  to  be  as  follows:

THE  REGISTRAR 

The  Session  1961-2  was  another  very  active  year  for  all  departments  of  the 
office. 

Senate 

This  office  provides  a  secretariat  for  the  Senate  and  its  Committees.  Nine 
statutory  and  two  special  meetings  of  the  full  Senate  were  held  during  the  year 
under  review  and  a  large  number  of  meetings  of  the  various  Senate  Committees  and 
Boards.  Major  decisions  made  by  the  Senate  included  the  extension  by  one  year  of 
the  present  three-year  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Physical  and 
Health  Education,  and  the  establishment  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  of  a 
course  leading  to  a  diploma  in  Computing  and  Data  Processing.  The  Senate  also 
agreed  to  the  abolition  of  the  present  pre-dental  year  in  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry,  to 
become  effective  in  the  academic  year  1963-4.  At  the  proposal  of  the  Senate,  the 
Provincial  Department  of  Education  agreed  to  make  somewhat  more  flexible  the 
present  arrangements  for  the  certification  of  high  school  teachers  in  certain  science 
subjects.  The  initiative  in  this  matter  had  been  taken  by  the  Senate  to  assist  in 
alleviating  what  its  members  believed  to  be  a  shortage  in  Ontario  high  schools  of 
teachers  properly  qualified  to  teach  the  science  subjects  in  question. 

The  Senate  raised  the  undergraduate  admission  standards  of  the  University  in 
the  case  of  the  Mathematics,  Physics  and  Chemistry  course,  where  the  minimum 
standard  for  entry  was  made  an  average  of  70  per  cent  on  nine  Grade  XIII  papers. 
Other  decisions  on  admissions  to  the  University  included  the  approval  of  arrange- 
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merits  by  which  graduates  of  the  Ryerson  Institute  of  Technology  might  be  admitted 
to  certain  degree  courses  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering. 

The  Committee  of  Election  reported  to  the  Senate  in  April,  1962,  the  election 
of  F.  G.  A.  Jeanneret,  B.A.,  O.A.,  LL.D.,  Principal  Emeritus  of  University  College, 
to  a  second  term  as  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 

Undergraduate  Admissions 

(a)   Admission  for  the  Academic  Year  1961-2 

In  my  report  for  the  year  1960-1  I  mentioned  the  steady  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  applications  for  admission  to  first  degree  and  diploma  courses  in  the 
University,  and  explained  that  in  spite  of  the  consistently  expanding  facilities  of  the 
University,  increasing  numbers  of  our  faculties  and  schools  had  found  it  necessary 
to  place  an  upper  limit  upon  their  undergraduate  enrolment.  I  emphasized  also  that 
the  holding  of  the  minimum  requirements  for  entry  to  the  University  no  longer 
guaranteed  that  an  applicant  would  in  fact  gain  admission. 

This  trend  continued  in  the  session  under  review.  Applications  for  admission 
increased  to  7,167  and  the  Department  of  Admissions  approved  the  entry  of  4,494 
new  students,  mainly  to  the  first  year  of  undergraduate  courses.  These  figures  are 
the  highest  yet  in  the  history  of  the  University. 

In  the  event,  it  proved  possible  to  admit  to  some  part  of  the  University  all 
applicants  who  held  our  minimum  admission  requirements  and  who  had  achieved 
these  after  spending  one  year  only  in  their  final  grade  at  high  school.  This  did  not, 
however,  mean  that  all  applicants  could  be  admitted  to  their  first  choice  of  course 
or  College.  In  general,  also,  pressure  of  numbers  meant  that  it  was  not  possible  to 
admit  to  any  part  of  the  University  those  who  held  our  minimum  requirements  but 
had  secured  these  as  a  result  of  more  than  one  year  in  their  final  grade  at  school. 

In  1961  the  release  of  the  Grade  XIII  examination  results  was  speeded  up, 
thanks  to  heroic  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  provincial  Department  of  Education. 
In  spite  of  this,  the  load  upon  the  Department  of  Admissions  continued  to  be  most 
formidable.  In  the  space  of  approximately  20  working  days  decisions  had  to  be  made 
upon  the  great  majority  of  our  7,000  applications  for  admission.  This  is  difficult 
enough  if  there  is  no  limitation  of  student  enrolment.  Where  there  is  limitation — and 
consequent  selection  of  the  best  qualified  students — it  becomes  a  gargantuan  task. 
Only  dedicated  and  long  labour  by  Mr.  Kilgour  and  all  members  of  his  Department, 
together  with  streamlining  of  procedures,  made  it  possible  to  complete  at  least  the 
bulk  of  our  admissions  by  the  first  day  of  registration. 

I  hope  that  the  new  procedure  of  Provisional  Admission — which  I  describe 
below — may  help  the  Department  to  some  extent  in  the  face  of  these  formidable 
difficulties.  It  may  not  be  enough,  and  it  may  well  be  that  our  difficulties  in  under- 
graduate admissions  can  be  solved  only  if  the  Grade  XIII  examinations  can  be  held 
at  least  a  month  earlier,  or  if  the  University  is  prepared  to  make  some  adjustment  in 
the  date  when  first  year  lectures  begin. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  admissions  to  honour  courses  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
and  Science  again  exceeded  admissions  to  the  General  Course  in  this  Faculty — as  has 
been  the  trend  for  the  past  few  years. 

Our  venture  into  the  maintenance  by  I.B.M.  methods  of  centralized  student 
records  made  it  possible  for  the  office  to  produce  for  the  first  time  statistics  of  the 
average  Grade  XIII  examination  standings  of  new  entrants  to  the  University.  The 
average  mark  scored  in  nine  Grade  XIII  papers  by  our  new  entrants  to  the  Univer- 
sity as  a  whole  for  the  Session  1961-2  was  70.3  per  cent.  Averages  varied,  of  course, 
from  faculty  to  faculty.  For  example,  entrants  to  the  following  faculties  and  courses 
secured  the  following  average  marks  on  nine  papers: 

Faculty  or  Course  Average  Grade  XIII  Mark 

(1)  General  Courses,  Faculty  of  Arts  &  Science  66.1  percent 

(2)  Honour  Courses,  Faculty  of  Arts  &  Science  73.8  per  cent 

(3)  Faculty  of  Medicine   ( Pre-medical  Course)  75.3  per  cent 

(4)  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  &  Engineering  71.7  per  cent 
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(b)   Provisional  Admission  for  the  Session  1962-3 

In  my  report  for  the  year  1960-1  I  explained  that  the  Senate  had  authorized 
the  Department  of  Admissions  to  admit  applicants  from  Ontario  schools  for  the 
session  1962-3  provisionally  on  the  basis  of  their  high  school  record  and  their  school 
principal's  report.  This  procedure  was  determined  upon  for  the  following  reasons: 
(a)  To  give  better  qualified  students  an  early  guarantee  of  a  place  in  the  University, 
provided  they  reach  a  certain  standing  in  their  Grade  XIII  examinations.  Such  a 
guarantee  has  become  important,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  an  applicant  may  no  longer 
safely  assume  that  his  possession  of  the  minimum  entrance  requirements  inevitably 
secures  him  a  place  in  the  University.  ( b )  To  assist  and  speed  the  process  of  selecting 
the  best  qualified  applicants  for  admission,  (c)  To  spread  over  a  longer  period  than 
previously  the  administrative  load  of  processing  applications. 

All  those  who  had  lodged  their  applications  for  admission  by  March  1st  were 
considered  for  provisional  admission.  The  Department  of  Admissions  considered 
5,500  such  applications  and  by  the  end  of  March  had  offered  1,992  applicants  provi- 
sional admission  for  the  session  1962-3.  This  means  that  approximately  60  per  cent 
of  the  anticipated  first  year  enrolment  for  1962-3  was  committed  by  the  end  of 
March,  1962. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  for  the  willing  and  energetic  co-operation  of  busy  school 
principals  and  their  staffs,  who  completed  and  returned  the  reports  on  applicants  for 
provisional  admission.  The  Director  of  Admissions  and  his  Department  are  also  to 
be  commended  for  the  efficiency  with  which  they  completed  a  new  and  complicated 
task. 

The  work  of  the  Department  of  Admissions  increases  consistently.  It  is,  of  course, 
work  of  major  importance.  It  has  now  also  become  complex  and  demanding  at  all 
times  of  the  calendar  year. 

Financial  Aid  to  Students 

During  the  year,  the  Awards  Department  pressed  on  with  its  efforts  to  build 
up  a  complete  record  of  all  aid  available  to  our  students,  and  marked  progress  was 
made  in  the  locating  of  aid  administered  by  groups  outside  of  the  University.  The 
efforts  of  the  Department  have  resulted  in  the  detection  of  an  additional  $200,000  in 
aid  during  the  year,  the  existence  of  which  had  not  previously  been  known  to  the 
University. 

The  records  of  aid  held  by  students  have  also  improved.  The  second  annual 
statistical  report  produced  by  the  Department  introduces  several  new  tables  to  show 
varying  aspects  of  the  disbursement  of  aid  not  reflected  in  the  initial  report  in  1961. 
Mr.  Passy  and  his  Department  of  Awards  are  to  be  congratulated  for  the  production 
of  an  outstandingly  careful  and  useful  report,  and  for  the  very  real  progress  made 
by  the  Department  in  its  first  three  years. 

The  total  amount  of  aid  disbursed  to  our  students  in  1961-2  was  $2,311,705, 
an  increase  of  $511,815  over  last  year.  The  number  of  recipients  rose  to  4,105  (3,636 
last  year)  which  represented  a  slight  increase  in  the  percentage  of  students  receiving 
aid  to  33.3  per  cent  (31  per  cent  last  year).  The  average  amount  per  aided  student 
has  risen  to  $563  from  $495  last  year. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  47  new  awards  were  established  for  a  total  value 
of  $34,000. 

Student  Registration 

The  total  number  of  students  enrolled  in  the  University  for  the  year  under 
review  was  20,826  including  both  winter  and  summer  session  students.  Details  are 
contained  in  the  statistical  tables  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  These  tables  show 
an  increase  of  723  full-time  students  over  the  numbers  in  the  session  1960-1.  This 
increase  is  generally  in  line  with  that  forecast  for  the  session  in  the  Plateau  Commit- 
tee Report  of  1956. 

The  demands  for  student  statistics  made  upon  this  office  from  all  quarters — 
University,  Government  and  others — have  continuously  and  significantly  increased. 
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It  is  essential  that  the  office  press  on  as  rapidly  as  possible  with  its  attempts  to  meet 
such  demands  quickly  and  accurately. 

Further  advance  has  been  made  by  the  Student  Records  Section  of  the  office 
in  the  production  of  procedures  which  will  permit  the  Tabulating  Centre  to  assist  to 
the  full  in  the  registration  of  students  and  the  production  and  maintenance  of  the 
academic  records  of  students.  In  particular,  the  programmes  of  all  students  enrolled 
in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  were  produced  by  I.B.M.  methods.  One  of  the 
results  of  this  has  been  that  it  was  possible  to  send  to  each  student  enrolled  in  that 
Faculty  an  individual  report  of  his  university  examination  grades  during  the  year 
1961-2.  Inevitably  an  operation  of  this  size  had  its  "teething"  troubles.  I  believe, 
however,  that  the  experiment  was  on  the  whole  successful  and  would  hope  that,  with 
the  continued  co-operation  of  the  Faculty  Office  in  making  minor  adjustments  in 
traditional  registration  and  recording  methods,  the  procedure  may  be  completely 
streamlined  and  the  results  completely  reliable  next  year.  We  are  also  exploring  the 
use  of  magnetic  tape  methods  to  speed  up  the  production  of  our  statistics. 

Liaison  with  Ontario  High  Schools 

Efforts  were  made  during  the  year  under  reference  to  improve  liaison  with  high 
schools  in  the  Province  both  by  correspondence  and  by  personal  contact.  Questions 
concerning  admission,  student  financial  aid  and  other  matters  of  direct  concern  to 
this  office  were  discussed  by  senior  members  of  this  office  and  of  faculty  offices  with 
representatives  of  boards  of  education  and  high  schools.  In  particular,  two  meetings 
were  organized  in  co-operation  with  the  Toronto  Board  of  Education  at  which 
high  school  principals  and  senior  members  of  the  University  discussed  material 
problems. 

I  am  grateful  to  my  senior  academic  and  administrative  colleagues  who  did  so 
much  to  help  in  the  attempts  made  to  improve  liaison  with  the  high  schools. 

Convocations  and  Other  University  Ceremonials 

This  office  organized  the  arrangements  for  the  holding  of  nine  University  Con- 
vocations on  the  Toronto  campus.  In  the  course  of  these,  nine  candidates  were 
presented  to  the  Chancellor  for  the  award  of  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.D.  and 
3,479  candidates  for  the  award  of  graduate  and  undergraduate  degrees.  In  addition, 
228  candidates  were  certified  for  the  award  of  graduate  and  undergraduate  diplomas 
and  242  candidates  for  certificates  issued  with  the  approval  of  the  Senate  of  the 
University  of  Toronto. 

Four  further  candidates  were  presented  for  the  award  of  the  honorary  degree 
of  LL.D.  at  a  Convocation  held  in  Guelph  to  mark  the  centenary  of  the  Ontario 
Veterinary  College. 

The  office  also  played  a  major  part  in  the  organization  of  the  opening  of  the 
Sidney  Smith  Hall  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science. 

Overseas  Student  Adviser 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  University  decided  to  appoint  an  Overseas 
Student  Adviser — a  post  much  needed  in  view  of  the  large  and  constantly  increasing 
number  of  overseas  students  on  this  campus.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  Mrs.  R.  G. 
Riddell,  who  has  already  done  so  much  valuable  work  for  our  overseas  students  as 
the  Executive  Director  of  F.R.O.S.  in  Toronto,  has  agreed  to  accept  the  position  of 
Overseas  Student  Adviser,  and  I  look  forward  to  her  association  with  this  office. 

Conclusion 

The  above  are  the  highlights  in  a  year  of  constant  activity,  and  I  have  not 
attempted  to  touch  upon  our  many  other  miscellaneous  functions.  These  include  the 
allocation  of  classroom  space  in  the  University — a  complex  task  requiring  of  all 
concerned  patience,  goodwill  and  efficient  administration;  the  organization  of  Grade 
XIII  examinations  for  privately  prepared  candidates;  the  provision,  as  required,  of 
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a  secretariat  for  special  Presidential  Committees;  and  many  other  jobs  that  fall 
within  the  elastic  terms  of  reference  of  this  office. 

I  have  been  fortunate  in  my  colleagues  in  this  office  and  offer  my  appreciation 
and  sincere  thanks  to  them  for  their  unfailing  help.  I  add  my  thanks  also  to  the 
colleges,  faculties,  schools  and  institutes  of  the  University  for  the  patient  co-operation 
given  all  departments  of  the  office.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  DAVID  DUHLAP  OBSERVATORY 

During  the  session  1961-2,  the  Observatory  has  begun  to  benefit  from  the  terms 
of  the  will  of  the  late  Walter  J.  Helm  who  died  in  1960.  The  Walter  Helm  Scholar- 
ship Fund  provides  about  $5,500  annually  for  fellowships,  scholarships  and  bursaries 
for  the  study  of  astronomy  here;  and  the  Walter  Helm  Endowment  Fund,  held  in 
trust  by  the  Royal  Astronomical  Society  of  Canada,  now  provides  annual  earnings 
of  a  similar  amount  which  the  late  Mr.  Helm  directed  to  be  used  for  the  general 
purposes  of  the  David  Dunlap  Observatory. 

This  new  financial  help,  added  to  the  earnings  of  the  C.  A.  Chant  Fund  and  the 
annual  research  grants  from  the  National  Research  Council  and  the  University,  is 
making  it  easier  for  the  Observatory  to  meet  the  pressure  of  steadily  increasing 
graduate  student  enrolment  in  astronomy.  As  the  Observatory  thus  expands  its 
research  and  teaching  roles,  the  greatest  need  which  is  now  beginning  to  be  felt  is 
for  increased  workshop  facilities  and  skilled  technical  help,  shortage  of  which  often 
delays  research  projects. 

The  Observatory  Library,  which  contains  one  of  the  most  complete  astronomical 
collections  on  the  continent,  has  been  reorganized.  Until  recently  most  of  the  older 
periodicals  in  the  collection  have  been  on  loan  from  the  Royal  Astronomical  Society 
of  Canada.  The  University  has  now  purchased  from  the  Society  on  very  favourable 
terms  the  more  salable  long  runs  of  these  periodicals,  and  has  received  from  the 
Society  the  generous  gift  of  the  remainder  of  them.  Also  many  valuable  duplicates  of 
astronomical  periodicals  have  been  received  as  a  gift  from  the  Meteorological  Service 
of  Canada.  The  Central  Library  of  the  University  is  now  engaged  in  the  binding  and 
cataloguing  of  these  and  the  other  material  of  the  Observatory  Library,  and  as  this 
proceeds  the  collection  will  become  a  part  of  the  Central  Library  on  deposit  at  the 
Observatory.  The  help  of  the  Chief  Librarian  of  the  University  and  the  generosity  of 
the  Royal  Astronomical  Society  of  Canada  and  of  the  Meteorological  Service  are 
much  appreciated. 

Four  members  of  the  Observatory  staff  took  active  parts  in  the  Eleventh  General 
Assembly  of  the  International  Astronomical  Union  in  Berkeley  in  the  summer  of 
1961,  and  all  staff  members  have  attended  and  presented  papers  at  other  conferences 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada.  These  stimulating  experiences  have  been  made 
possible  through  increased  travel  allowances  from  the  University  and  from  the 
National  Research  Council,  as  well  as  a  policy  on  the  part  of  the  Government's 
Department  of  Mines  and  Technical  Surveys  to  bring  about  closer  relationships 
between  University  observatories  and  the  Dominion  Observatories. 

The  activities  of  the  radio  astronomy  group,  shared  between  the  Observatory 
and  the  Department  of  Electrical  Engineering,  have  continued  to  expand,  and  the 
group  now  has  three  locales :  a  laboratory  in  the  Galbraith  Building  where  electronic 
equipment  is  designed  and  constructed,  the  observing  site  on  the  Observatory 
grounds,  and  the  N.R.C.  Algonquin  Radio  Observatory  where  the  University  has  a 
building  and  site  for  the  operation  of  several  specialized  antennas  in  an  interference- 
free  environment. 

Although  the  Observatory  has  no  immediate  plans  to  enter  the  space  race,  some 
members  of  the  staff  have  begun  to  give  more  thought  to  the  earth's  closest  neighbour. 
Professor  MacRae  has  put  forward  an  interesting  new  view  of  the  origin  of  the 
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moon  and  the  nature  of  its  surface,  and  Professor  van  den  Bergh  has  made  an 
extensive  series  of  accurate  measurements  of  the  colour  of  a  number  of  lunar  features, 
using  both  photoelectric  and  photographic  techniques.  These  new  interests  were 
sparked,  in  part  at  least,  by  the  Observatory's  co-sponsorship  of  a  symposium  on 
"Interplanetary  Explorations"  at  the  Institute  of  Aerophysics. 

The  nature  and  scope  of  other  research  activities  at  the  Observatory  are  reflected 
in  the  list  of  publications  under  "Astronomy"  in  the  President's  Report. 

Professor  Lawrence  Aller,  the  distinguished  astrophysicist  of  the  University  of 
Michigan,  was  visiting  lecturer  in  astronomy  throughout  the  session,  and  spent  a 
period  in  research  conference  at  the  Observatory,  as  did  also  a  number  of  astronomers 
from  Europe  and  Africa  while  en  route  to  or  from  the  International  Assembly  in 
Berkeley. 

During  the  session  observing  time  with  the  74-inch  telescope  was  798  hours; 
343  spectrograms,  92  direct  photographs,  and  502  recordings  with  the  photoelectric 
spectrophotometer  were  obtained;  166  photoelectric  observations  were  made  with 
the  19-inch  telescope.  The  number  of  visitors  shown  through  the  Observatory  was 
8,807.

THE  ACTING  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  COMPUTATION  CENTRE 

During  the  session  1961-2  the  activities  of  the  Computation  Centre  were  con- 
centrated on  preparations  for  the  arrival  of  the  IBM  7090  computer. 

The  new  machine  makes  it  practical  to  programme  using  an  algebraic  compiler 
such  as  Fortran,  rather  than  assembly  language  such  as  soap.  It  was  therefore 
decided  even  with  the  650  to  adopt  Fortran.  During  the  year,  seven  distinct  short 
courses  on  Fortran  were  offered — some  embedded  in  regular  graduate  and  under- 
graduate courses,  and  others  as  special  non-credit  courses.  More  than  300  students 
learned  to  programme  and  much  experience  was  gained.  In  particular,  Profes- 
sor Hume  experimented  with  a  lecture  technique  based  on  colour  slides  and  audio 
tapes,  and  it  promises  to  be  useful  in  the  large-scale  teaching  which  is  undoubtedly 
coming. 

Preparations  for  the  computer  went  on  in  other  ways.  A  detailed  schedule  for 
removing  the  650,  and  altering  the  site  to  house  the  new  machine,  was  drawn  up  and 
put  into  effect.  Regular  planning  meetings  were  held  each  month,  and  minutes  of 
these  meetings  were  sent  out  to  over  one  hundred  prospective  users  and  interested 
groups.  Dr.  Worsley  was  appointed  as  representative  to  share,  the  co-operative  users 
group  for  the  IBM  704,  709  and  7090,  and  an  excellent  start  was  made  on  establish- 
ing the  comprehensive  programme  library  on  cards,  tapes,  and  microfilm.  The 
standard  monitor  programme  for  running  a  succession  of  jobs  on  the  7090  was  ex- 
tensively modified.  The  new  system  was  tested  on  a  series  of  trips  to  the  IBM  Data- 
center  in  New  York,  and  brought  into  successful  operation  before  the  computer 
arrived.  During  these  tests  all  the  senior  staff  of  the  Centre  gained  some  experience 
with  the  new  machine.  Arrangements  were  made  for  faculty  members  of  outside 
universities  to  have  the  same  free  use  of  the  computer  that  staff  members  at  Toronto 
enjoy,  and  for  commercial  users  to  purchase  computer  time. 

During  all  of  this  not  only  was  the  650  in  heavy  use,  but  an  appreciable  number 
of  problems  were  run  on  the  IBM  704  in  Toronto,  and  the  7090  in  New  York  as 
well.  The  table  below  shows  use  of  the  computers  since  1954.  For  purposes  of  com- 
parison these  times  are  reduced  to  equivalent  650  hours  in  the  final  column,  on  the 
basis  of  1.5  hrs  ferut  =  1  hr  650,  1  hr  704  =  20  hrs  650,  and  1  hr  7090  =  120  hrs 
650.  This  increase  in  use  of  the  computers  is  a  reflection  of  the  increasing  co-operation 
between  many  departments  of  the  University  and  the  Computation  Centre.  Partly 
in  recognition  of  the  enlarged  scope  of  activities,  after  June  30,  1962,  the  name  of 
the  Computation  Centre  is  being  changed  to  the  Institute  of  Computer  Science. 
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The  IBM   7090  arrived  on  June  27.   With  this  machine,   the   University  of 
Toronto,  once  again,  has  the  most  versatile  computing  facility  in  Canada.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CONNAUGHT  MEDICAL 
RESEARCH  LABORATORIES 

During  the  summer  of  1961  we  had  the  honour  of  visits  from  no  fewer  than  ten 
doctors  and  scientists  from  Japan.  Most  of  them  had  been  sent  on  journeys  to 
laboratories  in  various  countries  to  conduct  what  was  hoped  would  be  a  deliberate 
and  comprehensive  assessment  of  the  status  of  production  and  testing  of  oral  polio- 
virus  vaccine.  Circumstances  in  Japan,  however,  forced  a  decision  at  a  much  earlier 
date  than  was  anticipated.  A  very  serious  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  developed  that 
summer  in  Japan.  During  the  month  of  June  more  than  five  hundred  new  cases  were 
reported.  Most  of  them  were  children  under  the  age  of  four  years.  Pressure  for 
immediate  action  was  clamorous.  In  particular  the  newspapers  wanted  to  know  why 
the  new  oral  vaccine  developed  by  Dr.  Sabin  was  not  being  used.  Supplies  were 
scarce.  Significant  amounts  were  available  only  from  Russia  and  from  the  Connaught 
Laboratories.  Vaccine  from  both  of  these  sources  contained  the  harmless  contami- 
nant known  as  SV40.  For  this  reason  Connaught  vaccine  had  not  been  licensed  in 
Canada  for  general  use.  Nevertheless,  the  National  Technical  Advisory  Committee 
had  recommended  that  this  vaccine  should  be  used  in  Canada  if  a  serious  epidemic 
should  occur.  The  Connaught  Laboratories  had  prepared  several  million  doses  of 
the  vaccine  in  case  it  might  be  needed  during  the  summer  of  1960.  The  need  did  not 
arise;  nor  did  it  seem  likely  to  arise  in  1961,  judging  by  the  incidence  of  poliomyelitis 
reported  in  Canada  during  June  and  early  July.  With  considerable  misgivings,  no 
doubt,  the  Japanese  government  purchased  3  million  doses  from  the  Connaught 
Laboratories  and  10  million  doses  from  Russia.  We  were  able  to  make  deliveries 
within  a  few  weeks,  thanks  to  extraordinary  efforts  in  all  the  departments  of  the 
laboratories  which  were  involved.  The  vaccine  was  administered  before  the  end  of 
July  and  by  the  middle  of  August  a  dramatic  and  unprecedented  reduction  in  the 
number  of  new  cases  of  poliomyelitis  had  occurred.  A  low  incidence  prevailed  for 
the  balance  of  the  year. 

During  the  autumn  we  received  from  Japan  a  very  gratifying  token  of  appre- 
ciation. It  was  a  gaily  coloured  display  of  some  hundreds  of  folded  paper  cranes 
made  by  high  school  girls  in  Tokyo.  They  were  presented  to  the  Canadian  Ambas- 
sador for  transmission  to  us.  We  exhibited  the  display  proudly  for  several  weeks  in 
each  of  our  cafeterias. 

The  campaign  of  mass  immunization  with  Sabin  vaccine  was  carried  out  in 
Japan  in  July  and  August  on  children  up  to  the  age  of  ten  in  the  regions  where  the 
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epidemic  was  most  severe.  In  other  parts  of  Japan  the  vaccine  was  given  to  children 
from  3  months  to  6  years  of  age.  The  results  were  so  spectacular  that  the  government 
decided  to  extend  the  programme  to  include  older  children.  It  was  decided  to  con- 
duct this  programme  during  the  winter  of  1962.  It  was  necessary,  therefore,  to  order 
some  17  million  additional  doses  of  vaccine.  For  this  order,  normal  government 
procedure  of  invitation  to  tender  competitively  was  adopted. 

The  competition,  we  learned  later,  was  between  the  Russian  manufacturer,  three 
European  companies,  and  the  Connaught  Laboratories.  After  several  months  of 
extraordinary  negotiations,  the  order  was  awarded  to  the  Connaught  Laboratories 
and  the  vaccine  was  delivered  in  January,  February  and  March,  1962.  According  to 
latest  reports,  it  has  been  used  with  satisfactory  results. 

Returning  again  to  the  summer  of  1961,  it  should  be  emphasized  that  at  that 
time  confidence  in  oral  poliovirus  vaccine  was  far  from  universal.  No  oral  poliovirus 
vaccine  was  licensed  for  use  in  the  United  States,  in  Canada  or  in  Great  Britain. 
Only  the  communist  countries  were  using  it  with  complete  confidence  in  its  safety 
and  efficacy.  Other  countries  were  anxious  to  have  small  quantities  for  trials  on  a 
limited  scale. 

A  trial  of  Connaught  vaccine  was  arranged  through  the  co-operation  of  the 
Pan  American  Health  Organization.  It  was  done  in  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Instituto  Adolfo  Lutz,  a  highly  reputable  institute  of  public  health. 
Some  75,000  doses  of  Connaught  vaccine  were  sent  to  Sao  Paulo  and  a  very  efficient 
trial  was  conducted  in  a  selected  district  of  that  great  city  during  the  autumn  of  1961. 
A  few  months  later  we  received  a  report  that  the  use  of  the  vaccine  had  been  con- 
spicuously successful  in  eliminating  poliomyelitis  from  the  selected  district,  while  the 
incidence  of  the  disease  continued  undiminished  in  neighbouring  districts.  No  ill 
effects  were  attributed  to  the  vaccine.  A  complete  report  of  the  laboratory  tests  on  a 
multitude  of  samples  taken  during  the  trial  has  not  been  published  as  of  the  summer 
of  1962,  but  the  Director  visited  Sao  Paulo  in  April,  1962,  and  was  shown  all  the 
results  available  at  that  time. 

A  technical  question  of  great  importance  to  us  was  whether  the  trivalent  vaccine 
formula  developed  in  the  Connaught  Laboratories  had  any  significant  advantage 
over  other  trivalent  formulae  which  have  been  used  previously,  or  over  monovalent 
or  divalent  formulations  used  sequentially.  The  Director  concluded  from  the  data 
which  he  was  shown  that  the  Connaught  formula  was  not  definitely  superior  to  other 
formulations  and  should  be  improved.  This  conclusion  was  supported  by  data  which 
were  being  accumulated  in  Canada,  and  as  a  result  a  modified  formulation  was 
prepared  and  is  under  test  in  Canada. 

In  September  of  1961  a  hundred  thousand  doses  of  trivalent  Sabin  vaccine  were 
sent  to  India.  Fifty  thousand  doses  were  distributed  as  a  philanthropic  project  by 
the  Rotary  Clubs  of  Ratlam  and  Indore  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  R.  B.  McClure. 
The  remainder  was  used  by  the  Government  of  India  in  a  public  health  project  in 
Andra  Pradesh.  The  vaccine  was  accepted  eagerly  by  most  of  the  populace  and  no 
ill  effects  were  observed.  In  due  course  an  analysis  of  the  efficacy  of  the  programme 
will  be  published. 

Eventually,  in  March,  1962,  a  licence  was  issued  to  the  Connaught  Medical 
Research  Laboratories  to  manufacture  and  distribute  oral  poliovirus  vaccine  in 
Canada,  but  only  to  government  departments  of  public  health — not  to  physicians 
generally.  One  good  reason  for  this  limitation  was  the  fact  that  the  vaccine  is 
unstable.  It  must  be  kept  frozen  at  — 20 °C.  After  being  thawed  prior  to  use,  it  may 
be  kept  in  a  refrigerator  at  +4°C,  but  not  for  longer  than  one  month.  With  such  a 
limitation  on  the  time  of  storage,  it  is  likely  that  much  vaccine  would  be  wasted  if  it 
were  dispersed  to  thousands  of  doctors'  offices.  It  was  felt  that  distribution  would  be 
more  economical  through  public  health  units.  There  were  advantages  too  in  having 
each  community  vaccinated  as  thoroughly  as  possible  in  the  shortest  period  of  time. 
Such  a  result  could  be  accomplished  only  by  a  public  programme. 

The  problems  of  administering  a  mass  programme  of  vaccination  are  onerous 
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in  any  country.  In  Canada  with  its  highly  decentralized  public  health  facilities  they 
are  enormous.  Nevertheless,  eight  out  of  the  ten  provinces  of  Canada  organized  more 
or  less  massive  programmes  of  administration  and  carried  them  out  during  the 
months  of  May  and  June.  As  of  July,  1962,  the  incidence  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis 
in  Canada  was  lowest  of  any  year  on  record.  It  would  be  improper  to  attribute  this 
happy  state  to  the  introduction  of  oral  poliovirus  vaccine.  Salk  vaccine  which  was 
used  exclusively,  either  alone  or  in  combination  with  immunizing  agents  against 
diphtheria,  tetanus,  and  pertussis,  until  the  end  of  April,  1962,  must  be  given  a  share 
of  the  credit.  A  question  of  great  interest  and  importance  to  us  is  whether  Salk 
vaccine  will  be  superseded  and  entirely  replaced  by  Sabin  vaccine  in  Canada.  At 
least  another  year  will  have  to  pass  before  a  definite  answer  can  be  given. 

Salk  Vaccine 

During  the  spring  and  summer  of  1961  the  vacuolating  agent,  SV40,  became  a 
problem  in  the  production  of  Salk  vaccine,  as  it  had  been  in  that  of  Sabin  vaccine. 
It  had  been  assumed  for  some  time  that  the  Salk  vaccine,  which  is  inactivated  with 
formaldehyde,  would  surely  contain  no  live  SV40.  Information  began  to  accumulate 
to  the  effect  that  sometimes  SV40  was  not  entirely  inactivated  by  the  treatment  with 
formaldehyde.  The  Food  and  Drug  Directorate  in  Ottawa  decreed  in  July,  1961, 
that  all  lots  of  Salk  vaccine  must  be  tested  for  SV40  and  shown  to  be  free  from  it. 
This  was  easier  said  than  done.  Each  series  of  tests  takes  many  weeks  to  perform  and 
may  be  inconclusive.  It  is  then  necessary  to  repeat  the  whole  series.  Release  of  some 
lots  of  vaccine  was  delayed  for  five  or  six  months.  Many  sublots  had  to  be  discarded. 

The  new  regulations  were  imposed  at  about  the  same  time  in  the  United  States, 
Canada,  and  Great  Britain.  The  result  was  a  shortage  of  Salk  vaccine  throughout 
the  world  because  these  three  countries  produced  most  of  the  world  supply.  More 
than  half  of  all  manufacturers  in  these  countries  were  unable  to  continue  making 
Salk  vaccine  under  the  new  regulations  and  stopped  production  altogether.  In  many 
countries  programmes  of  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  had  to  be  discontinued. 
Canada  was  more  fortunate.  By  stopping  all  exports  and  rationing  supplies,  we  were 
able  to  maintain  distribution  in  Canada  without  serious  delays  until  November,  1961. 
Then  for  about  three  months  we  were  completely  out  of  stock.  By  February,  1962, 
deliveries  were  resumed  again,  and  back  orders  were  filled.  There  was  thus  a  period 
of  about  three  months  during  which  programmes  of  immunization  had  to  be  sus- 
pended. Many  doctors  were  annoyed,  but  when  the  reason  for  the  disruption  of 
deliveries  was  explained,  most  of  them  accepted  the  inevitable  with  commendable 
patience. 

Insulin 

Insulin  is  a  protein,  and  since  it  is  prepared  from  beef  or  pork  pancreas,  it  is  a 
protein  which  is  foreign  to  the  human  organism.  The  repeated  injection  of  foreign 
protein  usually  causes  the  development  of  specific  antibodies  in  the  blood  of  the 
recipient.  These  react  with  the  foreign  protein,  which  is  called  an  antigen,  usually 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  inhibit  any  measurable  action  which  it  may  possess.  It  is  both 
remarkable  and  fortunate  that  insulin  very  seldom  acts  as  an  antigen. 

It  was  only  a  few  years  ago  that  the  work  of  Dr.  P.  J.  Moloney  and  his  colleagues 
demonstrated  convincingly  that  the  development  of  antibodies  against  insulin  could 
be  demonstrated  in  experimental  animals  and  did  occur  in  a  few  diabetic  patients. 
Such  patients  gradually  became  more  and  more  resistant  to  insulin.  Sometimes  doses 
of  more  than  a  thousand  units  of  insulin  a  day  failed  to  control  their  disease.  Many 
patients  must  have  died  of  this  condition  in  years  past  when  their  disease  became 
uncontrollable.  The  nature  of  their  disability  was  not  clearly  recognized. 

During  the  past  two  years  Dr.  Moloney  has  developed  a  modified  insulin  called 
sulphated  insulin.  It  is  not  neutralized  by  the  antibodies  which  have  developed  in 
the  blood  of  these  very  resistant  patients.  Such  patients  respond  normally  to  reason- 
able doses  of  sulphated  insulin.  By  June,  1962,  seven  insulin-resistant  diabetics  were

under  treatment  with  sulphated  insulin.  One  of  them  had  been  on  the  new  treatment 
for  more  than  a  year.  As  always  happens  when  a  new  and  successful  treatment  is 
discovered,  people  needing  the  treatment  seem  to  appear  from  nowhere.  It  seems 
that  insulin  resistance  in  diabetics  is  not  nearly  so  rare  a  disability  as  we  once  thought. 
The  problem  at  this  time  is  to  make  enough  of  the  new  drug  to  meet  the  demands 
for  it.  For  some  time,  and  until  the  characteristics  of  the  new  preparation  are  fully 
assessed,  it  will  be  issued  without  charge  to  patients  who  can  be  kept  under  close 
supervision  at  all  times. 

New  Buildings 

One  new  building  at  the  Dufferin  Division  was  finished  and  occupied  during  the 
year.  It  is  a  single-storey  structure  of  steel  with  a  floor  area  of  about  4,000  square  feet. 
In  it  are  provided  improved  facilities  for  the  production  of  tetanus  toxin,  the  major 
ingredient  of  the  important  immunizing  agent,  tetanus  toxoid.  Two  more  buildings, 
one  at  Dufferin  and  the  other  at  the  Bolton  Division,  are  almost  finished  and  will 
provide  more  commodious  and  comfortable  housing  for  experimental  animals. 

Staff  Changes 

During  the  year  under  review  eight  appointments  were  made  to  the  scientific 
staff  of  the  Laboratories.  During  the  same  period  one  member  has  retired  and  three 
have  resigned.  In  June,  1962,  the  total  number  of  persons  employed  by  the  Labora- 
tories was  777,  an  increase  of  20  as  compared  to  the  year  before.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  ROYAL  OMTARIO  MUSEUM 

The  Museum's  year  was  charged  with  the  special  atmosphere  and  significance 
which  attaches  to  a  major  anniversary,  for  on  April  16th  it  celebrated  the  completion 
of  its  fiftieth  year  of  activity  under  the  Act  of  the  Provincial  Parliament  which  gave 
it  its  official  identity,  if  not  its  actual  birth.  The  origins  of  the  Museum  are  in  fact 
so  complex  and  its  activities  so  various  that  it  was  thought  inappropriate  to  celebrate 
with  a  single  birthday  party  or  event,  but  rather  that  the  commemorative  festivities 
should  be  spread  over  the  whole  calendar  year  of  1962. 

It  is  worth  recalling  that  the  original  conception  of  the  Museum  was  set  forth 
as  long  ago  as  1833  by  the  far-sighted  Charles  Fothergill  in  a  petition  framed  and 
presented  by  him  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada.  Although  a  grant 
of  land  was  made  and  one  Lieutenant-Governor  after  another  favoured  the  project 
with  his  patronage,  a  provincial  museum  was  not  established  until  1851.  During  the 
following  decades  small  teaching  collections  were  started  in  several  colleges  and  in 
the  University  of  Toronto.  About  1900  the  late  Charles  Trick  Currelly  appeared 
on  the  scene  and  with  the  encouragement  and  support  of  Sir  Edmund  Walker  and 
a  group  of  the  banker's  friends  began  to  collect  for  his  ideal  museum  and  to  stir 
wider  interest  in  the  project.  Interest  had  developed  to  the  degree  that  in  1909  the 
Ontario  Government  promised  the  University  that  it  would  provide  one-half  of  the 
building  funds,  and  in  1912,  shortly  before  the  completion  of  the  building,  set  its 
official  seal  on  the  foundation  of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  in  the  form  of  the  Act 
of  Parliament  under  which,  with  several  subsequent  amendments,  the  Museum 
continues  to  operate  to  this  day.  The  grandiose  plan  announced  in  that  Act  and 
echoing  Fothergill's  far-reaching  dream  commits  the  Museum  to  collecting,  studying 
and  exhibiting  "The  Record  of  Nature  through  Countless  Ages"  and  "The  Arts  of 
Man  through  All  the  Years."  To  this  end  the  heads  of  several  departments  of  the 
University  had  been  persuaded  to  incorporate  their  teaching  collections,  so  that  when 
the  building  was  opened  to  the  public  in  1913  it  could  boast  of  five  separate  museums 
under  one  roof;  museums,  however  limited  their  collections,  devoted  to  archaeology, 
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geology,  mineralogy,  palaeontology  and  zoology.  Thus  the  present  pattern  of  divisions 
under  the  general  headings  of  Art  and  Archaeology,  the  Earth  Sciences  and  the  Life 
Sciences  was  already  foreshadowed  in  substantially  its  full  range.  The  collections  of 
the  former  provincial  museum  were  incorporated  in  1924,  a  large  extension  to  the 
building  which  tripled  the  existing  space  was  opened  in  1932,  the  five  museums 
became  three,  these  were  incorporated  into  the  University  in  1947  by  an  amendment 
to  the  Act  which  carefully  emphasized  that  the  public  function  of  a  provincial 
museum  was  retained,  and  the  three  museums  were  finally  amalgamated  under  a 
single  director  in  1955. 

Through  this  half-century  the  Museum  knew,  as  had  its  antecedents,  fat  years 
and  thin.  It  has  found  no  way  to  ensure  a  steady  course  of  prosperity  and  universal 
happiness,  but  it  has  grown  to  become  not  only  the  greatest  museum  in  Canada  but 
the  third  largest  in  the  British  Commonwealth.  Its  collections  in  a  number  of  depart- 
ments and  divisions  have  improved  qualitatively  to  the  point  that  they  enjoy  inter- 
national prestige  and  in  at  least  one  case  pre-eminence.  Its  staff  have  made  substan- 
tial contributions  to  learning.  Its  public  services  have  been  constantly  expanded.  It 
has  extended  its  sights  from  modest  provincial  aspirations  to  world-wide  horizons. 
It  has  provided  increasingly  rich  teaching  and  research  facilities  to  the  University 
and  teaching  services  to  the  school  children  of  the  Province.  Some  of  its  technical 
innovations  have  been  widely  imitated.  It  has  again  outgrown  its  physical  shell  and 
is  hard  put  to  find  adequate  resources  for  the  ever  more  difficult  task  of  improving 
its  holdings  and  providing  adequately  for  their  proper  conservation,  interpretation 
and  presentation. 

The  convenient  landmark  of  its  fiftieth  official  anniversary  therefore  provides 
an  opportune  moment  for  the  double-edged  exercise  of  public  congratulation  for  past 
achievement  and  private  questioning  as  to  future  programme,  development  and 
support.  This  final  report  of  the  out-going  director  is  not  the  place  for  the  expression 
of  opinions  concerning  the  Museum's  future  course,  but  it  is  an  appropriate  occasion 
for  him  to  join  all  those  who  are  rejoicing  in  1962  over  its  achievements  of  the  past 
half-century. 

The  differences  between  hopes  and  concrete  results  as  imposed  and  modified  by 
hard  reality  were  just  as  marked  in  the  Jubilee  programme  as  in  most  other  Museum 
undertakings.  First  thoughts  were  sketched  five  or  more  years  ago  and  as  the  time 
approached  the  number  of  staff  members  involved  in  the  realization  of  plans 
increased  until,  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  virtually  everyone  was 
devoting  part  of  his  time  to  Jubilee  efforts  of  one  kind  or  another.  In  the  event,  it 
proved  practicable  to  realize  only  portions  of  the  original  aims.  Before  the  Jubilee 
Year  is  finished  the  second  half  of  the  completely  rebuilt  geology  galleries,  the  new 
Carling  Gallery  of  World  Reptiles,  the  new  Athens  Gallery  and  the  rebuilt  Queen 
Anne  room  will  all  have  been  opened  to  the  public,  the  overhaul  of  the  Daily  Life 
in  Ancient  Rome  Gallery  should  be  complete  and  the  re-installation  of  the  pre- 
historic collections  well  forward.  The  two  major  exhibitions,  Search  and  Research  and 
The  Art  Treasures  of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum,  will  have  taken  place.  A  spring 
series  of  Jubilee  lectures  on  the  sciences  attracted  large  audiences  and  an  autumn 
series  on  the  arts  is  expected  to  do  likewise.  Despite  the  lack  of  a  co-ordinated 
campaign,  several  generous  friends  made  possible  the  acquisition  of  important  objects 
otherwise  far  beyond  the  range  of  the  Museum's  very  modest  purchase  appropriations 
and  it  is  hoped  that  more  will  follow  during  the  second  half  of  the  Jubilee  Year. 

The  Search  and  Research  exhibition  deserves  special  mention  here  not  only 
because  it  was  the  result  of  the  most  extensive  and  successful  exercise  in  interdivi- 
sional  co-operation  ever  attempted  within  the  Museum,  but  because  it  proved  an 
admirable  demonstration  of  staff  flexibility  in  the  face  of  adversity.  The  original 
intention  for  the  opening  Jubilee  exhibition  was  to  present  the  first  global  Arctic 
show  ever  attempted  by  a  museum.  The  subject  is  one  of  compelling  interest  for  the 
Canadian  and  other  governments  and  one  well  calculated  to  fire  the  imagination  of 
the  public.   Planning,  underway  for  three  years,   had  proceeded  to  the  point  of 
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preliminary  negotiations  for  loans  from  museums  as  distant  as  Copenhagen  and 
Leningrad  and  Mr.  Parker  and  his  staff  had  constructed  a  large-scale  model  of  their 
brilliant  scheme  for  its  installation  when  it  became  apparent  at  the  onset  of  the 
reporting  year  that  adequate  funds  for  its  realization  were  not  obtainable.  In  this 
crisis,  a  working  committee  under  the  dynamic  chairmanship  of  Dr.  E.  S.  Rogers 
was  able  to  invent,  create  and  open  on  schedule  an  impressive  substitute.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  labour,  knowledge  and  skill  which  went  into  the  abortive  preparations 
for  Top  of  the  World  may  at  some  more  favourable  date  be  salvaged. 

The  more  modest  Search  and  Research  was  designed  to  demonstrate  in  lay  but 
fully  documented  visual  terms  how  this  Museum  through  the  work  of  each  of  its 
Divisions  has  contributed  to  learning  during  the  past  half-century.  The  primary 
emphasis  was  on  the  Museum's  role  as  a  research  institution,  but  the  elements  of 
adventure  and  wonder  which  play  an  occasional  part  in  the  finding  of  worthy  objects 
and  specimens  for  the  collections  were  not  neglected.  Visitors  to  the  exhibition  could 
not  have  come  away  from  it  without  having  gained  a  new  appreciation  and  respect 
for  the  unseen  but  most  important  parts  of  a  great  museum's  activities,  which  neces- 
sarily take  place  out  of  public  sight  in  the  field,  in  the  research  and  conservation 
laboratories,  in  curatorial  offices  and  studies.  The  presentation  made  clear  through 
selected  examples  and  areas  how  museum  objects  are  acquired,  how  their  authenticity 
and  significance  are  determined,  how  they  are  fitted  into  their  cultural  or  scientific 
contexts,  how  the  unknown  is  made  known,  how  they  are  preserved,  how  the  special 
problems  of  their  presentation  are  solved,  how  they  are  made  more  widely  known 
through  publication  and  teaching  at  various  levels,  and  demonstrated  how  long- 
range  research  programmes  are  carried  through  to  conclusions.  The  visitor  was 
actively  encouraged  to  ask  himself  these  primary  questions  of  what?  and  how?  and 
to  discover  the  answers.  The  masterful  installation,  designed  by  Mr.  Harley  Parker 
and  executed  by  his  display  staff  with  the  full  participation  of  the  curatorial  staff  and 
the  assistance  of  preparatorial  and  carpenters'  staffs,  made  dramatic  use  of  two  levels 
(a  second  floor  was  built  into  the  Exhibition  Hall  for  this  and  the  "Treasures"  show) 
and  through  skilful  labelling,  lighting,  use  of  colour  and  projections,  traffic  control 
and  other  devices  succeeded  in  turning  a  basically  academic  theme  into  an  exciting 
adventure  in  learning. 

The  Jubilee  lectures  were  planned  to  fall  into  two  distinct  categories,  one  to 
deal  in  the  broadest  sense  with  the  sciences,  the  other  with  the  arts,  and  the  speakers, 
particularly  for  the  sciences,  were  encouraged  to  treat  a  specific  area  in  a  somewhat 
critical  and  speculative  manner.  The  exciting  result  was  that  the  large  audiences 
attending  the  science  series  in  the  spring  had  the  feeling  that  they  had  been  admitted 
to  privileged  company  and  were  being  made  privy  to  some  advanced  and  brilliant 
thinking  on  the  subjects  treated.  If  the  traditional  order  of  creation  as  outlined  in 
Genesis  was  disregarded,  it  did  not  matter.  The  science  series  was  led  off  on  February 
22nd  on  a  palaeontological  theme  by  Dr.  A.  S.  Romer  of  Harvard,  explaining  "How 
Animals  got  their  Backbones."  The  following  week  Professor  H.  W.  Menard  of  the 
University  of  California  at  La  Jolla  summarized  the  older  theories  and  expounded 
the  newest  on  "The  Development  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,"  followed  on  March  8th  by 
Professor  Howell  Williams  of  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley  with  a  not 
unrelated  but  equally  elemental  subject,  "Volcanoes."  Dr.  Roger  Brown  of  the 
Division  of  Building  Research,  National  Research  Council,  substituting  on  March 
15th  for  his  chief,  Mr.  Robert  Legget,  explained  a  subject  of  basic  importance  for 
the  present  defence  and  future  development  of  Canada,  "Permafrost."  Dr.  William 
Swinton,  the  only  local  speaker,  but  local  at  this  time  as  of  only  six  months  following 
his  transfer  from  the  British  Museum  (Natural  Science),  challengingly  demanded 
"Can  Museums  Advance  Science?"  and  characteristically  found  positive  answers. 
Dr.  John  Carthy,  Professor  of  Zoology  at  Queen  Mary  College,  University  of  London, 
explained  on  March  29th  "Animal  Clocks  and  Compasses"  and  their  relevance  to 
complex  modern  problems  of  navigation.  And  in  the  final  lecture  on  April  5th,  Dr. 
Gerard  Kuiper,  Director  of  the  Lunar  and  Planetary  Laboratory  of  the  University  of 
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Arizona,  took  us  as  far  into  the  space  age  in  "The  Moon  and  the  Space  Programmes" 
as  he  could  without  breaking  security  regulations. 

The  fall  series  on  the  arts  will  properly  be  described  in  the  next  annual  report, 
but  promises  to  be  equally  stimulating.  One  lecture  originally  planned  for  this  series 
actually  preceded  the  science  series  of  the  spring,  so  that  Professor  John  Pope- 
Hennessy  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  in  London  could  come  to  us  while  on 
this  continent.  He  presented  his  new  views  on  the  working  methods  and  development 
of  "Benvenuto  Cellini"  on  February  3rd,  establishing  the  high  level  of  scholarship 
which  has  been  maintained  by  all  the  subsequent  Jubilee  lecturers. 

Not  all  was  jubilation,  for  the  Museum  suffered  a  number  of  grievous  losses 
among  its  friends,  benefactors  and  staff,  principally  within  a  few  lamentable  weeks 
in  the  late  spring  and  early  summer.  On  April  29th  Dr.  Sigmund  Samuel,  Honorary 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  Founder  and  patron  extraordinary  of  the  Canadiana  Gallery 
which  bears  his  name,  benefactor  to  many  other  departments  and  good  friend  to  the 
Museum  almost  from  the  time  of  its  inception,  died  in  his  ninety-fifth  year.  He  was 
born  in  the  year  of  Confederation  and  would  seem  to  have  been  destined  to  take 
special  interest  in  the  visual  evidences  of  Canadian  history  through  so  much  of  which 
he  had  lived,  but  his  interest  developed  at  a  time  when  such  things  were  not  at  all 
fashionable  and  the  term  Canadiana  not  yet  invented.  His  first  great  gift  in  this  field 
was  made  to  the  Museum  in  1937  when  he  built  a  special  gallery  in  the  main  building 
for  the  already  considerable  collection  then  in  existence.  The  pace  of  his  collecting 
increased  so  rapidly  that  this  was  quickly  outgrown:  he  characteristically  provided 
a  new  home  for  it  in  the  specially  constructed  gallery  at  14  Queen's  Park  Crescent 
West  (1950),  extended  it  with  a  new  wing  four  years  ago,  and  in  the  months  before 
his  death  was  discussing  the  feasibility  of  a  new  wing  in  the  main  building  large 
enough  to  house  the  combined  collections  of  Canadiana  under  one  roof.  His 
enthusiasm,  knowledge  and  princely  generosity  were  admirably  teamed  during  many 
of  these  years  with  the  curatorial  gifts  and  market  wisdom  of  Mr.  Spendlove.  It  was 
his  joy  to  share  his  knowledge  and  the  treasures  his  wealth  could  buy  with  all  the 
people.  He  was  the  frequent  patron,  particularly  in  earlier  years,  of  other  depart- 
ments of  the  Museum,  as  well,  and  his  name  is  associated  with  the  acquisition  of  many 
important  objects  in  the  Greek  and  Roman  and  Far  Eastern  departments.  It  was  his 
enthusiasm  which  brought  together  the  group  of  donors  who  purchased  the  Mu 
Library  and  constructed  the  library  extension  to  house  it.  His  impress  on  the  Museum 
and  its  history  is  indelible. 

So  is  that  of  his  close  associate  Francis  St.  George  Spendlove,  who  died  very 
unexpectedly  in  his  sleep  on  May  10  after  an  evening  spent  in  his  office  at  work  on 
a  new  book  and  only  a  few  weeks  before  his  planned  retirement.  He  came  to  the 
Museum  twenty-six  years  ago  after  a  variety  of  experiences  which  had  equipped  him 
for  an  unusual  range  of  Museum  assignments.  He  served  successively  as  curator  of 
the  Modern  European,  Japanese  and  East  Indian  collections,  settling  into  what 
became  the  crown  of  his  life's  work  in  1952  when  he  became  the  first  curator  of  the 
Canadiana  Department.  He  had  been  assisting  Dr.  Samuel  for  many  years  before 
this  event  and  it  is  to  these  two  men  that  the  Museum — and  the  people  of  Canada — 
owe  the  assembly  and  interpreting  of  the  most  outstanding  single  collection  of 
pictorial  matter  relating  to  the  discovery,  exploration  and  development  of  Canada 
up  to  the  period  of  Confederation ;  to  him  alone  belongs  the  credit  for  assembling  or 
securing  for  the  Museum  the  principal  collections  of  Canadian  mahogany  and  other 
early  furniture  and  of  early  glass,  and  important  collections  of  early  ecclesiastical 
and  secular  silver,  documents,  coins  and  other  Canadiana.  It  was  George  Spend- 
love's  persuasive  knowledge  and  enthusiasm  which  added  to  the  Samuel  benefactions 
the  gifts  of  early  Canadian  flatware  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  E.  Langdon  and  from 
Dr.  Lome  Pierce  the  unique  Edith  Chown  Pierce  and  Gerald  Stevens  Collection  of 
Early  Canadian  Glass.  His  knowledge  of  both  Far  Eastern  and  European  ceramic 
art  made  of  him  not  only  a  specially  useful  colleague  and  an  excellent  teacher  but  a 
valued  adviser  to  the  International  Ceramic  Centre  in  Geneva  of  which  he  was  a 
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Fellow,  and  also  enabled  him  to  make  important  contributions  to  the  memorable 
Burlington  House  exhibition  of  Chinese  Art  in  1934.  He  wrote  two  well-received 
books.  The  Face  of  Early  Canada  and  Collector's  Luck.  In  the  spring  of  this  year  he 
made  a  final  and  successful  buying  trip  to  London,  taking  along  his  young  successor- 
to-be  and  devoted  disciple,  Mr.  Scott  Symons,  in  order  to  initiate  him  into  the 
mysteries  of  what  he  described  as  a  vanishing  market.  The  memory  of  his  gentle 
personality  salted  with  sardonic  humour,  of  his  knowledge,  shrewdness  and  constant 
kindness  to  his  colleagues  and  friends  will  long  be  remembered  with  affection  and 
appreciation. 

Dr.  Lome  Pierce,  distinguished  editor,  author  and  longtime  friend  of  the 
Museum,  died  on  November  28,  1961.  He,  too,  was  closely  associated  with  the 
fortunes  of  the  Canadiana  Gallery  and  gave  to  it  the  matchless  collections  of  early 
Canadian  glass  formed  by  his  late  wife  and  by  Mr.  Gerald  Stevens.  Mr.  Walter 
Cameron  Laidlaw,  brother  of  the  longtime  Museum  trustee  Mr.  Robert  Laidlaw, 
died  on  June  16  in  his  eighty-eighth  year.  He,  too,  had  been  a  generous  and  self- 
effacing  friend  to  the  Museum  for  many  years,  taking  particular  interest  in  fine 
furniture,  and  during  the  past  few  years  had  been  the  principal  underwriter  of  the 
costs  and  a  most  interested  observer  of  the  planning  and  construction  of  the  new 
Athens  Gallery.  He  did  not  live  to  see  its  completion,  but  its  final  shape  was  already 
visible  and  greatly  pleasing  to  him  at  the  time  of  his  last  visit.  Although  yet  another 
death  occurred  on  July  20  after  the  terminal  period  of  this  report,  the  writer  cannot 
forebear  here  to  record  with  a  personal  note  the  passing  of  Paul  Hahn,  also  a  most 
distinguished  friend  to  the  Museum  during  a  substantial  part  of  his  nearly  ninety 
years.  A  special  benefactor  of  the  Department  of  Ornithology  and  a  passionate  student 
of  extinct  and  near-extinct  birds — and  of  Canadiana — he  had  collected  and  given 
to  the  Museum  among  many  other  gifts  over  sixty  specimens  of  passenger  pigeons  and 
carried  on  an  immense  correspondence  in  pursuit  of  his  hobby.  His  perennial  youth- 
fulness  and  his  single-minded  devotion  to  his  hobbies  will  be  long  remembered,  as 
will  his  old-world  charm  and  unexpected,  inventive  acts  of  kindness  to  innumerable 
friends. 

Gifts  received  during  the  year  were  numerous  and  purchases  few,  since  the 
termination  of  the  Provincial  Special  Grant,  at  a  time  when  several  large  claims 
against  its  anticipated  continuation  remained  outstanding,  meant  that  most  of  the 
small  regular  appropriations  had  to  be  used  to  liquidate  these  obligations.  A  number 
of  gifts  specifically  designated  as  Jubilee  commemorations  were  gratefully  received, 
chief  among  them  being  a  fund  of  $75,000  established  by  the  International  Nickel 
Company  Ltd.,  which  is  earmarked  for  rehabilitation  of  the  mineralogy  gallery. 
Planning  for  this  large  project  has  started  and  work  will  begin  shortly  after  comple- 
tion of  the  last  section  of  the  new  geology  galleries.  Acquisitions  of  all  categories  are 
fully  listed  in  Appendix  II,  but  attention  may  be  drawn  here  to  a  few  items  of 
unusual  interest.  The  furniture,  silver,  sculpture,  textiles,  prints  and  other  objects 
bequeathed  by  the  late  Gerald  Larkin  constituted  one  of  the  most  important  bequests 
ever  to  come  to  the  Museum.  Mrs.  Frederick  W.  Cowan's  bequest  brought  valuable 
objects  to  the  Far  Eastern  and  European  departments,  and  the  latter  received  two 
fine  sixteenth-century  Flemish  woodcarvings  by  bequest  from  Mrs.  Ruth  Massey 
Tovell.  It  is  likely  that  the  Canadiana  Department  had  never  during  a  single  report- 
ing period  received  so  great  an  afflux  of  gifts  from  Dr.  Sigmund  Samuel  as  during 
the  last  year  of  his  life,  and  a  particularly  touching  gift  was  presented  by  F.  St. 
George  Spendlove  and  his  wife  barely  a  week  before  his  own  lamented  death:  a 
mahogany  secretary-bookcase  said  to  have  been  made  for  the  father  of  Queen 
Victoria,  the  Duke  of  Kent,  in  the  year  of  his  arrival  in  Quebec  in  1791.  Other 
important  gifts  were  received  by  his  department  from  Messrs.  Charles  Band,  Ralph 
Day,  Edward  M.  Hopkins,  John  Langdon  and  Gerald  Stevens,  and  another  gift 
with  associational  significance  was  a  treasured  apothecary  jar  in  Rouen  faience  from 
the  pharmacy  established  by  Jeanne  Mance  in  the  Hotel  Dieu,  Montreal,  presented 
by  its  owners,  Les  Religieuses  Hospitalieres  de  St.  Joseph  de  Montreal.  Mrs.  John 
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David  Eaton  made  possible  the  acquisition  of  a  second  spectacular  and  all-but-unique 
length  of  Safavid  figured  polychrome  velvet  and  the  Textile  Department  received 
other  important  gifts  from  Mrs.  O.  D.  Vaughan,  Miss  Alice  Boney,  Mrs.  David 
Meltzer  and  the  Robert  Simpson  Company.  The  Ethnology  Department  is  particu- 
larly indebted  to  Mr.  Samuel  Zacks,  Mr.  R.  William  Finlayson  and  the  T.  Eaton 
Company;  through  the  generosity  of  the  latter  the  Museum  was  able  to  acquire  a 
very  rare  Asmat  initiation  boat  from  Dutch  New  Guinea.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  H. 
MacBrien  presented  a  fine  English  cabinet  which  is  now  housing  porcelain,  and 
Mrs.  Edgar  J.  Stone's  perennial  munificence  extended  to  the  Far  Eastern,  Textile, 
European  and  Greek  and  Roman  Departments.  Without  the  support  of  so  many 
good  friends,  the  Museum  would  be  quite  unable  to  maintain  healthy  growth  of  the 
collections  at  a  pace  even  remotely  commensurate  with  its  importance,  and  our 
gratitude  to  them  is  profound. 

Special  attention  may  be  drawn  here  to  the  wide  range  of  field  research  con- 
ducted during  the  year  beyond  the  normal  undertakings  within  Canada.  Two  depart- 
ments of  the  Life  Sciences  Division  carried  through  a  second  successful  expedition 
in  coastal  areas  on  either  side  of  the  border  between  Peru  and  Ecuador,  while  another 
group  from  this  Division  made  a  visit  to  the  Florida  Everglades  to  obtain  materials 
for  the  alligator  case  in  the  Carling  Reptile  Gallery  and  Dr.  Wiggins  extended  his 
caddis-fly  investigations  to  the  Pacific  and  the  Mexican  border.  The  Museum's  long- 
range  archaeological  programme  in  British  Honduras  suffered  very  severe  setbacks 
through  the  devastating  effect  of  Hurricane  Hattie  on  the  colony  and  earlier  delays 
in  the  delivery  of  heavy  equipment,  but  the  expedition  was  able  to  achieve  successful 
if  limited  progress  at  two  subsidiary  sites.  The  participation  of  the  Museum  in  the 
excavations  at  Jerusalem  and  the  Nubian  salvage  project  are  described  below.  A 
grant  will  assist  Mrs.  Stephen  to  undertake  a  six-month  programme  principally  in 
Formosa. 

The  Registration  Department  of  the  Art  and  Archaeology  Division  has,  as  a 
Jubilee  project,  completed  compilation  of  a  complete  register  of  donors  and  bene- 
factors to  the  Division  collections  from  the  foundation  of  the  Museum.  The  lack  of 
such  a  documentary  record  has  long  embarrassed  the  Museum,  but  now  it  exists 
and  will  be  kept  up  to  date. 

The  first  disposal  sale  of  duplicate  and  redundant  furniture  and  rugs,  conducted 
under  the  policy  established  by  the  Board  to  authorize  sale  or  other  disposal  of 
objects  no  longer  needed,  as  a  means  of  up-grading  collections  and  finding  addi- 
tional funds  for  purchases,  was  successfully  concluded  in  the  autumn.  The  greatest 
care  had  been  taken  to  ensure  in  those  cases  where  objects  on  the  disposal  list  had 
originally  come  to  the  Museum  as  gifts  or  bequests,  that  donors  or  descendants  of 
donors  and  devisors  had  no  objection  to  the  scheme.  The  sale  not  only  netted  some 
$15,000  as  an  addition  to  the  purchase  funds  of  the  Art  and  Archaeology  Division 
and  made  the  new  owners  of  the  antiques  offered  very  happy,  but  provided  some 
relief  to  the  storage  problem.  Further  advantage  should  be  taken  of  the  possibilities 
authorized  by  the  disposal  policy. 

The  proposed  centralization  of  all  Museum  storage  in  an  annex  was  twice 
postponed  during  the  year,  and  the  move  cannot  now  start  before  the  end  of  1962 
at  the  earliest.  In  the  meantime  the  problems  of  storage  in  all  Divisions,  some  aspects 
of  which  are  the  source  of  perpetual  nightmares  for  security  and  conservation 
reasons,  were  aggravated  by  the  necessity  to  give  up  Art  and  Archaeology  storage 
areas  at  Flavelle  House  and  112  St.  George  Street.  Most  outside  storage  is  now 
concentrated  for  the  present  in  space  rented  from  Knox  College,  but  this  is  a 
temporary  expedient  only  and  must  be  regarded  essentially  as  dead  storage.  The 
potential  of  such  important  reserve  and  research  collections  as  those  of  the  Ethnology 
and  Far  Eastern  departments  is  thus  virtually  unrealizable  until  such  time  as  the 
annex  can  be  commissioned  and  fully  organized. 

The  transfer  to  Sidney  Smith  Hall  of  various  University  functions  formerly  per- 
formed in  the  Museum  has  had  a  number  of  consequences  for  the  Museum  which 
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may  be  noted  here.  The  Museum's  Ethnology  Department  has  supplied  the  Depart- 
ment of  Anthropology  with  a  substantial  loan  of  ethnological  material  to  serve  its 
teaching  requirements.  The  selection,  re-registration  and  transfer  of  this  material 
comprised  a  considerable  task  for  the  Department.  At  the  same  time  the  greater  part 
of  the  Mu  Library  of  Chinese  books  and  manuscripts  was  likewise  transferred  to 
Sidney  Smith  Hall  for  the  Department  of  East  Asiatic  Studies.  Our  Far  Eastern 
Department  retained  the  rare  books,  certain  fine  editions  and  volumes  on  .art  and 
archaeology,  receiving  from  East  Asiatic  Studies  files  of  periodicals  and  some  books 
of  particular  interest  to  students  of  Chinese  art  and  archaeology.  The  space  vacated 
by  the  teaching  departments  has  provided  considerable  easement  to  the  Division, 
notably  in  making  it  possible  for  offices  to  be  shared  by  not  more  than  two  persons, 
to  provide  some  senior  curators  with  private  offices,  to  give  Display  an  adequate 
home,  and  to  reorganize  the  David  Boyle  Room  on  a  proper  basis.  These  results  are 
all  in  their  various  ways  good.  Less  happy  is  the  fact,  sharply  reflected  in  attendance 
statistics  and  visible  to  staff  members  who  are  daily  in  the  galleries,  that  student 
visits  to  the  Museum  have  fallen  to  a  tiny  fraction  of  the  former  level.  Students  as 
well  as  their  teachers  ought  to  be  as  familiar  with  their  Museum  as  with  their 
University  Library.  It  may  be  that  special  inducements  will  have  to  be  devised  to 
ensure  that  they  are  persuaded  to  take  advantage  of  the  unique  opportunity  to  know 
at  first  hand  the  objects  about  which  they  learn  in  classrooms  on  the  other  side  of 
the  campus.  It  may  perhaps  be  assumed  that  many  who  were  previously  in  the 
Museum  solely  to  attend  scheduled  classes  walked  through  the  galleries  with  unseeing 
eyes,  but  this  is  a  doubtful  proposition :  it  is  known  that  many  derived  great  benefit 
from  the  proximity  of  lectures  to  the  actual  materials  of  their  studies  and  a  few  have 
even  been  influenced  in  the  choice  of  career  by  this  experience.  The  richness  of  these 
available  teaching  resources  is  one  of  the  University's  greatest  strengths,  but  it  is  not 
being  adequately  exploited. 

There  is  much  satisfaction  in  reporting  that,  after  six  years  of  planning  and 
repeated  budgetary  delays,  it  was  at  last  possible  to  establish  a  Photographic  Depart- 
ment headed  by  Mr.  Leighton  Warren.  This,  although  the  heaviest  demands  on  it 
are  likely  always  to  be  made  by  Art  and  Archaeology,  was  designed  as  a  service 
department  for  the  whole  museum  and  it  has  already  given  effective  proof  of  both 
its  necessity  and  its  utility. 

The  solution  of  problems  never,  however,  altogether  manages  to  keep  pace  with 
the  backlog  of  inherited  problems  and  the  appearance,  as  the  Museum  grows  and 
conditions  change,  of  new  ones.  There  is  a  perpetual  shortage  of  staff,  partly  cura- 
torial but  principally  now  in  the  category  of  department  assistants.  The  ever  increas- 
ing demands  made  upon  the  Museum  for  all  kinds  of  services  may  be  taken  as  a 
tribute  to  its  constantly  expanding  role  in  the  community  and  in  the  University,  but 
growth  of  staff  adequately  equipped  and  sufficiently  diversified  to  meet  these  demands 
is  essential  if  they  are  to  be  met.  No  hope  appeared  during  the  year  for  the  additional 
gallery  and  working  space  so  desperately  needed  by  some  departments  in  all  divisions, 
including  Education  and  Administration.  The  lack  of  air-conditioned,  humidified 
galleries  continues  to  be  the  cause  of  severe  losses  in  all  those  departments  which 
house  objects  or  specimens  subject  to  deterioration  from  uncontrolled  humidification. 
The  damage  to  furniture  in  particular  has  reached  alarming  proportions,  as  it  is 
quite  impossible  to  preserve  certain  categories  of  inlaid  and  veneered  pieces  in  any- 
thing approaching  their  original  condition,  no  matter  how  skilled  the  artisans  in  the 
Carpentry  and  Conservation  Department. 

A  special  word  of  appreciation  is  due  here  to  the  Women  Members  and  other 
volunteers  for  the  enormous  amount  of  time  and  skilled  endeavour  they  have  so 
cheerfully  given  the  various  departments  of  the  Museum.  Indeed  the  Women 
Members  have  so  well  established  themselves  within  the  framework  of  the  profes- 
sional staff  that  an  account  of  their  activities  follows  in  another  place  as  though  they 
constituted  a  regular  staff  department. 

Many  honours  have  come  to  members  of  the  staff.  One  of  unusual  nature  may 
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be  mentioned  here:  Mr.  Scott  Symons,  the  new  Assistant  Curator  of  the  Ganadiana 
Department,  received  the  Montreal  Men's  Press  Club  Award  for  the  best  editorial 
articles  on  any  subject,  in  any  language,  bearing  on  French  and  English  Canadian 
relations.  The  presentation  was  made  by  the  Governor-General  in  Ottawa  on  Novem- 
ber 28th  and  was  given  for  a  series  of  articles  written  in  French  for  La  Presse, 
Montreal,  and  subsequently  reprinted  in  Mr.  Symons'  own  translation  in  the  Ottawa 
Journal.  This  award  may  be  seen  as  a  happy  omen  for  the  future  conduct  of  the 
Canadiana  Department. 

The  majority  of  members  of  the  curatorial  staff  were  frequent  lecturers,  parti- 
cipants in  the  meetings  of  professional  societies,  authors  and  wide  travellers,  thus 
helping  to  extend  public  awareness  of  the  Museum  and  its  work,  to  increase  its 
prestige,  and  to  bring  back  ever  greater  dividends  in  the  form  of  new  knowledge, 
improved  contacts,  and  refreshed  and  broadened  points  of  view.  The  Director  may 
mention  here  that  during  the  year  he  was  equally  active  in  such  efforts. 

He  would  like  to  reiterate  here,  in  the  final  report  of  his  stewardship  of  the 
Royal  Ontario  Museum,  his  firm  belief  that  the  Museum  constitutes  a  prime  educa- 
tional and  cultural  resource  of  the  nation  as  well  as  the  province.  He  believes  that 
the  Museum  is  doing  as  good  a  job  as  it  can,  within  the  limits  of  its  budget,  space, 
staff  and  collections,  in  fulfilling  the  primary  functions  of  a  serious  museum,  which 
are  to  collect,  preserve,  study,  effectively  and  meaningfully  display  the  objects  and 
specimens,  disseminate  the  results  of  its  researches  in  the  many  and  diverse  fields  for 
which  it  is  responsible,  and  stimulate  the  interest  of  the  whole  of  its  public — lay  and 
scholarly,  young  and  old.  A  friend  and  colleague  has  observed  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
a  museum  to  establish  a  harmonious  chord  of  the  various  aspects  of  the  world  as  it 
is  known  to  its  generation.  These  aspects  may  only  be  accessibly  studied  in  depth  in 
our  vastly  complicated  contemporary  world  in  a  museum,  and  in  the  full  orchestra- 
tion of  art  and  science  only  under  one  roof  in  Canada  in  our  own,  which  is  one  of 
the  last  great  mixed  museums.  Its  future  is  limited  only  by  the  confidence  and  good 
will  of  its  supporters.  May  it  long  enjoy  both. 

Art  and  Archaeology 

The  largest  of  the  Museum's  divisions,  in  concert  with  the  others,  devoted  a 
substantial  part  of  its  activities  during  the  reporting  period  to  the  final  planning  and 
realization  of  various  projects  directly  related  to  the  Jubilee  Year  celebrations.  These 
principally  took  the  form  of  the  readying  of  two  new  permanent  galleries  and  the 
partial  renovation  of  several  others,  in  the  two  major  exhibitions  and  in  a  special 
lecture  series. 

The  Division's  share  in  Search  and  Research  and  the  plans  for  The  Art 
Treasures  of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  for  which  it  bore  the  full  responsibility  have 
been  previously  mentioned,  but  the  normal  exhibition  calendar  was  by  no  means 
blank  despite  the  time,  space  and  energy  required  to  plan  and  mount  the  two  major 
shows.  The  Canadiana  Gallery,  for  example,  presented  three  attractive  and  informa- 
tive exhibitions  during  the  year,  "The  Face  of  Early  Canada,"  "The  Flowing  High- 
ways of  Canada"  and  "Two  Early  Frontiers:  Canada's  West  and  North."  These 
were  drawn  wholly  from  the  department's  apparently  inexhaustible  resources  and 
each  served  to  document — with  paintings,  drawings,  prints  and  maps — one  or  more 
aspects  of  the  exploration  and  opening  up  of  this  vast  country,  still  more  firmly  girt 
with  physical  and  psychological  frontiers  than  most  of  its  citizens  appreciate.  In  the 
main  building  the  schedule  of  special  exhibitions  was  led  off  in  the  summer  of  1961 
by  a  show  devoted  to  the  contemporary  work  of  Canadian  spinners  and  weavers  and 
was  brought  full  circle  in  June,  1962,  by  the  Textile  Department's  amusing  display 
of  the  clothes  worn  by  Canadians  during  the  past  fifty  years:  this  appropriately 
included  the  suit  worn  by  one  of  the  Museum's  greatest  benefactors,  the  late  Mrs. 
H.  D.  Warren,  on  the  auspicious  day  in  1912  when  Dr.  Currelly  first  made  her 
acquaintance.  Two  large  photographic  exhibitions  in  the  autumn  provided  instructive 
and  vivid  commentaries  on  areas  of  the  world  which  were  much  in  the  news.  "Africa 
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Story"  consisted  of  photographs  made  by  John  Young  under  sponsorship  of  the 
Globe  and  Mail  and  Burdick  Metal  Industries,  "Introducing  British  Guiana" — 
where  the  Museum  has  conducted  collecting  expeditions — was  assembled  for  circula- 
tion by  the  Booker  Group  of  Companies,  but  made  its  debut  here  and  required  an 
advance  visit  to  Georgetown  by  Mr.  Harley  Parker  to  assist  the  government  and  the 
sponsor  in  co-ordinating  the  materials  to  be  included.  This  was  opened  with  informal 
ceremonies  by  The  Rt.  Hon.  Cheddi  Jagan,  Prime  Minister  of  British  Guiana,  on 
October  20th.  "Typography  '61"  in  September,  arranged  by  the  Society  of  Typo- 
graphic Designers  of  Canada,  showed  for  the  third  time  in  the  Museum  something 
of  the  influence  the  members  of  this  dedicated  association  are  having  on  the  art  of 
good  design  in  all  areas  of  Canadian  printing.  On  January  9th  the  most  recent  group 
of  Mr.  Selwyn  Dewdney's  copies  of  Indian  rock  paintings  went  on  view  in  an  exhibi- 
tion opened  by  the  Hon.  Leslie  B.  Frost,  the  former  Prime  Minister  of  Ontario.  This 
exhibition  coincided  with  the  publication  by  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  of  the 
book  of  the  same  title  by  Mr.  Dewdney  and  Mr.  Kenneth  E.  Kidd,  Indian  Rock 
Paintings  of  the  Great  Lakes.  The  exhibition,  the  field  work  preceding  it  for  some 
years  past  in  the  shield  area  of  Ontario,  and  the  book,  were  made  possible  by  the 
joint  efforts  of  the  Quetico  Foundation,  the  Ontario  Department  of  Lands  and 
Forests,  and  the  Museum. 

Various  departments  as  usual  offered  rotating  displays  within  their  own  galleries 
of  new  acquisitions  or  older  possessions  shown  in  new  contexts.  Textiles  was  most 
active,  with  temporary  shows  devoted  to  chintzes  and  wood-block  prints  from  the 
Wearne  collection,  European  silks,  Ontario  textiles,  Indian  shawls,  and  embroideries 
and  costume  accessories  of  the  late  nineteenth  and  twentieth  centuries. 

The  most  extensive  job  of  gallery  renovation  completed  during  the  year  was 
the  result  more  of  sheer  necessity  than  of  new  advances  in  museology.  Maintenance 
of  the  badly  leaking  skylights  on  the  top  floor  of  the  1912  wing  and  control  of  heat 
in  this  area  had  come  to  present  problems  of  such  a  nature  that  a  solution  was 
dictated  which  will  not  meet  with  universal  approval  but  has  brought  some  real 
benefits:  for  reasons  of  cost,  the  skylights  were  not  replaced  but  in  the  thirteen 
galleries  affected  the  ceilings  were  blocked  and  artificial  light  substituted.  The 
University  Superintendent's  office  in  carrying  through  this  large  job  also  made  sub- 
stantial progress  in  the  repainting  of  the  Far  Eastern  galleries.  The  fluorescent  general 
lighting  and  provision  of  individual  case  lighting  for  most  of  the  wall  cases  in  these 
galleries  has  provided  a  far  more  even  if  harsher  lighting  than  daylight  and  at  the 
same  time  the  solid  ceilings  have  notably  reduced  the  formerly  torrid  temperatures 
prevailing  on  that  floor  during  the  summers  and  reduced  the  fluctuation  of  tempera- 
ture during  the  winters.  Once  this  work  was  completed  the  Department  was  able  to 
continue  its  programme  for  providing  more  effective  display  of  its  celebrated  collec- 
tions but  final  solution  of  these  problems  must  still  await  the  provision  of  additional 
and  badly  needed  gallery  space. 

It  had  been  hoped  that  the  new  "Athens  Gallery,"  under  construction  for  several 
years,  could  be  ready  early  in  the  Jubilee  Year,  particularly  as  advance  publicity  in 
the  press  and  a  copiously  illustrated  article  in  the  Varsity  Graduate  had  whetted 
considerable  public  interest,  but  this  was  not  possible  and  the  event  had  to  be 
postponed  until  late  November.  The  European  Department's  Queen  Anne  Room, 
however,  which  had  undergone  a  face-lifting  so  extensive  as  to  involve  a  ninety- 
degree  rotation  and  the  opening  up  of  one  entire  wall,  was  ready  and  opened  in  the 
late  spring.  In  the  Near  Eastern  Department,  the  gift  by  Mrs.  John  David  Eaton  of 
the  first  of  the  two  extraordinary  panels  of  Safavid  velvet  and  the  problem  of  its 
installation  inspired  an  extensive  refurbishing  of  the  Islamic  Gallery.  This  task,  which 
involved  the  retirement  of  much  woodwork  and  the  first  appearance  of  quantities 
of  glass  and  ceramics  long  in  the  collections  but  invisible  for  reasons  of  space,  was 
largely  based  on  researches  by  Mrs.  Paul  Bacon  and  carried  through  before  her 
removal  to  London.  The  extensive  researches  by  Mr.  John  Lunn  into  the  important 
but  long  dormant  Prehistoric  and  Bronze  Age  collections  began  to  bear  visible  fruit 
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as  the  first  new  cases  in  a  programme  for  rehabilitation  of  the  Prehistoric  Gallery 
went  on  view  in  the  spring.  He  also  carried  forward  his  handsome  and  illuminating 
revision  of  the  "Daily  Life  in  Ancient  Rome"  gallery.  Other  permanent  gallery  work 
of  a  more  restricted  nature  was  completed,  such  as  rearrangement  of  much  furniture 
in  the  seventeenth-  and  eighteenth-century  English  galleries  to  allow  for  incorpora- 
tion of  material  from  the  Larkin  Bequest,  reinstallation  by  Mr.  Trubner  and  Mrs. 
Alice  Ferris  of  the  Northern  Celadons,  enlargement  of  the  Nimrud  ivories  case  to 
incorporate  the  1961  acquisitions,  new  installation  with  accompanying  photographic 
enlargements  of  the  best  Mesopotamian  seals,  and  construction  of  new  cases  worthy 
of  such  outstanding  objects  as  the  Minoan  ivory  and  gold  figures,  the  Flemish 
reredos,  the  Bambara  antelope  head-dress  presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  J. 
Zacks  and  the  Asmat  initiation  boat  from  Dutch  New  Guinea  presented  by  the  T. 
Eaton  Company  of  Canada. 

Behind  the  scenes  much  improvement  in  the  Division's  working  facilities  was 
made  possible  by  the  release  of  space  formerly  used  by  the  University  Department  of 
Anthropology  upon  completion  of  Sidney  Smith  Hall.  This,  together  with  the 
centralization  of  all  libraries  in  the  East  wing,  allowed  remodelling  of  office  and 
former  lecture  room  space  and  provision  of  adequate  working  space  for  the  Display 
Department  and  the  new  Photographic  Department  as  well  as  a  new  lounge  for 
women  staff  members.  The  complete  renovation  of  the  David  Boyle  Room,  now  set 
up  as  a  properly  equipped  archaeological  laboratory  in  place  of  a  badly  overcrowded 
storage  area  where  research  on  archaeological  and  ethnological  materials  formerly 
had  to  be  carried  out  under  hazardous  conditions,  was  a  noteworthy  improvement 
completed  within  the  same  programme. 

It  may  be  mentioned  here  that  tentative  plans  had  been  prepared,  and  discus- 
sions were  under  way  with  Dr.  Sigmund  Samuel  and  Mr.  Spendlove  when  their 
deaths  interrupted,  for  a  proposed  Canadiana  Wing  to  occupy  the  southwest  court- 
yard. It  has  been  evident  for  some  time  past  that  the  physical  separation  of  the 
picture  and  documents  collections  from  the  furniture,  silver,  glass,  pioneer  models 
and  other  Canadiana  housed  in  the  main  building  was  not  only  presenting  increas- 
ingly difficult  problems  of  administration,  conservation,  security,  registration,  display 
and  publicity,  but  the  combination  of  these  with  the  severe  parking  and  traffic  situa- 
tion prevailing  at  the  Canadiana  Gallery  was  seriously  preventing  the  very  important 
Canadiana  collection  as  a  whole — the  most  extensive  of  its  kind  in  existence — from 
enjoying  the  public  interest  and  support  which  it  so  richly  deserves.  The  centralization 
of  these  collections  in  a  position  adjacent  to  the  galleries  of  European  decorative  and 
fine  arts  would  serve  to  make  the  evidences  of  our  pioneer  heritage  even  more  mean- 
ingful. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  means  can  be  found  to  realize  this  fundamental  project, 
perhaps,  and  very  appropriately,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Canadian  Centenary 
Council  Fund. 

Research  has  continued  on  many  fronts,  research  destined  in  some  cases  for 
publication  or  dissemination  through  lectures  and  professional  meetings  with  col- 
leagues, in  part  for  special  exhibitions  or  more  precise  or  complete  labelling  in  the 
permanent  collections,  in  part  to  increase  general  funds  of  knowledge  and  experience 
to  be  used  as  the  occasion  arises.  Publications  achieved  during  the  year  are  listed  in 
the  bibliographical  appendix.  Several  completed  or  otherwise  noteworthy  examples 
of  research  may  be  mentioned  here.  Mr.  Spendlove  and  Mr.  Symons  made  at  the 
request  of  its  Board  of  Directors  a  survey  of  all  the  paintings  and  prints  in  the  collec- 
tion of  the  Chateau  de  Ramezay  in  Montreal  and  Mr.  Symons  was  laying  the 
foundations  for  a  book  he  is  preparing  for  the  Ryerson  Press  on  early  Canadian 
furniture.  Dr.  Dales  was  busy  with  compilation  of  the  results  of  his  recent  archaeo- 
logical survey  of  the  Makran  coast  of  Pakistan  (undertaken  for  the  University 
Museum  of  Philadelphia)  and  is  restudying  the  Near  Eastern  figurines  in  the 
Museum  collections.  The  new  installation  of  Mesopotamian  seals  also  resulted  from 
his  research  and  planning.  Miss  Needier  completed  her  study  of  the  Roman-Egyptian 
funerary  bed.  In  the  Greek  and  Roman  department  Professor  Graham  and  Mrs. 
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Leipen  concentrated  their  efforts  on  the  unending  series  of  questions  raised  by  instal- 
lation of  the  Athens  Gallery;  Mrs.  Leipen's  study  of  the  Phidian  Athena  statue  once 
enshrined  in  the  Parthenon,  undertaken  for  this  purpose,  was  accepted  as  fulfilling 
the  requirements  for  an  M.A.  degree  and  is  being  published.  Mr.  Fred  Armstrong, 
a  well-known  Canadian  numismatist,  donated  much  time  to  the  Department  in 
identification  of  the  roughly  6700  bronze  Roman  coins  found  in  an  early  fourth 
century  a.d.  hoard  in  the  Fayyum.  Mr.  Lunn  in  preparing  for  reinstallation  of  the 
Prehistoric  and  Bronze  Age  gallery  has  devoted  particular  effort  to  the  reconciliation, 
or  at  least  clarification,  of  the  many  and  complex  differences  presently  current  in 
Pleistocene  dating  techniques  and  to  the  synthesis  of  all  new  evidence  on  the  develop- 
ment of  early  man  throughout  the  world.  He  has  enjoyed  full  co-operation  of 
members  of  the  Life  and  Earth  Sciences  Divisions  in  these  pursuits. 

The  Textile  and  Conservation  departments,  in  close  collaboration  with  Mme. 
Chiriaeff  of  Les  Grands  Ballets  Canadiens,  began  the  long  and  arduous  task  of 
identifying  and  restoring  the  materials  offered  to  the  Museum  through  the  generosity 
of  the  Canada  Council  from  the  large  collection  of  ballet  costumes,  stage  sets, 
curtains  and  books  once  in  possession  of  the  Diaghilev  Company  and  in  storage 
under  very  bad  conditions  in  Montreal  since  the  early  part  of  the  war.  Establishment 
of  the  ballets,  parts  and  even  the  dances  to  which  most  of  these  costumes  belonged 
is  complete.  When  the  repair  and  cleaning  are  finished,  the  Museum  will  be  able  to 
display  costumes  designed  by  Picasso,  Derain,  Benoiss  and  Bakst,  costumes  worn  by 
Pavlova  and,  it  is  believed,  Nijinsky. 

Mrs.  Brett  is  working  with  her  colleagues  at  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum 
toward  an  early  joint  publication  on  the  two  museums'  important  holdings  of 
Indian  chintzes  (here  notably  the  Wearne  collection)  and  was  also  working  on 
English  embroidery,  while  Mr.  Burnham  was  engaged  principally  on  studies  of 
Safavid  velvets,  ancient  textile  finds  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania's  excavations 
at  Hasanlu  in  northern  Iran,  and  on  early  types  of  weaving  equipment.  In  the  latter 
area  he  has  assisted  Mr.  Lunn  in  the  installation  of  an  early  type  of  warp-weighted 
loom  in  the  Prehistory  Gallery.  Mr.  Kidd  continued  his  preparation  of  the  Paul  Kane 
watercolours  and  sketches  for  publication  and  completed  a  checklist  of  the  known 
paintings  by  Kane  and  their  present  locations.  Dr.  Rogers  completed  his  study  of 
the  Round  Lake  Ojibwa  begun  in  the  field  in  1958-9,  and  did  further  work  on  the 
Montagnais-Naskapi  tribes  of  the  eastern  sub-arctic.  Mr.  Dewdney  continued  his 
recording  and  study  of  Indian  rock  paintings,  and  although  the  initial  project  under- 
taken in  conjunction  with  the  Museum  and  the  Quetico  Foundation  is  coming  to  an 
end,  it  is  hoped  that  recording  and  research  may  be  continued  in  an  area  where  so 
much  remains  to  be  done.  The  studies  of  archaeological  and  osteological  materials  in 
the  Learmonth  Eskimo  collection  were  completed  and  published  by  a  team  consisting 
of  Dr.  James  VanStone  of  the  Department  of  Anthropology  and  Dr.  James  Anderson 
and  Mr.  C.  F.  Merbs  of  the  Department  of  Anatomy. 

The  Ethnology  Department  has  enjoyed  outside  collaboration  in  another  impor- 
tant field:  Mr.  Ross  Parmenter  of  New  York  studied  and  published  a  paper  on  our 
Codex  Rickard  (Mixtec),  while  Mr.  Frank  Boos  of  Detroit  completed  for  publica- 
tion a  study  of  selected  examples  from  our  important  collection  of  Zapotec  funerary 
urns  from  Oaxaca;  both  these  studies  are  appearing  in  Mexican  scholarly  journals. 

Much  work  has  been  done  by  members  of  the  Far  Eastern  and  Conservation 
departments  to  prepare  Miss  Helen  Fernald's  long-awaited  but  still  unfinished  book 
on  Chinese  tomb  figurines  for  publication.  Technical  studies  on  clays,  glazes,  pig- 
ments and  general  condition  of  the  figurines  were  completed,  and  many  revisions  in 
the  text  were  made  in  order  to  incorporate  the  latest  evidence  from  excavations  on 
the  mainland  of  China  and  from  studies  by  scholars  everywhere.  Mr.  Trubner  carried 
out  special  studies  on  Ming  lacquers,  Dr.  Hsio-yen  Shih  completed  a  study  on  the 
well-known  but  mysterious  Shang  tomb-mask  of  shell  and  began  a  project  toward  a 
catalogue  of  the  large  collection  of  Chinese  bronze  mirrors,  while  Mrs.  Barbara 
Stephen  continued  her  work  on   ancient   Chinese   bronzes  with   several   important 
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discoveries  published  during  the  year.  The  Department  also  made  progress  in  the 
meticulous  cataloguing  of  the  Dr.  James  M.  Menzies  collection  of  Chinese  archae- 
ological material,  now  in  its  entirety  a  part  of  the  Museum's  Far  Eastern  collection. 
Technical  studies  on  early  Chinese  pigments,  including  the  black  coating  found  on 
the  surface  of  some  Chinese  bronze  mirrors,  were  continued  by  Chief  Conservator 
William  Todd  and  Dr.  Ursula  Martius  of  the  Ontario  Research  Foundation  and  the 
Museum  associated  itself  with  a  number  of  other  institutions  in  a  long-range  pro- 
gramme for  the  study  of  ancient  Chinese  composition  and  casting  techniques  in 
bronze,  our  distinguished  and  large  collection  of  Shang  and  Chou  ritual  vessels 
offering  an  abundance  of  available  research  material. 

Mr.  Brett,  in  continuation  of  his  study  of  English  furniture,  prepared  a  catalogue 
of  important  pieces  in  the  Museum  collection,  including  new  accessions  received 
with  the  bequest  of  Mr.  Gerald  Larkin.  Mr.  Hickl-Szabo  completed  studies  on  an 
ivory  diptych  of  about  1330  in  the  Lee  Collection  and  of  four  recently  acquired  panels 
of  stained  and  painted  glass,  and  devoted  a  month  to  studying  and  cataloguing  the 
arms  collection  of  the  Royal  Military  College  in  Kingston. 

Members  of  the  Division  were  engaged  in  a  variety  of  overseas  as  well  as 
Canadian  field  projects  of  archaeological  and  ethnological  interest.  The  efforts 
principally  of  Dr.  Tushingham  enabled  the  Museum,  if  a  year  late,  at  last  to  accept 
the  invitation  of  Miss  Kathleen  Kenyon,  Director  of  the  British  School  of  Archae- 
ology in  Jerusalem  and  of  Pere  R.  de  Vaux,  Director  of  the  Ecole  Biblique  et 
Archeologique  de  St.  Etienne,  to  participate  for  the  next  four  years  in  the  already 
well-known  excavations  being  undertaken  in  Jerusalem  to  clarify  the  many  unsolved 
problems  concerning  the  limits  and  amenities  of  ancient  Jerusalem.  Thanks  to 
generous  contributions  from  the  universities  and  colleges  on  the  Toronto  campus 
(the  University  of  Toronto,  Victoria  University,  the  University  of  Trinity  College, 
the  University  of  St.  Michael's  College  and  Knox  College),  a  number  of  private 
benefactors  and  a  Museum  appropriation,  it  was  possible  to  put  a  Museum  team  in 
the  field  from  late  April  onward.  The  initial  team  consisted  of  Dr.  George  Dales 
(Near  Eastern),  Professor  John  Wevers  of  the  Department  of  Near  Eastern  Studies 
in  the  University,  Mrs.  Faith  Stanley  (Registration)  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  A.  D. 
Tushingham.  Readers  of  the  Globe  and  Mail,  the  Illustrated  London  News  and  the 
Museum's  News  Letter  have  been  kept  well  posted  on  developments. 

The  long-frustrated  efforts  of  the  Museum  to  secure  support  for  Canadian  and 
particularly  Museum  participation  in  the  UNESCO-sponsored  Nubian  salvage 
project  at  last  bore  some  welcome  fruit  when  Miss  Needier  and  Dr.  Dales  received 
Canada  Council  grants  which  will  enable  them  to  join  the  staff  of  the  Egypt  Explora- 
tion Society,  thus  renewing  an  association  which  was  begun  by  Dr.  Currelly  nearly 
sixty  years  ago,  to  work  at  Buhen  in  the  Sudan  and  Quasr  Ibrim  in  the  U.A.R.  It  is 
hoped  that  additional  and  wider  support  for  this  vital  project  and  obligation  can  be 
found  before  the  inundations  of  the  Upper  Nile  behind  the  new  High  Dam  at  Aswan 
submerge  the  great  relics  of  Upper  Egypt  forever. 

The  Museum's  long-range  expedition  to  British  Honduras,  jointly  supported  by 
the  Globe  and  Mail  and  the  Harvie  Foundation  of  Calgary,  experienced  a  most 
difficult  and  discouraging  year.  Start  of  the  planned  excavation  at  Indian  Church 
had  to  be  postponed  because  shipping  vagaries  in  the  Caribbean  caused  very  tardy 
arrival  of  the  capital  equipment.  In  the  meanwhile  Dr.  William  Bullard,  the  field 
director,  did  additional  work  at  the  Baking  Pot  site,  which  yielded  some  excellent 
display  and  research  material  of  the  classical  Maya  period  (600-900  a.d.).  However, 
the  disastrous  onslaught  in  late  October  of  Hurricane  Hattie,  which  totally  disrupted 
the  life  of  the  colony,  made  it  impossible  during  this  and  possibly  next  year  to  work 
at  Indian  Church.  Dr.  Bullard  was  able  to  save  previously  assembled  finds  and  to 
save  or  salvage  most  of  the  equipment,  but  had  to  confine  the  remainder  of  the 
season's  field  work  to  a  small-scale  operation  at  a  virtually  new  site  at  San  Estevan 
near  Orange  Walk.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  yield  information  on  the  transition  from 
the  classic  to  post-classic  Maya.  Mr.  Kidd  made  a  special  trip  to  British  Honduras  in 
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June  to  evaluate  the  situation  at  close  range  so  that  he  and  Dr.  Bullard  could  prepare 
recommendations  on  how  best  to  pursue  this  programme  in  the  face  of  the  cata- 
clysmic harassments  which  have  beset  it. 

Mr.  Kenyon,  after  a  year's  absence,  returned  to  the  Rainy  River  district  north- 
west of  Lake  Superior  and  completed  his  excavation  of  a  mound  at  Hungry  Hall. 
A  C14  date  of  about  a.d.  1200  provided  the  first  firm  archaeological  date  for  this  area 
although  its  cultural  affinities  remain  obscure.  Its  finds  included  a  unique  series  of 
skulls  painted  with  red  ochre  and  with  wampum  beads  set  like  pupils  into  the  clay 
filling  of  the  eye  sockets.  The  large-scale  excavation  carried  out  over  a  four-year 
period  on  the  Miller  Site  was  likewise  completed  under  Mr.  Kenyon's  supervision. 
Scientific  study  of  its  finds  is  incomplete,  but  the  operation  has  gained  world  publicity 
through  the  excellent  Imperial  Oil-sponsored  film  Village  in  the  Dust.  Mr.  Kidd 
spent  a  second  season  in  the  summer  of  1961  working  at  the  site  of  Fort  Albany  on 
James  Bay  and  this  undertaking  should  be  completed  in  one  more  year.  Dr.  Rogers 
made  a  survey  of  Indian  reservations  during  May,  1962,  in  the  Mattagami  and 
Golden  Lake  areas  of  Ontario  and  a  further  ethnological  survey  during  the  summer 
was  undertaken  to  lay  the  basis  for  intensive  work  on  one  or  more  of  the  reservations 
in  this  area  during  the  coming  year.  It  may  be  noted  here  that  the  kind  of  joint 
archaeological  and  osteological  research  developed  in  recent  years  in  the  Museum's 
Department  of  Ethnology  in  collaboration  with  Life  Sciences  Division  and  the 
Departments  of  Anatomy  and  Anthropology  of  the  University  has  begun  to  attract 
highly  favourable  comment  in  professional  circles. 

The  Conservation  Department  had  its  hands  more  than  full.  The  research  pro- 
grammes in  which  it  is  participating  have  been  mentioned.  Apart  from  routine 
inspection  of  the  collections  and  treatment  of  objects  where  necessary,  processes 
which  are  continuous  and  never-ending  and  the  making  of  condition  examinations 
and  reports  on  all  in-coming  and  out-going  objects,  the  Department  has  undertaken 
a  variety  of  special  tasks  during  the  year.  For  example,  every  object  proposed  for 
the  Jubilee  Treasures  exhibition  received  examination  and  in  some  cases  restoration 
or  conservation  treatment.  The  polychromed  wooden  Madonna  and  Child,  ascribed 
to  Sansovino  and  not  yet  publicly  exhibited,  was  cleaned,  strengthened,  repaired  and 
retouched.  A  fifteenth-century  Florentine  cassone  in  poor  condition  from  warping 
and  cracking  was  strengthened  with  battens,  cleaned,  missing  gesso  and  gilding 
repaired  and  the  painted  panels  restored.  The  objects  excavated  by  the  British 
Honduras  expedition  were  repaired  and  put  in  condition  for  exhibition,  the  objects 
so  treated  including  not  only  pottery  but  a  Mayan  mirror  composed  of  tiny  poly- 
gonally-shaped  pieces  of  pyrites.  Scores  of  early  Chinese  ritual  bronzes  were  checked 
for  bronze  disease  and  many  Islamic  pottery  vessels  which  had  been  poorly  recon- 
structed at  earlier  times  were  disassembled  and  repaired  with  modern  techniques. 
Mr.  Todd  had  the  honour  to  accompany  the  loans  for  the  "Arts  au  Canada"  exhibi- 
tion from  its  point  of  assembly  in  Ottawa  to  Bordeaux  in  order  to  supervise  packing 
and  unpacking  and  to  provide  technical  condition  reports  for  all  the  lenders  during 
the  various  phases  of  this  two-stage  airlift. 

Many  members  of  the  Division  delivered  lectures  for  cross-appointed  courses 
in  the  University  and  for  extension  courses  within  the  Museum,  and  several  had  the 
honour  to  lecture  in  a  variety  of  American  and  European  museums  or  to  read  papers 
at  the  meetings  of  learned  societies.  The  list  is  too  long  for  inclusion  here.  Its  con- 
tributions to  museum  training  were  largely  concentrated  in  the  course  in  registration 
and  conservation  offered  during  November  by  the  Canadian  Museums  Association 
at  the  Black  Creek  Conservation  Area  Museum.  The  organization  of  the  course, 
preparation  of  lectures,  mimeographing  and  distribution  of  notes  and  bibliographies 
were  largely  the  responsibility  of  members  of  the  Division,  notably  Miss  Hecken, 
Mr.  Todd,  Mrs.  Phillimore  and  Mr.  Burnham.  The  two  students  in  the  National 
Gallery's  training  programme  for  this  year,  Miss  Helen  Pepall  and  Mr.  Jose 
dTberville-Moreau,  spent  two  months  during  the  winter  in  the  Museum,  principally 
in  the  Far  Eastern  Department. 
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The  Division  participated  through  loans  in  a  number  of  important  exhibitions 
outside  the  country,  thus  extending  the  fame  of  its  collections  as  well  as  contributing 
to  scholarship.  Three  instances  involving  sizable  numbers  of  objects  deserve  special 
mention.  The  Ethnology  Department  was  handsomely  represented  in  the  distin- 
guished winter  exhibition  at  Kansas  City,  "The  Imagination  of  Primitive  Man," 
and  in  the  large  exhibition  of  Northwest  Coast  Indian  art  which  was  a  feature  of 
the  World's  Fair  at  Seattle  during  the  spring  and  summer  months.  All  departments 
were  represented  in  the  large  exhibition  "Arts  au  Canada"  held  in  Bordeaux  between 
May  11  and  July  31.  The  main  floor  of  the  museum  there  was  devoted  to  Royal 
Ontario  Museum  objects,  beautifully  installed,  which  attracted  much  favourable 
attention  from  the  congress  of  European  art  historians  and  museum  officials  which 
was  held  there  under  the  distinguished  chairmanship  of  Rene  Huyghe  at  the  end 
of  June. 

There  were  numerous  staff  changes  in  the  Division  due  to  resignations,  trans- 
fers and  other  reasons.  These  were  principally  within  the  technical  and  secretarial 
echelons,  the  only  member  of  the  curatorial  staff  to  leave  being  Mrs.  Joan  Bacon, 
whose  husband's  transfer  to  London,  England  made  her  departure  necessary.  Her 
position  remains  unfilled. 

Earth  Sciences 

The  staff  of  Earth  Sciences  Division  was  perhaps  less  publicly  visible  during  the 
year  than  usual  because  of  the  hectic  tempo  of  its  behind-scenes  activity.  One  of  its 
major  goals  was  to  complete  the  second  and  final  range  of  new  Geology  Galleries 
which  have  been  in  planning  and  under  construction  for  the  past  five  years.  It  had 
been  hoped  that  their  dedication  might  take  place  as  an  early  event  of  the  Jubilee 
Year,  but  it  was  deemed  wiser  to  postpone  this  happy  occasion  until  late  in  the 
autumn  of  1962  in  order  that  it  might  be  fully  realized  to  the  last  detail  and  allow 
at  the  same  time  refurbishing  of  the  heavily  used  first  stage  opened  in  1957.  The 
immense  labour  has  been  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Walter  Tovell  by 
Mr.  John  Hillen,  Display  Chief  of  the  Division  and  his  staff,  and  its  technique  of 
presentation  is  far  in  advance  of  any  other  museum  installation  in  its  field  so  far 
known  to  us.  This  basic  overhaul  of  a  principal  sub-division  of  the  Museum's  collec- 
tions was  made  possible  by  the  generosity  of  the  Trustees  of  the  J.  P.  Bickell  Founda- 
tion, who  have  provided  successive  grants  over  the  period  of  reconstruction  which 
now  total  considerably  over  a  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  precise  $107,220. 

The  Division  hopes  to  supplement  these  splendid  galleries,  as  instructive  for 
the  general  public  as  they  are  for  students,  with  a  Petrography  Gallery,  but  there 
seems  little  likelihood  that  this  plan  can  be  realized  until  the  Museum  itself  can 
build  one  of  its  overdue  new  wings:  the  space  required  now  houses  the  offices  of  the 
Division  of  Education,  Information  Services,  the  Board  and  the  Director  of  Admini- 
stration, all  of  whom  are  badly  overcrowded  and  have  nowhere  to  move.  In  the 
meantime  the  most  munificent  of  Jubilee  gifts,  a  sum  of  $75,000,  was  made  to  the 
Division  by  the  International  Nickel  Company  for  the  purpose  of  a  total  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Mineralogy  Galleries.  Preliminary  planning  to  this  end  by  the  Head,  Dr. 
V.  B.  Meen,  and  his  colleagues,  is  already  under  way. 

It  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  no  progress  can  be  reported  in  the  Museum's  efforts 
to  find  a  sponsor  for  a  planetarium.  It  has  long  been  recognized  that  planetaria  are 
essential  educational  adjuncts  and  that  they  function  best  in  large  population  centres 
in  association  with  large  museums.  The  situation  is  particularly  favourable  in  Toronto 
because  of  the  conjunction  of  Museum  and  University,  the  latter  with  a  distinguished 
Department  of  Astronomy  which  shares  our  eagerness  to  acquire  such  a  facility.  It  is 
understood  that  the  land  immediately  south  of  the  Museum's  Sciences  wing  is  still 
under  reserve  for  such  a  purpose  but  the  necessary  funds  are  not  yet  in  sight.  The 
interest  in  astronomy  is  age-old,  but  the  dramatic  dawn  of  the  space  age  has  made 
an  understanding  of  Earth's  relationship  with  its  neighbours  in  space  an  essential 
part  of  man's  basic  intellectual  equipment.  Canada  remains  one  of  the  few  larger 
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nations  in  either  West  or  East  which  does  not  so  far  maintain  a  single  planetarium 
(such  countries  as  the  United  States,  Germany,  the  U.S.S.R.,  and  Japan  own  and 
operate  multiple  planetaria),  and  the  need  becomes  daily  more  evident. 

The  Division  is  pleased  to  announce  the  acquisition  of  several  important  addi- 
tions to  the  slowly  growing  gem  collection.  These  include  an  astonishing  orange  Beryl 
of  1625  carats  from  Brazil  (a  colour  virtually  unknown  among  the  varieties  of  Beryl) , 
an  amethyst-coloured  Brazilian  Kunzite  of  463.5  carats,  a  Burmese  Topaz  of  364.8 
carats,  a  blue  Zircon  of  61.7  carats  and  a  yellow  Tourmaline  of  43.8  carats.  The 
Beryl  and  the  Kunzite  were  both  acquired  as  pieces  of  rough  material  and  cut  for 
the  Museum.  The  growth  of  such  a  collection  is  a  never-ending  process,  but  it  may 
be  mentioned  hopefully  that  ours  still  lacks  rubies,  diamonds  and  blue  sapphires 
of  important  size.  During  the  year  671  new  specimens  were  registered  into  the 
divisional  collections,  of  which  twenty-seven  species  were  previously  unrepresented 
here.  The  detailed  list  of  Divisional  acquisitions  will  be  found  in  Appendix  II. 

Work  is  continuing  on  five  of  the  seven  new  minerals  identified  in  the  Royal 
Ontario  Museum  and  mentioned  in  the  last  Annual  Report.  Dr.  Mandarino  has 
completed  and  is  awaiting  publication  in  scientific  journals  of  the  descriptions  of 
two;  he  described  this  group  of  tellurium  minerals  from  Moctezuma,  Sonora,  Mexico 
to  the  Geological  Society  of  America  in  a  paper  read  at  its  annual  meeting  at 
Cincinnati  in  November,  1961  and  was  the  senior  author,  with  S.  J.  Williams  and 
R.  S.  Mitchell,  of  papers  on  the  two  minerals  on  which  work  is  now  complete.  The 
one  on  Spiroffite  was  presented  by  title  at  the  International  Mineralogical  Association 
meeting  at  Washington,  D.C.,  in  April,  1962,  and  that  on  Denningite  was  read  at 
the  Mineralogical  Association  of  Canada  meeting  at  Ottawa  during  the  same  month. 
Examination  in  the  Museum  of  interesting  material  collected  from  the  north  shore 
of  Lake  Superior  by  Dr.  Tovell  in  the  course  of  field  work  late  in  the  summer  of 
1961  indicated  the  presence  of  two  minerals  previously  unreported  from  Canada.  He 
and  Dr.  Mandarino  have  been  preparing  descriptions  of  these  occurrences  and 
planned  to  collect  additional  material  from  the  same  area  in  the  summer  of  1962. 

No  overseas  field  work  was  undertaken  during  the  year  but  Dr.  Tovell  prepared 
a  road  log  of  the  geology  of  Highway  17  from  Sudbury  to  the  Lakehead  and  during 
an  autumn  tour  collected  specimens  for  the  Geology  Galleries  from  Sudbury  to 
Atikokan.  The  principal  mines  in  that  district,  notably  the  Helen  Mine  at  Wawa, 
Geco  Mine  at  Manitouwadge  and  Steep  Rock  Iron  Mine  at  Atikokan  all  afforded 
fine  specimens.  Mr.  Cowan,  assisted  by  Mr.  Teewiss,  conducted  a  collecting  trip  in 
the  Nipissing  Mining  District. 

There  were  no  special  exhibitions  mounted  within  the  Division  during  the  year, 
apart  from  the  presentation  of  new  gemstones  and  mineral  specimens  within  existing 
displays,  as  the  energies  required  for  all  such  efforts  were  necessarily  concentrated 
on  completion  of  the  new  Geology  Galleries  and  the  extensive  Divisional  contribu- 
tion to  Search  and  Research. 

The  long-term  programme  for  producing  a  complete  set  of  X-ray  patterns  of 
minerals  made  satisfactory  progress  and  about  thirty  per  cent  of  the  approximately 
1,800  valid  species  are  now  represented.  The  card-file  of  X-ray  data,  carried  on 
with  the  summer  and  other  vacation  assistance  of  a  McMaster  student,  Charles 
Spooner,  now  represents  about  seventy  per  cent  of  the  minerals. 

Dr.  Tovell  was  the  only  member  of  Earth  Sciences  staff  doing  regular  cross- 
appointment  teaching  during  the  year,  but  all  curators  were  involved  in  intra-  and 
extramural  teaching  of  one  sort  or  another,  in  outside  speaking  engagements  and 
radio  and  television  appearances.  All  took  an  active  part  in  Canadian  and  interna- 
tional professional  associations,  in  several  of  which  Dr.  Meen  and  Dr.  Tovell  are 
officers. 

An  unusual  joint  expedition  found  Drs.  Meen,  Tovell  and  Mandarino,  Mr. 
Hillen,  Mr.  Vanstone  and  Miss  Frances  Brittain  immured  for  a  week  in  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution  in  Washington  where  they  went  to  study  and  compare  modern 
techniques  of  science  display. 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  125 

The  young  as  usual  received  devoted  attention.  The  seventy  children,  aged 
eleven  to  sixteen,  who  participate  in  the  mineralogy  and  rock  groups  of  the  Junior 
Field  Naturalists  under  the  general  supervision  of  Miss  Ward,  were  organized  into 
three  groups  supervised  by  Professor  Gorman,  Mrs.  Bush  and  Miss  Ward.  A  highlight 
of  the  year,  the  annual  field  trip,  was  supervised  by  Miss  Ward  with  the  assistance 
of  Mrs.  Bush  and  Mr.  Cowan  who  between  them  safely  shepherded  some  125 
participants  by  motor  cavalcade  to  Niagara  Falls  and  back.  A  room  was  provided 
for  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Junior  Walker  Mineralogical  Club,  most  of  whose 
members  have  moved  up  from  the  Junior  Field  Naturalists. 

Drs.  Meen  and  Mandarino  completed  preparation  of  the  first-year  lessons  for 
the  Canadian  Jewellers  Institute's  course  in  "Introductory  Gemmology"  and  were 
well  along  with  preparation  of  the  second  part  of  the  two-year  course.  In  connection 
with  this  150  instructional  mineral  sets  to  accompany  the  course  were  assembled  and 
delivered  to  the  Institute.  During  the  year  an  additional  335  sets  of  "Twelve  Ontario 
Minerals"  were  produced  by  Mr.  Teewiss  and  sold  at  the  Sales  Desk.  Total  produc- 
tion of  these  sets  now  exceeds  3,400. 

The  collections  as  always  continue  to  provide  an  important  service  as  source 
material  for  research  to  universities,  government  agencies  and  research  institutions 
at  home  and  abroad.  The  long-term  loans  instituted  last  year  to  the  University  of 
Western  Ontario  and  Mount  Allison  University  were  continued.  Among  the  numerous 
exchanges  made  during  the  year  may  be  mentioned  those  with  the  Moravian  Museum 
in  Brno,  Czechoslovakia;  the  Geological  Survey  of  Uganda,  the  Naturhistorika 
Riksmuseet  of  Stockholm  and  the  Musee  National  d'Histoire  Naturelle  of  Paris. 
Private  exchanges  with  Mr.  Scott  J.  Williams  of  Scottsdale,  Arizona,  were  particu- 
larly valuable.  Numerous  identifications  of  minerals,  rocks  and  even  occasionally 
gemstones  were  made  for  other  divisions  of  the  Museum,  for  other  institutions  and 
members  of  the  general  public.  It  was  necessary  in  turn  for  the  Division  to  seek 
outside  assistance  for  quantitative  chemical  and  spectrographic  analyses  since  it  still 
lacks  essential  equipment  in  these  fields. 

An  exceptional  number  of  distinguished  visitors,  in  part  attracted  by  Jubilee 
fixtures,  was  received  and  entertained  by  Earth  Sciences  staff.  They  are  too  numerous 
to  list,  but  ranged  literally  from  London  and  Paris  to  the  Antipodes  and  represented 
many  outstanding  sister  museums  and  universities  and  in  part  bore  witness  to  the 
recently  accelerated  tempo  of  the  Division's  increasingly  successful  efforts  to  promote 
worldwide  exchange  of  specimens,  ideas  and  personal  visits. 

The  Division  and  the  museum  administration  wish  here  to  give  special  acknow- 
ledgment to  the  assistance  in  the  form  of  consultations  given  by  Professors  Peter  A. 
Peach  and  Donald  H.  Gorman  of  the  University's  Department  of  Geological  Sciences 
toward  the  production  of  the  latter  part  of  the  new  Geology  Galleries,  and  the  Assay 
Laboratory  of  the  Ontario  Department  of  Mines,  particularly  to  Messrs.  D.  A. 
Moddle  and  W.  O.  Taylor,  for  numerous  spectrographic  analyses.  It  is  a  particular 
pleasure  to  draw  attention  here  to  the  debt  of  gratitude  the  Museum  has  incurred  to 
the  Display  Chief,  Mr  John  B.  Hillen  and  to  his  assistants,  particularly  Mr.  Harold 
Vanstone  and  Miss  Frances  Brittain,  for  their  extraordinary  contributions  to  the 
shortly-to-be-opened  new  Geology  Galleries.  This  great  undertaking  could  not  have 
been  carried  through  if,  in  addition  to  their  professional  skills  and  imagination  they 
were  not  sustained  by  such  enthusiasm  and  devotion  to  this  project  that  they  have  by 
now  devoted  countless  hours  of  generous  overtime  in  order  to  have  it  ready  and 
perfect  before  the  conclusion  of  the  Jubilee  Year. 

Life  Sciences 

The  three  most  memorable  and  conspicuous  events  in  this  year's  calendar  for 
Life  Sciences  Division  will  surely  prove  to  have  been  its  share  in  the  Jubilee  Year, 
the  opening  of  the  Carling  Gallery  of  Reptiles  and  the  advent  in  September  of  its 
new  head,  Dr.  William  E.  Swinton,  whose  broad  experience  in  the  worlds  of  science 
and  museums  and  whose  dynamic  enthusiasms  have  already  revitalized  the  Division. 
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He  would  be  the  first  to  wish  me  to  express  at  the  head  of  this  section  of  the  Annual 
Report  the  deep  gratitude  of  Board,  staff  and  myself  to  Dr.  W.  B.  Scott  for  the  self- 
effacing,  skilful  and  thorough  manner  in  which  he  carried  out  his  difficult  task  as 
Acting  Head  between  the  resignation  of  Dr.  F.  A.  Urquhart  and  the  arrival  of  Dr. 
Swinton.  This  task  was  so  admirably  performed  as  immeasurably  to  lighten  the  new 
Head's  burdens  on  moving  to  a  very  different  situation  and  set  of  problems  in  Toronto 
from  those  to  which  he  had  been  accustomed  in  the  lesss  volatile  ambience  of  the 
venerable  British  Museum  of  Natural  History  in  London. 

The  nearly  forty  full  and  part-time  curatorial,  technical  and  administrative 
members  of  the  seven  departments  of  this  Division  have  enjoyed  a  most  active  year 
despite  the  special  problems  inevitable  in  a  major  change  of  organization,  which 
were  further  complicated  by  the  retirements  on  reaching  the  statutory  age  limit  of 
Mr.  Shelley  Logier,  Curator  of  Herpetology,  and  Mr.  Levi  Sternberg,  Associate 
Curator,  Department  of  Fossil  Vertebrates,  both  after  very  long  and  valuable  years 
of  service  in  the  Museum. 

The  day-to-day  work  of  any  museum  division  or  department,  let  alone  one 
officially  denominated  "Science,"  is  basically  scientific,  but  exhibitions,  whether 
permanent  or  temporary,  play  an  essential  role  in  its  activities  for,  like  publications, 
they  serve  as  a  means  of  presenting  in  graphic  form  to  both  specialized  and  general 
publics  the  results  of  research  and  therefore  of  accumulated  and  new  or  revised 
knowledge.  The  Division's  contributions  to  Search  and  Research  demonstrated  in  a 
number  of  selected  areas  the  orderly  and  exacting  methods  by  which  knowledge  is 
attained  and  expanded  and  were  so  well  done  that  they  are  in  large  part  likely  to  be 
incorporated  in  permanent  displays.  The  festive  opening  on  April  4,  1962,  by  Mrs. 
C.  O.  Dalton,  assisted  by  the  Hon.  J.  W.  Spooner,  Ontario  Minister  of  Lands  and 
Forests,  the  Chairman  and  Director,  of  the  Carling  Gallery  of  Reptiles  marked  the 
happy  culmination  of  years  of  planning  and  effort.  It  followed  by  seven  years  the 
inauguration  of  the  Gallery  of  Canadian  Fishes,  and  thus  completed  the  second  phase 
of  a  long-term  plan  for  rehabilitation  of  the  Life  Sciences  Galleries.  The  pace  is 
necessarily  slow,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  results  may  encourage  further  philanthropy 
in  line  with  the  example  set  by  Carling  Breweries  Limited,  for  the  outstanding- 
quality  of  this  display  provides  a  vivid  demonstration  of  what  the  Museum  staff  with 
its  knowledge  and  skills  can  produce  when  given  the  aid  and  stimulus  of  financial 
resources  far  beyond  the  foreseeable  possibilities  of  a  perpetually  inadequate  budget. 
Preparations  for  this  handsome  and  instructive  display  involved  such  activities  as 
expeditions  to  the  tropical  rain  forests  of  Trinidad  and  British  Guiana  and  to  the 
Everglades  of  Florida  and  an  improvised  salvage  operation  after  a  disastrous  flood 
at  the  Cleveland  Zoo.  The  display  staff  had  to  invent  an  entirely  new  technique  for 
preparation  and  casting  of  specimens  in  order  to  overcome  inherent  difficulties  in  the 
older  standard  methods,  and  thus  are  already  providing  important  guidance  and 
services  to  other  museums  of  natural  history.  Great  credit  is  due  not  only  to  the 
curators  involved,  but  to  Messrs.  Shortt,  Sternberg,  Reid  and  Gatti  who  carried 
through  the  technical  operation.  This  is  not  the  largest  or  broadest  museum  presenta- 
tion of  reptiles  in  the  world,  but  is  the  most  advanced  in  display  techniques  and  is 
an  effort  of  which  the  Museum  is  very  proud.  It  is  also  gratifying,  although  the  event 
was  unmarked  by  any  formal  ceremonies,  that  Dr.  Lemon  was  able  to  reopen  his 
pro  tern  gallery  of  Invertebrate  Palaeontology,  which  he  had  been  obliged  by  the 
consolidation  of  the  Museum  libraries  in  the  summer  of  1961  to  move  almost  as 
soon  as  he  had  got  it  open  in  its  previous  location.  An  exhibition  of  Eskimo  prints 
and  sculpture,  principally  with  natural  history  subjects,  brought  many  visitors  onto 
the  Zoological  floor  before  Christmas.  Several  small  special  exhibits  were  mounted 
by  departments  chiefly  to  present  recent  accessions.  One  of  these  was  surprising,  since 
palaeontologists  are  so  often  imagined  to  be  interested  chiefly  in  the  oldest,  but  in  this 
case  the  mastodon  remains  collected  two  years  ago  by  Dr.  Edmund  at  Tupperville 
represent  the  most  recent  dated  occurrence  of  this  animal  some  6,300  years  ago. 
Another  demonstrated  to  the  public  the  new  casting  techniques  developed  by  Display, 
and  this  was  subsequently  shown  for  a  fortnight  in  the  McLean  Hunter  lobby. 
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Another  event  of  importance,  the  start  of  which  was  mentioned  in  the  last 
Report,  was  the  successful  conclusion  of  the  joint  expedition  conducted  to  Peru  and 
Ecuador  by  Drs.  Lemon  and  Edmund.  Despite  some  unanticipated  local  complica- 
tions they  were  able  to  complete  work  started  on  the  previous  expeditions,  to  expand 
their  fields  of  investigation,  particularly  in  southwestern  Ecuador,  and  to  return  with 
sizable  collections  of  material.  Much  of  this  shows  considerable  scientific  promise 
but  will  require  a  lengthy  period  for  study  and  preparation  of  the  scientific  results. 

At  the  core  of  plans  for  the  next  few  years  is  the  hope  to  step  up  the  tempo  of 
providing  new  gallery  displays,  for  the  condition  of  the  galleries  is  the  image  of  the 
Museum  in  the  eyes  of  the  public,  and  this  programme  has  tended  to  lag.  It  is  now 
felt  that  those  of  the  Life  Sciences  should  be  wholly  interpretative  and  that  when 
this  goal  is  attained  through  the  combination  of  scientific  knowledge  and  advanced 
display  techniques,  the  results  will  be  equally  accceptable  by  the  public  and  the 
student;  the  scholar's  requirements  are  better  and  adequately  met  by  the  systematic 
and  research  collections  in  the  study  rooms  and  storage.  It  now  appears  that  the 
overhaul  of  the  public  exhibits  will  be  concentrated  on  the  building  of  a  series  of  new 
dioramas  designed  to  illustrate  the  ecology  of  specific  regions  of  the  Western  Hemi- 
sphere, although  it  is  hoped  that  the  at  present  inadequate  representations  of  Africa 
and  Southeast  Asia  can  also  be  improved.  To  these  ends,  as  field  trips  must  be  made 
not  only  to  collect  specimens  but  to  study  and  photograph  habitats,  to  collect 
background  vegetation  and  other  essentials,  a  start  has  already  been  made  by  adding 
a  second  field  car.  This  programme  also  emphasizes  the  importance  of  increasing 
permanent  staff,  particularly  in  the  number  of  technicians,  both  senior  and  junior, 
and  secretaries. 

Research  continued  on  many  fronts  and  it  appears  that  the  fruits  in  the  form 
of  publication  are  at  last  soon  to  be  gathered  in  a  number  of  projects  long  under  way. 
Publications  achieved  during  the  year,  principally  in  the  form  of  scientific  papers  will 
be  found  listed  in  the  bibliography.  Dr.  Peterson  made  substantial  progress  in  the 
detailed  plotting  of  mammal  distribution  records  for  Eastern  Canada.  Mr.  Snyder 
devoted  the  fifth  successive  year  to  his  investigations  for  his  impatiently  awaited  book 
on  Canadian  birds,  while  Dr.  Crossman  made  notable  advances  in  his  research  on 
the  redfin  pickerel  (Esox  americanus  americanus)  and  the  grass  pickerel  (Esox 
americanus  vermiculatus) .  Dr.  E.  M.  Walker  continues  his  famous  work  on  the 
Odonata  of  Canada  and  Alaska,  being  well  forward  with  the  preparation  of  his 
third  and  concluding  volume.  Dr.  Wiggins  not  only  carried  on  his  widespread  caddis- 
fly  studies,  but  was  encouraged  and  enabled  to  key  the  foundations  for  long-range 
work  by  the  award  of  an  important  grant  from  the  National  Science  Foundation  of 
the  United  States,  which  will  support  this  valuable  work  over  a  three-year  period. 
Dr.  Edmund  completed  his  work  on  tooth  replacement  in  crocodiles  and  was  thus 
freed  to  start  serious  investigation  on  selected  portions  of  the  1958  Peruvian 
collections,  while  Dr.  Lemon  concentrated  intensively  on  other  material  from  Peru 
and  Ecuador.  Dr.  Dymond  completed  his  first  and  valuable  year  as  Honorary  Curator 
to  the  Department  of  Ichthyology  not  only  by  giving  much  general  assistance  but 
by  making  substantial  progress  on  a  history  of  ichthyology  in  Canada. 

Curators  were  involved  in  both  undergraduate  and  graduate  teaching  plus  a 
new  diploma  course  in  Research  Management  to  the  extent  of  407  teaching  hours. 
This  does  not  take  into  account  the  time  spent  in  collecting,  preparing  and  putting 
away  the  specimens  used  in  classes,  in  the  preparation  and  marking  of  examination 
papers,  in  supervising  graduate  work  and  sitting  on  Ph.D.  committees  for  this  and 
two  other  universities.  At  least  one  curator  is  again  so  heavily  engaged  in  teaching 
that  he  has  had  very  little  time  left  for  either  his  curatorial  duties  or  his  own 
researches.  The  curators  find  the  effects  of  meeting  and  teaching  young  people 
generally  stimulating  and  rewarding,  but  since  they  are  not  primarily  engaged  in 
teaching  but  do  this  voluntarily  as  an  extra  duty,  it  would  be  of  considerable  benefit 
both  to  them  and  to  the  students  if  the  faculty  could  provide  the  services  of 
demonstrator- assistants. 

Field  research  was  both  widespread  and  intensive.  The  expedition  to  Peru  and 
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Ecuador  has  already  been  mentioned  but  it  may  be  added  here  that  a  second  and 
fossil-rich  tar  seep  was  found  in  Ecuador,  that  this  year's  investigations  show  a  distinct 
difference  between  the  Peruvian  and  Ecuadorian  fauna — the  difference  between 
the  warmer  water  Panamanian  faunal  province  and  the  cooler  water  Humboldt 
province  being  apparently  marked  by  the  mouth  of  the  Guayas  River  at  the  centre  of 
the  1961  operations — and  that  a  series  of  samples  suitable  for  C14  analysis  was 
obtained.  The  newly  found  tar  seep  provided  some  five  tons  of  bone  specimens  for  the 
Museum.  Dr.  Scott  made  several  collecting  expeditions  in  and  off  the  Maritimes, 
partly  aboard  the  Fisheries  Research  vessel  A.  T.  Cameron,  and  in  Florida,  while 
Dr.  Crossman  concentrated  on  fishes  on  the  still  poorly  known  Richelieu  Valley  of 
Quebec.  Dr.  Wiggins  made  extensive  sweeps  across  the  southern  States  as  far  as  the 
Pacific  Coast  and  thence  back  across  the  mountain  and  plains  Provinces,  adding 
some  4,000  specimens,  mostly  insects,  to  his  department's  collections.  This  venture 
was  supported  by  a  grant  from  the  National  Sportsmen's  Show.  The  Display  Depart- 
ment conducted  a  field  excursion  to  the  Florida  Everglades,  one  result  of  which  may 
already  be  seen  in  the  alligator  exhibit  in  the  Carling  Gallery  of  Reptiles,  while  the 
ornithologists  made  frequent  short  forays  in  Ontario. 

The  Division  provided  a  special  series  of  twelve  lectures  on  Evolutionary 
Palaeontology  which  had  particular  appeal  to  audiences  drawn  largely  from  the 
University  and  the  teaching  profession.  Dr.  Swinton,  Dr.  Lemon,  Dr.  Edmund  and 
Dr.  Churcher  were  the  lecturers  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  series  may  set  a  pattern  for 
others  in  subsequent  years.  Various  members  of  the  staff  participated  in  radio  and 
television  programmes  relating  to  the  Museum.  Active  contact  was  maintained  by  the 
curators  with  the  many  scientific  and  professional  associations  which  is  most  valuable 
for  the  Museum  and  for  their  own  research. 

Acquisitions  received  during  the  year  were  numerous  and  varied.  Mammalogy 
received  101  specimens  including  44  of  especially  fine  quality  from  Mr.  Stanley  Brock 
of  Dadanawa,  British  Guiana,  and  some  700  previously  acquired  specimens  from 
British  Guiana  were  registered  and  incorporated  into  the  collections  where,  inci- 
dentally, Mr.  Outram's  systematic  inventory  and  reorganization  of  the  collections 
reached  almost  the  halfway  point.  The  appointment  of  a  permanent  secretary  to  this 
department  and  Mrs.  Jenning's  able  volunteer  assistance  have  given  Dr.  Peterson 
and  Mr.  Downing  such  a  boost  that  great  progress  was  made  on  all  fronts,  including 
refurbishing  of  offices  and  library  and  completion  of  all  the  base  maps  and  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  illustrations  for  Dr.  Peterson's  forthcoming  "Mammals  of  Eastern 
Canada,"  the  first  draft  of  which  is  now  complete.  Mr.  Snyder's  Department  of 
Ornithology  is  happy  to  report  the  purchase  of  the  Lumsden  Collection  of  ducks  and 
geese  after  some  years  of  previously  unsuccessful  effort  to  raise  the  required  funds: 
this  contains  567  well-made  skin  specimens  representing  91  species,  35  prepared 
skeletons  and  two  holotypes,  not  only  enlarging  the  comparative  series  significantly 
but  adding  desiderata  from  various  parts  of  the  world  and  the  first  representation  of 
some  forms.  Still  another  passenger  pigeon  was  presented,  by  Mr.  C.  D.  Beirel  of 
Toronto,  and  large  numbers  of  migration  casualties  (notably  from  Mrs.  Fran 
Westman  of  Barrie:  555  specimens).  Cataloguing  cannot  maintain  pace  with  the 
increase,  but  removal  of  partitions  and  fixtures  and  addition  of  specimen  cabinets 
have  nearly  doubled  the  floor  space  and  thus  somewhat  relieved  congestion  in  the 
bird  room.  The  departmental  volunteers,  Mr.  F.  H.  Emery,  Mrs.  H.  M.  Turner  and 
Mrs.  Ralph  McCleary,  have  reduced  the  backlog  of  bibliographic  cards  and  incor- 
poration of  the  curator's  private  reprint  collection  into  the  files  on  a  scale  previously 
impossible.  The  Department  of  Ichthyology  and  Herpetology  added  to  its  collections 
through  its  own  field  work  in  the  Maritimes,  the  Richelieu  Valley  of  Quebec  and 
Florida,  and  received  valuable  material  from  the  Fisheries  Research  Board  of  Canada, 
the  Ontario  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests,  the  Nebraska  Game  Forest  and  Parks 
Commission  and  the  Universities  of  Maine  and  British  Columbia;  in  addition  it 
made  exchanges  with  Tulane  and  Cornell  Universities  and  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan. Mr.  Ryder  of  the  Ontario  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  contributed  a  day 
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a  week  for  five  months  to  work  on  the  material  donated  to  the  Museum  by  the 
Department  from  the  survey  of  the  Patricia  District  recently  concluded  under  Mr. 
Ryder's  supervision.  Dr.  Wiggins  in  the  course  of  his  previously  mentioned  field  sweep 
to  the  Pacific  and  back  added  several  thousand  specimens,  largely  insects  of  the 
order  Trichoptera  and  discovered  for  the  first  time  the  habitat  and  immature  stages 
of  the  unique  caddis-fly  Yphria  California  apparently  representative  of  a  new  sub- 
family of  the  caddis-fly  family  Phryganeidae.  The  work  of  this  department  has  been 
greatly  facilitated  by  the  designation  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Beak,  a  consulting  biologist,  as 
Research  Associate,  by  the  addition  of  a  junior  technician  in  the  person  of  Miss  Freda 
Biala  and  a  temporary  assistant  to  assist  in  making  changes  in  the  organization  of  the 
reorganized  collections  of  invertebrates  other  than  insects.  The  Department  of  Verte- 
brate Palaeontology,  in  addition  to  the  rich  haul  from  Peru  and  Ecuador  previously 
mentioned  (which  accounts  for  565  specimens  of  lots  of  specimens  out  of  the  1135 
new  catalogue  entries),  made  a  valuable  exchange  with  the  Carnegie  Museum  to 
obtain  the  materials  for  an  open-mouthed  skeleton  of  the  Jurassic  dinosaur  Stego- 
saurus  together  with  an  ichthysaur  and  other  desiderata.  This  department  likewise 
has  received  special  volunteer  help  from  Mrs.  Hilda  Jones,  who  is  working  on  identi- 
fication of  the  large  collection  of  dinosaur  foot  bones,  and  Mrs.  Myrna  Davies  as 
general  assistant  to  the  curator.  Invertebrate  Palaeontology,  also  as  previously  men- 
tioned, was  greatly  enriched  by  the  1961  expedition  to  Peru  and  Ecuador,  and 
received  87  miscellaneous  specimens  from  other  sources.  The  curator  is  now  con- 
centrating on  building  up  carefully  documented  faunal  and  lithologic  series,  on 
building  a  new  register  which  will  permit  entry  of  much  important  information  not 
available  under  the  old  system  and  in  continuing  transfer  of  the  main  card  index  to 
IBM  punch  cards.  Dr.  Lemon  is  also  giving  much  thought,  contrariwise,  to  the 
handling  of  vast  quantities  of  material  inherited  with  little  or  no  precise  information 
from  the  earliest  days  of  the  Museum  and  indeed  from  the  wholly  undocumented 
years  of  the  random  nineteenth  century  collections  to  which  the  department  at 
various  times  fell  heir. 

A  notable  improvement  to  standard  gallery  facilities  was  made  when  all  the 
unsightly  old  blinds  on  the  third  floor  were  removed  and  their  function  more  effec- 
tively provided  for  by  treating  all  glass  with  a  preparation  designed  to  reduce  glare, 
fading  and  heat.  The  addition  of  a  new  member  to  the  Display  staff  also  permitted  an 
overdue  cleaning  and  renovation  of  all  specimens  in  the  zoology  sections  of  the 
galleries.  All  the  departments  of  the  Division  were  as  usual  under  heavy  pressure 
from  government  departments,  other  institutions,  publishers,  newspapers,  students 
and  the  general  public  to  provide  identifications  and  answers  to  questions  ranging 
from  the  most  serious  and  scientific  to  the  outright  loony,  and  as  always  they 
endeavoured  to  comply  to  the  best  of  their  ability  and  patience.  They  made  large 
numbers  of  loans  to  other  institutions  and  received  loans  of  specimens  in  return  to 
further  their  researches.  They  received  a  large  number  of  fellow  scientists  during  the 
year  and  fully  confirm  the  Director's  impression  that  the  Division  has  taken  a  healthy 
new  lease  on  the  future. 

Its  only  sadnesses  lay  in  the  retirements  of  Mr.  E.  B.  S.  Logier  and  Mr.  Levi 
Sternberg.  Mr.  Logier  had  given  forty-six  years  to  service  in  the  Museum,  the  last  two 
as  Curator  of  Herpetology  and  had  made  invaluable  contributions  to  many  of  the 
Museum's  programmes  in  the  field,  in  the  galleries  and  in  publications.  Apart  from 
the  lengthy  bibliography  of  his  publications  on  the  reptiles  and  amphibians  of 
Canada,  he  will  be  very  long  remembered  for  his  outstanding  paintings  and  drawings 
of  fishes,  amphibians  and  reptiles.  These  are  widely  reproduced,  although  too  fre- 
quently without  credit — a  fact  that  reflects  his  modest  and  self-effacing  temperament 
but  leaves  too  much  of  his  unusual  talents  unrecognized — and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
he  will  continue  in  retirement  to  make  contributions  to  the  cultural  growth  of 
Canada.  The  more  ebullient  Mr.  Sternberg  has  long  been  a  formidable  and  colourful 
figure  in  the  world  of  dinosaur  fanciers.  During  his  forty-three  years  in  the  Museum 
from  which  he  retired  with  the  rank  of  Associate  Curator,  he  was  notably  associated 
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with  the  field  collecting  and  museum  mounting  of  Albertan  fossils  and  latterly  with 
the  development  of  new  techniques  for  the  preservation  and  presentation  of  living 
as  well  as  extinct  reptiles  and  amphibians. 

As  a  final  note  on  the  activities  of  Life  Sciences  Division,  it  may  be  reported 
here  that  those  departments  which  several  years  ago  had  changed  their  names  to 
vernacular  equivalents  decided  to  revert  to  their  scientific  designations  in  the  interests 
of  uniformity  and  scholarly  dignity. 

Education 

The  bread-and-butter  routine  of  Miss  Heake's  Education  Division  is  devoted 
to  daily  instruction  in  the  Museum  galleries  of  visiting  class  groups  from  the  schools 
of  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  such  other  schools  as  can  arrange  transportation  to  our 
doors.  This  routine  is  subject  to  constant  scrutiny  and  revision  and  is  varied  by  the 
many  special  projects  of  the  Division.  It  may  be  said  at  once  that  the  teaching  staff 
is  the  first  to  feel  the  impact  of  population  growth.  Its  routine  is  based  on  a  carefully 
co-ordinated  schedule  of  class  visits  which  has  for  some  years  past  permitted  effective 
teaching  to  a  maximum  of  six  hundred  children  a  day.  Staff,  gallery  space,  teaching 
and  administrative  facilities,  traffic  control  and  parking  are  all  more  and  more 
frequently  placed  under  very  severe  strain  by  unannounced  class  visits,  special 
demands  and  rapidly  mounting  school  enrolment.  During  the  past  year,  for  example, 
it  was  not  unusual  to  have  days  on  which  a  thousand  and  more  children  were  present 
and  expecting  museum  instruction.  There  were  also  days  such  as  that  when  one 
school  district  insisted  on  the  simultaneous  visit  of  no  less  than  twelve  Class  IX 
groups.  New  techniques  are  being  devised,  such  as  supervised  use  of  the  radio-tour 
system  for  secondary  pupils,  but  it  will  not  be  possible  to  maintain  present  qualitative 
standards  unless  stafT  can  be  expanded,  essential  teaching  and  office  space  created 
and  additional  clerical  help  provided. 

The  well-known  distant-schools  programme  had  another  successful  year.  Miss 
Bolland,  Miss  Churning  and  Mrs.  Dunbar  with  their  travelling  miniature  museums 
gave  instruction  to  10,089  children  in  South  Cochrane  and  Northern  Temiskaming 
Districts  and  Leeds  and  Grenville  Counties.  A  fortunate  combination  of  geography, 
population  concentrations  and  weather  in  the  counties  permitted  our  teachers  to 
visit  over  half  the  classes  in  each  of  three  inspectorates.  An  additional  3 1 ,000  students 
in  various  parts  of  Ontario  were  reached  by  means  of  the  fifteen  unaccompanied 
travelling  cases  and  instructional  notes,  while  two  of  the  cases  were  borrowed  during 
the  summer  of  1961  to  serve  as  models  for  a  similar  service  being  introduced  into 
western  Canada  by  the  Glenbow  Foundation  of  Calgary. 

Special  programmes  continued  well.  The  unique  instruction  provided  for  sight- 
less persons  under  the  volunteer  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  J.  Blyth  Taylor  in  collaboration 
with  the  C.N.I.B.  was  developed  through  a  second  gratifying  year.  Miss  Bolland  was 
invited  to  return  for  four  days  to  the  Belleville  School  for  the  Deaf,  where  she 
taught  all  grades  and  had  an  increased  number  of  vocational  students.  Her  experi- 
ence at  Belleville  permitted  the  institution  of  a  pilot  project  in  the  Museum,  in 
which  twelve  audially  handicapped  children  from  North  York  were  given  ten  three- 
hour  sessions  of  films,  gallery  study  and  periods  in  a  classroom  where  they  could 
handle  authentic  materials,  thus  broadening  their  information  and  horizons,  increas- 
ing their  vocabularies,  and  giving  them  opportunities  to  meet  new  social  situations. 
A  preliminary  visit  from  a  similar  Toronto  group  established  the  basis  for  an 
expanded  programme  in  this  field  next  year.  In  another  area,  twelve  gifted  pupils 
from  the  Whitney  School  for  the  second  successive  year  made  eleven  visits  to  the 
Museum  as  part  of  a  plan  carefully  co-ordinated  by  Miss  FitzGibbon  with  the 
Whitney  teachers  to  forward  studies  on  Africa,  China  and  the  South  Seas.  Another 
group  from  the  Duke  of  Connaught  School  made  three  intensive  visits  to  the 
Museum  to  prepare  themselves  for  a  field  trip  to  Upper  Canada  Village  and  Quebec 
City.  Such  activities  give  the  teaching  staff  great  satisfaction  and  stimulus. 

The  Saturday  Morning  Club  under  the  inspired  guidance  of  Miss  Eugenia 
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Berlin  was  able  to  expand  its  long  over-subscribed  membership  with  the  aid  of  an 
increased  Metro  grant.  The  quality  of  instruction  given  the  children  was  not  only 
amply  demonstrated  by  the  Christmas  and  Easter  exhibitions,  but  was  underscored  at 
a  particularly  successful  Parents'  Day  in  March  when  the  grown-ups  had  the  added 
pleasure  of  hearing  a  gallery  lecture  by  Dr.  Shih  on  the  T'ang  Dynasty  to  supplement 
the  children's  theme  for  that  morning,  "The  Skills  of  the  Chinese."  On  this  occasion 
the  first  of  a  new  series  of  exhibits  of  special  interest  to  children  was  set  up  in  the 
large  case  at  the  foot  of  the  main  stairs.  The  Club's  friendship  project  with  the 
school  at  Keta  in  Ghana  was  continued  for  a  second  successful  year:  we  benefited 
by  a  colourful  exhibition  of  children's  paintings  sent  from  Keta,  a  second  gift  of 
money  was  sent  by  the  Club  to  Ghana  for  the  purchase  of  art  supplies,  and  a  number 
of  the  children  were  engaged  in  active  correspondence.  The  twelve  film  programmes 
arranged  during  July  and  August  for  young  people,  each  planned  as  the  introduction 
to  some  part  of  the  Museum  collections,  drew  a  total  of  1578  children  plus  241  adults. 

In  the  field  of  adult  education,  the  Division  arranged  four  courses  in  collabora- 
tion with  the  Division  of  University  Extension.  The  two  afternoon  classes  with 
limited  enrolment,  one  on  "English  Furniture"  and  the  other  on  "Textile  Treasures," 
were  fully  subscribed.  The  two  unlimited  evening  courses  likewise  proved  popular. 
"The  World  around  Us"  was  keyed  to  the  theme  of  the  spring  Jubilee  exhibition  and 
special  lectures,  therefore  drawing  many  science  teachers  who  found  the  material 
most  relevant  to  their  profession.  The  guest  instructors  for  "Canada  Faces  the  Arts" 
each  found  an  audience  specially  interested  in  the  topic  of  the  evening.  The  ten  film 
showings  for  adults,  planned  on  the  theme  "The  Enquiring  Mind,"  were  also 
designed  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  scientific  research  aspects  of  the  Jubilee  pro- 
gramme and  were  attended  by  nearly  four  thousand  persons.  Miss  Ella  Martin  who 
has  been  responsible  for  the  film  programmes  as  well  as  for  the  Extension  courses  for 
some  years  past  enjoyed  a  leave  of  absence  for  the  first  half  of  the  year  to  be  able  to 
give  undivided  attention  to  her  book  on  museum  education ;  during  this  period  Mrs. 
Dunbar  acted  as  her  able  substitute  in  both  areas.  It  may  be  said  that  the  participants 
in  these  endeavours,  particularly  in  the  lecture  courses,  not  only  took  advantage  of 
an  invitation  to  continuous  learning  through  use  of  museum  objects,  but  finished  with 
a  firm  idea  that  a  museum  plays  a  vital  role  in  the  modern  world. 

A  particularly  useful  professional  feature  of  the  year  was  a  two-day  conference 
arranged  with  the  Toronto  Board  of  Education  for  our  regular  and  occasional 
teachers,  who  took  full  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  familiarize  themselves  with 
the  Education  Centre  and  to  enjoy  visits  to  the  classrooms  of  three  schools  as  part  of 
a  programme  to  improve  the  co-ordination  of  museum  and  classroom  teaching.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  Miss  Bolland  received  her  Bachelor  of  Education  degree  and 
Miss  FitzGibbon  her  Secondary  School  Certificate.  Mrs.  Dunbar  and  Miss  Cumming 
assisted  in  the  autumn  Workshop  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  at  Oshawa.  It  is 
with  great  regret  that  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Dunbar  at  the  end  of  the  year  must  be 
reported,  as  compelling  personal  reasons  have  obliged  her  removal  to  Stratford.  An 
effective  museum  teacher  for  the  past  ten  years,  her  perpetual  good  nature  and 
willingness  to  take  on  any  number  of  extra  tasks  made  of  her  a  most  popular  and 
beloved  personality  with  staff  and  children  alike. 

It  is  fitting  to  report  here  that  in  addition  to  the  Metro  contribution  of  $3,000 
toward  the  costs  of  the  Saturday  Morning  Club,  the  work  of  Education  Division  has 
been  assisted  during  the  year  by  grants  of  $13,000  from  the  Toronto  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, $700  from  the  North  York  Board  of  Education  and  $450  from  the  Scarborough 
Board  of  Education. 

Information  Services 

The  added  pressures  of  Jubilee  Year,  felt  throughout  the  Museum,  were  ag- 
gravated for  the  always  busy  Office  of  Information  Services  by  an  unforeseen  and 
complete  turnover  in  staff  and  a  consequent  modification  in  the  department's  opera- 
tion. Mr.  Duncan  Cameron,  who  had  initiated  the  office  in  1956  and  had  guided 
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its  activities  with  skill,  imagination  and  devotion  ever  since,  left  the  Museum  in 
December  to  take  a  post  in  the  business  world.  His  creative  energy  in  making  the 
Museum  more  widely  known  to  the  public  earned  him  wide  professional  esteem, 
while  his  unique  museum  audience  research  project  attracted  international  attention 
and  imitation.  His  personal  assistance  to  the  Director  and  the  Chairman  during  these 
years  has  been  deeply  appreciated.  He  was  succeeded  as  Information  Officer  by 
Mr.  Clyde  Batten,  who  brings  to  the  post  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  University 
community,  practical  experience  in  newspaper  publishing  and  administration  and  a 
keen  awareness  of  the  outstanding  work  of  his  predecessor.  The  resignation  of  Miss 
Daphne  Webb  to  take  a  post  with  C.B.C.  was  likewise  accepted  with  keen  regret. 
Her  effective  liaison  with  radio  and  television,  her  contributions  to  the  publishing 
programme,  her  willing  collaboration  with  the  curatorial  departments  and  the 
Members'  Committee  all  felt  the  impress  of  her  remarkable  personality. 

The  Office  of  Information  Services  was  in  large  measure  responsible  for  the 
1,622  news  stories  and  316  news  pictures  concerning  the  Museum  which  appeared 
in  the  Canadian  press.  It  arranged  a  total  viewing  time  of  13j/s>  hours  of  Museum 
telecasts,  involving  33  staff  members,  while  over  40  staff  members  were  involved  in 
the  17  hours  and  40  minutes  of  "on  air"  radio  time.  A  number  of  the  Museum 
telecasts  were  national  and  the  Jubilee  provided  subjects  for  a  gratifying  number  of 
special  radio  and  press  productions  which  likewise  reached  a  national  audience. 

A  third  report  on  the  Abbey  and  Cameron  audience  research  project  was  pub- 
lished and  the  fourth  prepared  for  the  printer,  Mr.  Kenyon's  report  on  the  Swan 
Lake  Site  was  seen  through  the  press,  and  the  Office  as  part  of  its  normal  routine  of 
supplying  information  to  outside  writers  was  privileged  to  help  Mr.  Robertson  Davies 
in  the  preparation  of  his  engaging  article  on  the  Museum  in  which  he  communicated 
his  enthusiasm  to  the  University  family  in  the  pages  of  the  Varsity  Graduate.  It  may 
be  noted  here  that  the  fourth  Abbey  and  Cameron  report,  dealing  with  community 
attitudes  to  the  Museum,  the  relationship  of  use  of  leisure  time  to  museum  visit- 
ing and  the  relations  between  museum  initiation  in  childhood  to  subsequent  visits 
and  attitudes  is  awaited  with  keen  interest  not  only  in  the  professional  museum  world 
but  also  in  the  areas  of  market  research  and  analysis.  The  office  also  collaborated 
with  Mrs.  Owen  Carter  of  the  Members'  Committee  in  the  preparation  of  the  lively 
series  of  weekly  articles  in  the  Telegram  on  museum  treasures. 

Members'  Committee 

The  Members'  Committee,  composed  of  thirty-five  devoted  and  energetic 
women,  completed  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Ian  Townley  its  fifth  year  of 
invaluable  service  to  the  Museum,  serving  over  1,800  hours  in  its  assigned  duties  with 
curatorial  and  administrative  departments  and  giving  uncounted  additional  time  to 
its  special  ventures.  Its  basic  aims  are  to  assist  the  staff  of  the  Museum  as  requested, 
to  encourage  public  interest  in  the  Museum  and  to  become  better  informed  members. 
Each  of  these  objectives  was  met  with  outstanding  success  and  as  the  number  of 
curatorial  requests  now  exceeds  the  number  of  volunteers  and  as  the  waiting  list 
continues  to  grow,  serious  thought  was  being  given  at  the  year's  end  to  expansion  of 
the  membership. 

Mrs.  Richard  Holland  as  Placement  Chairman  and  her  assistant  Mrs.  Richard 
Wright  skilfully  matched  departmental  requests  with  members'  talents,  with  the 
result  that  three  members  spent  the  year  in  Ethnology,  three  in  Far  Eastern,  four  in 
European,  three  in  Prehistory,  two  in  Textiles,  one  in  Greek  and  Roman,  four  in 
Registration  and  one  in  the  main  office  of  Art  and  Archaeology;  one  each  devoted 
the  year  to  the  departments  of  Mammalogy,  Ornithology  and  Ichthyology  in  Life 
Sciences;  while  three  worked  in  the  Library,  one  on  Photography,  one  with  the 
Saturday  Morning  Club,  and  two  full-time  and  three  part-time  with  Information 
Services. 

The  instructional  programme  was  reduced  because  of  Jubilee  Year  pressures, 
but  special  lectures  and  demonstrations  were  given  to  the  group  by  Dr.  Swinton, 
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Mrs.  Brett  and  a  team  of  Japanese  Tea  Ceremony  experts.  The  Committee's  most 
stunning  corporate  performance  was  the  Dinosaur  Party  arranged  for  children  and 
grandchildren  of  the  general  membership  of  the  Museum.  Mrs.  John  Fitzpatrick's 
labours  as  Chairman  can  best  be  described  as  Field-Marshalship,  Mrs.  Herbert 
Agnew's  decor  was  memorable  and  Dr.  Swinton  was  an  admirable  compere.  For 
the  morning  of  April  26th,  the  Museum  swarmed  with  no  less  than  256  midget  but 
highly  animated  simulacra  of  Tyrannosauri  Rex  and  Stegosauri,  while  86  mothers 
and  grandmothers  and  an  undetermined  number  of  assisting  fathers  in  wondrous 
disguise  added  to  the  fun.  The  Mayor  of  Drumheller  contributed  permanent  souve- 
nirs for  each  child  in  the  form  of  genuine  fossils  from  the  celebrated  Albertan  dino- 
saur beds  and  C.B.C.  provided  a  half-hour  coast-to-coast  television  screening  of  the 
affair.  The  party  provided  therefore  not  only  instruction  and  entertainment  for  its 
guests  and  organizers  and  national  publicity  for  the  Museum,  but  an  unanticipated 
profit  has  formed  the  nest-egg  for  a  newly  established  revolving  fund  in  the  name  of 
this  invaluable,  hard-working  and  imaginative  Members'  Committee.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  TORONTO  PRESS 

The  University  of  Toronto  Press  celebrated  its  sixtieth  anniversary  during  the 
past  year  by  publishing  more  new  scholarly  books  and  journals,  selling  a  larger 
number  of  books,  and  achieving  a  higher  output  of  printing  than  in  any  other  year 
of  its  history.  The  occasion  was  marked,  perhaps  with  special  appropriateness,  by 
the  publication  of  The  University  as  Publisher,  edited  by  the  Assistant  Director, 
Eleanor  Harman,  and  comprising  informative  articles  on  many  aspects  of  scholarly 
publishing  written  by  senior  members  of  the  Press  staff.  This  work  has  already  been 
widely  purchased  and  favourably  reviewed  as  a  unique  contribution  to  the  literature 
about  academic  publishing.  The  typographical  design  by  Harold  Kurschenska  and 
the  quality  of  its  production  have  also  been  generously  praised.  From  the  standpoint 
of  this  University  particularly,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  The  University  as  Publisher 
contains  the  first  extensive  account  of  the  history  of  this  department,  prepared  by 
Miss  Harman. 

The  University  of  Toronto  Press  has  been  honoured  through  the  election  of  two 
of  its  department  managers  as  association  presidents  in  their  respective  fields.  Mr. 
Roy  Gurney,  Plant  Superintendent,  has  been  elected  President  of  the  International 
Club  of  Printing  House  Craftsmen,  and  Mr.  Harald  Bohne  has  been  elected  President 
of  the  Canadian  Booksellers'  Association.  The  tribute  is  fitting  in  both  cases. 

Press  activities  during  the  year  have,  as  usual,  been  numerous,  varied,  and 
frequently  important.  The  firm  of  Feffer  and  Simons  was  appointed  export  repre- 
sentatives for  Press  publications  abroad,  with  the  exception  of  Europe,  the  United 
Kingdom,  India,  and  Pakistan.  A  second  volume  of  the  Canadian  Annual  Review, 
which  was  established  under  the  editorship  of  Professor  J.  T.  Saywell  a  year  ago,  has 
now  been  published  and  work  is  well  advanced  on  a  third  annual  volume.  Professor 
Robert  Finch  (Acis  in  Oxford  and  Other  Poems)  and  Professor  T.  A.  Goudge  (The 
Ascent  of  Life:  A  Philosophical  Study  of  the  Theory  of  Evolution)  received  the 
1961  Governor  General's  Literary  Awards  for  poetry  and  for  non-fiction,  respectively, 
the  only  categories  in  which  Press  publications  are  eligible.  The  application  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  Press  for  a  further  grant  in  support  of  publication  of  scholarly 
works  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences  was  favourably  received  by  the  Ford 
Foundation,  which  made  available  a  sum  of  $20,400  to  be  expended  over  a  three-year 
period  for  this  purpose.  This  grant  supplements  a  five-year  programme  of  similar 
grants  totalling  $42,500  made  by  the  Ford  Foundation  to  the  University  of  Toronto 
Press,  beginning  in  1957. 

The  projected  edition  of  a  Collected  Works  of  John  Stuart  Mill,  first  announced 
in  1960,  has  been  brought  closer  to  publication  by  the  inclusion  of  The  Earlier  Letters 
of  John  Stuart  Mill,  1812-1848,  to  be  edited  in  two  volumes  by  Dean  F.  E.  Mineka 
of  Cornell  University  for  publication  in  the  spring  of  1963.  The  General  Editor  of 
this  important  interdisciplinary  research  project  is  Professor  F.  E.  L.  Priestley,  and 
the  direction  of  the  preparation  of  the  text  for  all  volumes  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Associate  Editor,  Professor  John  M.  Robson. 

A  Duplicating  Centre,  organized  as  a  special  division  of  the  Printing  Depart- 
ment Pressroom,  was  opened  in  Sidney  Smith  Hall  on  an  experimental  basis  in 
January.  The  excellent  co-operation  of  all  academic  and  administrative  personnel 
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housed  in  that  building  is  an  encouragement  to  those  who  believe  that  some  decen- 
tralizing of  our  printing  facilities  in  this  way  can  increase  the  service  possible  to 
University  departments. 

Expansion  of  Press  activities  has  been  more  rapid  than  the  most  optimistic  long- 
range  estimates  of  recent  years.  This  expansion  has;  as  always,  been  financed  by  the 
Press  from  its  own  operations,  in  accordance  with  the  guiding  principle  set  forth  in 
The  University  as  Publisher  that  ".  .  .  this  uncommercial  enterprise  is  being  run  with 
strictly  commercial  efficiency."  This  fact  may  lend  weight  to  the  recommendation, 
which  is  respectfully  submitted  herewith,  that  early  attention  be  given  to  a  further 
enlargement  of  the  physical  facilities  of  this  department.  The  most  advantageous 
solution  to  the  immediate  problems  of  long-range  planning  for  the  Press  might  be 
the  adoption  in  the  near  future  of  a  specific  plan  for  expansion,  to  be  carried  out 
over  a  period  of  three  years. 

On  behalf  of  its  authors  and  the  users  of  its  scholarly  publications,  the  Press 
acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  additions  to  its  list  of  subsidized  publications  which 
have  been  made  possible  by  grants  from  the  Canada  Council  or  by  funds  administered 
by  the  Social  Science  Research  Council  in  Canada,  the  Humanities  Research  Council 
in  Canada,  and  other  institutions  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  Canada 
Council.  The  Canadian  Annual  Review  and  the  Dictionary  of  Canadian  Biography 
are  examples  of  works  which  have  benefited  from  direct  assistance  of  this  kind. 
Collateral  grants  were  received  from  various  sources  to  assist  publication  of  a  number 
of  the  many  books  listed  at  the  end  of  this  report.

THE  WARDEN.  OF  HART  HOUSE 

The  year  1961-2  was  one  of  increased  activity  in  practically  every  department; 
this  is  the  major  fact  that  should  be  recorded  in  this  report.  For  a  number  of  years  I 
have  commented  that  our  facilities  for  the  presentation  of  an  adequate  programme 
for  our  expanding  university  are  inadequate.  This  inadequacy  is  perhaps  most  evident 
in  the  matter  of  provision  for  the  men's  athletic  programme  but  the  same  lack  of  faci- 
lities is  apparent  in  all  the  activities  that  are  carried  on  within  Hart  House. 
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This  report  is  not  the  appropriate  place  to  comment  on  plans  for  the  future; 
while  thought  is  being  constantly  given  to  the  future  it  is  not  possible  to  make  specific 
plans  until  more  is  known  of  facilities  which  will  be  provided  in  the  new  residential 
colleges  and  other  divisions  of  the  University  within  the  next  few  years.  May  it  suffice 
to  say  that  it  is  still  my  very  firm  conviction  that  our  expanded  university  will  stand 
in  even  greater  need  of  one  institution  which  demonstrates  the  unity  of  the  university 
community.  I  mention  this  matter  at  the  outset  so  that  those  who  are  responsible  for 
long-range  planning  may  not  lose  sight  of  our  needs  as  they  have  developed  over 
the  years  and  as  they  continue  to  increase. 

There  have  been  few  physical  changes  within  the  building.  With  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Governors,  funds  were  appropriated  from  the  Hart  House  reserves 
for  further  renovations  of  furniture  and  replacement  of  certain  items  of  equipment; 
in  spite  of  over  forty  years  of  constant  use  the  House  is  still  attractive  in  appearance 
and  reasonably  functional  in  its  operation. 

It  has  always  been  the  intention  that  Hart  House  should  serve  a  varied  clientele 
— undergraduates,  faculty,  alumni  and  certain  other  educational,  philanthropic  or 
religious  organizations.  Whenever  possible,  with  the  minimum  of  interference  with 
our  normal  programme,  we  endeavour  to  serve  many  such  organizations.  During  the 
year  approximately  one  hundred  organizations  have  used  the  House  for  regular 
meetings.  Some  seventy  functions — dinners,  dances,  concerts,  sponsored  by  the 
University  or  related  groups — have  taken  place  and  forty-five  non-university  organi- 
zations have  used  our  facilities  for  special  events. 

Of  outstanding  public  interest  during  the  spring  term  was  the  Duke  of  Edin- 
burgh's Second  Commonwealth  Study  Conference,  held  from  May  24th  to  26th.  This 
brought  together  three  hundred  persons  from  thirty-five  Commonwealth  countries. 
The  formal  meetings  were  held  in  Hart  House  Theatre  but  the  House  was  largely 
used  by  the  members  of  the  conference  during  their  free  time.  The  official  reception 
and  dinner  on  May  26th  were  held  in  the  quadrangle  and  the  Great  Hall. 

The  nature  and  variety  of  organizations  which  use  the  House  demonstrate  the 
need  in  the  University  for  a  "conference  centre"  with  appropriate  reading  rooms, 
offices  and  perchance  also  some  residential  accommodation.  In  spite  of  the  large 
numbers  of  such  groups  that  we  do  serve,  we  have  to  refuse  many  applications,  either 
because  they  may  interfere  with  our  regular  programme  during  the  academic  year  or 
because  we  do  not  have  appropriate  facilities.  I  am  not  suggesting  that  we  should  not 
continue  to  serve  these  organizations  as  we  have  done  for  many  years  but  it  is 
obvious  that  there  will  be  increased  needs  of  this  sort  which  we  cannot  possibly 
satisfy.  The  University  is  increasingly  related  to  the  activities  of  the  total  community; 
we  should  welcome  this  development  and  take  necessary  steps  to  make  the  relation- 
ship as  effective  as  possible. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  developments  during  the  past  year  was  the 
inauguration  of  a  programme  for  summer  students.  This  was  carried  out  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Division  of  Extension,  the  Students'  Administrative  Council  and 
the  Men's  and  Women's  Athletic  Associations.  An  information  centre  was  set  up  in 
the  Map  Room ;  discussion  groups,  receptions  and  informal  social  events  created  for 
summer  students  some  consciousness  of  their  participation  in  a  university  community. 
Of  particular  interest  in  this  connection  was  the  use  of  the  quadrangle  during  the 
entire  summer  for  a  sculpture  exhibit  which  was  open  not  only  to  members  of  the 
University  community  but  to  interested  persons  in  the  city.  The  summer  programme 
was  so  successful  that  it  is  being  repeated  on  a  similar  basis  during  the  summer  of 
1962. 

This  report  is  the  one  place  where  it  is  possible  to  record  in  permanent  form 
something  of  the  activities  of  the  year.  I  therefore  mention  as  briefly  as  possible  some 
of  the  major  programme  items. 

Our  Sunday  Evening  Concerts  were  well  attended  and  featured  such  artists 
as  Ilona  Kombrink,  Jan  Rubes,  Judy  Loman,  Robert  Aitken,  Jacques  Abram,  the 
Festival  Singers  and  the  Canadian  String  Quartet.  Of  outstanding  interest  was  the 
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reappearance  after  an  absence  of  four  years  of  Zara  Nelsova,  the  world-famous 
'cellist,  who  played  to  a  capacity  house.  The  Hart  House  Orchestra  Associates 
provided  a  series  of  five  concerts  which  were  almost  too  successful  as  the  house  was 
most  inconveniently  oversold  on  the  occasion  of  the  first  concert.  A  programme  of 
chamber  music  of  this  sort  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  contributions  of  the  House 
to  the  musical  life  on  the  campus. 

The  Glee  Club,  under  its  talented  director,  reached  an  outstanding  quality  in 
its  performance  this  year.  In  addition  to  concerts  on  campus  the  club  also  sang  in 
Hamilton,  Ontario,  at  Syracuse  University  and  at  the  State  University  College, 
Potsdam,  New  York.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  year  a  record  was  taped  for  commercial 
release  under  the  Columbia  label  in  September,  1962. 

The  Music  Committee  continued  its  collaboration  with  the  Canadian  Broad- 
casting Corporation  in  the  Celebrity  Concert  Series;  we  were  privileged  to  present  in 
the  Great  Hall  of  Hart  House  concerts  by  Gerard  Sousay  and  Lois  Marshall.  These 
concerts  are  heard  by  a  live  audience  and  subsequently  broadcast  on  special  C.B.C. 
programmes. 

The  Art  Committee  had  a  very  active  year.  Exhibitions  of  very  varied  character 
were  shown,  including  individuals  such  as  Anne  Kahane,  Jack  Pollock,  Marion 
Greenstone,  Bruce  Watson  and  Jack  Reppen.  A  superb  retrospective  exhibition  of 
David  Milne's  work  was  also  shown.  We  were  highly  privileged  to  have  another 
interesting  show  of  European  artists  from  the  collection  of  Samuel  and  Ayala  Zacks. 
With  funds  provided  by  the  Board  of  Governors  an  extensive  programme  of  reno- 
vation of  the  Permanent  Collection  was  undertaken.  The  Hart  House  picture  fund 
received  a  generous  grant  from  the  Varsity  Fund.  Contributions  were  also  made  by 
certain  of  the  colleges  and  faculties.  Two  new  canvases  were  added  to  the  collection : 
"Airy  Journey"  by  J.  W.  G.  Macdonald  and  "Homage  to  Turner"  by  Harold  Town. 
There  is  no  doubt  these  canvases  are  more  controversial  than  some  that  have  been 
purchased  in  recent  years.  It  is,  however,  my  conviction  that  the  Hart  House 
Permanent  Collection  must  not  become  static  but  that  it  should  continue  to  grow  and 
develop  and  indicate  the  changing  trends  in  the  Canadian  art  scene.  It  should  not  be 
forgotten  that  early  purchases  for  the  collection  were  just  as  controversial  in  their 
day  as  some  of  the  works  of  current  Canadian  artists. 

The  debating  programme  continued  with  two  debates  primarily  of  a  political 
nature,  two  in  the  field  of  economics  and  public  affairs  and  two  on  general, 
educational-cultural  topics.  Honorary  Visitors  were  John  Gellner,  Dean  Vincent 
Bladen,  Hon.  T.  C.  Douglas,  Arnold  Edinborough,  Hon.  Robert  Winters,  Joel  Aldred. 

During  the  summer  of  1961  the  Canadian  Overseas  Volunteers  used  the  House 
for  their  energetic  programme  of  orientation  prior  to  the  departure  of  the  volunteers 
for  their  overseas  postings.  Provision  has  been  made  during  the  current  year  for 
similar  continuing  use  of  our  facilities.  In  my  report  last  year  I  commented  on  this 
project  which  seems  to  me  to  reflect  the  growing  concern  on  the  part  of  Canadian 
students  for  their  responsibilities  on  the  international  scene. 

Further  to  our  international  interest  is  the  renewal  of  the  Finnish  Exchange. 
Arrangements  were  authorized  and  an  invitation  extended  to  the  National  Union 
of  Students  of  Finland  to  send  nine  young  men  to  Canada  during  the  summer  of 
1962.  In  addition  to  private  support  by  members  of  previous  exchange  and  others, 
this  exchange  was  made  possible  by  a  grant  from  the  Varsity  Fund.  Such  projects  as 
this  are  not  possible  within  the  normal  revenues  of  the  House  but  they  are  of 
inestimable  value  in  providing  for  members  of  the  House  activities  of  a  most 
significant  character. 

The  Caledon  Hills  Farm  has  continued  to  be  used  by  a  wide  variety  of 
University  organizations.  It  has  always  been  the  aim  to  keep  the  facilities  at  the  farm 
on  a  simple  and  informal  basis.  I,  however,  feel  that  the  farm  might  be  of  much 
greater  usefulness  to  the  total  University  community  if  some  additional  facilities  were 
provided  to  make  it  more  attractive  to  senior  members  of  the  House  and  faculty 
members.  I  look  forward  to  the  day  when  it  may  be  possible  to  operate  the  farm

with  a  full-time  director  who  would  be  responsible  for  a  continuing  programme  of 
activity  which  would  broadly  supplement  the  normal  activities  of  the  House.  Funds 
for  such  development  are  not  immediately  available  and  perhaps  may  not  be  for 
some  time  but  I  believe  that  there  is  a  very  real  place  for  an  extended  use  of  this 
property  which  would  justify  to  a  greater  degree  the  investment  that  we  already 
have  in  it. 

During  the  year  thought  has  been  given  among  the  members  of  the  University 
religious  community  to  the  future  relationships  of  the  various  religious  groups  in 
the  University  as  a  whole.  There  has  now  been  organized  the  Sir  Robert  Falconer 
Association  in  which  the  various  groups  co-operate  in  projects  of  common  concern. 
The  Acting  Chaplain  to  Hart  House  has  played  an  important  role  in  this  develop- 
ment. May  I  once  again  indicate  my  belief  that  although  Hart  House  is  not 
denominational  or  sectarian  in  its  outlook,  it  had  in  its  inception  a  strong  religious 
motivation  and  in  some  form  or  other,  perhaps  yet  to  be  determined,  the  House  has 
an  important  role  to  play  in  this  connection. 

I  record  the  resignation  of  Miss  Muriel  Eames,  for  fourteen  years  Supervisor  of 
Food  Services.  Thousands  of  individuals  and  hundreds  of  organizations  are  indebted 
to  her  for  her  services  and  the  standards  which  she  maintained.  Mr.  Wilfred  Clarke 
was  appointed  on  January  1st  to  fill  this  vacancy.  I  also  record  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  David  P.  Silcox,  Undergraduate  Secretary  of  the  House,  to  whom  we  are  largely 
indebted  for  the  vitality  of  the  art  programme  for  the  past  two  years  and  who  is  now 
proceeding  to  Europe  on  a  Canada  Council  grant  for  further  study  in  his  chosen 
field.  He  will  be  replaced  by  Mr.  T.  W.  Troughton,  M.Sc,  who  takes  up  his  duties 
during  the  summer  of  1962. 

Once  again  may  I  comment  that  this  report  sounds  like  a  catalogue  of  activities. 
I  make  no  apology  for  this  as  it  is  such  activities  as  I  have  described,  along  with  the 
day-to-day  services  of  the  House,  that  are  the  justification  of  our  existence.  I  am 
more  indebted  than  I  can  say  to  my  colleagues  and  associates  on  the  staff  of  the 
House,  to  senior  members  who  have  co-operated  in  our  committees'  work,  to 
undergraduates  who  find  varying  means  of  satisfying  their  personal  interests  by 
service  on  Hart  House  committees  and  who  contribute  thereby  very  largely  to  the 
continued  vitality  of  the  programme.  It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  that  in  all  we 
have  done  and  are  attempting  to  do  we  have  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  support  of 
the  President  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors.

THE  CHAIRMAN.  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SYNDICS  OF 
HART  HOUSE  THEATRE 

During  the  1961-2  season  the  plays  produced  with  Robert  Gill's  usual  finesse 
were  Shaw's  Too  True  to  be  Good,  Adelman's  Root  out  of  Dry  Ground,  Giraudoux's 
Duel  of  Angels  (Fry's  translation)  and  Ford's  'Tis  Pity  She's  a  Whore.  Hart  House 
Theatre  history  was  made  because,  for  the  first  time  since  he  came  to  Toronto,  Robert 
Gill  was  able  to  find  a  play  of  sufficient  calibre  written  by  a  Toronto  student.  Howard 
Adelman's  Root  out  of  Dry  Ground  had  its  premiere  at  Hart  House  Theatre  and  had 
a  powerful  effect  on  its  large  audiences. 

The  highlight  of  the  second  term  was  the  visit  of  the  Stratford  Company  to  Hart 
House  Theatre  under  the  joint  sponsorship  of  the  University  and  of  the  Canada 
Council.  Selections  from  Shakespearean  comedy  were  skilfully  fused  by  Mr.  Lang- 
ham  into  a  five-hour  performance  of  instruction  and  entertainment :  a  rehearsal  and 
a  finished  performance  were  each  given  twice.  It  was  an  exhilarating  experience  and 
we  all  hope  that  the  visit  of  the  Stratford  Company  will  be  an  annual  event. 

Finally,  the  Summer  School  of  Theatre  is  being  inaugurated  during  July,  1962. 
The  Theatre  has  been  air-conditioned;  the  staff  has  been  selected;  students  (nearly 
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twice  the  number  that  can  be  taken)    have  applied.  It  should  be,  if  all  goes  as 
planned,  a  considerable  contribution  to  the  theatre  in  Canada. 

Three  such  events  in  one  year  surely  show  that  Hart  House  Theatre  is  fulfilling 
its  function  as  a  university  theatre.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  HEALTH  SERVICE 

During  the  year,  the  University  has  remained  free  of  serious  epidemic  and  the 
health  of  the  student  body  has  continued,  in  general,  to  be  good.  All  our  usual 
activities  have  continued,  with  some  increased  utilization,  however,  of  both  our 
psychiatric  consultation  service  and  our  University  Infirmary.  The  increased  use  of 
the  psychiatric  service  probably  reflects  its  increased  availability  through  the  presence 
in  the  Health  Service  building  during  much  of  each  day  of  our  Assistant  Psychiatric 
Consultant,  Dr.  Pieter  Butler.  Dr.  J.  G.  Dewan  has  also  continued  in  his  capacity  as 
Senior  Consultant.  This  further  integration  of  our  psychiatric  problems  and  facilities 
with  our  more  general  clinical  facilities  is  in  keeping  with  modern  medical  thinking 
and  should  be  encouraged.  It  is  anticipated  that,  with  an  increased  student  body, 
further  psychiatric  assistance  may  be  necessary  and  we  are  seeking  the  part-time 
services  of  yet  a  third  doctor  within  this  specialty. 

Some  of  the  increased  activity  in  our  Infirmary  has  also  resulted  from  the  treat- 
ment therein  of  a  higher  number  of  students  with  short-term  emotional  problems.  It 
has  proven  of  extreme  use  in  this  period  on  several  occasions. 

The  continued  usefulness  of  our  Chest  Consultant,  Dr.  Adrian  Anglin,  and  the 
Chest  X-ray  Survey,  which  we  effect  in  collaboration  with  the  Gage  Institute  of  the 
National  Sanitarium  Association,  is  reflected  by  the  discovery  of  two  active  cases  of 
tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

Our  athletic  injury  service  has  continued  to  be  a  busy  and  useful  function  and 
has  again  been  of  mutual  advantage  to  the  student  body,  to  the  Health  Service  and 
to  the  younger  residents  in  training  from  the  orthopaedic  service  of  the  Toronto 
General  Hospital  who  have  once  again  assisted  our  surgeon,  Dr.  David  Macintosh,  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties.  This  unique  opportunity  for  young  doctors  in  post- 
graduate training  to  see  acute  injuries  appears  to  be  much  appreciated  by  all 
concerned. 

Our  survey  and  investigation  of  possible  parasitic  disease  among  students  coming 
to  the  University  from  other  continents,  and  also  amongst  our  Canadian  students 
who  may  have  been  travelling  in  foreign  countries  during  the  holidays,  has  been 
continued  with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  and,  in  particular, 
Dr.  Michael  Lenczner.  Our  efforts  have  been  rewarded  in  the  detection  of  several 
cases  of  parasitic  infestation  and  it  is  obvious  that  this  activity  must  be  continued  and 
developed  over  the  next  few  years,  particularly  in  view  of  the  increased  frequency  of 
intercontinental  travel. 

While  no  instance  of  undue  financial  hardship  in  meeting  costs  of  in-hospital 
care  has  come  to  our  notice  during  the  year,  we  are  well  aware  that  hospital  insurance 
coverage  is  now  a  virtual  necessity  these  days  when  standard  ward  care  in  the  centre 
of  Toronto  costs  upwards  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  day.  In  an  attempt  to  ascertain 
the  degree  of  the  problem,  during  the  summer  of  1961  we  circulated  to  each  student 
seeking  admission  to  the  University  a  questionnaire  concerning  his  or  her  hospital 
insurance.  We  received  replies  from  6,857  students.  Of  these,  a  total  of  5,909  or 
86.2  per  cent  of  those  responding,  had  hospital  insurance  under  the  Ontario  Hospital 
Services  Commission.  Of  this  group,  4,395,  or  74.5  per  cent,  were  covered  under 
their  own  individual  policy  while  a  further  1,514,  or  25.5  per  cent,  were  still  receiv- 
ing coverage  under  their  family's  policy.  Two  hundred,  or  2.9  per  cent  of  those 
responding,   had   hospital  insurance   comparable   to   that   offered   by   the    Ontario 
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Hospital  Services  Commission.  These,  of  course,  were  students  resident  outside 
Ontario  or  outside  Canada.  Of  the  6,857  responding,  748,  or  10.9  per  cent,  had  no 
basic  hospital  insurance  coverage  whatever.  Of  these,  639  students  were  domiciled  in 
Ontario  and  constituted  85.4  per  cent  of  those  having  no  hospital  insurance  coverage; 
586  were  over  the  age  of  nineteen  and  53  were  under  the  age  of  nineteen.  Of  the 
group  not  insured,  109,  or  14.6  per  cent,  lived  outside  Ontario. 

It  was  very  pleasing  to  find  that  89.1  per  cent  of  those  students  who  responded 
had,  or  appeared  to  have,  adequate  hospital  insurance  coverage.  Part  of  our  problem 
in  ensuring  such  coverage  is  the  present  uncertain  relationships  amongst  the  hospital 
plans  operating  in  our  various  provinces.  Whereas,  in  former  years,  under  the 
voluntary  plans  such  as  Blue  Cross  hospital  insurance,  it  was  an  easy  matter  for  a 
student  moving  from  one  province  to  another  to  continue  his  coverage  in  his  new 
province,  under  the  present  individual  provincial  hospital  insurance  plans,  no  such 
clear-cut  reciprocal  arrangements  seem  to  exist. 

In  an  attempt  to  encourage  their  voluntary  participation  in  hospital  insurance, 
we  intend,  this  year,  to  send  to  each  student  seeking  registration  a  pamphlet  brochure 
outlining  the  facilities  available  to  them  through  the  University  Health  Service.  This 
pamphlet  suggests  to  students  from  other  provinces  that  they  contact  their  own 
hospital  plan  to  see  whether  or  not  their  coverage  will  continue  throughout  their 
academic  year  in  Ontario.  It  also  suggests  that  if  such  coverage  is  not  guaranteed, 
they  seek  coverage  under  the  Ontario  Hospital  Services  Commission  immediately  on 
their  arrival  in  Ontario.  To  facilitate  this,  we  also  plan  to  enclose  with  our  brochure 
an  individual  application  form  for  hospital  insurance  under  the  Ontario  Hospital 
Services  Commission. 

Our  Matron  in  charge  of  the  Infirmary,  Miss  Ruth  Ramsden,  has  retired  from 
service  at  the  end  of  the  year.  For  many  years,  her  valued  assistance  in  the  Health 
Service,  where  she  has  been  primarily  in  charge  of  the  Infirmary,  has  been  much 
appreciated. 

During  the  year,  Dr.  Frances  Stewart,  the  Assistant  Director  (Women's  Divi- 
sion), Dr.  David  Smith,  Senior  Staff  Physician,  and  Dr.  Pieter  Butler  attended  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  American  College  Health  Association.  This  recurring  contact 
with  persons  interested  in  the  field  of  student  health  continues  to  be  well  worth  while. 

During  the  year,  the  Director  was  repeatedly  absent  in  the  performance  of 
duties  on  behalf  of  the  Canadian  Medical  Association  and  its  presentation  to  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Health  Services.  He  would  like  to  report  his  extreme  gratitude 
for  the  sympathetic  understanding  exhibited  by  the  University  officials  and  admini- 
stration and  also  his  gratitude  to  his  very  patient  and  co-operative  staff  for  their 
efforts  on  his  behalf. 

The  Director  has  also  been  honoured  in  his  re-election  to  the  office  of  Honorary 
Treasurer  of  the  Canadian  Medical  Association  for  the  coming  year. 

We  have  now  completed  our  second  move  to  temporary  quarters  which  has 
necessitated,  once  again,  the  division  of  the  Men's  and  Women's  services  into  separate 
buildings.  It  is  hoped  that  we  will  be  reunited  under  one  roof  in  a  third  temporary 
accommodation  by  mid-winter.  The  co-operation  of  the  Superintendent's  Depart- 
ment and  of  all  those  persons  who  have  eased  our  situation  during  this  period  is 
gratefully  acknowledged.  However,  it  is  our  sincere  hope  that  our  long-continued 
pilgrimage  will  soon  come  to  an  end  and  that  we  will  be  granted  permanent  relief, 
in  quarters  properly  designed  for  our  purposes,  before  too  many  years  pass  by.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  PLACEMENT  SERVICE 

Opportunities  for  employment  for  the  graduates  in  Arts  and  Science  and  those 
in  the  professional  faculties  continued  to  be  greater  than  the  number  of  applicants  in 
the  year  just  completed.  Once  again,  there  was  a  very  strong  demand  for  university 
graduates  to  enter  the  service  and  the  merchandising  group  of  occupations  in  Canada. 
In  addition,  requirements  for  young  men  to  train  in  organizations  specializing  in  the 
administration  of  pensions  and  group  insurance  have  been  increasing  steadily  without 
a  commensurate  increase  in  applicants.  The  Department  is  studying  methods  by 
which  the  broader  range  of  vocations  related  to  economic  trends  can  be  brought  to 
the  attention  of  undergraduates. 

In  Engineering  and  Science,  while  the  number  of  employers  approaching  the 
campus  increased  appreciably  this  year,   it  was  significant   that   the   considerable 
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majority  of  them  were  representatives  of  Canadian  companies.  Analysis  showed  that 
exactly  one-third  of  the  recruiting  employers  on  campus  this  year  in  all  faculties 
were  small  business  organizations  with  individual  national  requirements  of  three  or 
less  graduates.  This  is  an  indication  that  the  University  is  reaching  all  classes  of 
industry  and  business  in  Canada  in  its  efforts  to  assist  the  graduating  classes  in  their 
vocational  adjustment. 

Summer  employment  lagged  again  in  the  first  four  months  of  this  year.  However, 
the  timely  assistance  of  press,  radio  and  television  at  the  beginning  of  May  resulted  in 
a  reversal  of  the  trend  and,  by  the  end  of  that  month,  the  majority  of  students  who 
had  been  sincerely  interested  in  finding  work  for  the  summer  had  been  given  the 
opportunity  to  do  so. 

The  University  began  a  two-year  investigation  into  a  new  approach  to  psycho- 
logical counselling  designed  to  supplement  its  placement  activities  without  infringing 
on  its  basic  philosophy  of  the  encouragement  of  individual  reaction  to  determinism. 
The  effort  this  year  was  concentrated  on  "debarred"  students,  the  majority  of  whom 
were  interviewed.  While  it  is  too  soon  to  analyze  the  results  of  these  interviews,  it  is 
noteworthy  that  most  of  these  former  students  were  placed  in  suitable  and  challeng- 
ing employment.  Detailed  records  of  this  part  of  the  Department's  work  are  being 
kept  and  it  is  anticipated  that  statistical  data  can  be  developed  on  the  personal 
history  and  attitudes  of  students  who  are  unable  to  complete  their  designated  course 
of  study.  At  the  same  time,  new  approaches  to  psychological  counselling  are  being 
seriously  investigated  with  the  object  of  finding  the  method  most  suited  to  the 
University's  administrative  structure  and  to  the  undergraduate  level  of  maturity.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ATHLETICS  ANP  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION.  FOR  MEN. 

The  session  1961-2  was  highlighted  by  the  introduction  of  two  new  activities  in 
the  programme.  Scuba  and  Skin  Diving  instruction  was  conducted  by  Mr.  L.  M. 
Richardson,  Technician  in  Geological  Sciences.  This  type  of  aquatics  has  had  a 
tremendous  growth  throughout  the  world.  All  tests  given  were  those  of  the  National 
Association  of  Underwater  Instructors  which  is  recognized  throughout  North  America. 
Seventy-four  students  took  the  course,  27  from  first  year  and  45  from  second  and 
higher  years  including  two  University  of  Toronto  staff  members. 

This  year  the  Red  Cross  instructional  classes  in  swimming  were  not  given  as  it 
was  felt  there  was  more  opportunity  for  continued  interest  and  progression  in  the 
Royal  Life  Saving  Society  classes  being  conducted  throughout  the  year.  The  increase 
in  numbers  (139)  justified  the  change  in  this  phase  of  the  programme.  Both  these 
programmes  were  under  the  direction  of  C.  A.  McCatty.

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"Seven-a-Side"  Rugger  was  introduced  experimentally  in  the  intramural  pro- 
gramme by  the  University  of  Toronto  Rugger  Club  who  organized  the  league  and 
drew  up  rules  adaptable  to  intramural  competition.  A  total  of  12  teams,  involving 
139  students  (53  in  first  year)  participated  in  39  games.  The  game,  fifteen  minutes 
in  length,  emphasizes  agility,  skill,  strength,  endurance,  interest  and  fun.  It  proved 
so  popular  that  at  least  twenty  teams  are  expected  in  the  fall  of  1962.  Prompted  by 
the  success  of  the  first  season,  Professor  M.  G.  Griffiths,  Assistant  Director  of  Physical 
Education,  made  a  study  of  its  merits  and  as  a  result  convened  a  clinic  held  at  Hart 
House  in  May.  Close  to  one  hundred  secondary  and  junior  high  school  teachers 
attended  as  well  as  Physical  Education  personnel  from  the  Canadian  Army  and  the 
Royal  Canadian  Air  Force. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  National  Advisory  Council  on  Fitness  and 
Amateur  Sport  recently  appointed  by  the  federal  government  is  already  taking  an 
active  interest  in  the  promotion  of  physical  fitness  in  Canada.  If  the  work  of  this 
Committee  can  be  carried  out  as  has  been  outlined,  the  Physical  Education  Depart- 
ment at  this  University  will  be  able  to  institute  important  advances  in  this  field.

While  the  football  season  was  one  of  the  least  successful  in  recent  years  (one  win 
to  five  losses),  it  was  to  some  extent  compensated  for  by  the  brilliant  showing  of  the 
hockey  team,  which  ended  up  in  first  place  in  the  Eastern  Section  of  the  new  two- 
group  league,  and  defeated  McMaster  in  an  exciting  home-and-home  play-off  for 
the  championship.  The  basketball  team  performed  as  giant  killers  by  defeating  the 
powerful  Assumption  team  in  Hart  House,  but  ended  the  season  in  fourth  place  in 
the  Western  Section.

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The  T.  A.  Reed  Trophy  competition  for  all  colleges  and  faculties  within  the 
University  was  won  in  the  first  and  second  divisions  respectively  by  St.  Michael's 
College  and  School  of  Architecture — popular  wins  in  each  case. 

During  the  year  the  President  of  the  University  appointed  a  Committee  on 
Athletic  Facilities  with  Dean  J.  W.  B.  Sisam  of  Forestry  (President  of  the  Athletic 
Association)  as  Chairman,  the  terms  of  reference  initially  covering  physical  require- 
ments as  affected  by  the  rapidly  increasing  enrolment.  These  terms  of  reference  were 
enlarged  to  include  any  matters  affecting  Physical  Education  that  were  thought  to 
be  relevant  to  the  discussions,  including  the  three  areas  in  this  field:  competitive 
athletics  (recreational),  the  Required  Programme  of  Physical  Education  (syllabus) 
and  Teacher  Training  (School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education).  The  permanent 
staffs  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Education  for  Men  and  the  Athletic  Association 
were  requested  to  supply  a  considerable  amount  of  material  for  the  information  of 
the  Committee  and  a  great  deal  of  time  was  devoted  to  its  study.  At  the  time  of 
writing  the  Committee  has  completed  its  work  and  Dean  Sisam's  report  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  President. 

An  innovation  during  the  session  was  the  opening  of  the  Athletic  Wing  of  Hart 
House  on  Sundays  for  informal  recreation  by  all  members,  both  undergraduate  and 
graduate.  For  some  years  the  demand  upon  available  space  in  the  Athletic  Wing  for 
organized  activities — Required  Physical  Education,  School  of  Physical  and  Health 
Education,  and  the  Intercollegiate  and  Intramural  programmes — has  reduced  dras- 
tically the  amount  of  time  available  for  casual  and  informal  use  of  our  athletic 
facilities  by  individuals.  Last  December  the  Athletic  Association  recommended  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  through  the  Undergraduate  Activities  Committee  that  the 
Athletic  Wing  be  opened  on  Sundays  exclusively  for  informal  and  casual  recreation, 
no  formal  reservations  of  areas  to  be  permitted  with  the  necessary  exception  of  the 
squash  courts.  This  service  was  commenced  after  the  Christmas  break  and  proved 
to  be  very  popular,  an  average  of  200  persons  using  the  Wing  each  Sunday.  It  is 
planned  to  continue  the  arrangement  on  a  permanent  basis  during  the  academic 
session. 

There  has  been  a  growing  awareness  that  the  large  and  ever  increasing  numbers 
of  students  on  the  campus  during  the  summer  months  imposes  an  obligation  on  the 
University  to  make  available  at  least  some  of  its  facilities  for  recreation  which  the 
students  in  the  regular  academic  session  enjoy.  Last  summer  the  Director  of  Extension 
convened  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  Hart  House,  the  Men's  and  Women's 
Athletic  Associations  and  the  Students'  Administrative  Council  and  a  diversified 
summer  programme  was  drawn  up  on  an  experimental  basis.  The  Athletic  Associa- 
tion made  available  for  men  registered  in  summer  courses  the  following  facilities: 
the  swimming  pool  in  Hart  House,  locker  rooms  and  showers;  a  towel  and  locker 
service;  and  the  use  of  the  various  gymnasia,  including  two  basketball  courts,  an 
indoor  track,  a  golf  driving  range,  weight  training  and  conditioning  activities  room; 
also  basketballs,  soccer  balls,  footballs  and  volleyballs  on  loan  for  casual  recreation. 
The  programme  received  considerable  acceptance  and  probably  will  become  a 
regular  part  of  the  growing  activity  on  the  campus  during  the  summer  months. 

Dean  J.  W.  B.  Sisam  completed  his  third  year  as  President  of  the  Athletic 
Association  and  the  Athletic  Directorate  met  nine  times  during  the  year.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ATHLETICS  AMD  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION.  FOR  WOMEN 

The  year  1962  was  marked  in  Physical  Education  by  a  resurgence  of  interest  in 
physical  fitness.  The  establishment  by  the  federal  government  of  the  Physical  Fitness 
Council  holds  much  promise.  Canada  is  becoming  sports  conscious  and  sports  are  an 
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integral  part  of  any  Physical  Education  programme.  There  is,  however,  a  difference 
between  the  world  of  sports  and  the  more  formal  pattern  of  Physical  Education.  The 
terms  are  not  synonymous  though  many  people  assume  they  are.  As  one  writer  has 
said,  "The  Physical  Education  programme  is  to  national  sports  as  learning  to  read  is 
to  the  literature  of  the  nation."  Physical  Education  is  the  instructional  phase,  the 
base  and  the  foundation;  sports  represent  but  one  aspect  of  the  recreational  use  of 
Physical  Education.  For  women  students,  for  example,  instruction  in  the  dance 
results  in  an  increased  interest  in  music,  choreography  and  the  history  of  the  dance. 
The  need  to  interpret  a  wider  aspect  of  Physical  Education  to  the  general  public  is 
a  challenge  to  the  profession. 

All  activity  in  the  Department  of  Athletics  and  Physical  Education  for  Women 
is  based  upon  the  concept  that  students  are  at  the  University  to  learn.  Instruction, 
therefore,  is  the  keynote,  whether  this  be  in  learning  the  skills  of  golf  or  the  officiating 
of  a  basketball  game.  That  such  a  concept  is  correct  was  confirmed  for  the  second 
time  in  five  years  by  the  distribution  of  the  current  questionnaire  to  700  first  year 
students.  Of  this  number  641  stated  that  they  were  in  favour  of  such  a  programme  of 
required  instruction.  Furthermore,  649  had  improved  in  the  activities  chosen.  It 
should  be  noted  also  that  the  majority  of  students  in  the  upper  years  who  take  work 
voluntarily  in  this  Department  do  so  in  instructional  classes  and  not  in  intramural 
or  intercollegiate  activities.  In  all,  3,642  students  have  taken  classes  every  week  this 
session.  This  is  an  increase  of  464  over  1960-1.  For  these  students,  there  is  a  staff  of 
ten  full-time  instructors  and  six  part-time  instructors  with  226  classes  every  week. 
Further  instruction  for  voluntary  students  will  be  possible  with  additional  staff. 

Physical  Education  is  no  longer  a  mass  programme  wherein  a  large  number  of 
students  are  subjected  to  the  same  activity.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  now  essential  that 
some  specialization  be  offered  so  that  individual  differences  in  background,  skill, 
physical  condition  and  temperament  are  considered.  The  courses  in  this  subject  are 
aimed  at  helping  a  student  get  a  bearing  in  a  totally  new  and  somewhat  confusing 
environment.  A  great  variety  of  activities,  22  in  number,  are  offered  in  the  hope  that 
a  student  will  find  an  interest  upon  which  to  build  an  activity  in  later  years.  A  brief 
comparison  of  enrolment  in  the  two  years  in  which  activities  have  been  held  in  the 
Benson  Building  follows:

In  addition,  first  year  students  received  their  credit  as  follows :  306  in  intramural 
competition;  26  in  intercollegiate  competition. 

It  is  of  special  note  this  year  that  out  of  1,576  students,  only  14,  or  less  than 
1  per  cent,  failed  to  complete  their  requirement.  Of  the  14  who  failed,  4  had  already 
failed  in  1960-1  and  may  be  considered  as  permanent  delinquents  in  this  subject. 

An  innovation  was  introduced  this  year.  In  certain  activities,  examinations,  both 
theoretical  and  practical,  were  given  to  966  students.  The  students  showed  a  surpris- 
ing interest  in  taking  the  tests  and  in  their  final  standing.  Perhaps  this  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  they  passed  or  failed  on  attendance  and  not  on  the  examination.  Never- 
theless, the  results  were  sufficiently  interesting  to  pursue  the  experiment  further. 
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Special  events  have  had  some  community  interest  this  year.  In  September  a  one- 
day  session  on  volleyball  attracted  over  200  students  and  teachers  from  all  over  the 
province.  In  October,  Mrs.  Lillian  MacKellar  of  Los  Angeles  conducted  a  two-day 
session  in  synchronized  swimming.  The  following  month,  Miss  Jean  Milligan,  Chair- 
man of  the  Royal  Scottish  Country  Dance  Association,  was  a  guest  at  the  Benson 
Building.  Miss  Milligan  had  special  sessions  with  the  students  in  the  School  of 
Physical  and  Health  Education.  Also  for  the  students  in  the  School,  a  series  of 
"library  hours"  were  held  in  the  Margaret  Eaton  Library.  These  informal  sessions 
were  conducted  by  Miss  S.  J.  Stevenson  of  the  Department  of  English,  Mrs.  M.  M. 
Kirkwood,  formerly  of  Trinity  College,  and  Miss  Marjorie  Fenwick  of  North  Toronto 
Collegiate  Institute.  These  hours  were  planned  to  assist  primarily  in  the  reading  and 
writing  of  English.  At  the  end  of  March,  the  annual  Swim  Show  was  produced  by 
Miss  Jackson.  This  was  the  "Swim  Revue  of  '62"  and  proved  to  be  a  fitting  climax  to 
a  year's  instruction.  Immediately  after  examinations,  a  special  course  for  Red  Cross 
Instructors  was  introduced.  This  intensive  course  ran  from  May  4th  to  May  12th  and 
enlisted  25  students. 

For  the  second  year  the  Benson  Building  was  open  to  Summer  School  students. 
A  greatly  enlarged  programme  was  established  this  year.  In  addition  to  this  group,  a 
course  for  teachers  for  the  Type  A  Certificate  was  held  for  the  Ontario  College  of 
Education.  Members  of  the  staff  of  this  Department  provided  instruction  for  both 
of  these  programmes. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  resignation  of  two  staff  members.  Miss  Ivy 
Baxter,  who  for  two  years  has  been  head  of  the  dance  section,  leaves  to  return  to 
her  home  in  Jamaica.  Miss  Elizabeth  Shearer,  who  was  especially  skilful  in  the 
teaching  of  racquet  games,  is  leaving  for  a  position  in  the  United  States.  Both  of 
these  women  have  made  great  and  unique  contributions  to  this  Department.  Two 
graduates  of  the  University  of  British  Columbia,  Miss  Sharon  Whittaker  and  Miss 
Nancy  Bartlett,  will  take  up  their  duties  in  the  fall.  In  the  Dance  Section,  we  have 
secured  the  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alan  Lund  for  next  session. 

To  all  of  the  staff,  I  extend  my  gratitude  for  their  co-operation  and  unfailing 
good  humour  throughout  the  year.

THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER  OF  THE  WOMEN'S 
ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION. 

Physical  Education  at  the  intramural  and  intercollegiate  levels,  in  line  with  the 
general  policy  of  the  Department  of  Athletics  and  Physical  Education,  is  based  on 
instruction.  Although  activity  and  recreation  do  accrue  from  the  total  situation, 
this  is  not  the  only  aim.  The  programme  sponsored  by  the  Women's  Athletic  Associa- 
tion at  the  intramural  level  offers  coaching  in  skills  and  an  opportunity  to  learn 
officiating  techniques,  to  adjust  to  competitive  situations  and  to  develop  skills  which 
have  a  carry-over  value  in  later  years.  The  intercollegiate  programme  provides  an 
outlet  for  the  more  skilled  students  and  an  opportunity  to  meet  and  compete  with 
students  from  other  universities  and  colleges. 

The  Women's  Athletic  Association  programme,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Required  Programme  for  first  year  students  offers  further  opportunity  for  the 
students  to  develop  skills  which  were  initiated  in  a  class  situation.  The  intramural 
and  intercollegiate  programmes,  then,  grow  out  of  the  Required  Programme  and, 
indeed,  the  strength  and  success  of  the  total  Women's  Athletic  Association  programme 
is  dependent  on  the  interests  and  skills  developed  in  the  Required  Programme.  The 
intramural  programme  enables  the  student  to  see  the  end  results  of  skills  learned  on  a 
purely  instructional  level. 

Evidence  of  these  principles  is  shown  in  a  summary  of  activities  sponsored  by 
the  Women's  Athletic  Association  during  the  past  year.  At  the  intramural  level, 
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student  coaches  are  provided  for  all  teams  in  the  eleven  areas  of  competition,  while 
at  the  intercollegiate  level,  trained  staff  members  work  with  the  teams.  Many  student 
coaches  are  members  of  intercollegiate  teams  and  this  provides  an  opportunity  for 
students  to  put  into  practice  ideas  gained  from  their  experienced  coaches.  In  turn 
the  level  of  skill  in  intramural  competition  is  improved  and  learning  takes  place 
resulting  in  greater  satisfaction  among  the  participants. 

The  result  of  class  work  is  reflected  in  the  intramural  programme  when  partici- 
pation records  of  first  year  students  are  compared  with  those  of  upper  year  students. 
Games  such  as  basketball,  softball  and  volleyball  are  basic  to  most  high  school 
programmes  and  participation  figures  show  that  one  of  every  four  students  is  in  first 
year.  Yet  in  the  areas  of  individual  sports,  such  as  archery,  bowling,  curling,  golf  and 
swimming,  sports  not  common  in  high  school,  the  ratio  of  first  year  students  to  those 
in  upper  years  is  one  to  two.  This  difference  becomes  significant  when  we  consider 
that  a  high  percentage  of  these  first  year  students  also  took  instruction  in  individual 
sports. 

During  the  year,  groups  of  students  travelled  to  other  universities  to  participate 
in  swimming  and  dance  events.  Students  from  the  Swim  Club  went  to  a  conference 
in  synchronized  swimming  at  Kent,  Ohio,  and  a  modern  dance  group  participated  in 
a  symposium  at  Rochester,  New  York.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  these  students  were 
not  regular  members  of  intercollegiate  teams  and  would  not  otherwise  have  been 
able  to  meet  students  from  other  universities. 

The  Benson  Building,  with  its  excellent  facilities,  was  the  site  of  many  pre- 
tournament  games,  and  intercollegiate  and  invitation  tournaments  throughout  the 
year.  The  Intercollegiate  Outdoor  Archery  Tournament  was  held  in  October  and 
the  Intercollegiate  Swim  Meet  in  November.  Toronto  also  entertained  teams  from 
the  University  of  Western  Ontario,  McMaster  University,  Hamilton  Teachers'  Col- 
lege and  Queen's  University  competing  in  archery,  volleyball,  basketball  and  swim- 
ming. In  conjunction  with  the  Toronto  Board  of  Officials,  basketball  ratings  were 
given  to  our  own  students  as  well  as  to  officials  from  the  surrounding  area. 

Many  colleges  and  faculties  at  the  University  took  advantage  of  facilities  in  the 
Benson  Building  to  hold  inter-year  sports  nights  and  tournaments  in  badminton, 
tennis,  swimming,  volleyball  and  basketball.  The  six  participating  groups  were 
Medicine,  Nursing,  Physiotherapy,  St.  Hilda's  College  and  Victoria  College. 

Novice  tournaments,  limited  to  first  year  students,  were  conducted  in  tennis, 
badminton,  archery  and  fencing  in  order  to  encourage  interest  in  these  activities  at 
the  intramural  level. 

The  Graduate  Programme,  initiated  to  give  graduates  and  faculty  members  an 
opportunity  to  share  the  facilities  of  the  Benson  Building,  provided  increased  activi- 
ties and  was  well  received.  Instruction  was  given  in  swimming,  golf,  tennis,  badmin- 
ton, gymnastics  and  dance.  Swimming  facilities  are  also  available  during  the  summer 
months. 

Curling,  with  instruction  provided  for  beginners,  was  introduced  at  the  intra- 
mural level  and  skiing  at  the  intercollegiate  level.  Attendance  of  72  students  (double 
that  of  last  year)  in  dry  skiing  classes  conducted  in  the  Benson  Building  points  up 
another  instance  where  instruction  seems  to  have  not  only  provided  an  opportunity 
but  created  an  interest.

THE  COMMANDING  OFFICER  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
NAVAL  TRAINING  DIVISION 

The  summer  of  1961  and  the  academic  year  1961-2  were  of  significance  and 
import  to  the  University  of  Toronto  Naval  Training  Division.  This  twelve-month 
period  saw  a  large  number  of  cadets  take  summer  training  on  both  the  east  and  west 
coasts,  the  winning  of  awards  during  this  training,  a  change  in  the  U.N.T.D.  staff 
including  the  Commanding  Officer,  and  a  successful  winter  training  period. 
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A  total  of  36  U.N.T.D.  cadets  underwent  summer  training  in  the  summer  of 
1961 3  28  first  and  second  year  cadets  going  to  the  east  coast  and  8  third  year  cadets 
to  the  west.  At  the  end  of  this  training  period  Cadet  D.  D.  Doederlein,  R.C.N.R., 
was  awarded  the  trophy  for  being  the  "Best  First  Year  U.N.T.D.  Cadet"  for  the 
whole  of  Canada.  On  the  west  coast,  Chief  Cadet  Captain  J.  C.  George,  R.C.N.R. 
(now  Sub-Lieutenant),  was  awarded  the  Department  of  National  Defence  Telescope 
for  the  west  coast  cadet  displaying  outstanding  officer-like  qualities. 

Shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year,  six  third  year  cadets  were 
promoted  to  Sub-Lieutenant  in  the  Royal  Canadian  Naval  Reserve.  This  graduating 
class  was  smaller  than  usual,  and  is  an  indication  of  a  greater  degree  of  attrition 
brought  about  by  increased  intensity  in  training. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  U.N.T.D.  staff  during  the  period  under 
review.  Lieutenant-Commander  J.  D.  Prentice,  R.C.N.R.,  succeeded  Lieutenant- 
Commander  N.  B.  G.  Taylor,  R.C.N.R.,  as  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the 
U.N.T.D.;  the  latter  for  four  years  had  contributed  much  time,  enthusiasm  and 
energy  to  the  U.N.T.D.  Lieutenant  C.  I.  Mason,  R.C.N.R.,  and  Sub-Lieutenant  J.  C. 
George,  R.C.N.R.,  joined  the  U.N.T.D.  Training  Staff  to  replace  officers  appointed 
away  for  other  duties  in  H.M.C.S.  York.  Lieutenant-Commander  J.  N.  Donaldson, 
R.C.N. ,  joined  in  November,  1961,  to  replace  Lieutenant  J.  R.  Benson,  R.C.N.,  as 
the  Resident  Staff  Officer  at  the  U.N.T.D.  office. 

The  training  results  for  the  summer  of  1961  and  the  winter  of  1961-2  have  been 
most  satisfactory  and  have  shown  an  improvement  over  the  results  for  the  compar- 
able period  of  the  previous  year.  This  is  not  to  say  that  a  continued  improvement  will 
not  be  sought.  An  indication  of  the  energy  devoted  to  winter  training  during  1961-2 
is  given  by  the  attendance  at  the  weekly  drills,  which  averaged  between  91  and  92 
per  cent  for  all  U.N.T.D.  cadets,  including  five  cadets  with  100  per  cent  attendance. 

The  cadets  participated  in  several  other  functions,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
weekly  drills.  As  in  previous  years,  cadets  of  the  U.N.T.D.,  with  those  of  the 
C.O.T.C.  and  the  University  Squadron  R.C.A.F.,  took  part  in  the  Memorial  Day 
Service  on  November  1 1  at  the  Soldiers'  Tower.  A  Mess  Dinner  was  held  on  board 
H.M.C.S.  York  on  January  12,  and  the  Tri-Service  Cadet  Ball  took  place  in  Hart 
House  on  February  2,  1962.  This  Ball  was  one  of  the  outstanding  social  events  of  the 
academic  year  and  was  honoured  by  the  attendance  of  the  President,  members  of  the 
faculty  and  senior  officers  of  the  armed  forces.  On  March  3rd,  the  U.N.T.D.  Rifle 
Team  competed  in  a  Tri-Service  Rifle  Shoot,  at  which  time  the  trophy  was  regained 
by  the  C.O.T.C.  from  the  University  Squadron  R.C.A.F.  An  outstanding  event  of  the 
year  was  the  Annual  Cadet  Graduation  Ceremony  held  on  board  H.M.C.S.  York  on 
Sunday,  April  1st.  The  Chief  of  Naval  Personnel,  Rear- Admiral  P.  D.  Budge,  D.S.C., 
CD.,  R.C.N.,  took  the  salute  at  the  march  past,  and  addressed  the  cadets  after 
proficiency  awards  had  been  presented  to  Cadet  M.  R.  Lister,  R.C.N.R.  (First  Year) , 
Cadet  R.  J.  Lawson,  R.C.N.R.  (Second  Year)  and  Chief  Cadet  Captain  E.  M. 
Sellers,  R.C.N.R.  (Outstanding  Cadet  in  the  Division).  Invited  guests  who  attended 
the  ceremony  included  parents  and  friends  of  the  cadets  as  well  as  representatives 
from  the  University  and  H.M.C.S.  York.

THE  COMMANDING  OFFICER,  UNIVERSITY  OF  TORONTO 
CONTINGENT,  CANADIAN  OFFICERS  TRAINING  CORPS 

The  University  of  Toronto  Contingent,  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps, 
offers  four  plans  whereby  selected  students  may  qualify  for  commissions  in  the 
Canadian  Army  while  attending  University.  The  three  year  C.O.T.C.  programme 
is  a  Militia  Service  plan  qualifying  students  for  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  in  either  the 
Militia  or  Regular  Force.  The  Regular  Officers  Training  Plan,  Medical  Subsidization 
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Plan  and  Dental  Subsidization  Plan  all  pay  the  costs  of  the  student's  education  as 
well  as  training  him  for  commissioned  service.  Such  subsidized  students  are  commit- 
ted to  three  or  five  years  service  on  graduation,  depending  upon  which  plan  is  used. 

During  the  academic  year  17  C.O.T.C,  5  R.O.T.P.,  and  5  Subsidized  Candi- 
dates were  accepted  in  the  First  Phase  of  Training. 

The  Contingent  strength  as  of  March  31st,  1962,  was  41  C.O.T.C,  29  R.O.T.P., 
7  Subsidized  Cadets,  and  nine  Contingent  Officers.  There  were  a  great  many  new 
faces  among  the  Contingent  Staff.  Major  L.  A.  McCabe,  Major  W.  E.  Sagar,  Capt. 
L.  A.  Boyle,  Lt.  Cavanaugh,  and  2  Lt.  Eaton-Cole  left  for  various  reasons.  They 
were  replaced  by  Major  G.  W.  Field,  Capt.  G.  E.  Smith,  Lt.  R.  D.  Abbott,  Lt.  J.  B. 
Goring  and  Lt.  J.  Mik,  who  had  completed  his  tour  with  the  Canadian  Army  in 
Europe  as  part  of  his  C.O.T.C.  training.  Capt.  R.  G.  Kibblewhite,  Canadian  Guards, 
commenced  his  duties  as  Resident  Staff  Officer  early  in  September,  1961,  replacing 
Capt.  V.  A.  George.  Lt.  Col.  A.  C.  M.  Ross,  G.D.,  retired  as  Commanding  Officer 
on  February  26th,  1962,  and  Major  R.  A.  Spencer  was  promoted  to  Lt.  Col.  and 
accepted  Command  of  the  Contingent  during  a  very  brief  Handover  Parade  on 
February  27th,  1962. 

Once  again  the  C.O.T.C.  Contingent  co-operated  with  the  U.N.T.D.  and 
U.R.T.P.  for  Remembrance  Day  Services  on  the  campus  and  a  very  successful  Tri- 
Service  Ball,  held  in  Hart  House  on  February  2nd.  The  Annual  Mess  Dinner  was 
held  in  the  Officers'  Mess  College  St.  Armoury  on  February  20th. 

The  unit  Rifle  Team  continued  to  give  good  competition  to  their  opponents  by 
winning  prizes  in  the  D.C.R.A.  "B"  Division  Indoor  Rifle  Team  and  by  regaining 
possession  of  the  O'Keefe  Trophy  from  the  University  Squadron  R.G.A.F.

THE  COMMANDING  OFFICER,  UNIVERSITY  OF

The  University  Squadron  carried  out  its  normal  officer  training  programme 
during  the  academic  year  1961-2.  In  this  it  was  assisted  by  various  members  of  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  University,  whose  help  it  gratefully  acknowledges.  Our  thanks 
are  due  also  to  the  staff  of  the  Institute  of  Aerophysics  and  the  Institute  of  Aviation 
Medicine  for  two  splendid  evenings  of  instruction  and  demonstration,  and  to  Wing

Following  the  practice  of  the  last  two  years,  the  University  Squadron  joined 
with  the  U.N.T.D.  and  the  C.O.T.C.  in  February  to  hold  a  very  successful  Tri- 
Service  Ball.

Illingworth  of  14  Wing  Headquarters  (Auxiliary),  addressed  the  Squadron  on  the 
history  and  role  of  the  R.C.A.F.  Auxiliary. 

The  maximum  Squadron  strength  of  123,  which  was  reached  in  February,  was 
somewhat  lower  than  the  preceding  two  or  three  years,  chiefly  owing  to  a  shortage  of 
well-qualified  first  year  applicants,  especially  in  the  University  Reserve  Training 
Plan  (URTP).  The  University  was  nevertheless  well  represented  by  the  group  of 
officer  trainees  which  did  proceed  this  year  to  Reserve  Officers'  School  at  R.C.A.F. 
Station  Centralia,  and  to  other  summer  training  units.  Eight  members  of  the 
Squadron  received  summer  postings  in  Europe. 

The  year  saw  a  number  of  staff  changes.  Wing  Commander  A.  B.  Weston  of 
the  Faculty  of  Law,  who  left  the  University  to  take  an  appointment  in  Tanganyika, 
was  succeeded  as  Commanding  Officer  by  Wing  Commander  W.  H.  Dray  of  the 
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Department  of  Philosophy.  Flight  Lieutenant  D.  J.  Clough  of  the  Department  of 
Industrial  Engineering,  after  three  years  of  valued  service  to  the  Squadron,  was 
transferred  to  the  Supplementary  Reserve.  He  was  succeeded  as  Training  Officer  by 
Flight  Lieutenant  D.  G.  Baker  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  The  Resident  Staff 
Officer,  Squadron  Leader  J.  P.  McDonald,  who  was  transferred  to  #1  Air  Navigation 
School,  Winnipeg,  after  four  years  on  the  campus,  was  succeeded  by  Flight  Lieuten- 
ant D.  R.  Stewart  of  the  Regular  Force.  Much  credit  is  due  to  Flight  Lieutenant 
Stewart,  and  to  the  interest  and  efficiency  of  the  Orderly  Room  staff,  for  the  success 
of  the  Squadron's  activities  this  year.  They  would,  in  turn,  wish  to  join  the  University 
Reserve  members  of  the  staff  in  expressing  appreciation  of  the  renovations  and  altera- 
tions undertaken  by  the  University  in  their  region  of  119  St.  George  Street  during 
the  year  which  have  helped  to  make  the  performance  of  their  duties  more  pleasant.

THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY-TREASURER  OF  THE 
STUDENTS'  ADMINISTRATIVE  COUNCIL 

Before  the  year  1960-1  had  ended,  the  Students'  Administrative  Council  ini- 
tiated a  wide  variety  of  activities  for  summer  students.  The  programme  was  designed 
to  make  these  students  feel  that  they  were  an  integral  part  of  the  University,  as 
indeed  they  are.  Many  of  the  summer  students  were  married  and  a  number  had 
families.  Housing  was  an  acute  problem.  To  assist  in  locating  these  students  in  accom- 
modation that  was  suitable,  the  Council's  Housing  Service  was  staffed  and  opened 
six  weeks  earlier  than  usual.  Previous  notice  had  gone  from  the  Department  of  Exten- 
sion that  this  service  would  be  available.  Practically  everyone  attending  the  summer 
course  from  outside  Toronto  used  this  service  and  our  records  show  that  those  who 
did  were  taken  care  of  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  them. 

The  Council  Office  prepared  and  published  a  Summer  Students'  Handbook 
containing  a  message  of  welcome  from  the  President  of  the  University,  up-to-date 
maps  of  the  University  and  the  city,  pertinent  information  about  the  University,  what 
to  do  and  see  in  Toronto,  a  University  telephone  directory,  and  a  complete  list  of 
events  planned  by  the  University  such  as  the  President's  lecture  series,  athletic 
facilities,  social  functions,  and  Hart  House  facilities.  This  book  was  given  without 
charge  to  each  summer  student  upon  registration. 

The  Council  Office  ran  off  daily,  semi-weekly  and  weekly  bulletins  containing 
information  supplied  by  the  Department  of  Extension.  Arrangements  were  also 
made  for  transportation  and  theatre  seats  for  the  Stratford  Festival,  and  the  summer 
students  received  these  tickets  at  the  Council  Office.  Equally  important  was  the 
encouragement  given  the  summer  course  to  set  up  a  representative  committee  to  plan 
and  administer  their  own  programme.  This  committee  should  be  functioning  well 
in  the  summer  of  1963. 

At  the  opening  meeting  of  the  Council  in  the  fall  term,  the  President  of  the 
University  was  appointed  to,  and  graciously  accepted,  the  position  of  Honorary 
President.  At  that  time  Stephen  Borins,  a  graduate  in  Arts  and  Law,  was  appointed 
Chairman  of  the  Council. 

The  Council  for  the  first  time  organized  a  Freshman  Welcome,  on  the  first 
Friday  of  the  term.  Every  campus  activity  had  a  booth  and  their  officers  explained 
the  aims  and  programme  of  each  group.  It  was  well  organized  and  first  year  students 
were  encouraged  to  use  discrimination  in  choosing  the  activities  with  which  to 
identify  themselves.  The  President  of  the  Council,  Marc  Somerville,  warmly  welcomed 
the  members  of  the  first  year  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  of  the  surprisingly  large  crowd 
that  attended  all  freshmen  left  with  the  feeling  that  they  were  members  of  the 
University  family. 
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An  unfortunate  initiation  incident  early  in  the  term  caused  the  Council  to  pass 
unanimously  the  following  resolution:  "Statement  of  Students'  Administrative 
Council  issued  September  27th,  1961 — Re  Freshman  Orientation  Programmes:  It  is 
important  to  realize  that  in  recent  years  there  has  been  a  gradual  but  continuing 
progression  towards  more  constructive  orientation  programmes  at  this  University.  It 
is  hoped  by  the  Students'  Administrative  Council  that  this  trend  towards  more 
constructive  orientation  programmes  will  be  accelerated." 

The  Council  during  the  past  year  has  been  mindful  of  the  plight  of  less  fortunate 
fellow  students  in  other  countries.  Particularly  in  Algeria  the  need  for  student  help 
was  acute  early  in  the  term.  The  Council  voted  unanimously  to  send  $1,000  through 
UGEMA  (Union  Generale  des  Etudiants  Musulmans  Algeriens). 

The  Blue  and  White  Society  had  a  most  successful  and  active  year.  Many  all- 
University  events  were  organized  by  this  representative  group  of  students,  but  three 
stand  out:  the  Homecoming  activities,  the  Christmas  Tree  and  the  Winter  Carnival. 
Miss  Dawn  Egan  directed  the  Homecoming  Show  in  Varsity  Arena  before  a  record 
crowd,  and  the  traditional  Float  Parade,  held  the  following  morning,  was  larger  than 
ever.  It  had  as  its  theme  "University  Life — An  Ivory  Tower,"  and  was  greatly 
enjoyed  by  graduates,  undergraduates,  and  the  public  who  lined  the  parade  route. 
The  Alumni  Shield  presented  for  the  most  original  float  was  won  by  the  Engineers. 
All  colleges,  faculties  and  schools  were  represented  in  this  all-University  parade. 
The  University  Christmas  Tree  was  again  held  in  the  Great  Hall  of  Hart  House, 
which  proved  not  nearly  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  those  who  wished  to 
attend.  It  successfully  blended  the  serious  religious  significance  of  Christmas  with  the 
exuberance  of  the  Yuletide  season. 

In  November,  rehearsals  started  for  Agamemnon,  written  and  directed  by 
students.  This  was  by  far  the  most  ambitious  and  most  successful  student  production 
ever  undertaken  by  the  Council.  It  ran  for  a  week  in  February  at  Hart  House  Theatre. 
The  President  had  this  to  say  about  Agamemnon  in  his  message  in  Torontonensis 
addressed  to  the  graduating  classes:  "a  re -working  of  the  Greek  legend  done  with 
sustained  seriousness  and  with  poetic  intensity,  both  in  the  words  and  the  music  .  .  . 
carried  conviction  to  the  audience  and  invited  delighted  participation  ...  a  rarity  in 
the  Canadian  theatre." 

Plans  at  this  time  were  being  made  for  the  Winter  Carnival  held  at  the  Varsity 
Arena  which  was  sold  out  long  before  the  event.  This  event  was  under  the  direction 
of  Chris  Snyder  and  Charles  Snelling,  a  former  world  champion  figure  skater.  One 
of  the  greatest  galaxies  of  Canadian  figure  skaters  who  had  all  competed  most  suc- 
cessfully at  international  figure  skating  events  was  gathered  together.  The  Brothers 
Four,  also  internationally  known,  contributed  to  the  programme,  which  filled  Varsity 
Arena  to  capacity;  many  students  were  unable  to  gain  admission.  This  quartet  of 
undergraduates  from  United  States  universities  sang  folk  songs  in  a  most  acceptable 
manner. 

A  student  Conference  on  Creative  Writing,  the  first  such  conference  held  in 
Canada  by  Canadian  universities,  was  held  in  February  at  the  University  of  Toronto 
and  was  successful  in  every  particular.  It  was  made  possible  by  a  generous  grant  from 
the  Canada  Council  and  grants  from  the  student  governing  bodies  of  Canadian  univer- 
sities. A  group  of  distinguished  scholars  led  discussion  groups  and  chaired  various 
meetings  of  the  conference.  They  were :  M.  Yves  Theriault,  Dr.  Desmond  Pacey,  Mr. 
Irving  Layton,  Dr.  H.  N.  Frye,  Prof.  Robertson  Davies,  Prof.  M.  Wilson,  M.  Jacques 
Hebert,  Mr.  Marsh  Jeanneret,  Mr.  J.  G.  McClelland,  Dr.  Frank  Scott,  M.  Perrie- 
Elliot  Trudeau,  Mr.  Robert  Fulford,  Mr.  Robert  Weaver,  Miss  Jay  MacPherson  and 
Mr.  Walter  McLean. 

It  was  apparent  during  the  past  year  to  thinking  students  that  the  world  was 
becoming  increasingly  interdependent  and  the  value  of  expanding  contacts  with 
other  academic  communities  was  very  great.  With  this  in  mind,  the  Council  spon- 
sored three  Exchange  Weekends,  one  with  Harvard  University,  one  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina,  and  the  well  established  Carabin  Weekend.  Selected  students

from  the  University  have  now  for  a  number  of  years  visited  the  University  of 
Montreal,  lived  in  French-Canadian  homes  in  Montreal,  attended  lectures  and  held 
discussions  with  the  French-Canadian  students.  A  return  visit  was  made  by  students 
from  the  University  of  Montreal  and  a  similar  programme  was  followed  at  Toronto. 
Return  visits  were  also  made  from  Harvard  University  and  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  The  Council  looks  upon  these  three  Exchange  Weekends  as  being  one  of 
their  most  valuable  activities. 

The  Council  made  it  possible  for  able  students  from  the  University  to  attend 
the  Seminar  on  International  Affairs  at  Sir  George  Williams  University  in  Montreal. 
Four  delegates  were  sent.  Two  delegates  from  Toronto  were  sent  to  Laval  University 
to  attend  Le  Congres  des  Affaires  Canadiennes.  Delegates  were  sent  to  the  University 
of  Manitoba  for  the  Manitoba  Conference  on  Commonwealth  Affairs.  Two  delegates 
were  sent  to  the  Student  Conference  on  National  Affairs  held  at  the  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College  of  Texas.  This  conference  discusses  matters  of  interest  affecting 
students  of  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Two  delegates  were  sent  to  the  Canadian 
Conference  on  Education  at  the  University  of  Montreal  and  three  delegates  were 
sent  to  the  Conference  on  World  Affairs  at  McGill  University.  Three  delegates  were 
chosen  for  the  World  University  Service  Summer  Seminar  held  in  Poland,  to  which 
the  Council  contributed  $1,150.  The  Canadian  Overseas  Volunteers  was  an  interest- 
ing project  on  the  campus  during  the  current  year.  Young  graduates  of  the  University 
gave  at  least  one  year  following  graduation  to  be  of  service  in  other  Commonwealth 
countries.  To  this  worthy  project  the  Council  contributed  $1,000.  Another  grant  of 
$1,500  was  given  to  the  new  University  College  in  Dar-es-Salaam,  of  which  Prof. 
R.  C.  Pratt  of  this  University  has  been  appointed  Principal. 

As  a  further  help  to  others,  the  United  Appeal  Campaign  was  successfully 
carried  out  through  the  Council  Office.  Student  contributions  for  the  United  Appeal 
amounted  to  $1,258.16.  The  total  amount  collected  from  the  staff  and  students  of 
the  University  and  turned  over  to  the  United  Appeal  was  $53,264.94,  an  increase  of 
$1,718.94  over  the  previous  year.  The  Council  Office  was  also  responsible  for  sending 
out  individual  receipts  to  each  contributor.  While  it  might  seem  that  the  student 
body's  response  to  the  United  Appeal  was  discouraging,  if  this  is  viewed  in  connection 
with  the  help  given  to  needy  students  in  other  parts  of  the  world  and  the  fact  that 
$6,140  was  contributed  by  students  for  the  SHARE  Campaign  (Student  Help  for 
Asian  Relief  and  Education),  it  is  indicative  of  the  fact  that  the  student  body  was 
not  unmindful  of  the  needs  of  others.  Two  Blood  Campaigns  were  held  under  the 
direction  of  the  Student  Service  Commission.  The  student  body  donated  4,562  pints 
of  blood  to  the  Red  Cross.  However,  the  contribution  to  the  United  Appeal  from 
the  student  body  left  much  to  be  desired.  A  special  committee  to  investigate  the  role 
of  student  government  in  the  field  of  student  aid  was  constituted.  This  committee  has 
spent  many  hours  studying  this  phase  of  its  activity  and  the  results  of  their  efforts 
should  be  apparent  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Council  published  67  issues  of  The  Varsity,  which  celebrated  its  eighty-first 
anniversary.  An  innovation  this  year  was  the  publishing  each  week  of  a  Weekend 
Review  under  the  editorship  of  Mr.  David  Griner.  It  maintained  a  high  level  of 
literary  discussion  and  it  was  an  excellent  vehicle  for  the  student  body  to  indulge  in 
creative  writing.  In  addition  to  the  Summer  Students'  Handbook,  a  Freshman's 
Handbook  was  also  published,  giving  pertinent  information  to  members  of  the  first 
year.  This  Handbook  was  mailed  to  all  incoming  freshmen  prior  to  their  arrival  at 
the  University.  Torontonensis,  the  annual  yearbook  of  the  University  of  Toronto, 
which  mirrors  more  completely  than  any  other  publication  the  undergraduate  life 
of  the  University,  and  Jargon,  a  collection  of  the  best  literary  efforts  of  under- 
graduates, were  also  published  by  the  Council. 

The  University  of  Toronto  Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  University  of  Toronto 
Chorus  again  had  a  very  successful  season.  The  Symphony  Orchestra  was  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Milton  Barnes.  The  Chorus  was  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Walter 
Barnes.  Two  concerts  were  given,  a  Christmas  Concert  at  Hart  House  and  a  concert 
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at  the  end  of  the  term  in  the  Great  Hall.  The  Chorus  participated  in  the  Inter- 
University  Choral  Festival  at  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College  and  the  Orchestra 
visited  the  University  of  Waterloo  to  present  a  concert  that  was  enthusiastically 
received.  Noon-hour  concerts  were  held  throughout  the  term  and  the  calibre  was 
such  that  a  capacity  audience  attended  each  concert.  Appropriations  were  made 
to  purchase  new  instruments  for  the  University  of  Toronto  Orchestra  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  Band.  New  uniforms  for  the  Band  were  also  purchased  during 
the  current  year  at  a  cost  of  $8,500  which  greatly  helped  to  improve  morale  in  the 
band.  The  band  attended  all  out-of-town  games  and  home  games  with  the  football 
team.  They  also  provided  the  music  for  the  Remembrance  Day  Service. 

The  Students'  Book  Exchange  operated  by  the  Council  sold  in  excess  of  $9,586 
worth  of  students'  textbooks.  Practically  all  profits  from  this  operation  went  to  the 
students,  the  Council  retaining  only  sufficient  money  to  operate  this  service. 

The  Housing  Service  was  taxed  to  the  limit  to  provide  suitable  accommodation 
for  students  and  staff.  The  Loan  Fund  again  operated  by  the  Council  proved  to  be 
one  of  its  most  important  services.  The  record  of  repayment  of  loans  from  this  fund 
is  most  gratifying. 

The  Students'  Administrative  Council  for  the  first  time  inaugurated  a  student 
charter  flight  to  Europe  in  co-operation  with  the  National  Federation  of  Canadian 
University  Students.  This  was  done  with  the  approval  of  the  President  and  the 
Governors  of  the  University  and  was  called  the  University  of  Toronto  Flight.  One 
hundred  and  ten  (the  capacity  of  the  plane)  students,  members  of  the  staff  and 
their  families  embarked  on  this  flight  which  left  Malton  on  May  25  and  flew  direct 
to  Paris  and  then  to  London.  Many  who  wished  to  take  advantage  of  the  low  rate 
could  not  be  accommodated.  This  flight,  which  added  considerably  to  the  admini- 
strative problems  of  the  office,  was  greatly  appreciated  by  all  who  participated  in  it. 

The  University  of  Toronto  Dinner  to  honour  certain  selected  members  of  the 
graduating  classes  in  recognition  of  their  contribution  to  the  undergraduate  life  of 
the  University  was  held  in  the  Great  Hall  of  Hart  House  in  March.  The  Dinner  was 
addressed  by  the  President  of  the  University  who  also  presented  the  awards. 

Again  the  President  and  Mrs.  Bissell  entertained  the  members  of  the  Council  at 
their  home.  This  delightful  occasion  held  early  in  the  fall  made  it  possible  for 
Council  members  to  get  to  know  each  other  and  thereby  to  work  as  a  team  for  the 
good  of  the  whole  University. 

The  President  of  the  Students'  Administrative  Council  was  Marc  Somerville  of 
Victoria  College.  The  Vice-President  was  Miss  Anne  Williams  of  Victoria  College. 
The  representatives  on  the  Council  of  the  President  of  the  University  during  the  year 
were  Professor  G.  R.  Slemon  of  the  Department  of  Electrical  Engineering  and 
Professor  P.  W.  Fox  of  the  Department  of  Political  Economy.  It  would  not  be  possible 
to  express  adequately  in  words  the  debt  that  the  Council  owes  to  them.
